CHAPTER. I. 


0 77 ; Jfþ great foy and confenfment, the Em- 
70 8 5 C perour Trebatio and the Pzinceſſe Bria- 
* m trauailed towardes the Grecian Empire, 
'F; 2 as well fo2 the fruition of bir contented top, 

7 as the pleaſure and eaſe which ſhe hoped to 
— baue, at ſuch time as (hee honld come vnto 
te Emp ire. And4f it had fallen out that thetr departure 
ſhould — bene knowen, pet at their raſe they could not 
follow them,foz that moſt of their tranatle was by deſerts 
and vninbabited places, and not by peopled townes e vila - 
ges: and this was the occaſion that they could not come ſo 
lane vnto Grecia as they might, if they bad taken the fre- 
quented waye. And fo in great peace and quietneſſe they 
tranailed certaine dates without any accident bappaning 
that is wozth the noting, till ſuch time as they bad paſſed 
though þkingdome of Hungaria, f entered among certaine 
mountains which wer very traggie t troubleſometo tra⸗ 


naue in, where they chaunced vpon the ſkirt of the moun- 
B. tains 
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fapne Sarpedo, which is verye great, and was inbabited 
with very furtous and bnciuile people. This was the cauſe 
which made tyem to trauaile by the loweſt part of the 
mountaine, where they continued on their iournep till the 
third dap, at (ach tyme as the Sunne was in the ertrea- 
melt of his parching beate, which cauſed them to haue an 
earneſt and great deſire to dzinke,fo2 that they were thpz⸗ 
tie, by rcaſon that all that daye, and the other day paſl, 
they could finde no water,noz any other thing to dzinke, 

And beecauſe the great thirſt which the Empreſle ſub 
fayncd was moze griefe bnto the Emperour then his owne, 
be diligentlye ſearched in euery place where he came, to 
ſe it hæ could by any meanes finde any Towne, Uilage,o; 
3 they mygbt haue water to quench ther 
tpirſt. 

And her as franaplcd in this care and ſozrow, wil hin x 
whyle after b& diſcouered a certapne valley which entred 
in by tbe one ſide of the PMountapne, inithe middeſt there 
of there was as it were a lluce which pzoceded out of the 
Mountapne: and it ſeemed vnfo bim, that it could not ba 
without water,foz that the ground about it was very rel) 
and plealant. 

And pzeſentlye leaning they} way that they then f 
followed, they toke the next way which lead them vnto I, 
tbe valley, and with great trauaile they came thether, 
in the ende whereof they found ſufficlent of that where 
of they had ſuch nede.Fo2 t bat out of the fate of a bigh | 
mightie Rocke,the pꝛincipall beginning of that mount aint, 
there was a ſmall valley lyke vnto a medow, being veris 
grœne and kreſh, s on the one ſide it was incloſed with that 
mightie Nocke, and on the other ſide inuironed with great 
and thicke tres of all ſoztes,botb delectable and pleaſaum. 

This valley was very plapne, and out of the cliftes of 
that rocke, there iNued a werte and a ch2iſtalline foul 
tapne of molt excellent cleare water, which ran into the , 
middeſt of that valley, whereas it made a lange : — N

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ing very pleaſaunt fo beholde. Likewiſe fhey ſaw in that 
high Nocke, certayne ſteppes cut out of the hard None like 
bnto ſtapꝛes, which allended vp unte a dozs which was in 
the ſayde Rocke,and it ſemed to ber abouc fiftene fadome 


high. 

And they ſaw that by tbe doze there was cut out of the 
ſame Rocke,boles like vnto windowes, which made them 
thinke there ſhould be ſome habſfacion oz dwelling in the 
ſame. And foz that the place was very delight tit, it dpd 
in a manner innite them to refreſh themſelues. There the 
Emperour altghted from bis hozſe, and made him faſt vn- 
to a Tre, and tone the Empreſſe in his armes from hir 
paulfrie, the lyke dpd hæ fo all the Ladyes and Damoſells, 
and they went vato the Fountapne whereas they did ſa- 
tiffie themſelues of they2 deſtre, thinking all their trauaile 
well beſtowed, to come vnto that pleaſant and delight full 
place. 

Then thep fate khemſelnes downe,by the head of that 
ſpꝛing, and did eate of ſuch meate as Clandeſtria hadde 
bꝛeught with hir: and this mighty Emperour had fo: his 
table the lappe of the Empreſſe, which he did moze cſtæme 
then all the great abundance of ſiluer and gold and other 
furniture in bis ropall and p2zincely court. Alſo they re⸗ 
telued wonderfull great pleaſure and confrnfment at the 
[wete and pittering nopſe which the running water 
made, which by reaſen of the lwikkneſle of his courſe ſamed 
g by a Fountapne of chziſtall, foz the great cleareneſſe 
tyercof, 

Ind when they had eaten and well refreſhed ſhemſelncs 
ith that which they bzought, the Empcrour dpd pull 
If his healme, and ſtretched out his body vppon the grene 
raſſe and lalde his head on the Pr.ncclle lappe. And 
ter that he hadde diſcourſed with the Princeſſe many 
bet and amozous ſpechts, he fell a lle pe, wherefoze 
de P2inceTe hadde great care of him and commaunded 
hir Gentlewomen to kepe ũence and to malic no nezle 

B it. foʒ 
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fo2 feare of wahing of him, and ſhe was well confenfed in 
bir minde that they were paſſed the Kingdome of Hung» 
ria, hoping in a ſhozt tune to enter into the great Empire of 
Grecia. But all this in compariſon was nat hing onto the 
great lone #« contented toy that (he recetued, to ſ that no⸗ 
ble Emperour lie a long with bis bead on bir lap, and ſab 
tect bnto bir louc,very much bebolding the great ſeneritie 
and couragious countenaunce of bis faire face, mat king his 
mightte members, and the god p:opo2tion of his whole bo 
die. And as he lay vpon the graſle, it ſeemed to hir that in 
all the woꝛld ther was not bis like to beſ@ne,he was of f 
excellent a ſtature and wo2tby to be beeloued abone all v 
ther. And foꝛ that the Princeſſe by experience was fully pers 
ſwaded of his noble pꝛoweſſe, ſhe ſayd vnto hir ſelfe, that 
ther was not in all the world lady 02 gentlewoman, t hat hat 
better chaunce then ſhe, affir ming that although Fortune in 
times paſt did ſhew bir leife cruel, pet at that time ſhe bat 
recompenced hir with moze honour and delight, bigber dig 
nitie and p2oſperitie then euer (he peſeſſed, oz thought af 
any time to attaine vnto. But as it is a thing Loth gem⸗ 
rall and common, that at ſuch time as a man fbinkecth him 
ſelfe to haue moſt felicitie in this moꝛt al! lite, he is neared 
vnto perills, bhaning ſodainlpe all bis mirth tourned int. 
mourning, with miſcherfes vnloked foz : ſo at this pꝛeſen 
it happened, toꝛ in the meane time that the Euperour toi 

bis reſt vpon the lappe of the fapze Princeſle,and thee like 
wiſe remapned in the foppe of bir p2olperitic,ail bir Cav 
tlewomen being at a Fountatne, waſbing their hands and 
faces with that fapꝛe and cþziſtaline wator,vpon a ſodains 
and bnaware they beard a great noiſe amongſt the tre, 
and ſwꝛikes that ſ@med fo be of women that came towatrd 
the place wheras they were, with ſozrowfull wepings and 
lamentecions. The Pzinccſſe and all bir Gent le wo 


being amazed at that lodaine noiſe, ſaw come fo2tb (rol if: 
among the tr&s towards the Fountaine, a migbtic greil 


and defoꝛmed Gyant, all armed, ſauing the beaver of bl 
bealme was vp, and mounted on a migbtie W 
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his hand a great boare ſpeare, which had a very ſharp and 
long blade of a ſpan bzoad, and he had a fierce and furious 
conntenance, which-cauſed great feare vnto all them that 
did be hold him. after yum there followed ten men (meruar? 
1005 oglie and ill fauoured to hehold, and no leſſe 0zeadfni!) 
which wer on fate all vnarmed, with a certaine kind of vn 
bled wepons in their hands, who bꝛought in the midbeft as 
mongli them t wo knights vpon one hozle,with their hands 
faſt bound, and two Ladies vpon two palfrayes, which gaue 
very great and (ozrowtfull ſhztkes.15ut when the Princeſle 
ſaw that monſtrous Gyaunt come fwzth of the thicket, ſhe 
gaue lypke wile a great ſhaike, and quaked foz feare, in ſuch 
lot that Chee had no moze couloar in hir face then a dead 
body: at which nopſe,as well of the Ladyes and Gentle- 
yomen, as of the Princeſſe, the Emperour awaked ont of 
1s ſound fleepe, as one that bad bene greatlpe afrighted, 
ndloking abont him her ſaw that monſfrons and valie 
,yant with all his internall company comming towardes 
dem: wherefoze with a trice he roſe vp and laced on his 
calme, and came vnto the Princeſſe, who was as one 
bat had bene dead, and ſayd vato hir: Take a god hart 
ud be couragtous, fo: it gricueth mee very much fo (> 
du in this plight,fo2 J doubt not, ſuch courage receine A 
pour pꝛeſence, but pꝛʒincipallie God aſiſting mee ) to de⸗ 
mer pou from this monſter. The Princeſle was lo trous 
ed and in ſuch feare, that che had not any power to an- 
gere bim one wozd agapne: And at that time ſhe would 
due giuen all the Grecian Empire, pea, the whole wozld 
if had beene hirs, to haue ſne hir ſelſe and the Empe- 
dur clære from that monſtrous Gyant. At this time the 
(eat Gyaunt came dnto the place whereas they were, 
dgreatlie meruailed to (ee them tbzre.a{thongh to the 
Mrarie reiopcing, and verpe much delighted with the 
e and excellent beautie of the Princelle, with a daead- 
land hozſe vopte hee ſaxde- | 
V iti. Oh 
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Oh my Gods, what a rich p2ay is this that pon baue re 
ſerued fo2 me, thele fiftene pœres haue J attempted ng 
other thing but to rob Ladyes and Gentlewomen, with ng 
lelle perill then papnes, and pet all this time haue J not 
met with one, that ſo much doth content mer as this Lady, 
and in deliuering theſe woꝛds he appꝛochedvn to the Empe- 


rour, and ſapde. 

Tell me then vnhappy Knight by what euill foz tun 
art thou come hether vnto this place? The Emperour why 
at that time was very angry to heare his diuelliſh wozds, 
and agatne to ſe the Princeſſe ſo changed, with a ſtout cow 
rage and w2athfull countenaunce anſ wered him. 

Tell me thou bzute beaſt, wherfo2e doeſt thou in this 
manner extoll ond pꝛapſe thy ſelfe of ſo eaill and diuellith a 
cuſtome, knowing that there is a God in heauen that will 
punich the foz theſe thy cuill wozkes which thou dock 
vle. 

The Gyant was erceding wꝛathfull when the Empe 
rour ſpeake thus, ſo that he made no reckoning to anſ were 
bim, but giuing a terrible 4 hoarſe cry, he thzew that great 
and big Boare Speare which her bꝛought, at the Emperour, 
with ſo great ſtrength . in ſuch ſoꝛt, that if it hav chanced: 
right with the bzoad end and ſte&ly point, J doubt whether 
bis Magicall armour had bene ſufficient to haue made rv 
ſiſtance, but it would haue pearced thozough bis body : but 
the Emperour fozeſœing that perlilous blow, mith great 
lightneſſe cleered bmiſelfe from the fury thereof by leaping 
on the one ſide, ſo that the Boare ſpeare ſtroke the ground, 
and with the great ſtrength wehrewith it was thzowen, it 
entered mo2e then halte the length tþherof into the earth. 

- Which when the vallaunt and couragious Em- 
perour law , and finding bimſelke to bee fo nigh vn 
to daunger, the Gpaunt being on bozſebacke, and col 
ſtdering the great aduantage which be hadde, Cratght 
wapes layde holde vppen the bzidle of the Yozle, 

an 
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and with his ſtrong armed fiſt ſtroke the hoꝛſe ſuch a vlow 
vpon the head, that he made the bzaynes ſipe out, 4 be fell 
to the ground maſter and all. 

The Gyant ſeing that, with great haſt clœred himſeclfe 
from bis buzſe,t being on lte, dꝛew out a mightie 4 bꝛoad 
faulchon, which hung at his girdle and appꝛoched vnto the 


Emperour,[triking bim lo great and mightye a blow bppon 
his he ale, t dat he could not otherwiſe choſe, but that bas 
was conſtrained to ſtope with both bis knas to the ground, 
which did ſomewhat trouble his rememb2aunce, but this 
mightie Emperour quickly betbought bimſelfe agayne,and 
toke his harpe ſwoꝛd in both hls hands, and ſtroke the Gi- 
ant luch a blow vpon his thigh, that although bis armour 
was a finger thicke of hard Stele, beſides a (kirt of maile 
which he had hanging downe,neuertbeleſſe be cut all a ſun- 
der,q entered thzough the lleſh vnto the hard bone,wher be 
made a ſoze wound, from whence great abundance of bloud 
tan out. The Gyant fœling dimſelfe thus wounded, e ſæing 
ſo great r̃eliſtaunce to be made with one alone Knight, roa⸗ 
red as thoaghit had bene a Lyon. At which noile together 
with the ruching of thep2 harneps, and the ſound of the pz 
mighty blowes there appeared out of the windowes bf the 
Rocke another Gyant, which unto his ſa ming was no leſſe 
lurious and vale of lemblaunce then the other, who ſa ing 
that might p and well foughten battaile bet wane the Em- 
perour 2 his bzother,bclov.in at great haſt as was poſſible 
fo2 him, he went and armed hin elfe. In the meane time the 
ther Gyant and the Emperour made thgy2 battale with ſo 
great and heauie blowes that the nopſe thereok did ſound 
thzoughout all thoſe mountapnes. 

And the moꝛe that this Gyaupt did fo2ce himſelſe to ſtrike 
the Emperour, ſo much the moze did the Exnperour pꝛo⸗ 
vide toclerc bimſcifc with great lightneſſe from bis terri⸗ 
vieftrolies, fox that he knew very well if would be verp 
pertllone, if La ſhould ſaTten en him but one full blow, 
B. iii. neuer⸗ 
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ntuertheleſle the Emperour af all times div wounde hin 
at his pleature, in ſuch (o2t,that what with the trength of 
"the Giaunt, and the great pollicie and lightneſſe of the 
Emperour the battaple was bzought into great doubt, al 
though the Gyaunt bad loſt very much bloud by thele 
woandes which the Emperour had giuen him. Foz when 
be ſaw his bloud in ſuch ſozt icattered vpon the ground, 
bee was moze furious then beefoze, and with great wzath 
dee beſturred bimſelfe with his Fauchon, curſing himſelf 
and blaſpheming againſt his Gods, in that he conld not 
in any wiſe faſten one full blow vpon bis enimie, and 
that one Knight should bzing him into ſo great a per- 
plexitie. All this while the Empreſſe and hir Gentle women 
did very well behold that wonder full bat taple, 4 bad great 
fearc to ſce the hugenelle of the Gyant, and perill in which 
the Emperour was, and ſo amazed,(hcy were'that they coul 
not moue the mſelues ont of the place whereas they abode, 
bat encry one of them on their knes very earneſtip pzay 
ed vnto God with many teares,to dgliucr them from that 
great agonie wherein they were. , 

And being in this agonie, they heard within the Nocke 4 
great nopſe t ruſhing of armour, wherewith they loked# 
bout,x ſaw deſcending downe'the tayzes another Giant,all 
armed ot no leſſe higneſſe 4 dzcadfull countenance then the 
other, who came downe in great haſt, with a mightte maſe 
of Stele in bis hand. When the Princeſle and hir Gentlewo · 
men law him, they were moꝛe afraid then at the firſt, z pal 
ded themſelues vnto deſtruction, ther with gaue meruay 
lous x gricnous lh2ikes t cries, which was the cauſe that 
the Eiperour was in a great feare of ſome miſſoztune,and 
loking about him to ſ& what if might be, he percetned ano 
ther monſtrous Gyaunt that diſcended downe his ſtapzes 
with his maſe in his hand: although her did ſe the great 
danger and perill at hand, pet did not his hart faile him ons 
tot, but with a noble and ſtout ſtomacke bis — 
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the moꝛe increaſed , ſo that foꝛgetting all the franavle a- 
gainſt that Gyane, with new urengtb he ſtcck,the Gyaunt 
with both his hands ſuch a blow overthwart the waſt, (hat 
the thicke armour and \liirt of maile had not ſufficunt 
ſtrength to make defence againſt bis mightie and Crong 
arme, but that the (harp cutting \ wozd muſt na des execute 
his ſur p, which diatding both armour and boncs,cutered in⸗ 
to the bowells, wherewith the Gyanc with grieudus panes 
of death ſtraight waies (cll downe to the ground, and with 
his fall made all the earth fo-Chake. 

At which time the other Gyaunt was come dotwne 
the fayzes , and ſeing that terrible and cruell troke , he 
lyft vp bis eyes to heauen, and with a loude vopce be ſaide. 
Oh cruell and curſed Gods in whome J beeleeue and wo2- 

p, which of all you is it that bath coſented vnto the death 
gm bother Argentaria ? in what ſozt oz how ſhall J ba 
enged ny aye an outrage done bato mee, you bæing 


aboue in the heayens,and J here vpon the carth. 
And in ſaying theſe and ſuch lyue woꝛdes be came to- 
warts the Einperour, with bis migbtie male rapſcd in the 
ill ſuch tome, that it was moſt d;eadfall to beholde : 
nt this valpaunt Greelce whoſe lrength was nothing in- 
ftriovr vnto his pꝛedecelſozs, the mightte Achilles, Pyrihus, 
and Moloſſo, foz when der ſaw the Gyaunt comming tow- 
ards him in khat terrible ſozt , and (o fiercely, in great 
haſt be went whereas the Boare Speare tuch, and with 
erceding ſtrength der pulled it out of the ground, and toke 
lt faſt in his hand about the middeſt of the ſtaffe, and ther⸗ 
with her ſtayed and abode the comming of the Gyaunt, who 
as lone as her was come within eyght oz nine paces of 
bim euen as one would thzow a dart at a vaigbtev Bull, ſo 
dyd this mightte Emperour Iyft vp bis 'rggazous arme, 
and with great ſtrength th2cw that 1Zoare Speare at the 
Gfaunt, and ſtroke him in the middeſt of the bzealt with to 
great ſtrength, that paſſing th2ovch arinour_and filth, 
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the bzoad and Stely popnt of the Woare Spcare appe@req 
at bis back all blody. And the ſtaffe thereof, by reaſon of the 
great ſtreangth wherewith it was thzowen , dyd ſhake in 
the Gyants body till luch time as her fell downe dead to the 
round. ' 
"Thc foꝛte of this ſtrong and mightie blow gaue great copy 
tentment vato the Princefle and hir Gentlewomen, and alla 
on the other fide thoſe men that came with the Gyant were 
no les amazed when they ſaw their Loꝛds dead, whom they 
thought to be the mightieſt and ſtrongeſt in all the wozld, 
and although they were many tn number, pet had they m 
courage to withſtand the fury of the Einperour, and deſpay 
ring in themſelucs , of they? ſecuritie , they all left their 
pꝛiſoners, and euerie one of them p2ocured to ſaue him 
ſelfe by running away and hiding them in the thickeſt of 
that Mountapne. Then the Emperour ſœing that then 
was no moze to bee done, but that all was finiſhed u 
that blow , her reiopted verp much, and e es | 
Princeſſe whereas ſye twde (who had loft the-Rg(call con 
four of hir face) and with a gladde and rherefull counts 
naunce ba ſapde vnto hir thus. Lady , now aſſure your 
ſelte that theſe people ſhall no moze trouble pou. Chen ti 
Peinceſſe who was almoſt in an extaſie with the greab 
plcaſure ſhe recctucd, when thee law the Emperour returns 
vnto hir without any wound o2 hurt, and the wonderfull 
ſtrength that ſue ſaw in him, with great pleaſure and dv: 
[yght thee ſaw in him in hir armes and (ard. 

My Lo2d 3 haue great cauſe to confcTc this my ſecurity, 
hauing fo ſtrong and mightie a Knight in my compani, 
but foz all that my heart could no? but receive great fears 
to (& pou in luch daunger, with thoſe terrible and valle 
cHonſters, and J aſſure pon that many dapes will palls 
beefoze 5 hail be able to cla re my ſelfe of the great fears Oe 
which by them J haue conceined: fo that ſheſe and mam se 
other Ipke amoꝛdus words palled batwirt the Emperout Þ 
and the Princeſle. * Da 
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Tbden the Emperour remembzcd bimſclfe of the pziſo- 
ners that they bꝛonght with them, and left the Princeſſe, 
and went fowardcs them, and dpd bnloſe them of the 
hondes wherewith they were kaſt bound, and ſaw that the 
two Ladyes were very fayze and meruailous richlie appa⸗ 
rarled , and the two Knights very well armed, and of 
a god p20poztton , although they2 armour in many ple⸗ 
ces was bꝛoken and cut , and they themſelues ſoze woun- 
ded, whereby ined from them very much blod. 

"Theſe Knights and Ladres dyd behold all that palſcd, 
and law with what valoure the Emperour dpd deale with 
thoſe Gyaunts , and were greatly aſtonped, mervayling 
who it ſhould ber, that being but one alone Knight, hee 
ſhould by his great myght and fozce ouercome two fa 
migbtie Gyaunts as thoſe were, and in ſo ſhozt time as that, 
And ler ing themſelues ſef at libertie by the noble and va⸗ 
lyaunt pzoweſle of this Knight, they knew not how to gra⸗ 
tifie that great benefit which they had recctued of him, 
but onely in gieuing him cealelefſe thanckes ſoz the 
ſame. 

The Emperour commaunded the Ladyes fo bynde bp 
the wounds of the two Knights, that they myght lote 
na moze blod: who dyd if with a very god will,fo2 that 
they were theyꝛ Hul bands. And the Empercur aſked of 
then who they were , and what was the occaſion that the 
Cyaunt bzvught them p2iſoners in that ſozt. 

Then one of the Knights ſapd vnto him. Sir.you ſhall 
nderſtand that this Knight which vou ſ& here and J are 
netherin, and Lo2ds ouer the ſeaucn vallepes: if at any 
me you haue heard ſpeaking of them. And they are ſci⸗ 
4 vated bert wirt Danubia and Tranſiluania, and are vader 

e ſubtection of the might ie Bing of Hungarie, and theſe 
ard Foentlewomen which are with vs are our wyucs, and are 
ny 'W'kewyſe two ſiſters. And as we were koz our recreat(- 
out a paſſing away the tyme with picaſure and deſpght in the 
__ mpanp of many Kmyglics and Gentlewomen : in one — 
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he ſayd valleys nigh adiopning vnto this Yountapne Sare 
yedo, being in the ſhadow under a Foꝛreſt. ſide', hauing 
icaft care vpon any daunger 02 trouble, vpon a ſodaine wa 
were balet with this Gy ant (that you firſt New) and with 
bis men, we defended our [clues againſt the as well as wg' 
could, but in the ende hee flew the moſt part of the Knight 
that were in our company,and the reſt fled, ſo that we re- 
mayned all alone, and not being able to make any longer 
reſiſtaunce againſt him, hee toke vs ioyntly with theſs two 
Gentlewomen,and brought vs in this (02k as you haue (en, 
And this is not the firſt robberie that theſe Gyaunts ham 
committed. 2 
Foz that of long time they haue done great harm 
thzoughout all the Pꝛouintes that are adioyning vnto this 
Mountapne. And as J haue heard repozted of them , the 
meate which doth moſt content them is humane fleſh, which 
doth make vs to beelene berely, that if your ſoueraigne 
bountie, had not ſuccoured vs in this great extremit ie, ing 
ſho2t ſpace wee had beene eaten vp by thefe two Gyants and 
bis people, and they vſe moſt commonly to haue their babl- 
tation and dwelling in this Rocke which you ſer here, fo; 
when they are within it, if all the wozld ſhould come w 
gainſt them, they are able to make a long reGfance. 
And the Knizhe conctuving with theſe wo2ds,the Empe 
dur was verp glad and toyfull that bœ had reſcewed and 
t them at libertie from fb great a danger d they ſeemed 
o htm to be perlons of no ſmall eſtimat ion git 99 great 
auch to almightie God, foz that hee bad taken ab ay the 
ccafon'e? fo great an caill from that land. | 
. Andrherewith they went all together bnfo the Pin / 
, who receined them very cortcouſlp, And. ſtraight. 
1 g __ 's, tee was knowen by the Knights, foz that many 
times be loꝛe they had ſeene hir: whereat being bery much 
amazed, they loked one bpon the other not knowing what 
to fax. 


Then the Emperour perceiued that thoſe Knights d

knolp the Princeſſe, in bz&fe woꝛdes be gaue them to vn- 
derſtand how b& was the Emperour Trebatio,and how the 
Princeſſe was his wife, and that they were going towards 
the Gcectan Empire, and came bato that place to ſ&ke 
water. foz the great necciitie they had thereof, and there 
the Cmperour requeſted them that at they; retourne into 
they: Countrie,they would go vnto the Court of King Ti- 
berio.and kiſſe his bandes in his bæhalfe, and declare bnto 
him how and in what (o2t they found him at the Rock. 

When theſe Knights vnderſtod the whole matter by the 
Empcrour, th:y could not ſatiſfie them in muſing at ſo ſod⸗ 
dapne and ſtraunge a meeting. And falling on theyr knas 
befo;e the Emperour and the Princeſſe, they required thep2 
hands to kiſſe them, but they with great iope and pleaſnre 
dyd make them ariſe from the ground, and after that ba- 
twene ſhem there had paſſed many delight full woꝛds of c6- 
ference,the Emperour ſayd that be would go [& what was 
within the Rock, and ſo be aſcended vp the ſtapers tyll te 
came to the doze,-Which her found ſhut in ſach ſozt, that by 
no meanes hee could get in, neyther would they open the 
doe fo all his great knocking. And as they might perceine, 
thoſe that remapned within that Rock were houſc hold ſer 
uaunts, and two ſonnes of thoſe Graunts, being about the 
age of tenne yeres, whom thep (aw at the windowes bee- 
bolv:ng all that bad paſſed,and they ſhut the doze very faſt, 
and darlt not open it, fo that they thought verily p Knighe 
would deftroy them all, in ſo much that the Emperour was 
tonſtrapned to retourne back agapne. 

Aiter a while that the Emperour and all the reſt of the 
compante had eaſed and refrethed themſelues by the Foun- 
tune, ber and the Princeſle determined fo depart, and the 
Knyhes with their wines would haue bozne bim company, 
and oyd deſire very earneſtly the Einperour to ſuffer them 
ſo to doc, pet he wold not conſent thercts,but dcfired them 
to returne bato they? owne Count tie, and to let them ſo 
alone as they were, foꝛ that he dad greater pleaſure to tra- 
Valle in that iozt,then with ang moze companꝑ. When theſe 
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Knights nder ſtod his determination, they would not ſand 
in contention with bim,no2 impoꝛtune him any ſarther,bat 
taking thep2 leaue of the Princeſle , they and they2 wyneg 
dpd refourne vnto theyꝛ ewne countrie, hauing inongh foz 
all their lyfe tyme to declare that which they ſaw of the 
wo2thie Emperour Trebatio, and of his bigh bountte,belg 
ning that in all the wozld there was not a Kuight like bn. 
to him. And when they came into thcy2 Count rie, they left 
theyz wpucs there, and ſtxayght way departed toward thy 
Court of King Tiberio, to ſhew bnfo the Bing theyz Em. 
ballage from the Emperour,t to declare vnto bim the whole 
matter, how and in what o2der they were delpuered from 
thepz great perill as ſhall in this Yiſtozie by declared. And 
when they came vnto the Court, they were meruapſouſy 
well rcceiucd,as you ſhall heare tn this Chapter following, 


How the Emperour Tiberio and the Princeſſe Briana 
ariued in the Empire of Grecia. Chap. 3. 


S ID, Ven the comming of the Emperour Trebatio 
| 57 Xo and the Princeſſe Briana into Grecia, was 

7 5 knowen vnto the P2ince of that Pꝛouince, 
5 who was a yong Knight and one of his ſul 


SE, wyſe all his 2ubiccs, fo2 that they thonght 
verily that many yercs paſt her had bene dead, and ther 
was no other reckoning made of him, nerther wonld they 
belckue bis comming to bee true, till ſuch time as euerit 
one of them dyd ler him with their owne eyes. And ber ing 
ce rtefied thereof, they dyd recerne him with ſuch maicſtie 
as the Emperour dyd rematne , and would not pzoceede a- 
ny farther , but firt wgolp and perfectly infozmed him- 
leite of the eſtate of all things with-in the Empire. And 
there was giuen bim to under ſtand how that the Bing of Þ 
Bohemia had bene and was geuernour of all the whole 


Empire, 
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Empire, and how that her had ruled and gonerned it with 
great diſcretion andiuſtice, And how that all people gene- 
rally were very wel content with bis gouernement,at the 
which the Emperour receincd great pleaſure, and ſent voto 
bim giuing him to vnderſtand of his comming, with the 
Princeſſe Briana,certifying hun by a bꝛiefe letter of all that 
be had paſſed , and willed him to merte him at Conſtanti- 
nople · When the King and all che nobles of the Empire, 
who at this pzeſent were in Conltantinople, heard theſe 
newes, J am not here able to expꝛeſſe the great admirati- 
on that they bad, and the erceding joye that they in they; 
hearts conceiued fo2 that ſodaine newes, in ſuch ſozt that 
if each of them had receiued bis owne Brot per, they could 
hape poſſeſſed no moze pleaſure , he was ſo well be loucd. 
Do in a Mot ſpace theſe newes was publiſhed thzoughout 
all Conſtantinople,and was a meruailous thing to bxhoid 
the great pleaſure and ſpozts that. were in the Cittic,and 
generally amongſt all the people. 

Then the King of Bohemia, with all thoſe noble Prin- 
ces and Lozds dyd ioyne themſelues togetber, and depar- 
fed toward Dardana, whereas they receined the Emperour 
and the Princeſſe Briana, and conducted them bnto the great 
Cittie of Conſtantinople, with ſuch maieſtte ond pomp, that 
never Pꝛince noz Romane Emperour was fo receiued into 
his count rie. 

And when they were come vnto Conſtantinople, that faire 
nd ropall Princeſſe Briana was crowned Empreſle of Gre- 
u, at which cozonation was made the greateſt Feaſts and 
riumphes, with ſach pompeous ſolempmt p as neuer was 
n all the wozld beefoze that time. To which Triumph and 
Feaſts, there dyd not onely come all the Princes,nobte men, 
nd valyant Knights naturall of the Empire, but alſo of all 
hs Kingdomes and Prouinces which were nigh adiopning, 
nto whom the newes came of the ariual of the great Em- 
Xrour Trebatio. | 
And fo2 that the excellent and mighty der des which the 
0;thy Knight of the Sunne did in the Caſtell of 3 
outd 
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ſhould b& manife(t vnto all people, and that the memo 
thereof ſhould not be fozgotten, the Emperour commany. 
ded to call together all the beft Painters that were in Gre. 
cia, and commaunded them to paynt vpon the foze front of 
bis Pallaice , which was nert adiopning bnfo fhe great 
Court, in ſingular perfection, t nafurall (o2t, all the whole 
Jland, the Caſtle, the gates, and the terrible and wonder. 
full kepers and gards, with the mightre and perilous bat, 
tayle that the Knight of the Sunne bad with them, and of 
all the reſt that happened foꝛ to cle re him of that inchant 
ment, as bath bane told you in this Hiſtoꝛie paſt And whey 
it was concluded and ſet foꝛth in contours, if was a thing 
very ſtraunge to be holde. and of great admiration to al 
people that dyd foke thereon, inſomuch that they conld we 
belceue, that any humane man was able fo doe fo gre 
dedes of armes as was done by the Knight of the Sunn 
And all people bad great deſire to ſ& him, althongh th 
Emperour had much moze deſire, with no lefſe lone and ga 
wul, tben if hee had knowen him to bee bis naturall Sony, 
And fo; that this great triumph ſhall bee moze ſpoken ol 
this Biſtozie, at this pꝛeſent it doth leaue them tyll ther) 
time, and retourneth to tell you of all that paſſed in thi 
Court of Bing Tiberio, when her knew of the departured 
the Emperour Trebatio and of the Princeſſe Briana,

= Þe ÞPiffozie ſapth, foz that the Gt 
men of the Y2incefle Briana were folly 

q certified that they2 miſtres kept bir Ne 
na in hir chamber as ſhe was wont to 
J and as J beeſoze tould pou, they neuer! 
* any occaſion to miſtruſt hir departure, 
tat at any time beſoze they neuer cou!d perteiue the les 
pꝛelumptu 
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pꝛeſumpt ion thereof, tili ſuch time as tho nyne dayes were 
paſt, and the tenth day come, 4 ſ#ing not the chamber doze 
of the Princeſle open they were all in a conſuſion, nat knows 
ing what it ſhould meane. So in this doubt thep remapned 
batill the elcuenth dap, at which time not ling the cham 
ber 002e opened, they determined to goe thether, and began 
focall + knocke at the doze,but ther was none that anſ we⸗ 
red them, whereat being moze amazed, they knocked hard, 
and Croke mightie and great blowes at the doze, neuer the- 
leſſe there was none that aunl wered them, although they 
were there a great whyle knocking : and being much ama⸗ 
ed thereat, ther ſtraight way gaue the Qucrne of Auguſta 
to vnde rſtand ther cok, who was in the Citie of Buda, 4 bas 
ing very much amazed at that ſodayne newes, the called 
certayne of hir Knights & Gentlewomen, and in their com⸗ 
pany departed ta the moneſtarp. And when the came vnto 
the chamber doze of the Princeſle,s4 found none fo anſ were 
hir, to; all their great knocking, thee ſtrapgbt wales com- 
maunded hir Knighes to bzeake open the doze, and batchets 
and other things being bzougbt foz the purpoſe, they bꝛoke 
open the doꝛe, which dons the Qucne with hir Kinghts and 
Gentle womenentered the chamber, and not finding the Prin- 
ceſſe noz any other perſon therein, were very ſoze troubled & 
amazed,ſhe ſat Hr ſclfe downe vpon the floze, and knew nei⸗ 
ther what to ſay oz doe, but onelp to lament and fo make 
great ſozrow. And as they were in this confuſion they forind 
the Letter that was witten lying vppon the Table, and 
lirccted either fo the King Tiberio, oz vnto the Qucne, 
e which Letter they gaue frapght waye vnto the 
ane Auguſta, who with great anguiſh did open the 
me, and ſaw thereon w2itten all the whole Hoſtoꝛye of 
de mightie Emperour Trebatio and the Princcſle Briana, 
eth the true relation thereof, till ſuch time as they de- 
Wartcd,and in the end of the Leiter they craved parton 
ay! hat they went away in ſuch ſozt as they Fad done, 
We! 0:1t gining them to vnderſtande thereof, As 
| C. the 
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the reaſon to bet fo; the death of the Pzince Edward, fa; 
that the King Olmcrio, father vnto the Pzznce, ſhould 


not with any reaſon baue cauſe toquarrell with the King 
Tibcrio, nepther account bim as pertaker in the death of 
the Pzince. 

So when the Quene vnderſtode the effect of the Let. 
ter, ſhe remapned all aſtonied and amazed, not knowing 
whether ſhe might gine credit vnto lo range a thing ag 
this was,although to the contrary ſhe retepued exca di 
great iop and pleaſare,foz the god foztune of the Princ 
bir Daugbter, that in all bir life Che felt not in hir ſelte (@ 
much pleaſure,# gave great thanks vnto God foz his ex 
ding benefif which ber bad done vato bir. 

At that time the King Tiberio was in the Citie of 
Ratisbona, and the Qutene Augulta trayght wayes ſent 
mefſengers,ſuch as ſhe thought could well declare all that 
bad happened, and by them ſhe ſent the Letter that the Em 
3 bad left witten behinde dim in the chamber of the 

rinceſſe, and the Qutene remained with bir owne Gentle 
women, and with the Gentle women ok the Princeſſe in the 
moneftary of the Rmecr:foz that it was a place of great qu⸗ 
etueſle e pleaſure,and ſent all hir Knights and the reſtiof hir 
ſeruanfes vnto the Citie, remapning onelp with a feln 
Knights foz hir gard, ( other ſeruantes, ſuch as were nav 
full fo bir ſeruice. | 

The meſſengers which went with the Embaſlage bn 
the King Tiberio,came bnto the Court befoze him, at ſuc 
time as the King was accompanied with all his bigh Pri- 
ces and Knights, amongeſt whome there was that excellent 
and wozthie Knight of the Sunne, carrying to beare when 
the departure of the Emperour and the Princeſſe Qhould be 
declared in the Court. And when the meſſengers cam 
beefoze they King the Frapght waycs declared vnfo bin z 
they: Cmbaſſage, and gaue bim the Emperours Letten Wh, 
which at his commaundement was read openlpe in the 
bearing of all the Court. And when they vnderſtove a 
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that this Biſlozy hath told vou, the great admiration that 
all people receyued, was wonderfull:x when the King heard 
the contentes thereof, h& remayned a great while as one 
being in a maze,and ſpeake neuer a wo2d.At laſt calling to 
his remembzaunce the mightineſſe of the Emperour, the 
great maieſty of his eſtate, the woztbineſſe of his perſon, e 
the ertellencie of his ropall deſcent, he thought within him⸗ 
ſelt tbat God had done much foz him, in giuing him ſo woz- 
thy t migbtis a ſonne in law, and that bis Danghter was 
the moſt happieſt Princeſſe then lining in the woꝛld, that in 
the end ok all hir ſozrow ſhe had found ſo noble 4 excellent 
a huſband. All this and many other things did greatly de⸗ 
light bis hart, buf conſidering how much he was in charge 
fq2 the Prince of great Britay ne, hes did not make any out- 
ward ſhew of his inward contentment,but demeaned hims 
ſelke as ons @nfonnded in thought, and very much trou- 
bled. 

And after that be had a great while remapned in that 
traunce, without ſpeaking anye thing, her ſodainly aroſe 
bp from the place whereas he ſafe, and leaning all his 
Knights and Noble men in the great hall, he intered in- 
to his cloſet, and being there alone, he breganne again to 
call fo his remembzaunce the noble and mighty d&des of 
the woꝛthy Emperour Trebatio, and the moze toy and pleas 
ſarc he ſeemed to receiue, giuing great thankes vnto God 
fo; that all 'thinges by the wozking of his might ie hand 
were bzonght to ſo god and toyfull an ende. And thus all 
thinges well conſidered, her determined to make an out⸗ 
ward ſhew of great anger agaynſt the Emperour, till ſuch 
time as he might vnderſtand how the King Otiuerio did 
= the matter, at ſuch fime'as dee ſhould heare newes 
thereof, - 

Likewiſe at that time came fo his remembzance the mighty 
dedes that the Emperour declared of the Knight of the Sun, 
C. ii. muling 
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muſing with himſelfe who that Knight ſhould be fhat wag 
ol ſo great ſtrength and power, and was very gladde and 
topfuli that he bad hin in his Court. And at this tume all 
the nobles and Knights which remayned inthe ball did talk 
one with another, and very much mernayled at the mighty 
dedes of the Knight of the Sunne, and all people did behold 
bim.gtuing him great pzayſe, and extolling bim vnto the 
heauens, in ſuch ſozt that he was aſhamed to heare himſelf 


lo pꝛayſed: Bat as it is a thing moſt common, that again 


pꝛolperit ie of the vertuous there doth not lacke maliciong 
and enuions perſons, who neuer reſteth fo pꝛocure the erg 
cation of their venimous ſtomackes, it ſo lell out amonack 
the Knights that were there pꝛeſent, there was Flor ina ldus, 
he which the Knight of the Sun did onerthzow at the big 
befoze Albamira, who fo2 that he was a ſteut and gallaunt 
Knight, recepued great griefe that the Knight of the Sunne 
ſhould ouerthꝛow him, and eſpecially befoze bis Lady and 
miſtreſſe, and therefoze be was very deſirous to ſake to 
bane oppoztunitie wherein be might bee reuenged, 1 make 
ſatiſfaction of the hame and rebuke which be had recexucd 
by bim,many of thoſe nobles and Knights that were pzeſent 
were bis parents and kinſfolke. And J know not why 
ther if was with the great hope be hadde in bis dum 
ſtrengtb, oz in the confidence of his kinſ(ſolkes and friends, 
which were verpe many, be& determined with pimſelte to 
ſeke ſome occaſion of contention with the Knight of the 
Sunne. 

Now at ſach time as theſe Knights were p2ayſing 
bim, and gining him bis deſerned commendation, fo2 the 
god hee bad done vnto the Empcrour, Florinaldus replyed 


vnto them, and with a loude dopce, tbat be might be beard 


of all that were there pꝛeſent, ber ſayde. The Knight of 
the Sunne cannot in any wiſe excuſe himſelfe of a orcal 
effence, in that be did not advertiſe my Lord, the King 
Tiberio, that the Emperour Trebatio would fceretly tat- 


rre awaye his Daughtcr contrarre bnto bis yo" 
n 
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And foz that he hath ben bethertoin his company, ff is to b# 


ſuppoled that he was acquaynted with the Emperors deter 
min ation: and if it pleaſe my Lord the King to giue atten⸗ 
gon vnto my wozds, be ſhould commaund him foz the ſame 
fo ber acco2dingly puntſhed,foz that in no place ther ought 
to be given any credite oz truſt to trapcours, and therfoze 
much lelſe in the court of high and mighty Kings. 

when the Donne of Trebatio heard theſe woꝛdes, 
his coulour chaunged, and with very anger he gnaſhed his 
teth tozether,Mriuingto mittigate his cholarike ire by re⸗ 
ſon, and to anſ were Florinaldus with patience,but yet this 
valiant Del Phœbo could not execute his vertuous deſire, 
fo; that his wꝛath and cholar did much moze ſurmount his 
talmneſſe, which did pzoce@de of his woztby e vered hart, in 
ſach loꝛt that de could not find which way to compaſſe the 
lame without the great abaſing of bis bonovr,eſpecially to 
heare ſo tinfurtoas and vile wozds ſpoken againſt him, but 
with a ſurious and frowning countenaunce, whichſ&med fg 
terriſte all them that did behold him, be replied vnto Flori- 
naldus,and ſapd : Theſe woꝛds which thou haſt ſpoken,Flori- 
naldus,be billanous, and not to be ſuffered. Mbcrfoze vpon 
the lame if thon wilt goe fozth into the field with me, J 
will gine the to vnderſtand that thou doeſt lie falſelie, foz 
that J was neuer traitour to King noz to any other crea⸗ 
ture. Ahen this ſfout x gallant Knight heard theſe words, 
his pout hfull blond being moued, being politike and rumble, 
with a trice he w2apped his cloake about his arme, dzew 
out his { wozd, With the which be would haut Criken the 
Knight of the Sun, who was bnarmed: but giuing the enter⸗ 
p:iſe againſt the flower of all knighes,befoze his (wozd could 
deſcend to execute his will, with a light leapmoze then thzee 
paces he anopded,4 dzew out his ſwozd (which was a he as 
nie and ſozrowfull dzawing ont vnfo many. ) And fo; that 
Florinaldus had there many kinſefolkes 4 friends, and likes

baue ſtrohen his firſt blow at Florinaldus,a bzotber of gig 
called the Troyan Earle, with his ( wo2d in his band, put 
bimſelfe fozwards,and thought to receiue the blow which 
deſcended, cutt ing the Aper with great fury.4lifiing vp his 
\ woꝛd, (with pꝛetence rather to hurt the Knight of the Sun, 
thcnto make peace, his miſfoztune was ſuch, that the blow 
deſcending with lo great fury ſtroke the ( wozd out of his 
band,x the \wo2d of the Knight of the Sun lighted vpon his 
head, ſo that be claue it to the honlders, and be fell downy 
dead bnto þ ground, which was great griefe to Florinaldy, 
and vnto all the reſt of his kinſfolkes 4 fricnds,that dyd(e 
bim fall: who with great deſire to revenge the death of 
their kinſeman, did put they2 lines in great daunger, with 
the perill that was befoze them. And pꝛocured all that euer 
they could to wound the Knight of the Sunne. And being my 
ny and he vnarmed de found hi mlelle in the greateſt day 
ger that euer in all bis life he had bene in. Yet foz all that 
in this deſperate conflit,he did plainelp ſhow that be was 
the moſt couragious Knight of all his pꝛedeceſſour s, and df 
all that followed after hum. So that in all the twelue parts 
of this great biſtozie af Trebatio, they bane no (mall caule 
to mencion this mighty Alfcbo,moza the any other Knight 
fo; that this ſtrong Knight dyd thinke nothing impoſſible 
vnto him that conſiſted in fcates of armes, and where ſov 
uer he came, ther was no ſtrength noꝛ courage able to make 
reſiſtauns againſt his fur p. 

Now, when this couragious Gentleman dyd ſe hin 
ſelfe incloſed with his enemies, and ſo many comming 
together to diſcharge and crecute their fury vppon him, 
bis wzafh and courage increaſed in ſuch ſozt, that in 
leaping fo:wardes and fozwardes, ſtriking abont him 


on euere fide, be chaunced on two of theun which came 
befozs 
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veſo20 him being ſernants vnto Florinaldus ſo that withan 
guerthwart blow he cut the one of them cleane a ſunder by 
the middle, chaunced vpon the other in the lame plate, that 
bis ſwoꝛd entred into his bowells, 1 both of them fell dead 
to the ground. And not ſtaping, de lapd abont him on cuerp 
lde, ſo that no man dyd endure befoze him that was vnars 
med, but hee duerthꝛew him vato the ground, and all that 
euer he dyd was little enongh,foz that with the great vio⸗ 
lence and furie which they vſed without all feare, pꝛelling 
vpon him in ſuch fozt,that they hurt bim in thꝛæ oz foure 
places,wher at their iſſued very much blond. 

Not withſtanding what with the great fary her dad, and 
his exreving lightneſſe and deadly blowes that be troke, 
hee made the moſt part of all them foz great feare to put 
them ſelues apart from him. And hauing ſpace that hes 
could turne and winde his \ wozde about him, there was 
none that was ſo har dye fo2 to aſſaple him, but that be cut 
him a lunder in the myddeſt. 

There was at that time many nobſes and Knights that 
would haue parted and made peace bet wirt them, but the 
tumnlt was ſuch and ſo farre out of ozder, that by no mea⸗ 
nes they could refo2me it, till ſuch time as the King Tibe 
rio heard that great rumonr and noyſe in the hall, de came 
fozth out of his cloſet, and toke his ropall Septer in his 
hand, and pzeſled in amongſt the thickeſt of them very fu⸗ 
riauſly and with great anger. And when he came whers 
as the Knight of the Sunne Was, and ſaw round about 
him ſo many dead perſons, and amenalt them the Troyan 
Earle, with great anger he lapde hold on him and ſapd, 
what is this O Knight, that in ſuch ozder thou dalt diſqui⸗ 
tt my court, and haſt llaine my Knighes, fo all the reſt when 
they ſaw the King, they immediatly dyd rety2e backe and 
were in quiet. 

Then when the valpaunt Knight of the Sunne knew 
him to be the King, and heard what be ſapd, her fozthwith 
ded moderate his anger all that ener hæ could, and lapde: 

C. liti. At 
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it is your Knights that doth diſquiet your Court and not p 
and if J baue flaine any it is in defending my ſelt from the 
death, which they doe pꝛocure fo gtueme.Df this ſapde thy 
King J will infozme wy ſelfe,4 puniſh them that bath ben 
tbe occaſion bereof.And in ſaying theſe wo2ds be demaun⸗ 
ded of him bis ( wozd, whichbe gaue bim,moze fo2 curteſieg 
ſake then foz any other thing, bauing it, be alſo toke the 
{ wo2d of Florinaldus, and ot all the reſt that be ſuſpected to 
be on bis partye,and ſtraight wayes called beefoze him all 
bis Knights c gard, t commaunded them to take the knight 
of the Sunne pꝛiſoner, + to carry bim into a ſtrong Tower 
which was on the one ſide of the Pallace, t like wiſe to tak 
Florinaldus, all thoſe that were on his ſide, ( to carry them 
vnto another Tower that was on the other ſive of his Pal 
lace, ſo that beth the one 4 the other were put in god kg 
ping. but if the Knight of the Sunne had bene armed, belon 
be would haue ben taken pꝛiſoner, de would haue made the 
King to haue given care & to hearkea vato that bee weul 
baue ſaid in diſcharging bimſelf,but by reaſon that be was 
as it were naked, he yelded,and had paticnce with all that 
which the King commaunded,e ſa they lead them vnto thy 
Tower which was very bigh t well walled. And when he 
was therin,thep made faſt a very great chaine to his leg, 
and foz to kepe him there was put thirty armed Knig)t, 
and as many mo other men. Then the Dutcheſſe of Pano 
nia, did ſend vnto him a very god Surgion to heale bim il 
bis woundes. At this time the death of the Troyan Earle 
was publiſhed thzonghout all the Court, and tþere was 
made fo2 him great lamentacion,foz that the moſt nobleft 
Princes and Knights that were there, were of his kinl 
folks. So both the one & the other complapned very much 
bato the King of the Knight of the Sunne, in ſuch ſozt that W 
be was berye much inflamed agapnſt him. At this tin 
there entered into the pallace the Counteſſe, Lady and wilt 
bnto the Troyan Earle, in mourning appatcil, bzinging 
with hir two goung lannes, who entering info the Vall

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) 
whereas the King was,beganne te powze fozth ſozrotual 
complaynts , dellr ing iuſtice agaynſt them that bad llapne 
bir Hul band, and ſ@ing bun lye dead vppon the lle, thre 
th:ew bir ſelfe vpon bum, and made ſuch lamentation, that 
it was a heaute thing to beebold, at which ſight if the King 
vefoze were inflamed againſt the Knight of the Sunne, his 
indignation dyd the moze increaſe againſt him, in bebol- 
ding the great ſozrow of the Counteſſe, and determpned in 
bim(elfe to do iuſtice vpon the death of the Carle, and be 
joyned vnto bis indignation the great authozitie that be 
had to bee called an executer of inuſtice,(which vato manie, 
yes, e very mightte Monarches oftentimes is very burt full, 
q the ende of thoſe extremities obtaine them the infamous 
names of Tpꝛants.) Then the King commaunded that the 
dead bodyes ſhould bee carr ped ont of the ball and buryed, 
and the Troyan Carle was burped with great honcur, and 
accompanyed with the moſt noble and pztncipall Knights 
of the Court. Now, he bee ing very (ozrowfnll foz the death 
of the Carle, many Knights that bad affection vnto the 
Kight of the Sunne dyd labour with bim foz his diſcharge, 
of bie ing in any fault of that tumult, and dyd infoꝛzme him 
of the great cauſe that he had to do that which he did in his 
owne defence, but there was nothing that dyd profit at all 
with the Ning. but rather be dyd ſhew bimſelfe very angry 
nd wꝛathtull againſt them that dyd ſpeake vnto bim in 
he Knights berhalfe, which was a great griefe vnto many 
dich dyd know the valure and deſert of the Knight of the 
Sunne, foz it (@med bnto them no reaſon that he ſhould 
e intreated in that ſo2t.Aud becauſe that the King Tibe- 
o was dayplie and honrely b2ged on all parts, the one cry- 
g and aſking iuſtice, and the other gayne-ſaping the 
me, be was fo2 certaine dates very doubt iutl, not kneow⸗ 
ng how co determine what was beſt to bee done, but auns 
wered them all to their little belpabt . By this tyme tte 
night of the Sunne was healed of his wounds, and the 
datcheſle of Panoma pꝛouided fo2 him all things neceſſa⸗ 
ie in the pziſon,perfozming it with as great care and dis 
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ligente as mygbt bee: But when ber knew the King wag 
doubtull of bis detcrinination, and of the great iudignaty 
on ba ſhewed ag ainſt him: it dyd repent him that her ſuf. 
fered himſe lle lo to be taben. And he tmmagined with him⸗ 
ſelfe what meanes might be be w2ought 102 to cleere bims 
{clic of that impꝛiſonment : foz that the nobilit ie of his va. 
Iyant courage, could not abide to bœ ſo ſhut bp, and abydy 
the curteſie and pleaſare of the Bing. Do in this o2der the 
ſtozie doth leaue him till the tyme letue. 


How the Kniglit of Cupido dyd take his leaue of the 
Queene Arguiroſa, and entred into the kingdome of 
Ruſi a Where he found a ſtrange aduenture. Chap. 4 


be mightic derdes of the Emperour Tre. 
7%! batio,and the woꝛthy knighthod of the vs 
1 ſtant Alphebo, - hath put almoſt in oblin 
on that excellent and woꝛthy Knight Roß. 
A clecr, whoſe amozous loue , and tnuinciblg 
da des, do delerue a moze eloquenter wil 
ter then: my vuſ kilfull pen can perfozme . Now if pou da 
remember in the Biſto2tc paſt, how that one wap Fo2tung 
cauſed him to be the moſt laddeſt and ſozrowful Knight that 
cacr was ſence, (0 fall of bitter bheauineile, that what ſoeutt 
thing bee dpd accompliſh and bzing to paſſe was not ſuffþ 
cient to make him merry. And on the other ſide, Foztum 
dyd thow him very p2oſperons in putfing bæfoze bum mars 
ueilous and wonderfull things and aduenfurcs of ſo great 
ſtrangeneũſe, that over comming them by his ſurmounted: 
bor, in all the wozid was ſp2ed a bzoad the fame of the 
Nun li of Cupido.&0 a'ter that be had ſlame that valyant 
Rolaao, — all the parts of Theſalia, and the confine⸗ 
round about, there came many prople ſoz to ſœ him, as d 
t hing of great admiratton, in the time that de there remai⸗ 
nd, loz to plate {he Quane Arguiroſa in full poſſelſion oł 
all bir landes, and khat ail þtr vaſalls and ſubiectes were 
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qui:fed and ſet len in god oꝛder. Foz by reaſon that he was 
on the Nuenes ide, in few dayes they were all in peace 

Now when he ſaw that there was no moꝛe to ber done, 
de was very deſirous to go vnto ſome other place,wheras 
in recompence of the great honour and ſeruice done vnto 
him, hee might ber in (ome ſolptar ie deſart, to beeway le his 
miſtoꝛtune. Then remembzing hunſelfe, hee determined ta 
tae his leaue of the Nuane Arguirola, who bare him great 
god will, and dyd loue him as hir ſelfe. And if ſhe had not 
percetued that his heart was pꝛiſoner in ſome other place, 
be would with a verie god will haue choſen him Lozd of 
hirs, and recetued him fo2 bir buſ band, without any deſire 
tobe infozmed farther of his eſtate and diſtent: toz the res 
ſed wholelp ſatiſſied in that which (he ſaw by experience 
of his ropall woztbinefle and boantie. 

And when the Knight of Cupido dyd declare vnto hir 
his defire to depart, and craued licence fog the ſame, he re- 
ceined ſo great (ozrow therat, that in a long ſpace ſhe coulo 
not make him any aunſ were. So after a whyle that ſbæ 
had remained in that traunce, diſtilling from hir chuſtalme 
tes abundaunce of teares which ran downe vpon hir faire 
and [yllie white cheekes, lyke vnto ozienk all pcarles: We 
bftered vnto him theſe wo2ds. 

Moꝛthie Knight, this thy departure which thon doſt p2e- 
end, is vnto mee ſo great a gricfe , that J bartelp will) J 
id not knowen pou , although it bad coſt me a great part 
f this my Kingdome . Foz conſidering how much J am 
ound vnto you, and remembzing the great deſert and va- 
ir of pour perſon, J do not thinck neither can J wel bers 
tue that there is any fhing in all the wo2ld able to mate 
2 merry,o2 miniſter bnfo me any pleaſurc cz tonfentment 
ut onelp pour pzeſence. Dh, J would God (if ba were fo 
leaſed) that J might know pour hart at liber tie, the: by 
2 able to repay you part of the great benefit whic! pou 
me ſhowed vato me, in making pou Lo2d ouer-all this 


ungdame, and there-with A ſhould accompt inp lclic the 
bappieſt 
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„ happieſt Gent le woman in all the wozld, but ſeing it is f 
„that another hath polleſſed that place befoze me, and deſer. 
„ ued to bee Lady of pour libertie: this one thing Jdw deſirg 
„of thee, that whereſoeuer pon betome to remember ma, am 
,» this my Count rie and Kingdome, the which you may taky 
„as pour owne at all trmes when occaſion ſhall ſerne , in 
„ that there cannot ber a greater pleaſure vnto ma, then fy; 
„ pou to commaund me in any thing that is requiſit . an 
„ik at any tyme Fo2tune bzing you into this count rie, wi 
„ moꝛe delight then at this time you ſeeme to be indued with 
„ all, J ſhall thinck my ſe lfe moſt happie, that as J haue n 
„ Cetued at pour hands this kingdome, ſo J may lykewiſe 00 
„k aine a huſband at pour appoyntment,foz reteiuing him x 
„he bands of ſo woꝛthy a Knight, it cannot be but verp cay 
„ foꝛmable vnto my honour, and conuenient fo2 my eſtaty, 
All this the Nucene ſpake,fo2 the great lone ſhe bare u 

fo Roſicleer, giuing htm honeſtly to vnderTand that ifit 
were his pleaſare to receiue bir foz his wife. her was ven 
wel content ther with, but Roficleere who had his thoughts 
verp far from hir purpoſe , would not aun were ay 
thing wherby ſhe might take any hold, yet gane bir gre 
thanks foz bir curteous pꝛoſfer made bnto him, and pan 
ſed hir alwapes to haue hir in remembꝛance, and to ſem 
hir in all that euer he could. And although at that time 
dyd ercuſe himſelfe as much as he might to clœre him 
of that charge, in pzoniding hir a Huſ band of bis owt 
chopce, vet time did ſerue that Roſicleer had oppoztunitir,l 
dpd eſt&eme it very much, 4 ber dyd pacifie very great all 
troubleſome controuerſtes,batreds, and diſcozds, by wii 
ſh& might haue received great damage & harme, as in fi 
Hilkozp ſhall bee ſhe wed vnto you. So in the ende of min 
curteſies betwane them, Roſicleer foke his leaue of t 
Quene, and would receinc nothing of hir buf one ly af 
hozſe, which ſhe commanded to ber giuen him, 3 ſo her depe 
ted out of the Cit ie, and in few dapes after out of the ku 
dome, and in paſſing thzongh Dardania and Dacia,be ft 
napled many dapes, in the which there chaunced — 
uenturt 
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aduentures that J omit, to come vnto the effect of this hi- 
02ic. And beeing ſoꝛth of the Realme of Dacia, the hiſtoꝛꝑ 
ſayth that he entered into the kingdome of Ruſſia, wheras 
it was told him there were-great and meruaplous aducn- 
tures. So it happened that the third dap in the mozning he 
entered into that Coantrie,and came vnto a plaine moun- 
taine, ſo freſh and delectable as might be poſiible, and he tra- 
napled ſo long therein, till at the laſt his way dyd part in 
twaine, & the one wap was moꝛe vſed then the other, and 
by reaſon that his minde was troubled in thincking vppon 
his Lady the P2incclſe Oluia, her was ſo far from his re- 
memb2ance, that he reſpected not which wap be toke, but 
followed that way Which dis boꝛzſe votuntartly went, who 
entered into that which was lefſe vſed,+ be trauailed foz- 
wards in that way the moſt part of all that day, and be - 
ing tozmented with his love, be remembzed not to eate, nei⸗ 
ther had hee mynde of any other thing, til (ach tyme as pis 
hozſe foz very hanger taped and would goe no farther, but 
ſtrincd to cate of the grene graſſe which was in the waz. 
And by this occaſion the Knight of Cupide came vnto him 
ſelfe , and ſaw that hee had folk his wap, and was entered 
into that path, and conſidering the moſt part of the day 
was already paſt, hee quickened vp his ſpirits, and frauay- 
led with better remembzance then beefoze b& bad done, ma- 
king great baſk to come bnto ſome place, where bee might 
haue lom what fo cate,and not ſuffer himſelfe to dpe delpe- 
ratelp with hunger. Do bee followed that cuill accuſtome o 
way til ſuch time as it was almoſt night, and it bzought 
him vato the ſight of very high and mightie Rocks , which 
wi were in the middeſt of that wildernefſe, vnder the which be 
ne law a thing that dyd put bim in great admiration wich 
ma was, that out of the month of a cane vader thoſe Rocks 
there tame foꝛth great flames of fyer , accompanied with 
dare and thick ſmoake,which ſemed to bee ſome tnfernall 
den, the mouth of the Caue was ſo great, that a Knight on 
Boꝛſebacke mpaht well enter in thereat: end being beſi⸗ 
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bis hozſe was ſo fearefull, that he could not come ſo nigh 
as the Knights will was, but was conſtrapned to alight 
from his back, and made him kaſt vnto a tr, and be went 
a fot towards that wonderfull cane- When ber came nigh 
bnto it, her ſaw towards the right hand ingrauen in the 
bard Rock certaine Letters very fay2e, which ſæmed to by 
of great antiquity,and be read them, finding them to be as 
followeth. ; 

This is the caue of the wiſe Artidon , whe dyed foz thy 
lone of Artidca,daughter vnto king Liberio, the onely hey 
of this Kingdome , who in recompence of hir cruelty doth 
and hall remaine b&re , giuing true annſweres vnto all 
that hall be demaunded of hir, till ſuch tyme as a Kniglt 
ſhall come, who with his great bounty and fozce can oner 
come the terrible keepers of the entrie b&@reof, and (et hir 
at lybertie, and then ſhall this entrie be fre bnto all thol 
that will know any thing of the wyſe man. 

Tuben the Knight of Cupide had well read theſe Letten 
and baderſtod them, be very much meruayled at that 
ſtraunge aduenture , and ſtrapgbt wap it maued in hin 
a great god will and deſire to pꝛoue the ſame, both to ſa 
and know what was within the caue, and even as one that 
dyd abhoz his owne lyfe,ſo be delyghted not in any other 
thing but in great and per illous aduenfures, e indeuoura 
to giue the attempt vnto them when be had oppoztanitie, 
but by reaſon it was late, and that it wared dark, he deter 
mined to let the enterpꝛiſe alone fill the next mozning, fo; 
that the night might be a hinderance vnto him foz the per- 
foznance . And therewith be pulled off his Bozfe Bzidle, 
to let dim f&de vpon the graſſe there abouts,and be as one 
that had no care of himſelie, layde bim a long vpon the 
greene graſſe, and then his minde bergan a new to bee trou- 
bicd with dis accuſtomed thoughts , not remembꝛing that 
in all the day befoze be had not eaten any thing, neyther 
dpd he know where to get any meat to retreſh bimſelfe at 
that tyme of the nyght , and calling to bis remembzauntt 
tde crucll wozds in the Letter of the Peincelle Oliuia , bis 
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heart ſaffered ſo great grefe and paſſions , that tumbling 
himſelſe vpon the graſle from the one fide to the other, bce 
ſapde: Oh earth, that fo2 all moztalytie thou openeſt thy 
ſeite , and receiueſt them info thy boſome , wherefoze dot 
not thou now at this pzeſent open thy bowells and recetne 
mee into the,fo2 being buried, J ſhould receige great con- 
tentment. J know not wherefoze J lyue any longer, oz 
wherefoze J am ſuffered in this wozld, foz that J baue loſf 
ill hope to ſ&@ any moze the Princeſſe Oliuia . Oh that this 
aduenture which J meane fo pzwne might be the laſt, and 
that J might dye here within this caue,althongh the occa- 
ſon of my death be neuer knowen noz beard of. So theſe 
and many other wo2ds of great lament at ion be vttered, 
that it was moſt grenons to bears , and paſſed away a 
pete of the firſt part of the night with great ſozrow. And 
the nyght being very darke , vppon a ſodayne he beard a 
noiſe and murmaring of people, which canſed him to ar pſe 
bp to lee what it ſhould be, and her ſaw at the fote of the 
Rock a great fire,and round about the ſame there were a 
company of Sbepheards, and thoſe were they which made 
that nopſe . And being deſirous to know what they could 
ſay moze of that cane,be determined fo goe whereas they 
pere, and when be came bnto them, be ſaluted them with 
bery curteous wozds. Mhen the Shepbeards ſaw him of 
ſo godly a ſtature , and armed with ſo pꝛecious and rych 
armour,they receiued him as a Knight of eſtimation , and 
gaue him very god intertainment , and dyd inuite bim fo 
they; upper, which they had in a readineſle, and after that 
hee had ſurrendered bnto them thankes fo2 therꝛ courteſie, 
be lat downe amongſt them by the ſicr. 

; the Then one of the Chepheards, who ſeemed fo be the cho&fe a- 
ron - Mong them, and that had moze vnderſtanding, and was of a 
that I better conner lation then all p reſt, did demand of the Knight 
ther Noel Cupide , what aduenture had bzoucht him at that tyme 
e at Nef the night to that place? The Knight ann(wered and 
unce Nlarde. J am a ſtraunger in this Cenntrie , and now if is 
bis lose daycs unte 4 firſt entered into this Bingtome, 
cart and 
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and fo2 that J dyd not know noz yet do, this countrie, ty 
foztune bath bzought me hether this euening, and ſæ ing 
that the night dzcw on,fearing to be intangled in vnaccy 
fomed wares, J determined to remaine there bard by the 


C2urt till the moꝛning, p2ctending to pꝛoue that adueh 
ture when the dap was come. And afterward when I ſaw 
pou together here, J thought it beſt to come into pour <- 
pany , as well to eate ſomewhat ( fo2 that J am very bun. 
grie) as alſo to inſoꝛme my ſelfe of you touching the aduen 
ture of this caue of Aitidon,fo2 till this euening that I did 
come hether and ſe it, Jneucr befoze heard any mention 
thcrof. Then the ſhepheards ſapd,ſir Knight, ſæ ing that you 
haue given vs to vaderſtand the occaſion of your comming 
pether, wee will now giue you to vnderſtand what wa 
know, and what at any time we could learne of the adurn. 
ture of this caue, 4 poſſiblie after you vnderſtand it, it will 
withdzaw vou from this great god will and determinaty 
on that pon haue, to giue the pzofe and enterp2iſe. And in 
the meane time that which wee haue foz our ſapper (hall 
be made ready, t of ſuch as wer haue with a very god will 
you (hall eate your part,foz that pour perſon and pꝛeſem 
doth deſerne no leſſe. 

, Now,that which wer do know and of long time paſt han 
5 heard ſap touching this Caue, is, that in time paſt alm 
,, out of memozie, there was in this Kingdome of Ruſſat 
„night called Artidon,who being a Knight of great conray 
F and high lenage, and gent le of diſpolition, was alſo the wy 
, (eſt in the magicall art that could bee found in many cout- 
tries. And in the chiekeſt time and flower of all bis Knight 
FF ” hod and (cience, this Kingdome was gouerned by & Ladl 
„called Artedea, who at the death of the King hir father was 
„ very pong, but when ſhee came vnto the ſtate of marryag 
«, thee was ſo fayze and of ſo great beautie, that many Princs 

„ and Knights deſired to haue hir foz wife, but among all the 
„ that in their ſernice dyd moſt indeucur to obtaine hir lot 
„ there was not one of them that in ſo noble and valyaunt 
„ manner did demeaue himſelle as Artedon ded,fo; not alone 
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n dedes of armes, but a/ſoby his ſc!ence,he dyd mighty 2 
wonder full things in bir ſeruice. But his fate g miſfo23one ;, 
was luch· that the queene did not one ly wit hdꝛaw bir lone „, 
from him, dut did alſo hate g; abhozre him to the death: + all „ 
that euer he did in hir ſernice did moue hir to be melancho- 2, 
lize t very angry. This wozthy Artidon had bis lone ſo in⸗ „ 
tirely fired bpan bir, that he would doe any thing foz hir de⸗ 
light, but all that he dyd was not eſtmed of the Qucene, „ 
wic was the occaſion that after be was fully certified 4 ., 
dader ſt ode hir great crueltie, be fell into a mo2tall ſicke⸗, 
nelle, being without all hope of remedy of the Qucne, hee „, 
determined to reuenge himſelf on bir befo2e be dycd.S0 on „ 
a night by dis great learning, be toke the Qutene out of „ 
hir bed + bzought hir vnto bis cane:4 that night there was „ 
thundzing4 ligbtaing,tbat with the great noiſe therof, they , 
thonght verely the whole wozld would haue ſonke. But in „ 
the moꝛning when they ſaw that the Quane was gone, 1 „ 
could not finde hir, they ſought for dir in all parts, but all „ 
was in va pne, loꝛ that chauncing to come thts way, e rea- „ 
ding that which is there grauen in the Rocke,thcy ſtraight „ 
wayes bnderſtode that the wiſe Artidon had bzought bir „

holp without-any ftepe 02 taking any reſt;4 of his great 
ares and pzofound-thoughts,that did not all onely banniſh 
pay all ſlape in p nigbt, but alſo in p daytime it bzought 
n into exce ding admiration, which did ſoze trouble bis 
ughts, g cauſed him to lift vp bis epes to heauen t ſay.

great Bull, who ſeemed to fill ail the lane with bis bigneii 
and acco2ding bnto the fary which be bzought with bun, 
bis long & ſharp boꝛnes, the could not choſe but mult net 
be terrible to behold, J know not how any bumane hart 
could have had ſo much ſtrength & fozce,but that be muſt ry 
cepue great feare 4 dꝛead in (&ing fo terrible a beaſt com 
ming towards him, s eſpeciallp in ſo narow a place as that 
was, wher he could not turne dimſelf to the one ſide nozt 
the other, but of very fozce be muft abide that terrible bloy 
of the Bull, pet this valiant  wozthy Knight whole heart 
was moze harder then any Diamond, with a out courig 
as one that made little account thereof,did abide the cony 
ming of that furious bull. when the Bull came nig hin 
be bare his bead very tow to ſtritze him, but the Koo 
lapd faſt hold with both his hands vpon his (harp boznes4 
bere was a thing of great wonder done by the Knight, 
that accoꝛding vato the fury and violence which the Bu 
b:ought with bim it was ſufficient to onerth;zowatowerty 
the ground, but this anghty Knight whith þ great Rrengh 
of his ſer ong armes did ay his fury. although be made thi 
Knight ts recople backwards foure paces, but firing ſor 
bis fert e viing bis great ſtrength, he gate againe the groid 
be loſt,the Bull when be felt ſo great ſtrength againſt hn 
began to roare ſo terribly that all the mountaynes ſeud 
to open thereat.

Then the Bull with t 
new fury e violence made the Knight of Cupid to reti 
backward again, in ſuch ſoꝛt that if be bad not at that ping 

bſed bis mighty foꝛce © ſtrength, be had ben cleane tao td 
out of the caue, but his ſtrength did ſo much increale at — en 
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pclent,thak fozcing the Bull there with. he carried dim beꝛ⸗ 
foze bim in that narrow lane s the Bull being not able to 
make reſiſtance againſt him, was carried perfozce thzough 
the lane, till de came to a very faire : large court, which 
was all paued with coloured bꝛickes, which caſt a great

terrible  mightie biowes. And although be did Crike him 
} ſtrongly with dis \ wo2d, yet bee dyd the Bull no 
20 barme then if her had bane made of tele and his 
wozd of wende, and after that be had pzoued many times 
1th dis word, and ſaw that it dyd not p2oftt at all, but 
er bzought bemſelle in great daunger,euery time that 
de Ball came againſt him hee determined to tourne vnto 
firſt content ion, and to trauaple all that euer migbt 

to onerthzow him to the ground. And (a de did, that 
den the Bull came again him, with bis dead low tg 
ae him with dis boznes, der layde faſt holde bpon bim, 
da new began their wꝛaſtung, continuing a great whils 
(his content ion, the one fozcing the other with all their 
ta Rrengt h and power they hadde, vp and downs the Ceurt. 
NW D. ui. This 
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Thts conflict endured ſo long, that in tbe end fhe bull wary 
ed ſom2what weary,at which time the Knight when be pers 
ceiued it, he croſſed his armes, t w2ong (be Bulls head on 
the one ſide g thzuſt him fozwards with ſo great ſtrength 
that be ouerthꝛew bim on bis backe to the greund. Upon g 
ſodaine the Boll being overcome the Sunne was all dark. 
ned the heauens, in (ach ſozt that the court was as darky 
as it had bene at midnight, and vpon the ſame there was 
great thunderings and lightnings,as it ſeemed that al that 
mighty wozke would ſinke oz be ourrtb2zowen, and ſure it 
woulo haue bene a thing verie dzeadfu!ll] vnto any other, 
that had not bis bart lo ſtout and couragious as the Knight 
of Cupid, but thts did not indure long. fo2 likewiſe vpon b 
ſodaine this great tempeſts of lightning and thunder dn 
end and baniſh awap, and the dap turned to be very fan 
and clere. At which time there appeared vnto the Knight 
of Cupid a new and ſtraunge and vnloted fo: — 
which? was, that in the time. that the tempeſt did indure, 
this fierce bull which lap a long vpon the ground, dis bows 
els were opened in the middeſt all a long dis belly, and 
ſcraight way there came fo:th a darke and thicke mill, tis 
which did indure a while,till ſuch time as by lit tle and lit 
fle it dyd conſume away, and bee la w in the (ame miſt u 
the middeſt of the court a blacke lampe that after the miſt

andepes che th2zew fozth great flames of fiere,accompanid 
with blacke and thicke (moake, which made bir ſeme igt. 
mo2e hoꝛrible, and when the had ſtreched fozth bir ſelle 4 
great while, as one that awaked oat of a ſound l@pe, wa 
aroſe vpon hir fete and gaue ferrible and great wzikes, 


that ſhe ſemed fo bee ſome inkernall monſter, and Craighl I 


wazes went towards the Kniglit, 3 accozping to bir gc u 
ſier cel 
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* fercenciſe and 1{ghfkneUe,b& has nede of a ſtout andcoura- 
| gious beart that would abide and withſtand bir fury, but 
the lonne of Trebatio who was deſperate with loue, did not 
alonely eſteme a little this bozrible and terrible Dꝛagon. 
bat this pꝛeſent danger which was agræable vnto pis mit- 
foztune: and with a valiant courage. he dyd abide hir com⸗ 
ming. And when the Dꝛagon would haue caught him in 
hir de foꝛmed mouth, and haus faſtned vpon his ſhoulders, 
hir craell and ſharp naples, he put himſelfe on the one ſive 
with great light neſſe, and hauing the Dꝛagon on bis right 
ſide, her ſtroke hir with all dis ſtrength a terrible blow vp 
pon the he ad, that he thought verily there with to haue par? 
ted it in the middeſf, but the (wo2d dyd no moze harme on 
hir, hen if her had rote vpon a hard Diamond, and ba ing 
bery much amazed thereat, hee ſaid within bimſelfe, that all 
thoſe things wers inker nall and kantaſticall. but be had not 
lo one made an ende of riking the omen when as tbts 
boꝛctble dꝛagon returned bpon dim, and hauing no tyme to 
tlære himſelfe from hir, ſhee put hir ſtrong legges vpon his 
bonſders, and claſped hir cruell nailes on his back, and gr ys 
ped him with fo great ſtrength that cher han pale d thaouah 
all his bowells, if the fo2ce-of his magu ali and fine armoat 
had not made defence againſt hir, and by teaſon that his ar 
mour was made by that art, tde dardneſſe and char pn ſte of 
hir craell naples were not ſufficient to pearte th thꝛougb,.

ing that the Gyant dyd dilcharge his blow eher entered in 
cloſe with dim, that de was conſtrayned fo fall — 


bath his knæs foz to cle re him ite from the fury theres 
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and riſing bp againe with great lightneſſe, finding þim- 
ſcife nigh the Gyaunt, de thꝛew his \ wozd from him, and 
with both bis handes layde taſt holde in the middeſt of the 
Gyaunts Male, and pulled at it with ſo great ſtrength.tbat 
de pulled it out of his hands, and was very toyfull ſoz the 
winning thereof. But as ſone as the Gyaunt had loſt bis 
maſe. vpon a ſodaine her vaniſhed away that he was neuer

wonder,foz that the dap was very fapze and clere,4 could 
not imagine what ſhould bee the occaſion to moue any ſuch 
thing in the Region of the Arze, and after that this great 
Thundering and noiſe was paſt, the Knight of Cupide ſaty 
that the entrie in at the doꝛe was clære, and without any 
impediments, ſo be entered in thereat and came into ano-

bim to be dead, yet the wound and the biod was ſo frelb;,as 
though at the ſame inſtant it had bane done. This Knight 
was the wyle Artidon, who willingly and with his owne 
handes dpd wound and open his bzcalt , after that bee bad 
bought the Quene thether , at tbe houre that the Knight 
of Cupide entered into that Quadꝛan and ſaw all this, the 
ſame houre was the inchauntment vadone,and the Quane 
was at lpbertie, who when ſhe Ipft vp hir eyes and ſaw 
him, ber fraight wales vaderfod that that Knight had fl.

Then the Knight of Cupid ſaid, Lady,vnto god thou oughs 
keſt to ſurrender theſe thancks, and not to mee, fo2 that ha 
bath bene the pꝛincipal dwer,and be it is that hat h delme - 
red the out of this Inchantment and bat which 3 bf my 
part haue done, it is ſufficient ſatiſfaction,fo2 5 4 bane dons 
it in the ſeruice of ſuch a perſon as pou are. And as touchs 
ing the reſt which you do 8ſke of me, vou (hal vnderſtand 
that q am a ſtraunge Knight and was neuer in this cout» 
trie bækoze it was within theſe foure dayes that J ente 
red into it, not wil hſtanding in this mall t me J e 
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der ſtod by certaine ſhephearda which 7 * her re without 
the caue, that in all pour kingdome there is great memoꝛp 
of pon, and that they do lake ſoz pour retourne daplie, 
and ſince your firſt entrie into this Cane vntill this dare 
the king dome hath bene in power of gouernours, and none 
hath bene called Bing.

Olun and bath demaunded hir of the King hir Father foz 
ſpzn(e,x the King bath pꝛomiſed him the graunt thcrof;and 
wat (hall happen therof J cannot (ell, neythcr what the 
Princeſſe Oliuia doth pꝛetend therin, foꝛ that to me there is 
not graunted ſo much liberty as to diſcouer 62 declare the 
ſecrets of harts,nepther of that which bath paſſed at this 
pꝛeſent.

Likewiſe the 
Prince Clayermdo had great deſirs to goe and know his pas 
rent; and although that the King was very loꝛrowfull fo; 
their de par ture, pet he could not deny them, but granted the 
leaue, i did offer vato them bery many t rich gifts; but the 
too Princes would receine nothing of bim. Do ont dap bees 
foze tyey 'honld de part, tue Prince Brandizel had oppoꝛtuni⸗ 
tie to take with the Princeſſe, and in the end of great comp 
munication that paſſed betwirt tdi m of loue he take his le ue 
0 hic, t pꝛomiled bp2 to returne againe into that Counti ie 
wit) as much ped as might be.

It happened 
at that time ther dwelt in a litle Jland in p Ocean ſea,nere 
dato Normadie,a Gyant called Brandafuriel,of a very great 
ſtature g defozmcd, with whom the King Oriſteo was glad 
to hold friendſhip t peace, foʒ the great damage and barme 
which he did bpon the {ea at all times when it pleaſed him. 
ud fo: that this Iland was compalſcd with bigh 4 mightye 
J ockes, which made it ſo ſtrong, that all bis power wer not 
Juckuient foz to doe bim anye harme, be ba ing within , 
| E.tiit. whcn 
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when the fame of thcſe two Knights which were in Pari;, 
came vnto che Gyants tares, and of the rich Tent that was 
p2epared to; the pꝛiſe of this Juſt, if frayght wayes gaue 
bim a deſtre to goe thether,as one that was certaine that ten 
fac; Knights as they were, were not ſufficient to defend the 
Cent but that by bis pꝛo welle he muſt being it away. am 
to execute his detet minat ion, de ſtrapght wap departed Tom 
the citie of Paris, 3 car ped in his company to the nnunber of 
ten Knights: and came thether one day befoze that the twy 
moaeths of the Juſts did end, wberes the two Princes were 
doing of meruailoas de des of at mes. And althe great place 
was full of Kniglits, as well ſtraungers, as toole naturally 
bo2ne in that Kingdome:at which time the great & forious 
Gyaunt ent red in amongſt them, bidding them fo woke hin 
wap, with a loud : terible voice. And when they law him 
great 4 ill fauoꝛed, thep al fearedbim,+ made him a larget 
b:ode wap, that be might paſſe fozwards.Aud when the, Co 
aunt ſaw the rich Tent where if was, bee went kotpacdelt 
and did bebold it with great abwicaiion,arno {F712 507 tiv 
fo him to be very rich and Craunge : ard after te! by yad 
ſat:ſfzd himfelfe with the ſight tbercot, be ſaid : whicg be 
the Knights which both deferive this Cent. Thx Ponce 
Clauerindo,who was nigbeſt nnto him ſapb: Jam da that 
doth defend it, with an order Knight mp tcompanton there 
foe ſay what tby pleaſure ie. That which J will ſay ſaid 
the Gyant, is, That where you are but two Knights fo; tt 
defend it. J woulo pon were twentie rogether. Fo2 wu⸗ 
ning ot it it will be vnd o we moze Hong? to win it of t wen⸗ 
tie, then of two a!oac Niughts. But ſe ing that you are 10 
mae, come on let vs go: vnto the battaple: and come both 
of you agatnt mœ. #22 that with one alone blow IJ will 
bopſe por bath out of pour ſaddles, the one of pou with wy 
lanace, and for o her J will take him vnder my arme. 
The Prince Clanerindo was verp much offended and an 
gry af the pꝛide of the Gyaune. g ani werrd him ſaping, Jt 
is alwaics ige cullome of pou Gunts, lo abound in to a 
aro; anc 
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arogancie and pꝛide, which maketh mee not verie much to 
maruaile, of any thing that thou halt ſaide. Therefoze take 
vnto ther thy ſpeare , and J alone will defend the tent from 
thee - And if thou doft ouerthꝛow me from my bozſe, tbe 
Tent ſhall bee thine, without any deniall of me 02 my tum 
panion . The Gyaunt when he ſaw bim-ſelfe (0 little tits 
med of one Knight, de was ſo full of fury and wꝛatd, that be 
could not refraine his p2e,but dꝛelu out a mighty oreat and 
bꝛoud fauthon which was hanging at his girdell, and went 
to ſtrike the Pzince Clavermdo bppon the healme, thincking 
there-with to cleave him downe vnto the walt. But the 
P2ince who was a very ſtout and poſlitike Knighe, and in 
many things dvd reſemble bis friend the Knie hit of the 
Sunne, her foꝛe that the Faulchin could execute the Gyaunes 
determination, bee gane a great leap with bis bozſc cn the 
one ſide, that the Gyaunt loff his blow, and if was ft1cke in 
baine. And by realon that the blow deſcended ri ht downe, 
be ſtroke his owne hozſe vpon the head, that be clouc it in 
two pet es. and he fell downe dead to the ground with his 
maiſfec. ſo that the Gyant could not riſe vp againe without 
great paine and griefe, fo; that the bo27e in bis fall caught 
Gvaunts leg onder him. The King and all that brd be⸗ 
ho'd them, fell in a laugdter, and had great plesſure in that 
which toe Gyant had done: Although bis comming tbetber 
was a creat griefe vnto manic. Foz acco2ding vnto the 
great fame which be had in thoſe parts, they thought berely 
that the two Knights could not haue ſufficicnt foꝛce and 
might fo2 to defend the Tent, but that ba would win it and 
irie it away. UWhen the Gyaunt ſaw bimſcl# withovt a 
Mie, with great pꝛe hee aroſe vp and went towardes the 
*mcc.wyo with a trice leaped from his hoꝛſe back. ſo2 that 
woulo haue no aduant age of bim, , dꝛew out his ſwozb 
nd did abide his comming:ſo that bat ut rt there btcan 
very angry and well foughten battatle, G rik eng on cucry 
de that it was range e wonderful fo becholt. The prince 
uerindo was mighty of perſon4 well p2opozctoned, liodt 
ud Qtrony , baſides all this, dee bad bis atone mate and 
tampered 
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tempered by art magicke, which was atucn him by the wil 
Lirgandeo, of the which her was ſure tbat whatſoener bloty 
his aduerlary dpd faſten vppon him, it ſhould not hurt him, 
which was the occaſton that although the Gyaunt were of 
much moꝛe foꝛce, pet be would maintayre himſelfe veris 
wel againſt him and make him to abate his great arrogay. 
fie and pꝛide. And by reaſon that tbe Gvant was bigge and 
he aup, the Prince did ftrike him at all times at his pleaſure, 
and many times he did cut his armeur and flcſh, whereat 
iTacd-out great abundance of blod. 

The King and all thoſe that did beholde the batfaile, 
greatly maruailed at the pzawelle of that Knight, but , 
boue all, bis vnckle Armineo , was very clad and toyfull, 
that he made his partie ſo god in the battatile,s ſaid with 
in bunſelfc,that if he dyd perſever and bzing it vnto a ga 
ende, that with great honour the Prince might diſconer hin 
ſelte vnto his Parents: and dyd pzap to Cod with all big 
bart to aide and help him in that battaile, fog that it cont; 
ne wed will very dangerous and fall of perill. Fog that this 
great and furious Gyount when der ſaw that bis Fanch 
could not cuter,no2 demintſh the armour of his aduerſam 
Dae dyd pzocure all that euer be could fog to ſtrike him ty- 
pon the healme to aſtoniſh him, fo; that hæ never chanſed u 
rike him vppon the Healme, but that be made bim ſom 
times to bow his knees to the ground, and other times t! 

ffope with his hand to kæpe himſc lte from falling, in lad 
ſozt that the battaile was in ballance very doubtfull , { 
moꝛe then an houre , that there was knowen no vauntagt 
bert wirt them, but onelp that the Gyane was wounded, u 
the Prince nok. | 

At was a great incouraging vnto the pꝛince Clauerinde 
to ir himſelte in pꝛeſence of his Parentes, and boped it 
very ſhoztly he would g iue them to vnderſtand tyereol. 
this was the occaſion that made him to bee the moze fu 
dus againſt his enimie. The Gyant when her ſaw himiell 
wounded, and all the ground be ſpꝛinckled with bis bc 


greatly wondzed af the ſtreugth and reſiſtance of his e 
mie 
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mie: and finding all things cleane confrary vnto his expec⸗ 
tation befoze be began the batt ell, 9d was almoſt aſhamed, 
yet her berlœued that the ſtate of his bicozie dyd remaine 
onely in the ſtriking of one full blow vpen the Helme of bis 
apuecſary . And therewith be toke his great Fanthon in 
both his hands, and went towards p pꝛince, making a ſhow 
as though her Would ſtrike him bpon the heade, whereat ths 
P2ince ſtœped on the one ſide, and the Gyaunt dyd tay the 
ſtriking of bis blow, till afterward vnadniſed!pat bis plca⸗ 
ure, he ſcroke bim vpon the Inchanted Bealme,that it made 
ail them that loked on, to maruaile how he could ſaftaine 
ij ſuffer ſuch wonderfull fury , ſoz that it was ſuffitient to 
haue cloue a great rock aſunder, but by reaſon of the ver- 
tue of bis armour, made by that wyſe Lyrgandeo fog ſuch 
neceſſities, that the Pꝛince reteiued no damage of that fu- 
ridusblow : but by the great Nfrength wherewith it was 
gizcn, bæ thought verely all bis Rull had bene bꝛoken to 
pFces , and therewith der bowed bis kners to the ground, 
— fo2 a god ſpace all aſfonicd, that be could not 
ariſe vp. 
aden the furious Gyant ſaw him in that trance, her tur- 
ned againe and lift vp dis mightie Fauchon and ſtroke him 
an other blow in the verie ſame place, and by reaſon that 
with the other blow his fauchon was craſed with the fozce 
and trength of the ſecond blow, it bzake in thz& paces , in 
ſuch ſozt , that there remapned in bis bands but onely the 
hilt, which was the occaſion that the blow dyd no harme , 
dther wiſe it bad coſt him his lyfe,and with the nopſe there 
ebe came vnto bimſelfe , and aroſe vp ſomewhat amazed, 
us with the forte of that great blow, be dpd not ſæ that 
e Gyaunt was without a Swo2d, but entred in with 
pun in a great rage, and ſfroke bim ſuch an cuerthwrat 
lv vpon the thigh, that her cut his armour and fleſh vnto 
{ "mn bone: of the which the Gyaunt felt himſelfe verie 
The Gyant ſeing himſelfe without we pon, he wold haue 


red in with his enim, to haue caught him in his ar mies. 
but 
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dat the P2ince- tndcritanding bis pꝛetence, recopling back 
th2ew a fopne at him, which chaunced on his beaner which 
was bꝛoken, and thꝛuſt hum thozough and thꝛough the bead, 
where with this ficce and-'vglie Brandaturicll fell downg 
de ad to the ground it was-vnto all them that dyd behold 
what paſſed, a great admyꝛat ion and wonder, wben they 
ſaw ſo tierce and mighty a Gyaune, who in all thoſe parts 
was grrtat lip dꝛeaded 4 feared. in lo ſhezt fpace ouerthzowen 
and ſlapne, by one onciy Knight, 8nd ſoz that the Bing 
could not away with pm foz certayne angers and grieſes 
which continually be dpd vato bim, da was very glad and 
recetued great iop foz his death, and thought long to know 
the Knight who had done that valyaunt and wort hie date, 
being certified within himſelte,that there was not a Knight 
li; all the wozid lyke vnto dim in courage and ſtrength. 
Ihen the Pꝛince Clauerindo ſaw himſelte cla re of that 
mouitrous Gyant, bee ifred vp bis eyes to heauen and gang 
great thankes vnto the almightie God, and put bis won 
into his heath, and went towardes the Pꝛince Brandizell 
2 Armineo his bnckle, who receined him with great plen⸗ 
{ure and iope, ſæing the honour 6 pꝛapſe which hæ bad wan 
in that place, and ſaid amongſt themſelues that it was nat 
then time to kœpe them any longer vnknowen, but great 
reaſon to diſcouer themſelucs. And therewith they all this 
together went towards the place wheras the ing and the 
nene mere, accompanied with all the pzincipall Knight 
of the Court, and when they came ba ſoꝛe them, without ti 
king of their healme, they dpd their daetie and reuerenee, 
the Bing receined them verie gladlie, and reior ced muß 
with them. Them Armineo began to ſpeake and ſaide. 
* Poſt migbtie Bing, pou ſhall under ll and that thel 
„Knights are come from ſtraunge Countries vnto this thy 
„tourt, not ſo much to get honour þece amonaſt thy Knights 
„as to giue thee certaine newes , at che which thou will re 
„ tciue grtat iop and contentment, which are concerning thy 
»» ſonne the Pꝛince Clauerindo, who many parcs paſt was 


„ loſt, baing carcicd away by a great rouet from hi 9 
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trie, who at this pꝛeſent is a live and doth very well, and 
is wared ſuch a Knight, that in the whole world pou have 
very few lyke vnto dim, and in company with hum is bis 
vnckle Armineo, with no ſmall deftre to come and ſ& the, 
and euer ſince they were taken by that Roner , they haue 
bene alwaies together, and as wie dw vnder ſtand they wil 
not bee long from bence. 

The King wben hee heard theſe iopfull newes, with a 
ſoude voyce layde ; Oh mighty God, is it poſſible that my 
$onne Clauerindo and my Brother Armineo bee altuc,ant 
that there hath beene in my court who hath ſæne them, and 
neuer tould mer till now,and fo long time paſt. And in ſap- 
ing theſe woꝛds her turned vnto Armineo and ſaid; Gent ie 
Knight, ſ&ing that pou haue bꝛought mer ſo joyfull ncwes, 
IJ pay you allo fell me where you dyd leaue them, tbat J 
may ſend to ſteke them, ſo ſhall J haue my tore wholy fut- 
filled; It ſhall nof'n&de that your bighnes do ſcno to ſiel;e 
them ſaid Armineo,foz that they are within the kinatome 
of Fraunce, and will be here very ſhoztly . When Armi- 
neo had ſayde theſe woꝛds, the King was in a great doubt 
whether this which the Knight had told him was truc, and 
whether her ſpake it in manner of mockage. The Qucne 
who was pꝛeſent when cher heard theſe words, thought it a 
thing impoſſible to bee true. Then the Bing aroſe bp from 
the place whereas he ſaf,and went bnto Arminco, and colt 
his armes about his neck, ſaying : O gentle Knight , tell 
me if this be true which tbon haſt ſapde,oz' whether the 
dolt if fo mocke with mer, fo? that my ſad and ſozrowfull 
bart cannot bel&ue this topfull newes to be cf truth. 

Then Armineo ſapd. J will not tell any thing bnto pour 
bigbneſtt but that which is of truth, and foz thst pon lla t 
be put in greater admiration vatcrFand that be which; 
lew in pour pꝛeſence that valo and moenfireus Gyaunt 
Brandafuriell, is the Prince Claueri do pour Sonne, aud the 
other Kuight bis companpon ts the Prince, of Perſia, and 1 
an thy Brother Armineo. And in laping theſe words they 


all th;& pulled of ttherꝛ Healmes, and ſtrapgbt ways tbe 
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King and the Qucene did know Armineo,and although the 
Prince was loſt in his tender age, pet in the pꝛopoꝛt ion of 


dis face they did very well remember bun, at which wozdg 
with a ſodaine and bnloked. fo2 iop, they ran bnto him and 
claſped their armes about him. and remained a great while 
embꝛaced together. and could not ſpeake one wo2d with the 
great top and pleaſure which they receiued. Do in the end 
when that their harts and armes had contented themſelueg 
with that louing end topfall meting,they fel into commy- 
mcation, wher as beetwirt the ther paſſed a great diſcourks 
of thctr lues, whereby the Bing and the QMuene was full 
ſatiſfied of all that the Prince Clauerindo and Armineo hay 
paſſed, after ſuch time as they were taken pziſoners. by the 
power of that great rquer Mambrinano. o when the bing 
and the Quene heard of the great miſfoztuncs & trayalles 
that their ſon had paſſed, was nom ip theic pꝛelente a 
companied with that mightie Pꝛince Brandizel,with whon 
be was b:ought bp.there was no ioy that might be comps 
red vnto theirs, and they gave great thanks vnto Cod,fy 
ſuch dis mercifull benefits ſhewed vpon them. When thelg 
ncw2s was publiſhed ab2oade , J am not here able to dp 
clare ths general toy 8 pleaſure, which was made, not alone 
in the great Citie of Paris, but in ali the kingoome ther was 
great and ſolempne feaſts made, the which endured a long 
while. And foz that the Hiſtozie bath verie much to tell of 
other Kmghes , at this pzcſent it doth leaue to ſpeaks any 
moze of them, and returneth vnto the Knight of the Sunn 
whom we left puloners in the couct ol King Tiberto,, |

He Yiltozie ſheweth that the Knighc of the Sunne wa 
thirty dates p;iloner in the tower wheras we leit hun 

at the great Citteof Ritisbona, in which tune the king Jr 
berie 
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Lerio dyd neuer determine what ſhould ber done-fonching 
the death of the Troyan Carle, but was rather in a great 
doubt, not knowing what to conclude therein , fo2 that cn 
the one ſide the wife and childzen of the Carle, and all bis 
parents and ktalefolkes , who were veric mame, end of 
the pꝛincipalleſt of the Court, dyd euerp dape and houre 
impoztunate him foz to do iuſtice vpon the Ifnight,and on 
the other part,conſtdering the great valure and delert, and 
the loueraigne excellencie that lamed to bee in him, e could 
not conſent in dis bart that ſuch a Knight as be was ſhenld 
dye, although bis offence had beene farre greater then bis 
was, and as the king remained in this doubt, the Kuiglit of 
the Sunne Was no lefle perplered , ſe ing bimſelie ls long 
tune in pꝛiſon, e that the Bing would not determine what 
his will was therein. Likewiſe the ſame time Flormaldus 
was pziſoner in another tower, vnto whom the payne = 
trouble of his impzilonment was not ſo much griefe, 
his dellre was carnelt to be reucnged on the Kniglit of = 
Sunne , in elpeciall foz the ſhame which bee receiued at bis 
bandes before bis Lady Albamira, as much as fo2 the 
death of the Troyan Carle, and foz that b@ wae a valtaunt 
Kniyht , bee could not perſ wade himlelfe that the Knight of 
the Dunne would baue anie vauntage ot bim, if bœ cnte⸗ 
red battatle with bim by the [wozd, and thought within 
umſelſe that by no other meancs ber could make ſatiſfactts 
on of his honour , but to delle him to moztali battayle foz 
the death of the Earle bis bzothcr , and ts demand ok the 
Ring liſence foz the ſame, and as he deternitned, her put it 
n exetut ion, and called vnto bum a Squier of hits, and ſent 
m onto the Knight of the Dunne, (oz to tell lum that it 
Vas not vnknowen what words Tod pale bet wire then, 
nd how that be bad latne the Troyan Carle his b:oiher, 
| that bpon the ſame occaſion be dyd Tefic and challenge 
im to moztall battaple, and if t were ſo bat ha ac- 
pted battaple, be foz his part w5nib v2ocure ivſence of 
de Bing fo2 the ſame , So tye &qurer went Whth b1s 
Klaze, and declared it vato the nabe of the 1 
who 
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who was verie glad and iopſull thereof, not fo2 any gay 
will that he had io mate battaple with Florinaldus,foz that 
be had no d-fire to dichondur oz ſhame bim, but the chictelt 
eccaton of his tore was , to recourr his hozſe anb armour, 
wycrewith to defende himſelſe, and not to fluffer biumſcife to 
be taten and carried againe vnto pꝛiſon. And therewith he 
ſaide vnta the ſquyer,that bee ſhould tell his Lozd that be 
was very ſo2rie ſoz the death of his Brother, and that be 
byd well know that ba was in the fault of all that paſſed, 
ſo that ncuerthcleſſe ſæing her demannded the batfaple,be 
could da no otherwiſe but make his defence, and (o bee pzo- 
miſcy to accept the battaile,as far fozth as the Bing wold 
giue them lyſence. Then the Squper refourned with this 
anſ were vato his Lo2d, who when hee heard the mekneſe 
of the Knight of the Sunne. his ſtoute courage dyd the moze 
increaſe, and ſent ſtrapgbt way vato the Bing a certayng 
Kniglit of his part (oz to al ke liſente, that he & the Knight 
of the Sunne myght enter battaple about the death of the 
Carle, affirming that it was his requeſt againſt the Knight 
vf tde Sunne. 

Now pou ſhall bnderffand that it was the bſe and wu. 
ſtome of that Count rp, that the Bzother oz any other bnto 
the {onrth degre of the kindzed,might reuenge the deathof 
bis b:ofhcr oz any other kinſeman, of him whatſoever be 
were that committed the murther, and the law baing ſach, 
the uing could dae no leſſe but gine lyſence vnto all that 
wich Flormaldus did requeſt. When Florinaldus dyd bnder⸗ 
ſtand tic ſame, be was well content, and the next day fol 
[2w0ng ihe battaple was appopnted to bee held in the imd 
d;it ot the great court. The dap being come, the King ſent 
two the Knight of the Sun his ſwozd, and when the boun 
ppb that thep ſbeuld maße the pz batfaple, the Bing 
comarauntd 500 Kniglits, and as mans moze fwte mel 
to gard aud kepe Florinaldus and the Knight of the Sunne 
that thep migbt baue the field in qupet and (aſefte. | 
aud ba ſides all this hey had all the pꝛincipals and Knights 
of ip Contt lo accempan them. ſo that they went cut 4 
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the pꝛiſon wheras they were with great henour.And when 
they came into the place,tbe King and all the reſt of the nos 
bics were at the windowes,and the people in other places 
wheras they migbt beſt ſc the battaile. Incontinentipe all 
twole which did beare them company,at the commandement 
of tyc King did a part themſeluea from the two Knighes, & 
were appointed foz ludges the Duke of Auſtria, 4 the Earle 
o Denmarke, who were the beſt eſtemed in all the Court, 
did de uide the ſpace betwirt the two Kniglits, put each of 
tie m in his place. When the Knight of the dunne ſaw bim- 
ſelfe at libertp, de ſayd vnto bimſelfe : Db mighty Emperour 
Trebatio, how maiſt thou blame me of fuzgetfulnes towaros 
thy mateſtie, fo2 that J haue not perfozmed the vow which 
J pꝛomiſed the, to ſæ thee traight after thy comming into 
Grecia. the Gods do know how much J baue deſired it, not⸗ 
withſtanding if it foꝛtune this dap, my purpoſe is to ſæ the 
dery (hoztly.Ano in ſaping theſe wozds the Trumpet ſounds 
ed vnto the batt aple, 4 tbe gallant g valtaunt Knight Flo- 
nnaldus did Erike bis fur ious hozfe with the ſpurs,4 made 
towards the Knight of the Sunne. foꝛ his courage g furious 
fozce was ſuch at that time that it ſemed foztune could not 
be contrary bnfo him in any wiſe. Likewiſe the ſtrong EF 
migbt ie Greeke came fozth to mæt e him, with ſo great fo- 
rye, that in the running of bis hozſe, the ground ſa med 
fo tremble whereas be went, and in the middeſt of their 
tourſe they iopned together with thepz @peares,and Flo: 
raldus b2ake his great Speare vppon the fine armour 
8 the Knight of the Sunne, in ſuch ſozt that be ſhieve- 
red it in a thouſand paces, which flew into the apze, but 
th's trong and ſfoat Knight remayned firme in bis Sad⸗ 
dle, and made his cnconnter with Florinaldus, triking 
dim on the bꝛeaſt with ſo great power and ſtrength,tbat 
be onerth2ew him and his ho2ſe to the ground one vppcn 
another, in ſach (oz that bis bozſe fell vpon him, that be 
toald not ariſe by any meanes, whereby this gallaunt and 
Berce Knight was very il infreated, and lay along vpon 
F. (ts 
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the ground as though he had bene dead,wyecfo;e the King 
and all they that dlo berhold the battaple were much ama. 
ted af the great power and fozce of the knighe of the Sunne, 
ſaying one to another that her hadde not bis like in all thy 
wozld. 

Strapgbt way there was heard in the great place 
many ſhzikes and cryings, and loking what they houly 
be, they ſaw it was the kinlefolkes of Florinaldus, who 
thought that he had bene llaine, and beganne to la:nent his 
death, and the death of the Tarle.When the knight of the 
Sunne ſaw Florinaldus did not riſe bp agapne, b& went 
bnto the Juoges aud demaunded of them tf there were 
ny moꝛe tobe done to clere himſelfe from that enterpzily 
To whom the Judges aun( wercd,that touching the bat, 
faple there was nothing elſe fo bee done, and as foz any 
other thing, they did not know the Kinges pleaſure. Jn 
the meane time the King was very ſozrowfull,and thought 
ſarelp that Florinaldus had bene dead, wherfoze be called 
bis chamberlaine and commaunded him to goe and charge 
the Knight of the Sunne fo retoncne agapne into the pu 
ſon, and that the gardes onto beare him company til 
be came to the Tower, where ha chould remaine as pv 
ſoner. But when the Kniglit hab done this meſſage vnty 
the Knight. of the Sunne, hee went to the windows 
— the King was, and with a leude vopce be 
ade. 

In the Courtes of high and mighty Kings they cnglt 
not to intreafe a trauailing Knight in this ſozf as you doe 
mee, fo if J flew the Troyan Earle, it was with my (wont 
in my hand, defending my ſelfe like a Knight, from then 
which lought my death, and fo2 that J doe not deſerue auf 
punichment, nepther was there any reaſon wp J ſhould 
be ſo long in pꝛiſon.

'Stravght way there was heard in the great place 
many ſhzihes and cryings, and {oking what they ſhould 
be, they ſaw it was the kinſefolkes of Florinaldus, who 
thought that he had bene Natne,and beganne ko la:nent his 
death, and the death of the Carle. UAhen the knight of the 
Sunne ſaw Florinaldus did not riſe bp agapne, be went 
vnto the Juoges aud demaunded of them tf there were 
ny moꝛe to be done to clere himſelfe from that enter pile, 
To whom the Judges aun( wered, that touching the bal⸗ 
faple there was nothing elſe to bee done, and as foz am 
other thing, they did not know the Kinges pleaſure. 3u 
the meane time the King was very ſozrowfull,and thought 
ſarely that Florinaldus had bane dead, wherfoze bee called 
bis chamberlaine and commaunded him to goe and charge 
the Knight of the Sunne fo retoncne agapne into tpe pu 
ſon, and that the gardes ond beare him company til 
be came to the Tower, where ha chould remaine as pi 
ſoner. But when the Kniglit hab done this mellage vnd 
the Knight. of the Sunne, hee went to the windows 
— the Bing was, and with a loude vopce he 
ade. 

In the Courtes of high and mighty Rings they ougtt 
not to intreate a fravailing Knight in this ſozf as you det 
mee, fo2 if J flew the Troyan Earle, it was with my ( wo;d 
in my band, defending my ſelfe libe a Knight, from them 
which ſought mp death, and fo2 that J doe not deſerue ay 
punifhment, nepther was there any reaſon why J ſhould 
be ſa long in pꝛiſon. But now ſ&ing pou doe commarnd 
nee fo returne agayne vnto pꝛiſon, let cucry one defend 
and kepe himſelfe from me as well as he can,fo2 that J do 
pꝛetend to kiepe my libertie.

a fre,whberas be did reff himleif from that great tranaily 
which be had paſſed all that day befoze, by reaſon thzthi 
came thether very weary,be Ctraight wayes fell a flape, 
therein be paſſed a god part of the night, which was verye 
fapꝛe by reaſon of the Mone ligyt, and about midnight vp⸗ 
on a ſodame be awaked tbzough a great nopſe which pal 
ſed the bighway,as it læmed, t bearkening what it ſhouis 
be, ſomewhat amazed with bis ſobdatne awaking, de bear) 
that it was a great cry and lamentation of Ladyes 4 Gen- 
tlewomen,and much ruſhing of armour, wber with he put a 
his bealme and did abide their comming on fote.Bere thy 
biſtozp leanethtbem,fo2 to tell vou of ali that paſſed in ti 
Court of King Tibcrio, and of other thinges which happy 
ned in this time.

(hat thep all togethorkneles beſoꝛe him, which cauſed him 
to be moꝛe wꝛathfull agatnff the Knight of the Sunne.

If you doe remember that after the Knight of the Sur, har 
ouercome that ſtout & valiant Knight Aridon of the black 
wod, the Duke of Pannonia, and he confeſſed all the treaſon 
that was conſpired betwirt them againſt the Dutcheſſe, and 
bow that the King commaunded they2 heads ſhould be cut 
off in the middeſt of the place, without any par don, althongh 
many Knights 4 great Lozds bid impoztunate the King fo, 
their pardon. Now the Viſfozy ſaith that this Aridon,of the 
blacke wed bad a bꝛother called Egion, a young man of x 
miabtie ſtature t fo2ce,and of a ſinguler courage foz to at, 
tempt any thing, who was in the blacke wod, at ſuch tim 
as Aridon was beheaded. Alſo the Duke of Pannonia hat 
| likewiſe another bzother called Farmonte, a valiant Knigjt 
and very pꝛoud, being Lozd ouer many Countries in hig 
Almainenigh vnto the blacke wod, who went abzoad (4 
king his adnentures in thoſe parts, : had got vato himſelf 
great fame 4 renowne,foz many de&des of armes which hg 
bad done in that country. Now when the death of their by 
tbꝛen came vnto their knowledge, in what ſozt the Kuy 
Tiberio commaundedthem to be flaine, they were very y i 
rowfull foz the ſame,and cpther of them determined withy | 
bimſelfe to annoy the King Tiberio all that euer they coal, 
till ſuch time as they were reuenged of the death of the; | 
bzethzen, Jt to fell out that theſe two iopned together, an I, 
were both of one minde and deferminatton,conclading bi» ' 
tweanc them to be both together at the erecutton of reneny t 
meint,fo2 that they may the better bꝛing fo paſſe theyz pv 7 
tence,q to annoy the king. Both theſe knights were in great 
ſecuritie in their count r pes, were altogether one helping 
and aiding another with great friendſhippe,fo2 that thole 
Countryes oucr which they were Lo2des and governours 
were verp montanich and craggie, in ſach ſozt that thers 
could not pꝛatæde againſt them any great boaſt, but thi! 
3 eaũilg make they; defence, and with very ken 
people. | 

Cipen they were agrerd and confozmed together kei 
00 
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don bzother bnto Aridon, by whoſe death he was then Lozd 
over the blacke wode, determined to goe vnto the court of 
King Löberio, x ther to infozme himlelfe of all that had paſs 
led touching the death ofhis b2zother,4 fo2 to (pp out how's 
in what maaner hæ might be reuenged on the King, ſo bee 
came vnko the Court in ſecrete wiſe, not making himſelle 
kao wen what ye was, wheras be was certified of all that he 
would deſire. Likewiſe he was ginen to vnderſtand how 
that the Qu&ne Auguſta was with bir Ladies 3 Gentlewo- 
men at the Eponeſtaty of the Riner,'4 ther remained euer 
face that the Emperour Trebatio had carried away þ Prin- 
celle Briana. This Egion did very well confider the ſcituati⸗ 
on cf the Moneſtar ie, and or the Knights which the Quer ne 
had foꝛ hir gard 7 kæping, i thought within bimſelfe that in 
that place better then in any other, be might make ſatiſfac⸗ 
tion of his deſire. Wherewith he returned vnto bis owng 
coantrp,q4 conferred with Farmonte,and certified him of all 
that had paſſed, and tolde that be had found out a fit place 
and oppoztumtpe agreable to be reuenged of ths King, 
nxnelie that the Mucene Auguſta with all hir Ladies aud, 
Gentlewomen Were at the Poneſtarp of the Riner, which 
vas farre rom the plate wheras ths King dyd abide, and 
al:hough ſher had certaine Knightes foz bir gard, pet they 
might goe fo well pꝛouided, that in deſpigbt of them all, 
they would goe take the Quene and hir Gentlewomen, Ex 
dung them onto their owne Countryee, whereas they 
3 be in ſafetie from all the whole power o7the King 
erio. 

When Farmonte heard theſe words, being a coursgi⸗ 
eus Knight, he lpked berp well of that which Fgion had 
bitercd, and thonght it god to giue vnderſtanding of all 
this their p2etence, bnto a Gyaunt called Barbario, who 
bad his dwelling thereby, on the ſkirt of the mount Sar- 
pedo, who was a great friend vn'o them, and might re and 
ſtrong in dedes of armes, thinking with his belpe ta 
r-Milreye all the whole power of the Bing IIberso, 
1 F. iii. when 
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whe he had opened this bato Ezion,thep both determined te 
goe g talke with him, z to deſire him ik it were his pleaſure, 
to de a companion in that enter pꝛile. This accoꝛdingly they 
accõpliched, mamifeſting vnto bim all their pꝛetence 4 deter⸗ 
mination, wben he vnderſtod it, opd frapght offer them his 
companp, alſo cert aine other daliant Knights which he bay 
with bim, being ſuch as deſtred no other thing, bat to hang 
opoꝛtunitie where they might implop tbeir fozce @ (rength 
to doe miſchiefe. And to conclude, de came away with them, 
carping with him ten of his Knights, who were very big al 
ſtature, t of great ſtrength, with whom be durlt giue th, 
enterp2iſe againſt a thouſand Knights. 

And when thep came vnto the blacke wod, Egion dj 
chuſe other ten Knightes of the beſt and Ntrongett that he 
bad. So being ioyned together, they dyd depart and tak! 
they; wap towards the Moneſtar ie of the Riner : and ey 
tring into Hungaria, they went thꝛeæ and thze to gether, 
becauſe ther ſhould grow no (uſpicion,and the molt of their 
franaple was bynight. In this ozder they trauapled, het 
at length they came tb the EBoneſtaip of the Rpuer, am 
were not ſnſpected of any, whereby theg might bane occy 
ffon to follow them, to ſee what tbep pzefended.S0 ftarging 
the one foz the other, they iopned all together. and being u 
god 02dex, bpon a bery fapze and cleare monechine night, 
they (ef vpn the moneffarp,b2ake the dozes,entred in, em 
toke the N1&ne with all hir Gentlewomen, out of then 
chambers, at whoſe great (h2ickes and crpes, the Knights 
which were of their gard being lodged in certaine bouts 
oat of the mone ſtarp, did awake, 4 being all amaſed, they 
began fo arme themſelues, in ſuch great haſt, that ther wer 
idoned together maze then ſoztye, who went vnto the plac 
where as the no le was, ſo that beet wirt the Knights @ 
the Gyant, began a great conflict, but if fell out very coll 
with them,fo2 that the moſt part of them were armed w 
out light, and opon a ſebapne, ſo that they lacked many pe 
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with Egion and Farmonte was ſo ſtrong, that they alone 
bad bene lufficient to deſtrop them all: ſo that in a ſmall 
tune there was the nol? part of them Aapne, and the reft 
that remained did hide themſelues, foz the great feare that 
ther bad: Inſomuch that they bad time and (pace to take 
the Queene and many ok hir gentlewomen into their pow- 
er . And koꝛ that purpoſe they bꝛougbt with them a Coach, 
with foure whelcs , dzawen wity fir migbtie Bo2fles , and 
very ſ wilt, ſach as in a ſhoꝛzt ſpace wold cary them a great 
way: info the which coach they put the Quæne and bir gen⸗ 
tlewomen , whole lamentacions were ſo loade, that they 
might bee heard a great way. Then they all together pla- 
ted themlelues round about the coach, and ſtroke the boz'e, 
tingreat halt thep bergan to frauaile tawards ther: coun- 
trie,vyry glad and toyfull foz the rich pzay which thep bad 
obtayncd .. And continually as the Knights which were of 
the garde and ka ping of the Nuene, came thither at thepꝛ 
great ſh2eckes , they dyd not ceaſe to folloty the coach,and 
had battayle with the Cyant and their Knights in the way, 
but the Gyaunt did intreate them all in ſuch ſoꝛt, that ſome 
dead, and other ſome very ſoꝛe hurt, bee left them lying a⸗ 
long the way whereas they went. 

This was the great noyſe of rrmour t the cryes which 
drd wake the Knight of the Duane out of his llæ pe, in the 
Fozreſt, thinking vpon that great trauat'e which be bad 
with the Knights of the Zing Tiberio, in the Citi of Ratiſ- 
bona : and in the verie ſame nia bt dyd this wong happen 
bnto the Queene , and the coacy dyd dau nete the place 
whereas he Mas a flepe. And as this god Kighe awa- 
ked vppon a ſodapne almoſt amaſed, and beat d a far of the 
great ſhꝛikes of the Gentlewomen, deæe Creivht way lalcd 
dn his Helme, and went to ſete his boꝛſe, who wes fading 
da the græne graſlfe, and baide led him 8 leapt into the ſad- 
dle: at which time the Gy aunt and thc Knights came right 
ei againlt bim wheras be was. And by reaſon that the mene 
1antY dyd ſhine very bright, ha ſaw them comming in thts oe der. 
wi Becoze the coach went the Cy ant Barbario, mount vpon a 
nilghlis 
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mihtie Hoꝛſe all armed, with a great Jron Paſe in his 
hand all blody. with the great compante of Knights which 
be had Caine that night, and accozding brifo his ſur ious and 
dzeadfull countenaunce there were tew Knights that durg 


abibe baloze him. And on both (ides of the Coach, rode the 
two valiant knights Egion and Farmonte, with ech of them 
a battaile are in their hands. And their furious and fearſe 

ſemblaunce which they ſhowed, was no leffe to bee feared, 

(by reaſon of the greatnes of their bodies) then the Gyant, 

And after the coach ther followed fo the number of fiſteng 

knights, which remayned of twentie that they bzonght 

fo:tb, all on hozſcbacke, and well armed: who went kgs 
ping of the Gentlewomen, that they Chonld not fall out of 

the coach. Al this the Knight of the Sunne taped to be hold 

and by the ichs which the gentle women gane, and by thy 

woꝛds which they ſpahe, ha dyd well vnderſtand, that the 

Gyant and thoſc Knights dyd carrie the away by fozce. And 

although it (emcd to bee an vnequall match and ver ie ter 

rible, that one alone Knight ſhould thinck to ſet them at ly 

bertie, pet this mightie and balyant Grake made no ſtay, 

but with a valyant courage (et ſpurres vato his Yozſe any 
ifacd oat of the fozreſt whereas he abode : and came inty 

the high way, and put bimſelfe beefoze the Grant and'ſapdy' 
thele wozds. Tell me Gyaunt what is the occaſton that thou 

dof carry theſe gentele women perfozce againſt their wils, 

When this great Barbario in that ſozt ſa lo the Knight ba⸗ 

fo e him, and the great hardineſſe whercwith hee ſpake vn. 

to him, without making any ank were, be tift vp his great 
maſe of Iron, and weut agamſt him to haue Croke him by 
0 1 the head, with a right downe blow : but the Knight of 

the Sunne had his word dꝛawen in his hand, e ſef ſpucs 
bato bis Hoꝛſe ſid⸗ and made him gine a great and a light 
le ape on the one ſide, where with ber cleared bimſelfe from 
tat ter rible blow, and the maſe fell downe ta tbe ground: 
and with the great fozte and Nrenath where with it was 
ft-okew, it lacht little that the Gyaunt had not (allen fo the 
graund after the male, fo; that hee ſtoped with all his 9 
02 
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ſo:wards bpon the ſaddle bow. And befo2c her had any time 
fo ſettle himſelfe againe, the Knighe of the Sunne ent red 
in wilh him, and rayſing vp bimſelke in his Stpꝛops, bee 
ſtroke with both his hands lo furious and terrible a blow 
at his wait . that by reaſon the topnts of his armour was 
in that place in a maner bzcken with his fozmer conllics, 
he cut the body in two pieces in ſuch ſozt,that the one balfe 
remained in the Saddle, and the other balfe from the waſt 
bpward fell downe to the ground : and it was ſo quicklie 
done, that when Egion and that mightie Farmonte bætelde 
the battaile,with that wonderfull and terrible blow, # ſaw 
the halfe body of the Gyant fell vnfo the earth. And bœhoi⸗ 
ding the kntgbt which had done that d&de , with bis \ wozd 
in his hand all blody, they receiued great admracion , and 
either of them thought within bim-ſelfe , that it ſhould bee 
ſome ſeleſtiall creatore,ſent from God foz to deſtrop them: 
fo; that they could not perſ wade with themſelues that in 
a moztall man there ſhould bee ſo great fozce and trength . 
pet veecauſe they were valyant Knights, and higb minded, 
and of pꝛoude condition, either of them dyd aſſauit him 
with great pꝛe and wꝛath: and the firſt that appꝛoched vn 
to him was the mighty Farmonte, who with both his hands 
ſtroke ſuch a right downe blow at the Knight of the Sunne, 
which lighted vpon his right ſhoulder, that it had berne (uf- 
ficient to cleaue him to his bzeaft , if that bis inchauntcd 
armour bad not defended him. And by reaſon that thc hat⸗ 
thet could not cut, the ſtrength of the blow was the bheaut- 
er in ſuch ſozt, that it made hun to double and bow his bo⸗ 
die fozwards, that bis bzeaſt touched the laddle baw, and 
be hadde not well ſettled him-ſcife in bis ſaddle agayne , 
when that on the other ſide , be was aſſalfed by the migh- 
tie Egion, who with bis migbtie batcbet , ſtroke a notter 
right downe blow at him, that if be bad channſed to bit 
= „it could not but n&des it muſt haue done him great 

rme. 
Bat this couragious and valyant Knight , whoſe excæ- 


djng lightneTe and ſtrength , was in all poynts 2 : 
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ſtroke bis hoꝛſe with the ſpurtes, and made bim to leap en 
the one fide, which was £57 occation that her c'&red himſeite 
from the ft ary there "git the rwith de ſentered in with tht 
mi bie Famonte , aud trove hun fury a blow bppan thy 
head, that if be had n2t claſped himſelte about the hozſe 
neck, be had fallen downe unto the around , be had ng 
(once giuen tas blow, but chat the out Egon likt vp his 
Batchet sgaine and rose bum another blow oppon the 
be imt, that her made gun deciine bis head vnto his bucaf, 
being ſomewhat amazed therewith. All thts that paſſed ag 
well with the Knighe of the Sunne as the Cyaunt and the 
reſt. thc Auane Augulla 1 bir Gentle women which were 
in tze Coach dyd beboald, ſoz that thoſe which dꝛanue the 
Hozſc that dyd dꝛaw the Coach dyd ap, and the night was 
very clære, and the Mone dyd thine ſo bzight that it ſame 
to be dap, and they greatly mernailed at the ſodaine death 
of the Gyaunt, and Ilykewiſe of the battaile which that s 
lone knight made with the other two knights, and certains 
ly th:y bælo ued that that knight was ſent from God. n 
this time the mighty Farmonte had ſtroke the Knight ofthe 
Sunne a terrible blow vppon bis Bealme,with ſo great fb 
ry and foꝛce, that be thought vorely bis teeth had bene bzv 
hen with chattering and beating one againſt another, then 
this daliaunt and conragions knight ſ@ing the great rel. 
ſtaunce that was againſt him, bis ſoꝛce increaſeb,and hi 
take bis (wozd in both his hands, and rayſed himſelfe i 
dis ftir rops be ſtriking a mighty blow at the ſtoute Egon, 
Which ligdted vpon his Choulder in an ill boure ſoꝛ him, fa; 
after that de neuer ſozrowed fo? the death of his bꝛother A- 
r:{on,fo2 that the fine and well tempered l woꝛd did cut the 
hardned ſtæle of his armeur. and neuer reſted ther, but dil 
cended downe vnto his walk, and ſpared neyther fleſh 10} 
bones. but that foze quarter with all the reſt of the vnbap- 
yr [:2:011 i Bowne dead vmto the ground. WIken the mig 
ty Farmonte ſaw that terrible blow, and his compauyons 
dead. h knew not what to ſay no2 think of the great fozce 
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not ſuffer him ko acknowledge his mightie power, bot blo⸗ 
dilie hee pꝛeſſed fozwards, thincking by one onely blow to 
take reuengement of all the harme which was done, not 
ſozeſæing that which ſhould happen, and lifting vp bis ſter⸗ 
lie hatchet, with both bis hands be Croke a mighfte blow 
vpon the hard and Inchaunced Healme of the Knighe of the 
Snnne, lo that it ſounded th2zonghout all the wods and foz- 
reſts very ſtrongly , and aſtonied him that he bad no re- 
membzaunce , in ſach ſozt that his hozſe carried him moss 
then ten paces from the place whereas he was, but yet be- 
fo;e the mightie Farmonte had tyme to giue him another 
blow hee was come againe to bimſelfe,and remembzing the 
might ie and forions Froke 'wbich ber had receiued, full of 
watbfull ire and courage, be toke his Swo2d in both 
his hanvs,and ſett ing ſpurres vnto bis bo2le ſides, he pꝛel⸗ 
led towardes that might ie Farmonte , to gratiſie the blow 
which he bad recetued, who with a tout and pꝛoud courage 
dod abide dis comming. {be Knight of the Sunne rayſed 
himſelfe on bis ſtirrops, and gaue him ſuch a blow vppon 
the head, that bee cloue it downe to the ſhoulders, wber with 
be fell from his horſe dead to the earth. At which time ther 
appzoached with the nopſe of the battaple all the Knights 
which foliowed the Coach, and when they ſaw they2-Lo2ds 
in that battaile with one alone Knight , they woulo not 
help them,fo2 that they thought either of them ſufficient to 
ble him at their pleaſure, and therefoze-tbep put themſelucs 
on the one ſide to beebold the battayle, but when they per- 
feined both tdeir Lozds with two blows ſo ſodamely Naine, 
thepz blod wared could within theyz bodies, and they dyd 
berely belerue that the lame Knight was ſome infernal ſpt 
rite,and no bumane creature, pet bacauſe they were many, 
they take courage one of another, and dpd allaple him all 
logether,ſtriking at bim very Crongly, and by reaſon that 
they were all valiant and choſen Knights, thep had put the 
Knighe of the Sunne in great ieopardie, if he bad not bene 
bf ſo valpant courage as be was, who with ſo valpant and 
ſout a courage did bæ haue himſelſe amongſt thoſe *

that if there had been as many moꝛe, they had not been (uf. 
ficient to bane bꝛought him into any rxtremit ie, oz that in 
a ſmal time with his furions ſtrodes, of ſome he clone their 
beads a ſunder, and of other ſome he cut away their armes, 
and other ſome her ouerthzew to the ground meruailoyſly 
wounded, in ſuch lozt (becauſe they had no Lozds no2 mg- 
ſters to giue account vato) all thoſe which remained aling 
and not wounded, determined to flie away, and thought it 
great folly any longer to abide thoſc moztal and wonderful 
blows, but turned their backes and fledde with all the halt 
they could, leauiug that ſtrong and mightie knight all as 
lone, who ſ&ing that there was no moze to bee done, went 
vnto the coach to ſ& who they were that came therein. And 
when the Queene Augulta and all hir Ladyes and Gentle. 
women ſaw them dead and wounded , which carried them 
as p;iſoners,4 that there remained no mo2e but the mighty 
knight all alone, they gane great thancks vnto alwigbtig 
god, and wept fo2 bery iop to ſa themſelues at liber ty. And 
the QAucene bauing great deſire to know who that wozthy 
knight chould be,ſhe& ſpake vnto him and ſapde. 

Oh happie and foztunate knight, whom J belene fob 
the mightieſt and wozthiclt in all the wozld, tell vs J p2ay 
the who thou art, that J may know whom ko gratifie,fo} 
this great benefit that wer baue receined in deſtroping of 
theſe trapto2s that carried vs away pziſoners. When the 
Ducene had ſaide theſe wozds, the Knight of the Sunne did 
know htr,fo2 that he had ſeue hir betoze,at ſuch time as ba 
pad the battaile with Aridon, and bæing much amazed to 
ſx bit in that place, and in the power of thoſe euil perſons, 
was on the contrary very toyfuil,fo that be had done vnto 
btr that ſeruice, dyd lift vp the beauer of his Healme and 
ſayde , Lady J cus great thankes vnto my Gods fo; that 
it hath pleaſed them to bzing me hether at this time, in (0 
god eppoztunitte to ſerue vou, “o: that J aſſure you J was 
very ignoꝛaunt and knew nothing bercf,but being ſoundly 
a ſlæpe wit hin this fozreſt, 3 was awaked by the great noilt

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aroſe by ind came towards this plate, and you ſhal vnder- 
ſand that J am the Knight of the Sunne, h (if your bigh- 
neſſs cal to remembzance)tbat had battaile in your pꝛeſence 
with Aridon of the black woe, and by reaſon of a ſodeine 
iniorte which dath chanced vnto me, with certaine Knights 
in the court of the king, A came hether into this fozreſt this 
night ta leepe and take my reſt.When the Nuene vnder- 
ſod that it was the Knight of the Sunne, and knew bim by 
the Sunn which her had vpon his armour, hir iop 4 pleaſure 
did the moze increale, 4 thincking hir (elfe in a great deale 
moze ſafetis then befoze,ſhee ſaid: Now J do well know x 
bndecſtand that my foztune is falne out much better then A 
did make reckoning of,foz that it hath pleaſed God to haue 
lo great a care auer me, as to bzing me ſuch a Knight in this 
tur moſt extremitie, and conſidering the great god which 
thy coming bath bene vnto vs, J cannot impute it, but vnto 
the godnes of God in this our neceſity.Jn the meane time 
that the Quene was ſaping theſe wo2ds g other ſuch lpke, 
cectapne of hir Knights which followed hir ſomewhat out 
of the wap from the coach, onely foz to ſpie out a know the 
way whether they went fo2 to giue the king to vnderſtand 
thereof. Do long as they beard the noiſe of the battaile,they 
darſt not appꝛoch nigh whereas they were, but afterward 
when ther heard that the Genelewomen held their peace, £ 
lelt off their Ch2tkes and lamentation, they by little & little 
dew aigh vnto p place wheras the coach was, til ſuch time 
as they ſaw tbe Gyane g; the two knights, others ly a long 
mM the ground, ſome ſtarke dead, and other ſome ver ie loze 
duct, complatning their miſfoztune. Likewiſe they ſaw the 
Knight or the Sun talking with the Nucene,whs they knew 
de tue deuile he had of the Sun, being much amazed at that 
wonderfull ſight, they dꝛew nigh vnto them, and when the 
aue kne lo that they were of hir company.(he toke great 
lealure with them,y commaunded them to being befoze bir 
ie of thoſe knights of b Giant Þ lap vpon the ground burt, 
de knights accbpliſbed bir.comandement, e when they had 
ought gas of thoſe knights beloꝛe bir.ſhe demanded —

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they were that had taken hir and hir Gentlewomen pꝛilo⸗

The wounded Knight 
ſeing that it would little auaple him to hide any thing, 
tonũdering that thep2 Lozds were lame e dead, dpd playn- 
lp and clœrelp declare bnto hir who they were, and of all 
that had paſled, and what was the occaſton that they did it, 
acco2ding as pou haue heard befoze in this Viſtozie , And 
when the Quene vnderſod the whole effec of bir impu⸗ 
lonment, hir body trembied with the feare that he receiuet, 
knowing not how ta recompence the Knight of the Sunne 
fo; the great pleaſure, which he had ſhewcd vnto them, but 
dcſircd him ro beare bir compante bnto the Court of thy 
King, pzomiſtag him large and rich gifts, but bercauſe the 
Knight of the Sunne had a greater deſire to goe (& the En 
perour Trebatio, then regard of riches and eſtate, bee gan 
humble thanckes vnto the Nuegne fo2 hir gentle offer, am 
dyd excuſe himſelle in the beſt ſoꝛt he could, ſaping, that be 
vad a toarney in hand which der could by no meanes leam 
of at that pꝛeſent but be boped that the time would comehe 
ſhoald returne and ſerae the King,and bee in his court. St 
after that they had a great diſcourſe about this matter, th 
Kniglit of the Sunne fake bis leaue of the Quæne, at whit 
time were come together tenne oz twelve of the Aucm⸗ 
Knights, who had hid themſelues fo2 fears of the Gyaun, 
and when thep ſaw that thry could not by ante meant 
perſ wade the Knight of the Sunne to retoarne vnto the 
court againe, thcy luſfered dim to depart,altbongh it grit 
ned them verp much that he ſhould depart in ſuch ſo2t, b& 


foze the king had rewarded hun, ſoz the great benefit which I 
thep all recemed at his hands. Jn tbe end the Koiglc ofthe 
Sunne departed from the Mueene,and leſt hir in the tour. 


pantie of hir Genflewortien and Knights, who determined 
to goe vnto the court of the Ning. And when thoſe Knight 


tau the great and wonderfull blowes wherewith de def 
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layne the Gyaunt 4 bis companions, being bery much ama⸗ 
ed they lobe one vpon another, ſaid that it ſamed to be 
q thing impoſſible that a humane wight should do ſuch won⸗ 
perfull derdes. And foz that it ſhould be bel@ued of them 
which did not fee the battayle bctwirt them becavle ther 
ſhould remain? a perpetuall teſtimonie 4 memozy of the 
amc, the quoene Auguſta determined to carry vnto þ court 
of the King fhe bodyes of the Gyant, t of Egion 4 Farmonte, 
cloge 4 cut in paces in (ach (ozt as pon haue beard, 4 foz 
the lame purpoſe the commaunded the coach to be pꝛepared, 
ſhit 4 all bir Gentlewomen came fozth therof, t cauſed the 
dead bodies to be put therin,ſo ther they paſſed away the 
tilt of the night which remained,z two of thoſe Knights did 
teturne vnto the mone ſtarꝑ of the River, fo giue them to 
bndcrſfand of all that had paſſed, e fo bzing palfratcs x all 
things neceſſary fo2 the Quene q hir Genelewomen. When 
thy moꝛning was come, and all things in a readyneſſe, tbep 
tobe the way lohich lead them towards the court, carreing 
ith them in their companye the Coach, wherein was tie 
dies of the Gyant and of Egion and Farmonte, who were 
ry great and bigge, and fo; that the woundes wher with *' 
ey were llayne, were very terrible and wonderfull to be⸗ 
old, it put all tbem whom they met by the way in great 
Amir at ion and eſpecially when they vnderſtode that one 
ar Knight dad done that da de. There were ſome of the 
ightes that were in the gard and keping of the Queene, 
Irarght way Whcn tbey ſaw the afſaule which the Gyant 
id his companionsmade in the moncſtary,and ſa ing that 
bey were many and that all their power was not ſul⸗ 
ent to make reſttaunce.they ſtraight way departed in 
ot with as great batt as was poſſible foz to giue the King 
[1verio to buderſtand thereof, 8 with the great halt which 
cp made, the next dap in the mozning they came b:foze the 
Nag, and told bats him all that paſſed, ſaping that if out 
hand he did not with his Knights giue aide 4 ſuctour, the

their wap towards the cp8ncitai p of the Niuer. after that 
they were departed there were many other Kmghes that 
were arming themſelues fo2 tolfollow thoſe that wer gong 
beſoze,t being all in a readineſle. with as great haſt as euer 
tocir hozſes could run they followed the other, in this (a;

Fter that the bigh and mightie Alpha 
was deparfed from the Quane Auguliay 
2 would not ſtay in any place toz to reſt hn 
elle, although be had great nede thercoflv 
tauſe if the king and his Knights Coulo fi 
low him, they ſhonld not overtake bim4 
be contumed his (ourny,p;etendingtso paſſe into Greciagtd 
gocle bis great fricnd the Emperour Trebatio,q with th 
pzetence he trauailed t paſſed away the reſt of the night 
Which remapned 4 ths mo2ning being come. he chaunced! 
to a very large t plaine field, all covered with plea ſaunt 
grene pearbes, in which be tranailed a god while, fo2 ! 
it was ſomewhat long, e toward the end therof at the fat

pou gentle Knights, that you both follow one alone Gentle- 
woman. They who were full of mallice + very pꝛoud, with⸗ 
tut anſ wer ing one woꝛd, they aſſalted him, ano ſtroke each 
of them a blow at him with their lwoꝛds, but hard was 
their happe, foz that they knew not what they did, nepther 
did they know him, which with ſo great mekeneſle ſpake 
bnto them.

And gy 
ing vp. bee ſaw p it was fouce armed Knights at the entre 
of a doze, who did Afrive to come in therat,and in the inſide, 
ther was an ancient man, with two well pꝛopoꝛtiened yeng 
men vnarmed, hauing but onelp thetr { wo2ds im their hants 
who did defend the ent rie. And when the Knight of the Sun 
came where as the foure Knights was, the firlt that be met 
with all he Croke him ſo terrible a blow, that be ouerthzeh 
bim dead at the fæte of his companions. Who being ver 
much amazed at that ſodaine miſchiefe, tourned themſelues 
about to ſe who it ſhould be that had dene that hat me. an 
when they law the Knight of the Sunne all alone with hu

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[nights which ſollowed a Gentle:voman out of this caſtell⸗ 
wi 4 baue allodeiiucred from them, and ſhe will be terre 
ſrataht wap. Then the aancient od man, who ſeemed bp 
bis grauitte to ba honourable, being very iopkull foy that 
ba heard his daughter was at libertie, an wered him and 
ſarb as followeth. 

Do wozthy knight, J doe verely balæue that thou art 
ſent of God, to defend and maintapne the fable and weake 
perſons. t to chaſtiſe the pzoude and arrogaat, Foz that J 
was pꝛeſent at luch time as thou wert bzought vnto the ci⸗ 
tic of Ratisbona, fo2 to make battaile with Aridon of the 
blacke wode, and now at this pzeſent art come (az to ſet 
me at liberty from this great outrage which theſe knights 
won d haue done bnto me: ſo that J verely beleuc that by 
great miſtery thou art (ent foz our aid 4 beſp.therſoze(gens 
tie kinght) theu ſhalt vnderſtand, that the occaſion whers 
foze thele traiterous Knights would haue Caine vs, was, fo;

And ſoz to reuenge themſe lues thereof, this 
mozning at ſuch time as the gate of fbe Caſtell was open, 
be being without all fearc 4 ſuſpection, vppon a ſodaine, 
the fire Knights which ou haue ſ&ne,entred in, t amongſt᷑ 
them came the ſame Knights which J haue tolde you of. And 
b:canſe J did per cciue their deter mimation was to kill vs, 
to carry away my dzt3hter with violence and parfozce, 
whichcertainly,# without all doubt had happened in this oꝛ⸗ 

der, if it had not pleaſed God that thou ſhouldeſt haue come 
b:ther to gine vs aide and ſuccour. 

Do at ſuch time as this auncient man hadde made 
an end in ſapin theſe woꝛdes the Gentle woman his daughs 
ter, whom the Knight of the Sunne had deliuered from the 
tos Kuiglits, came whereas they were.

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Foz whoſe comming the father and bir bzetheren receiued 
double iop, e lhe no leſſe iopfull,fo2 that ſhe found them clere 
from the outrage which they would haue done bnto them,

tbep bad receiued at bis bands, but offred vnto dim all that 
they had.

The Gentle womans name was Oliuia, and bir fathers 
name was Onorio, and his ſonnes names were Aurellio, 
Binnano, and they all did lone him very much, and would 
that he ſhould neuer depart from thence,from their compy 
nie. But at ſach time that her would needs depart, the la 
ther requeſted the Knight to graunt dim a bowne, whic 
was, that he ſhould receiue into ſeruice his two ſonnes, an 
cary them with him foz his pages. The Knight of the Su 
knowing them to be yoang men of great vectue,well pv 
poztioneb and couragious in what ſo euer neceſſitie ſhould 
happen: be foke them with bim, and they did ſerne bin 
toꝛ pages. And tune did ſerue that they did bery well ſera 
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bim and their Father and mother did recompence the loue 
which they bare bato him as ſhall be told you in tbe ſccond 
part of this Yiſkozy.50 at this pz:ſent we wil leane then 
departed from the Caſtell, to tell you of other things which 
chaunced in this time.

| perour Trebatio was not ſo much, but that 
10 de iore and pleaſure was much moze which 
N they poſſeſſed foz bis vnloked fo2 retour ne, 
and that was well [ene and perceined ge- 
nerally in all eſtates, the knights in oꝛdeining and mating 
great Juſtes and Tourneies, and other militar ie exerciſes, 
and others in inuefiting new deviſes of playes, and occaſt- 
ons of toy and pleaſure, in ſuch ſ(o2t,that thzoughout all the 
whole Empire they pzactiſed no other thing but paſtimes 
and pleaſure, as well in the one ſozt of people as in the 
other, & that which was molt to bee conſidered of, was, that 
this mightie Emperour, the moze foz to reioyce and plea - 
ſure bis owne lubieas, dyd commaund to be p2oclagmed a 
ſolempne Juſt,not onely in the Countries belongtng vnto 
the Empire, bat alſo in all the Bingdomes and P2oun- 
tes thereto adſoyning, giuing and graunting ſafe conduct 
fo all that euer would come thether , as well Pagans as 
Chriſtians, of what kinde of law and ſect ſo euer they were, 
and foz that theſe Juſts were publiſhed in many parts, and 
that the Cmperour gaue fre and ſafe condug, what with 
ſome foz to ſ@ what paſſed, and other ſome to pꝛoue them- 
ſelues in the iuſts. there came ſo many bnights that it was 
a traunge thing to behold,and * WY there was great 


iuſts 
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znfts and tom neis in the mightic Citie of Conſtantinople, 
whereas the warthy and valiant knights dyd giue follimg, 
ny of their creat bountp, and eber of them did labour and 
trouatle foz to get hono2,but they witch did ſhew theſelnes 
mon gallanteſt and valiant in thoſe iuſts, were Rodamate 
Þ;;nce of Sardetna, fonne unto Aliclo, tho was ene of the 
twelue that went with the Emperour Trebatio to the My 
naſlerie ot the rmer. 4 Alpmo,Lo2d of Lemos, and Rodoſeq 
Prince of the Rhodes, 4 Artidoro Painte of Canda, all pong 
men and amozons, who fo2 their great knighthad dpd get 
exreceding fame at thofe fraſts and tilts. In thele paſtime⸗ 
ther paTcd many daies,and euery day there came new and 
range knights, vnto whom p Emperour Trebatio did much 
honour, and did ſpend liberally amongſt them a great part 
of his teraſurp, and fo2 that theſe ke aſts 4 paſtimes did i 
dure very long, i that ther ſuctaded in them many ſtrang 
thing, as ſhal be fold pon in this Hiſtozp, let vs leave then 
new begun, and tell of other things that ſucceded in this 
time, which is very needfull foz this pꝛeſent Hiſtozie: fu u 
much as the returne and comming of the Emperour Treks 
tio was publiſhed in all places, and that the manner of th 
death of pzince Edward was knowen. The ne wes of all thi 
came vnlo the cares of the king Oliuerio, who altboughhe 
had almoſt fozgot the toe of the Prince, bp reaſon of th 
long time paſſed ſince it happened, ret theſe new news ol 
death was (a dolozous, that it did renue within his though 
the great loue which hee bare vnfo him, as vnto his lo 
that in a (mall time they thought derelp her would die wil 
verp lozrow, but the pꝛincipal remedy that he tone fo; it 
tomſozt, was to determine himſelfe fo take reuengem 
ſoꝛ the Princes death vppon the Emperour, and although}! 
power was not lo great ang. power of the Emperouriſt 
ber thovght that the king Tiberio fo fulfill the great ob 
' gation in the which he was bound vnto him, would gi 
dim aide and lutcour: and againe the Pzince Don Siluen 
would like wiſe faccour bim with all bis power, which ws 
very great,giuing him ſoz ſpoule his daughter the yy

Olmia,acco2ding as he had determined. And befi5:s this. the 
king of Spaine who was his very friend, would ſuccoꝛ him 
all that bee could, t heere with he might very well reuenge 
himſzlfe vpon the Emperour, and deſtrop all his Empire. All 
this the king determined in his thought, the great paſſion 
and grieſe which bee had foz the death of his ſon, would not 
ſuffer any otter thought to enter in his bzeaſt, „ with this 
determination be ſent meſſengers vnto the king Tiberio to 
give hun to bnderſtand how hee was determined to be re- 
uenged fo2 the death of bis ſon, deſired him of al friendſhip 
to aide bim in bis determination, knowing how much be 
was bound therto,foz that be was flaine in his ſeruice. And 
touching all his determination he did w2ite him a letter at 
large, ot the which he had an anſwere againe to his deſire, 
fo; that ö king Tiberio acknowledging how much he was 
bound vnto him, could doe nothing to the contrary but offcr 
himſelf in all p he might to help him, although be wiſhed fo2 
his part that all were ercuſed,fo2 it ſeemed vato hum that if 
the Emperour Trebatio lew the pꝛince Edward, it was with 
his lpeare in bis hand, t in battell one with the other, iy ke 
knights, and tberfoze be ſhould not be blamed in ſuch ſoꝛt, to 
take ſuch reuengement againſt him and although be had all 
this within his theugbt, c was well content to haue p En- 
perour fag his ſon in law, yet h wold not giue any body to 
baderſtand therok, foꝛ that he was a king which alwaies had 
a great reſpect in matters of eſtimation and honour, wbich 
bois the occaſion that the king Oluerio as afozeſaid,had of 
him a very god anſwere,and to bis contentment.Likewiſe 
de wzote to the king of Spaine,who alſo did offer vnto him 
all he requeſted when hee had nede thereof. In the meane 
time that all this paſſed,y king Oliuerio trauailed with the 
Dꝛinceſle Olivia his daughter, that he ſhould think wel to 
receive foz hir ſpouſe the Pꝛince Don Siluerio, laping beſvze 
bir his great valure, and the neceCitie bee had of him: ſo 
conſidering this matter many times the king did impo2tu- 
nate hir, ſometimes with requeſtes, and otber times with 


2 thzeatenings, in ſuch lozt that this fayze Pzinceſſe was 
in 
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in the greateſt perylerify that euer Lady 02 Gentle woman 
could be, and cuerte moment the deũred death, whereby 
ſhe might be clepre trom his continuall requeſts,and which 
he bad determined to gine bir ſelfe, when ſye did ſer that 
there was no other remedie. Likewiſe it was knowen in 
England, that Roſicleet the young knight , who had left ( 
great fame in all that count rie, was ſonne vnto the Empe. 
rour Trebatio and the Empꝛeſſe Briana, which newes di 
greatly content all people. And when the P2inceſſe Olus 
bnderſtod the whole miſterie, one wap hir toye ſurmoun. 
ted, in ſeing that bee whom ſhe loued moze then hir oum 
ſelfe was ſonne vnto ſo minhtte an Emperour, and t hat ther 
was not betweene them the kindzed which Chee thought had 
beene , and another way ſhe dyd greatly repent hir ſelle of 
that wbtch ſhe bad done agamſt him, and the moze was hir 
griefe when ſhe called fo remembzance all that which hat 
paſſcd, inſomuch that ſhe did nothing elſe but weepe at all 
times when ſhe was alone. Now after the king bir father 
bad recetued an anſ were from the King Tiberio, and fron 
the Ring of Spaine , talking with Don Siluerzo , he gant 
him to vnder ſtand his determined purpoſe, e a new de di) 
offer vnto hum his daughter, the Lady Oliva fo bis ſpoul, 
ſaying that firſt beefoze hee did perfozme tbe lame, it ſhoull 
be great reaſon that be returne into his kingdome of Lu 
tania, and give his parents to vnderſtand thereof, and to lf 
them know all the warre that he did determine to bag 
againſt the Emperour Trebatio, fo; that ba might haut hf 
people in a reabyneſle fo2 to him giue all the ayde and 6 
tour that poſſiblie he could , foz that the Pzince dyd i 
fireſie lone the P2inceſſe Olmia , be dcfired nothing men 
then to pleſure the king in all that he could, ſo that Craigh 
way ber did pꝛomiſe the King to per fozme all that b& bu 
commanded. So all things being in a readineſſe that wil 
neceſlarie foz bis vopage,be went to ſea,and toke bis wil 
towar des the ingdome of Luſitania , whom this Hilton

n Dis Yiſkozie hath verie long fo2nof to 
ſpeake of theſe th2& excellent Pzinces,Bar- 
eandell , Lyriamandro , and the Tartarian 
Zoy lo, not foz that their wozthie da des of 
: Knighthode are not wozthie to bee ſpoken 
— off, but onelp fo; that we haue ſo much to 
intreate of Trebatio and his childzen, that this hiſtoꝛie hath 
inough to doe to declare their moꝛthineſſe, vou doe remem⸗ 
ber how theſe thz& Painces all toge her with a very gad 
will and one conſent, departed from the kingdome of Eng. 
land, to goe and ſake ont their bory friend Roſicleer, and a7 
ter a long time that they frauailcd by ſea,in the ende they 
arfaed in the re of Trabiſond, whereas they ſaw that 
fayze Pzinceſſe Claridiana, who dyd put them in great ad⸗ 
mication onelie fo2 fo bebold hir high and mightie dades 
of knighthode,and hir ſtraunge demeanour, with the ercel- 
lent grace and curteſte that ſhe vſed with all men, ſo in the 
end of certame daies that they there remained,they did take 
their leaue of the Pꝛinces, and departed ouf of that Coun- 
trie, and went againe vnto the Sea, without anp other dr- 
termination whetber to goe, but onelie whether they? ſo2- 
tune would bzing them. Now the Hiſtoꝛp ſaitb, that in this 
loꝛt they dyd nauigate by Sea a long time, till it happened 
bpon a dap ber ie eacely in the mozning they diſconeted 
land, which being knowen by the marciners,*bey ſaid that 
it was the Kinadome of Luſitania. And when theſe the 
Pꝛinces vnderſtod the certantie thereof, they determined 
there to goe a land hoping Þ they ſhonld heare ſome newes

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it would be naiſed throughout all the Countrie.Wherefozg

Allo they ſaw without the citte in the 
fi: ds a creat armie of knights and men of war, with many 
tents 7 panil!ds,by which theſe thaw Princes bnderſtad that 
the tie was beſiged,and ther vpon thep conſulted amongſ 
themſc lues what was belt to be done, ſo in the ende of many 
ſpeeches they determined to goe into the camp, z ther to ins 
ſloꝛme themſelues of the occaſion of thoſe wars, & knowing 
the truth they would leane bnfothe part that they thought 
had mot reaſon,therewith they deſcended into the plane, 
trauailed by it til they came vnto the armie e ſfraight way 
there came out againſt them moze then t went ie knights,to 
now whether they were their friends oz their entmies, 
Then theſe Knights did compaſſe the Princes round about, x 
demanded of them krö whence they came, what they ſought 
in thoſe parts, and they an( wered that they were ſtraunge 
Knights, and not knowen in that count rie, and foz that they 
had lane their camp.they came thether as Sheet, that doth 
ſr rue koz wages, Then thole of the camp when they bcard 
their anſ were ſaw that they ſ@med to be Kniglits of eſti 
matiõ. as wel by their rich armoꝛ which they bad, as by their 
g'vd 4 gentle diſpoſitions, determined to conduct them befozs 
the king their L920, fo; that be might determine with them 
at bis pleſure, and ſo they bzonght them befoze their Lozd, 
who was king of Balachia, which pꝛetended to take the king- 
dune of Lufeania(fog that it bozdered vpon him and cntred 
into that conntrie with a mightic armie, and We that was

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was beeſiged in the ſame Cit ie, defending hir ſelfe within 
with ſuch people as he had, in the beſt maner y ſhe might. 
Al this was told vato theſe pzinces in p way as thep went 
befoze the king. When they came befoze the king of Balachia 
they found him in his tent,accompanied with many knights 
and ou the one ſide of him there was a Gyant,of a meruat- 
lons huge 4 big ſtat ure, and of ſo hoꝛrible and fierce a coun- 
tenance, that it would make one afratde to loke vpon bim. 
and whe the king ſaw thoſe the knights, he aſked of them 
of whence they were, litewiſe ik it pleaſed them to ſerve 
him in dis wars. The Tartarian Zoylo who could ſpe abe 
the language , was requeſted of-the reſt of his companions 
to anſwere foz them, who ſapde. 
ou (hall vnderſtand O king of Bitachia that we are tra-, 
nailing knights, & of the countr ie of Tartaria,and do trauell „ 


into the woꝛld to ſ@ke our aduentures, and although we be „ bs

it is in this oꝛder as J will tell pou,and therof there is not, 
ta be diminiſhed o2 taken away any thing, ſo that we the , 
will inſt with all ſuch knights as will come fwzth — 
bs fill ſuch time as wir ber ouerthzowen, and if ſo fall out, 
wa at the firlf encounter be ouerthzowen, then we th: , 
will ſerue the one whole pere foz nothing, and if it be our , 
foztane to ouerthꝛow any,the either of vs lo many knights ,, 
is is onerthzowen by vs, loke how mach wages all — 
together haue, ſo much mult either of vs haue, accoꝛding to, 
the number that her doth euer thzow This is our vſe and 
tuſtome of ſeruice in the wars, ther foꝛe O king. lobe if that ,” 
this our manner of ſeraice content thæ, and if not, gine vs , 
lyſence to depart, that wee may goe to ſome other place to 
(ek: our aduenture. 

When the Tartarian Zoylo had made an end of this bis 
ſptech, the king and all that were in bis Tent laughed very 
much at that which was ſpoken not fo2 that they did think 
much in the wages which they did alke, but foz that ther le 


med to be amongſt them Knights, if tyey might come fo: * 
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fo the iuſt with them, at the firſt ſhould remaine and fer ue 
a whole pcare witbout any wages, and foz that they knew 
this foz a certaintic, the king did Wraight way graunt vns 
fo all that which the Tartarian Zoy lo had demanded, and 
ſayd that hie was verte well content to and onto that 
ſh ould happen, and the matter being by all them agred vp- 
pon, theſe thz& Pꝛinces went ou? of the Campe into the 
plaine field, wheras they might iuſt at their pleaſare, Like · 
wile the Bing went fozth with bis pzincipall Knights, ſuch 

as did ſcrue him foz wages, to (& what ſhould happen. 
Now the king commanded ſtraight way per ticularlp the 
beſt and molt valpaunteſt Knights that were in all the 
Camp ſhouls come fozth to iuſt with the the Pꝛinces, who 
were in a rediaclle a hozſeback with their ſpeares in their 
bandes, abiding the comming of thoſe who ſhonld iuſt with 
them. The fürſt which came fozth to iuſt with them, werg 
th2& valiant Knights, of a mightie pꝛopoztion and Nature, 
ſuch as in all the camp could not be found the lpke,and ba⸗ 
ing in their places one agapnſt another, they made them- 
lelues ready vato the iuſt, but whoſoener bad ſeene them at 
that time, would haue iudged the thz& Princes at the firff 
encounter ſhould haue remapned without any wages, am 
elgeciallp the King who laughed at the accozd which was 
made bet wirt them, but it fell out cleane confrarie vnto 
their thonabt,foz that all ire together mette in the middell 
of their tonrle, and the thꝛæ Knights of the Campe bzoke 
their ſpcares vpon the Pꝛinces without moting of the m in 
their Saddles, but the Pꝛinces made their encounter with 
ſo great fozce, that they boiled them out of their ſaddles, in 
ſuch lozt that they tumbled dpon the ground, and paſſed fo; 
wirds ſo ſtiffe and vp2ight in their conrſe,that they put the 
Ming and all thoſe that dyd ba hold them in great admira- 
tion, but not long after tiere came foꝛth other th Knights 
to the iuſt, which were allo thx of the beſt and moſt eta 
med amongſt all the reſt, and love as theſe Pzinces deb 
ſerue the fi:ft,ſo dpd they ſcruc thoſe tha , and overth;ew 
tpcm to the ground , and finally in the ſpace of one þoore 
$14; 
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they had overfh20wen co the number of fiſtæne Knights of 
tie moſt valtanteft 4 wozthieſt amongſt them all. Then the 
King found himſelſe balfe aſhamed 4 mocked, with the bars 
game he had made with them, if ſa med vnto him that ac- 
toꝛding vnto their great valiantnes g ſtrength, tbey wco'd 
daue ouerthꝛowen all the kmghes that were in the campe, 
the one after the other, lo that acco221ng voto the c woes: 


all his treaſure ſhould not be ſufficient to pay their wage 
When that wigbtie c monſfrous Gyant that was with th 
King law him t hat he was ſomewhat ſad g heavy foz that 
which the Knights had done, he commannded Craight way to 
be bzought vnto bim a hozſe which was verp great #4 cons 
fo,mable vnto his bigneſſe, e ſtraigbt way he leaped vppon 
him,t choſe one of the bigeſt ſpea res that be could finde as 
mongſt all the reſt, ę ſaid vato the king that be would iuſt 
with thoſe Knights, ę bad them come all tpz& againſt bim, 
and that he hoped (o to intreat them in the iuſt, that after⸗ 
ward they ſhould neyther be able to fake wages no2 to 
wears armaur. The King recciued great delight when he 
ſaw the Gyane on hozſbacke, # was very certaine that bis 
power and trength was to perſo2me all that which bee bad 
ſaid, yea,ifthey bad bave ten ſuch knights togetber as they 
pere. and when this p20ud 4 furious Cyanc was in a readte 
nes to the iuſt, theſe valtant Princes who were very dell⸗ 
rous to get honour, either of them did p2ocure to pꝛoue their 
adnenturo with him, but this mighty Tartarian with many 
requeſts vnto his compantons did begtn to tult with this 
mgbtie Gyanc,4 when the Gyant (aw that alone knighe Tin 
pat himſelfe befoze him, he would nat moue ene iot from ths 
place whereas he was, but cried out vnta the knights, that 
they ſhould come fo2zth again him all tbz@ But when be? 
aw his wozds did little pzofit hum, with great fury 4 infers 
null courage he made bis courſe againſt the ualiant Tar- 
run, who with a wozthy courage, as one that was both 
out + ſtcong of bart, bzoched his hozſe with the ſpurs and 
went foꝛth to met him : in the middeſt of their courſe they 


met lo tcongl; together, p their great ſpeares were bꝛoken 
U. into 
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info ſmall chiuers + this font Tartarian did double with his 
body backwards, in luch ſe2t that his head ſtrike dio vpon j 
Hoꝛſe crouper,t being ſeme what aſtomed with that ſtrong 
incounter he paſſed fo wards on his Bose, ſtraight wales 
did lettle bim(ſclfe agapne in the ſaddle, but the ſtronn x de⸗ 
fozmed Gyant, iZozſc 4 all fell downe vnto the ground, with 
which fall they made a meruay!00s great noiſc, 7 be had his 
ſaddle 7a bet wirt his leages.When the King Balachia ſaw 
his Gyant on the earth,he was very heaup in 1 his hart, and 
commaunded that ao moꝛe Knighis ſhould come fozth to the 
ta!t,vut that the th:& Princes would be brought befoze him, 
at which time the monſtrons giant did ariſc from the ground; 

and dꝛew out a great: michty fauchon which be had at hit 
gir die, z went towards the Princes g laid, that they allthze 
together ſhonld make baftaile with bim. 

The tb2& Princes not making any reckoning of his 
woꝛdes, on hozſebacke as they were, went befoze the King, 
and aſked him if be were content to pay them thep2 bars 
gaine that was made bet wirt them, ik not, they would tv 
part vnto ſome other place wheras they thought beſt. Then 
the King who was mernaylons angrye and offended with 
them, aun wered and ſapd J will that poo ſerve me in this 
my warres, and afterward it all be at mp pleaſure to pay 
you foꝛ your ſeruice, and if you will graunt vnts this with 
a god will doe it, if not J will make you perfozce. Then 
theſe thꝛe Princes who had no deſire to tary ther, al jou 
the King would giue them all the treaſure that he had but 
onelp intended to lerne and belpe the Nucene Lauinia, ty 
that it ſemed vnto them that ſher had moſt right, wit heut 
ſpeaking any wozd onto the King tourned about their bey 
ſes, and toke their wap towardrs a great bzidge of Con? 
which paſſed ouer the riuer, and at the farther end ther 
was the gate of the Citie, and vpon tbe ſaid bꝛige ant wal 
of the Citie there were many people, and berauſe the tcamft 
was verp nigh the citie, they might well diſcerne all that 


bad paTrd with the thze& Princes, and what they had *

ly 4 with great ſtrength defended themlelucs,4 bete rinined

again their enimtes, foz that they did withd Jaw thems 
lues towards the Citle. . 
Tbis determination tber perfozincd.fop as thele thace 
Princes did by little and little retfre towards the gates of 
khe citic, ſo when they came nigh them they that were bp- 
en the walles and battilments of the citic,tid hte many 
arrowes, and theew foncs, and other things at their en! 

mies, With the which thep vid them very great härme, and 
wade them to retire vackwards, bp reaſon wbercof tber 
had ſpace foy to open a poſter ne doe of the Gatcs, by tie 
witch the three Princes entered in, and the Poſterie 
being mt againc. they of the citic received, them very wel. 
G..“ hs 0 
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and gaue them god intertainment, and much mervailed at 
thetr great vatour e ſtrengch, e the Princes with like curte, 
ſte did returne them thankes foz that whtch they had done, 
and that in their defence they would doe all that euer way 
in their powers. There was amongl thefe peopte a knight 
who was pꝛincipall of them, had the char ge ouer that gate, 
and this Knight carrycd the tb Princes befoze tbe Quæm 
Lauinia, accompanied with many other knights 4 Gentlemen, 
and when they'came befoze hir, thep gaue hir to vnderſtam 
of all that they bad ſ&ne thoſe thꝛæ knights doe, how they 
came of their owne god will to ſerue hir in hir wars.The 
Qutene when ſhe beardfbat which the knight bad told hir, 
receiued great toy in their gentle diſpoſition x god p;opoy 
tion, receiuing them very curteouſly,and doing them all the 
bonour che could, offering bir ſelfe whole vnto them, lil 
did aduertiſe them of the ſmall reaſon that the King had ty 
beſtege them. Theſe Princes anſ wered hir with wonted cur- 
teſte,and did offer themſelues vnto the Qutene ſo liberally 
that the was almoſt ſatiſfied of the ſauegard of hir citie, 
Then they remapned ther all that day withoat doing am 
other thing, and the King of Balachia remayned in his camp 
with great anger and ſozrowfoll heauine ile, that thoſe tha 
Knights were gone from him in that oꝛder, and did \weart 
a might ie oath that he would make them die an enill death, 
if he might get them into bis power. And although ber hat, 
at this pꝛeſent great wzath againſt them, ther did not pal 
verp long time after, but that thep did grieue bim mud 
m92e,and made him repent dimſelt foz that be did not gin 
them better tntertainment, when they firf entred into hi 
campe, as in this chapter following all be told you.

Then thoſe which were in the compante 
pithont, when they faw the people of the c:fte came fo2th, 
hey were greatly amazed, and did verely belerue that thoſe

Then the huge 6 monCroys 
Gyant which was ther, left the King, e pꝛeſſed in great hat 
towards that placggwbereas the thz& Princes were: 4 thy 
firſt that be met with all was with the TartarianZoyloy 
when be knew, him to be the lame that did ouerthꝛew hin 
in the Juſt, he was very iopfull therot, made towards hin 
When this apzoued and wozthy Tartarian ſaw bim con- 
ming, with a valiant 4 ſtout courage, be did abide him; {, 
that betwirt them there began a out t well foughten bat 
taple. And although the Giaut was very great 4 monſizay, 
and had aduantage by his mightie members, and great 
ſtrengtb, pet to oppoſe againſt the lame, the Prince of Car 
tarie, had very gad armour, made by art magicke, in ſuc 
ſozt, that by no meanes it could not be cut noz bzoken. 80 
that he did ſtrike at this furious Gyant ſo mighty t terry 
ble blowes, that many times he pearced both his armour 
fleſh, that the blod ran out in diners places.At the ſam 
time the other two wozthy Princes, Bargandcll and Lyri 
mandro did meruailous dæ des of armes, and were all to h 
b2ewed in blod, with the great number which they bad 
ſlapne: t were ſo feared amongſt their enimies, that wher 
ſoeuer they went, they made them wap.

ry god will did pꝛomiſe to accompliſh all that he hadcouy 
maunded. And ſo he departed from the king, e began to chal 
out the knights that ſhould ſerue his turne lo that at temp, 
and vnto eüerp one perticularty de gaue bis charge whit 
be ſhould doe. So they were all in a readinelie, tarying tht 
time, when their enemies Could come fozth,Aad ali the ru 
of the ſouldiers were confinuallpin very god oꝛzder, dem 
deſtrous to be reuenged, ol the harme which they bad bein 
ceceiged. When the next mozning was come, tele th 
Pꝛinces had great deſire to ſinich that which they bad bv 
gunne, foꝛ that they would follow 4 pꝛoſetute their entet- 
pꝛiſe: wherfoze thep determined to goe fozth of the citie u 
thep did the dap befoze. And fo2 the lame purpoſe they * 
thered together the beſt ſouldiers that were in all the en 
and commaunded the gates to be open, they iſſucd aut 
verp god oꝛder. 
Now loben they were paſſed the b2idoe,they (ct byr 
their enunes, wpom they found not bnpzouide d, as — 
Ele 
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6&f02e, buf in a readineſſe tarrying their comming, ſo that 
pet wirt them there bergan a very ſtout and well fouabten 
battaile,and there theſe tha pzinces went all together be- 
foze, wozking wonders, wounding killing, and overtbzow- 
ing all that euer they met, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they made large 
way whcreas they went. Jn this ſozt indured the battaile 
moze then one houre, and ail things went well with them 
of the Cifte, but ſodeinlp came vpon them the Gyraunt Ful⸗ 
golo with bis thouſand tinights, and foz that they hadde no 
other charge but to take thele th2& Pꝛinces, they ſtraioht 
waies compaſſed the about, in ſuch ioꝛt that not one of their 
tompanie could come nigh them by a great ſpace . Then 
this mightie Gyannt began the battaple alone with tt ce

And by reaſon that the thꝛe pꝛinces did 
lack in the battaule , thoſe of the Citie could not make any 
larther reſiſtance againf their aduer ſar ies, and there2c 
they did retire in the beſt wiſe they could into the Citic, 
ad when they found miſſing in their compante the ther 
nights, and vnder ſtode that they were p2iſoners, J am not 
le to declare their great ſozrow and griefe wdbich they 
ecetued,fo2 that beſtdes the lone they bare them, thcy bo- 
ed alſo by their help to make defence againſt they2 foes , 
ind il theyꝛ abſence and lacke was leſt among the com⸗ 
lon people, much moze was the griefe that the Qucne La- 
ma and hir Daughter receiued when they heard that ſo2 - 
Wwful newes, ſo tyat it (@med that * were pitt all * 
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of remedie,fo2 that they bad loft thole thre knights, which 
canſed them to bee verie heauie, and could doe nothing but 
wepe.And now to returne to them that were tn the tamp, 
the Hiſtozie ſapth that the King and all the reſt were very 
topi41ll, ſoꝛ that bee had in his power the thꝛæ knights and 
thought that her could not reuenge himſelſe vppon them to 
commaund them ſtraight wapes fo bee put to death, but 
wonld vie ſome other ſtraunger reuengement, intending to 
tepe them p2iſoners in ſuch cruell pztlons, whereas they 
ſhould by little and little bee conſumed and die, and to ging 
them eucry day tozments, becauſe their ende ſhould conti/ 
nue long, and would not ſuffer that at once thep ſhould bg 
lame, and therewith her commaunded the Gyaunt Fulgoſy

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All this J am very well content to do, ſard the Knighe 
of the Sunne, therefo2e commaund that tbe gates may bee 
opened. Tarrie a while fayd the Gentlewoman, and the re⸗ 
with We withd2ew bir ſelſe from the window, and within 
a (mall while after the gates were opened, and there came 
fwzth a verte big and well pꝛopoz tioned kmadt, mounted 
vpon a god hozlſe,+ well armed, ſer ning to bæ of a god diſs 
poſition , aid wit bout ſpeaking any wo2d vnto the night 
of the Sunne, be went and put tfimſelie1n the field with his 
ſpeare in bis vand readie vato the wit. Then the Kiught of

What is that which] 
molt doe, ſapd the knight of the Sunne, ſoz it may be (ud 
a thing that J (hall haue great pleaſure and delight to da 
it. That which thou muſt doe latd the Gent lewoman is u bt

All this J am very well content to do, ſard the Knight 
of the Sunne, therefo2zc commaund that toe gates may bee 
gpen2d. Tarrie a while ſavd the Gent le woman, and theres 
with We withd2ew dir ſelle from the window, and within 
a (mall while after the gates were opened, and there came 
fwzth a verte big and well pz0poztioned knight, mounted 
vpon a god hoꝛzſe, t well armed, ſerining to bæ of a gad dil- 
poſition , and wit bout ſpeaking any wo2d vnto the night 
of the Sunne, be went and put himmel e in the field with his 
ſpeare in bis hand readie vnto the wit. Then the Kiught of 
the Sunne twke bis ſpear e and pzepared himſelfe, and bee- 
ing both in a readineſſe they b2oched their bozſes with their 
(purs,and with great fury and fozce they made their incoũ - 
ter, which was in fuch ſoꝛt that the Knight of the Sunne 
encountered wirt the Knight of the Bztdge with ſo great 
fo;ce,that be bare him over the hozſe cronper,with the ſad⸗ 
dle bert wirt his legs, and der fell downe to the ground, and 
the Knight of the Sunne paſſed his courſe fozwards wit bout 
receiuing any harme.

thcir reſt, then ther came two Gentlewomen with two 
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late, he determined to accompliſh that which (@med vnty 
him with a berte awd will the Gentlewoman had deſired, 
And theccwith be dyd altght (rom his Yozſe and his Pa, 
ges did the like,and it was commaunded that their Yoyſeg 
ſhaulb ber kept in god ozder, and the Gent lewoman went 
vnto the Unight of the unnd, and twke him by the hand 
and lead him vy into the caſtle, whereas he was ſerued and 
banketted with Couſits,and diuers lozts of fruits g other 
things, till ſuch time as ſupper was made readie, ſo they 
ſat downe and were lerued with divers kindes of meates , 
in as ample manner as could be at the table of Bing Tibe- 
rio.

wit: ſoz beſides the ſerving of their Lon 
with reuerence, dutie,and diſcrcafion, they 
doe ſupplic many ouer-ſightes which often times men dv 
fall int o, and the wiſe aduiſe of a god (cruant both come ti 
moꝛe effect, then of a perfect friend. And here I do digrilt 
fro the iudgement of ſome wiſe men, that (ap a man ought 
to haue but few ſeruants, and thoſe to he tbe moſt vileſt/ 
that with them a man (hall hue with moze care. But at 
indgement is, that rather with them they Could liue man 
viciouſlie, foz that the vileneſſe and lmplicetie of the len 
nant, is vnto the maſter a peaccable meanes to live beaſi 
but vnto him that wil line bertuovfly e wel, the ſhame 
tretid of a wiſe ſeruant is a great warning. not to duerbaßg 
dimſelſe. And many times be doth determine with himle 
that, wh:ch realon noz the knowledge of God cannot wi 
dꝛew bim from his diſo2dinate deſters, pet the (9! 
faſtnelſe of a wiſe and diſcreeta ſer uannt doth ſomwhat 
Qurbe bim. Well, ſæing that this doth bzing pzofit *

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coule,and fo2 the honour of man, wberfoꝛe ſhouſd we not ra⸗ 
ther entertaine them that be wile # able to giue god coun- 
ſalle then tyole which can neither pꝛofit their maſter noz tut 
ſelues. Beſides all this, tłere is o be teapt of a diſcreet ſer 
nant many other god things as to be politike, touching the 
eftate 4 ſtung of his Lord # maſter, as king to his lands x 
gods. i r eſptaung bis honour, & be his fidelitie great reſt a 
gulet nes, and many t inics a conue r ſat ion of life, as it happe⸗ 
ned vnto this mightie 4 valiant Knight of whom we baue 
locken that all bis extreame & ſinguler hountte had not ben 
ſufitient to haue deliuered dim from the death if it bad not 
ben by the diſereation of the wiſe t pꝛompt bnderſtanding 
of Bynnano.

great fury that it ſemcd to be a Thunder bolt, de made his 
courſe againſt the giant, who when hee ſaw him come runs 
ning ag ainſt him, with ſo great a noiſe 4 furious a violence, 
one warhe thought he had bene ſome foliſh Knight, t beſide 
bimſelfe,'4 fo þ contrary he very much mervailcd to ſæ him 


any mo2e farrying be ſet ſpars vnto dis mightie Yo2ſe and 
went fo2th to mart him ſo faſt as bis Bo2ſe could run, and 
in the mid deſt of their courfe they mette both tagetber, 
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and this lwoꝛt h and valiant knight o? Cupid froke the gy, 
ant in the middeſt of his bodp, his ſpc ate being made of thy 
dart of a Ci pꝛes tre. the head of very fine tempered Cele, 
Wbich was giuen him by the king Luziro (a2 a very: pzectong 
and excellent god ont. at his dep:rture from him, e his en- 
counter was (9 ſtrong.that befo2e bis ſpere did bzeabe, thy 
Carp t well hardned head did pearce th2ough the ili temp. 
red harne:s of that great giant, ran though his body, aps 
pearing at his backe. 4 tber with he fell do wne dead to the 
ground, s with the mightte fall be bzake tbe Wrong affe of 
the (peare,4 the Kn2ht of Cupid receiued ſo great encouns 
ter of the Grant that it made him loſe his ſtirops, 4 to let 
loſe the raincs of his hozſe bꝛidle, t paſſed foꝛ wards with 
vut receiving anp aioze harme, f beioze that he came where 
as the other Knights were, be had recouered both his ſtiropg 
and the rames of bis Bo2ſe agatnc. Uber the thag Princes 
and the Knights of the Gtanf ſa w that great & terrible cy 
counter,they very much mervailed thereat, 4 remayncd 3. 
ſfomed and amazed, and thought it ſo wonderfull that they 
could not tell what to ſay vnto it. and with great ſozrow 
and griefe fo2 the death of their Lo2d, all the knights toge 
ther aCaalted the knight of Cupld, and with great ſbzikes 
and ſhoutes they compaſſed him round about, and laid vp 
pon him with all the power and trength they could and 
although they were manp, pet this ſtout t valiaunt knght 
did quickly abate their courage, foz that at the firſt thus 
blowes which de ſtroke at them which came fozmoſt, ba 
duerthꝛew thz& of them to the ground very ſoze wounded 
and almoſt dead, and after beſturred bimſelfe amongſt ths 
reſt with is great fury that it was a wonder to (&. Thi 
th:& Princes who did bæholde all that paſſcd, knew nd 
what to ſay,ts ſæ one knight of lo great bount ie and font, 
to attempt the bat taile againſt a Opaunt and ſo many!

they receiued neither did hep lake backe trill ſutch teme ag

The Wing and all thoſe that were with them verie 
much mernailed af that ſodaine mu foztune, and theugpt it 
a thing impollible that any humane creeture Would give 
ſuch an en:erpzile 4 goe th2aongh therewitb,neytber to haue 
ſs much hardpnclſc and ecurage of heart. The Bingrecet- 
nung great ſo2row and griefe fo2 the death of the giant, did 
but of hand commaund a compame of knights to be armed 
in a readineſſe, e returne vnto the knight of Cupide,Whben 
be (aw bimſzife clære and af libert ie from bis entmies, 
determined to ſet the th2&@ Pꝛinces at libert'e, and not to 
make himſelfe to bee knowen vnto them.fo2 two tauſes, the 
one foz that hee departed from them ont of England, without 
gining them to vaderſtand thereof, and the otber, fo2 that 
they ſhould not carrie anie newes of dim to the Court of 
Aung Oltuerio , fo2 tbat the P2inceſſe Ohun 'commeounded 
um in hir Letter to depart tbether, whereas (be might nes 
er hære any newes of him, and fo2 theſe. cauſcs her would 
t make himſelfe knowen onfo bie Baines, but came 
to them and did vnbinde them, and cot a ſunder the coges 
ere with they were bound, and count er faitina bis ſpeath 
? dpce in the beft wiſe be could, he Aken of tbem wha 
were, and what was the occaſton that they were carrts 
a wap in that ſozt. Then tbey who were no h ſſe ama d 
dis great bount ie, then glad to ſe themſe lues af libertie,

as in the gentle diſpoſition of his bodp, and in all the reffdl 
dis bebanidtir; and calling bim to rememb2annce, and hev 
that they rould not beare any newes of him, the teares ral 
from the epes of either of them foz the loue thep bare wil 
him. And being aſked by the knigbt of Cupide the ett 
on whereſoze' they should thed thoſe 'feares , they fot 
him that they all thz& went in the demaund of a nigh 
that in all hinges ,/as well in bahauicur os in p20p0?

bꝛaunce of him was the occaſion of thoſe teares, foz! 
many dayes a gone he departed from them, and ſince ! 
time they could neuer deare any newes of bim. At 
pꝛelent the Knight of Cupide receiued great (ozrow 1 
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qriefe , in (@ing that thoſe tba P:inces being of ſo great 
dalour went in his demaund, and that occaſion did ſo ſerue, 
that bee could not diſconer himſelfe vnto them. Here may 
you plainelę perteiue what the diſcurteſie of the Painceſle 
Olwia did cauſe, fog that it cauled him to withdzawfro him 
the great plealure and contentment that he ſhould receiug 
u dilcouering himſzlfe vato his fe iends. Do after that they 
had talked of thele and other like things, the thꝛe Pꝛinces 
toke each of them a doſe o? thoſe knights that were Caine, 
and theo foure together toke their wap towards the Citie,

When the 
knghtof Cupid had bttered tyeſs wozus vnto the king Sa 
cidoro,hts coualell did like him very well, therewith they 
tobe their tourney towardes the top of thoſe mount aines, 
which were of ſo great height, that all that day 4 the next 
day following they had enoagh to doe to get bnto the top of 
them,t when they were abone they ſaw that it was ver pe 
plaine, although they la w in them many great g thick wods, 
and full of buſhes, which made it to be moze hard to paſſe, 
oz lack of trauailing that way ther was no bſuall path, 
which was the occaſion that their trauaile was moze trons 
lome vnto them, but fo: that the harts of either of them 
were moze harder then that countrie, with a valiant and 
courage thep followed their journey fill ſuch time as 
yer happened vato them that which __ be tolde you in 
9 next Chapter following. 


Ofa ſtraunge adu evture which happened vnto the knighe 
of Cupid and the king Sacridoro, trauailing by the moun · 
kaines 85 Phenic'a, Chap.19, . 
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them that thep did not fæle the wearinelle of their tourney, 
and in this (ozt they trauailed two dates without cating y, 
ny thing,. but of ſuch wild fruit as they found in every place 
whbcreas they went. Do the third day at ſach time as th, 
Sunne was about an honre bigh, trauailing without ant 
care by a foʒreſt, which ſa med to be a moze quiet t pracey 
ble Country then that which they bad befoze trauailed in. 
U-on a ſodaine their hozſes ſtarted,+ their baire began n 
ſtand vpꝛight, e they were 8fraide,+ b2attd t ſno2fed inſach 
ſozf,that they could not make them p2oca@de fo warden 
loking about them towards every ſide, to ſa what it eulp 
be that canſed the ſatne,4 on a ſedaine ther came fozih of the 
molt thicke ſt of the Fozrclt two great ſauage & wilo men, 
wo in the bigneice of their bodies i@med to be grants, ue 
were mounted vpon two Lions ver p furious, which ſerun 
them fo2 ho ſes, witbaut any bzidle oz other kinde of thing, 
but t hep had each of them in their Fandes a mighty great, 
beauie, t knotted club, with the which they dio gouerne ther 
Lions to goe what way it pleaſed them, and when they hi 
diſcouered the two knighis, they went towards them, and 
when they appꝛoched them, the feare was (o great that thelt 
voꝛſes receiued, that all the pollicie and ſcrength which tht 

ights could vie, was not ſufficient to make them got iv 
wards the ſauage men. Do beſoe thep conld haue leaſureit 
allabt from their hoꝛſes, theſe lauages were come vnto thi, 
vpon their tamed Lions, and finding the knights with ther 
backcs towards them, foz that the ir bozſes did caſt then 
ſelues about, thep ſtreke them with their knottie clubbes 
two ſuch blowes vpon their flue and lelie pealmer, wh 


S theſe two wo2thye and valiaunt knight 
* trauailed together vpon thoſe ſharp and fry, 


well of the one as the other, it ſmed vnde 
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fo great ſtrength , that they made them Coupe fo2wwardes 
with they2 bzeaſts vpon the ſaddle bowes,being ſomewhat 
amazed. And beefoze that they could come well againe to 
themſelues , fhele lauages Cfroke them other two blowes 
that bzonght them ont of their remembzaunces, and there- 
with they toke them in their armes from thepz bozſes,and 
carryed them into tbe thickeſt of that fozreſt,and they had 
not bozne them far, but they came vnto a verie great foun- 
tayne, which ſeemed to be in the manner of a ceſterne,and 
the water was as clære as Chziſtal, but it was of ſo great 
depth,thaf it ſæmed to haue no bottome. When they were 
com? thether,theſe wilde men dyd lay the two knights vp- 
pon the ground without any remenbzannce as they were 
befoze,and alighting from their lpons, they made them faſt 
bnto two Tres there by, and ſraight way they began to 
giue terrible and might ie blaringes and ſh2tkes , ſuch as 
might bee heard a great wap, at which noiſe in a ſhozt time 
thers was gathered together abont that Fountaine moze 
then twentie ſanages, ſuch as they were, ſome riding vpon

And in tumbling ok them in this ſozt, the 
knight of Cupid came vnto bimſelfe,and ber ſ&ing in what 
kate hee was, in ſpight of all thoſe that were vnarming 
him her role vp from the ground whereas hee lap, and dae w 
ont his fine cutting @wozd which was giuen bim by the 
Autene lulia, and with great fury and inflamed wꝛath, bee 
Troke the firſt that he found nert him ſuch a terrible blow 
dppon the waſt that her cat him in two peeces,x overth;ew 
n dead to the ground. and ſo he ſerued the ſecond,and the 
third, 4 when all the reſt of theſe wilde men ſaw what had 
palſed.they were in a great feare, pet foz all that they toks 
onto them their great knotted clubbes, and all togel ber al⸗ 
N. b. ſaultcd 
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faulted him, and whe they had compaſſed him round abont 
on enery ſide, they laid vpon him ſo ſtrongly,that the knight 
of Cupide was put to great tranayle, fo2 that with they; 
—— t beaup blos they all to bꝛuſed his fleſh and bones, 
bat ſæing that he had no other thing to deliuer him from 
that repzoch but onelp bis (wozd, hœ ſo behaned biml(elfe 
therewith, beſturring him from the one fade fo the other, 
that the cffuſion of blood was ſo great amongſt thoſe ſavage 
people, that the cleere and ch2ilfall water of that fountaing 
was dyed red with the blod of them, and the battaile bay 
fwirt them was very terrile and blody,and if this battaile 
had enduced long, this god and valraunt knight had ſound 
bimſclfe in great peril and daunger,fo2 that there was ng 
hum ne creature able to ſuffer the mightie blowes which 
thoſe ſauage people did ſtrike with their clubs, ber ing (trek 
ſo thick, as commonly a ſmith doth Crike vpon bis anfield, 
but his baliaunt and ſtout courage was ſuch,and bis fozcre 
and fury, that in a ſmall time ha made ſuch deſtrudion a+ 
mongſt them, that of moze then twentie which were there 
of them, there remained aliue but thꝛa, n ho ran away with 
all the haſt they migbt,and put themſclues into the thickeſl 
of the Fo2relf, and all the reſt lay along vpon the ground, 
ſome their armes cut off, and ſome thepꝛ heads clouen in 
peces,and ſome their ſhoulders clonen to tbeir bzcaſts,and 
other ſome cut cleane a ſunder in the middeft, that whoſo- 
euer had lerne ſo great deſtruction amougſt ſuch barbarous 
people and furious ſauages as they were, would certainely 
beleue that there had bane no humane power & frcngth 
able to baue done it, and when this battaile was finiſhed, . 
this wozthie knight remained lo wearte and bzuſed of bis 
bodp,that he could not ſtand vpon his fe te, and being very 
die, he went vato the Fountaine, and pulled of his de ſme, 
and whcreas the water was moſt cl&reſt c troubled with 
the blood, the ſame foz to dzincke,ond dꝛinking tbercof, da 
bad nof well ſtaunched his great thirſt when bee fel downd

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And at the ſame time that her was dzincking , the god 
Ring Sacridoro was come to himſelfe , and when b& ſaw 
that great laughter that was vppon the ground, and the 
kaight of Cupid a fate a dzinking,he remained as one ama⸗ 
ed and beeſide bimſelfe , and could neyther ariſe vp noz 
ſpeake one wo2d.ſ@ing that, which (&@med vnto him to bee 
thing the moſt ſtraungeſt and wonderfull that ever was 
ſen? 02 could bee imagined, & at that time that the knight 
of Cupide did fall downe to the ground in a ſound , at the 
ſame inſtant there came fo2th of the pzofound depth of that 
Fount ame a Monſter of the Sea, very great, and of bodig

$25 4 Now the Piſtozie ſayth that the thze pzin- 
— ces had beetwirt them a great controverſis 
which of the two ſhould bee moſt valianteſt and of higher 
bountie, epther the Knight of Cupide, oz theyz very friend 
Roſicleer, and were very deſirous to heare ſome newes as 
wel of the one as of the other, g with this great deſire they 
did trauaple fill they came fo the ſame Pozt whereas the 
knight of Cupid had imbarked bimſelſe,whereas they beard 
newes of him of very many the which bad ſene him and 
therewith they put themſelues in a god ſhip , t committed 
themlelues vnto God, and ſayling by tbe ſea, they were ta- 
ken with the ſame ſto2me and tozment that wee ſpake of 
the Chapter befoze.And whether it was by tbe great wil 
dome of Artemidoro, oz by foztune, J know not,but they} 
Ship dyd aruie in the Kingdome of Phenicia , in the ſam

TMith un 
ue keares and great ſighes, ba folde vnto them all that 
which had happened vnto him. and vnto the knight of Cupid 
with the ſauage people, and in what loꝛt the monſter 0 
carrte away the knight of Cupide into the deapth of t! 
Fountfaine. Aiſo be tolde them that this knight was call 
by his other name Roſicleer, and was ſonne vnto the Em 
rour Trebatio, and of the Empꝛeſſe Briana.UWhen the p 
ces vnderſtod that the knight of Cupid was Roſic leer the 
very friend, epther of them recciued fo great (ozrow 
beaumelle, as though he had bene dead befoze them 9 
bautng no power to ſuffer ſo doloz0us ne wes, encrie on 
them thꝛe w himſelfe vpon the ground, and without ff 
ing any wozd, epther of them dyd weepe and ber walls! 
death of their friend very grieuoulſie. 
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Then the king Sacridoro vnderſtod that thoſe thꝛa 
nights were friends vnto the Knight of Cupide, be re- 
teiued a new ſozrow and griefe in his heart, to ſœ them las 
ment + lo row foz his death, and with this great rage and 
moztall anguiſh her went vnto the Fount atne, and ſtanding 
hpon bis feete hee dyd bahold the pꝛofound deepeneſle of the 
witer, ? tb2& times he was ready to thzow bimſcife ther- 
in and many times hea retired back agatne,but in the ende 
(the wiſe Arte midoro ſaith) that he (aid theſe woꝛds: Oh 
wozthy and valpant linight of Cupide, ling that my cru- 
ell deſtiate will not permit that in lpfe time J cannot en⸗ 
lope thy company and friend{hippe , my death (hall now 
fallow thire,and one Sepulcher wal poſſeſſe both thy bones 
and mine. And in ſaping theſe wozds he flipped fozwardes 
with bis fate into tbe fovntaine,all armed as be was, and 
with the great waight of bis armour, be ſunke ſtraight 
waies bato the bottome of the water, in ſuch ſozt that bee 
was no moze (ene. The wife Artemidoro doeth weite this 
notable acte dene by this king, declaring that the loue and 
friendſhip whicd be had bnto Roſiclcer, was the occaſion 
that he deſired to liuc no longer, fo2 that be thought verily 
e had beene dead. But the wiſc Lyrgandeo ſapth, that the 
king Sacridoro had ſome knowledge of this meruaplous 
Fountaine, and that be hav ſome hope to finde bis friend 
knight of Cupid aline, but how ſo euer it was, it was a 
ung wozthie of great memozie, and the areateſt crpery- 
of friendchtppe that euer was ſeene. And when the 
Pe Pzinces heard the wozds which the King lapde, and 
d him thzow bimſelfe into the Fount aine, thep knew not 
at to ſay, but ſeemed as though they had been in a dzeame, 
pet if the danger of the loſſe of their ſoules had not diſ⸗ 
ed them, euery one of them very gladly and with verts 
will could haue found in bis hart to haue done ſo much 
de king Sacridoro did, and there they remained all that 
and all the night followinx, and did no other thing but 
ent.

So when the knight of the Sanne was come 
acaine vnto his remembꝛance, he began to be angry with 
himſelfe,fo2 that bee ſeemed ts bee of ſo ſmal a courage, and 
triking his hozſe once againe with the ſpurs, de oucrtoke 
the triumphant Chariot, and put ting bimſelfe befo2t it, der 
commannded the dwarfes to Nay the Unicoꝛnes, and com⸗ 
ming as nigh as euer he could unte the Pzince t the _ 
telle, with a troubled voyce he ſapd theſe wozds. 
The diuine Gods be in pour gard and keping, mightie „ ” 
and woꝛthie P2ince of the Scithians, by one of pour Dam- „ 
ſels J do vnderſtand the manner and occaſion of pour com „ 
ming hether into this Tountrie being ſo far from pours, „ 
and although J thinke my ſelfe bnwoztbie of ſo high a re- „, 
compence as is granted vnto him that (hall onercome yon, „ 
yet me thinkes by all reaſon J am bound to anſ were in „ 
the iuſtice of this ſoneraigne P2incefſe Lyndabrides,foz that „ 
zctoꝛding vnto bir great beautie,ſh& deſcracth to b& Lady „ 
and Gonernefſe, not onely of the Emperour of the Scythi „ 
m, hut of all the whole woꝛld, cert ainlp J bad rather ſerue „ 
you and bee at your commanndement,thcn giue occaſion of „ 
four diſcontentment, but ſ&ing that it canot be done by any „ 
other menaes, J deſire pou Þ you wold take it in god part,, 
that in conſideration thereof wer may enter in the battell, | W 
and pardon this mp enkerpꝛiſe, fo2 that ſarelie it doth not 
pꝛocæ de ſo much of the confidence that J baue of mine owne 
power and ſtrength, as it doth by the dutie J owe vnto ſo * 
divine and ſoneraigne a Pꝛinteſſe. 
In the meane time that the Knight of the Sunne was 
(peaking theſe woꝛdes, the P2ince Meridian dyd very much 
dehold him, and it (@med that hæ was the beff pꝛopoꝛtto⸗ 
and knight that euer hee had ſeene,although bee had the bea; 
L. v. uer 
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ver downe,and receiaing no leſſe delight at bis wo2ds,then 
at his gentle diſpoſition , with a great and ſeuere countt⸗ 
nance,b& anſ wered him, ſaping: 

Sir Knight, J doe gratifie very mach pour courtcoug 
words, as well fo2 them as fo2 pour gentle diſpoſtt ion. and 
J do certainelp belcue, that pour bountie cannot be (mall, 
And the battaile which you do demaund of mer, J accept fo; 
that J come foz no other thing in this ſozt and manner as 
pou [&.And in ſaying theſe wo2ds,be& aroſe from the chaire 
whereas her ſat. And (kratght way two of theſe Gyaunts 
which went a fote,entered in,bnder the Chariof,4 bzonght 
fozth there a hozſe,the moſt fapꝛeſt and ſtrongeſt that ener 
was ſ&ne: and ſomewhat diſfozming from other bozſcs,fo; 
that he had his body very bigge,and the hinmoſt halfe was 
all as blacke as any Jeate, and the halſe foz wards was as 
white as the dziuen ſnow,bis head was very little, and in 
the midſt of his fozebead was there a little hozne like vnto 
an Unicone : and in bis legges her bad ſoure iopnts, lo; 
which cauſe her was very light, and did runne as [wift and 
quick as the winde, and as pet there was neuer Vozle that 
could ouertake him, and ſome ſaide that this Bozſe was in⸗ 
gendered of a mare and a Unicozne,the which they affirme 
fo; certainty,as well foz his fozme and making, as foz that 
they haue in that Countrie of Scythia g Tartaria many UW 
nicoznes,and oftentimes they are ſ&ne in the fields fe ding 
with the Fares , To conclude , this hozſe as well in his 
ſtrength as in his (wiftneſſle was the be Pozſe that cuer 
was lerne, and was called Cornerino, by reaſon of the hozns 
that hee had in bis fozchead. 

They bꝛougbt him f@zth all couered with cloth of golde, 
and with a buſh of white feathers on his head, and all his 
Saddle was enameled , and bzodered about with D;ien- 
fall Pear les, the (ty2oppes were of fine golde, and his bt- 
dle and all the other trappinges were of fine golde and 
filke, and foz that the Yozle was verp great and faire, and 
bis furniture ſo rich, certainely bee (@med to be the vo 
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of (ome migbtie Pzince. Do this wozthie Pzince Meridian 
did mount vpon bis hozſe,and it was a thing greatly to bee 
mernailed at, to ſ& him on bozſeback with that ſtrange and 
rich armour that he bꝛought with him, and his mighty and 
big pꝛopoꝛtion and gentle diſpoſition dyd meruailouſly be- 
come him, and this wozthie Knight of the Sunne reiopced 
very much to ſ& him in that oꝛder, and had great content⸗ 
ment to ſ& him. But if this Pzince Meridian did ſme fo 
bꝛaue on hozſebacke , what wall we ſay of that gran Al- 
phebo, in whom all the pzopo2tion and gentle diſpoſition 
of humane was compzebended , fo2 vnto all them that dyd 
behold him, hee cauſed great admiration, and therewith her 
began to maue bis Boſs and fo tourne him in the fielde, 
and the Þzince Meridian did b&honld him very well, and 
did ſtraight way concelue within himſelfe, that it ſhould 
b& a knight of great pzoweſle , fog that beefoze b@ neuer 
ſaw a kmight better (et and well made, and be toke great 
pleaſure to beehonld him. 

Likewiſe this beautifull and ſouttaigne Pzincelſe 
was ouercome by that ſodayne and vnloked fo2 ſight , foz 
in lifting vp with great maieſtie hir gray and Chꝛiſtaline 
tes ſher law the Knight of @unne and his godly pꝛopoꝛti⸗ 
on and gallaunt demeanour , wherewith bir hart did ſo al⸗ 
ter that Che bare him better god will, and had him in moꝛe 
eſtimation then any other knight that ſher had ſane . Se 
thele tout and valiaunt Knights did put themſelnes in a 
readinelſe to the battaile,and what happened therein ſhall ' 
bs tolde you in this Chapter following, 


Of the ſtout and well foughten battaile betwixe 
the Knight of the Sunne and the Prince Me- 
ridian,and of all that happencd afterward,

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T T was ſo ſtraunge as wo2thie fo behelty, 
5-271 tooſe two dont and valiaunt warrioars,ths 
£5; | 9 uniabt of the Sunne and the Pꝛince Meri. 
＋ K dan, who were with their Speares in their 
e bands one agatnlt another, with fo furious 
— lwſemblaunce, that all thole which dpd beholy 
them were amazed and ſa med by their forious demeanour 
that the battaile bet wirt them would be very rigozous and 
well fonzbten, therewith the Knight of the Sunne did call 
bp his eyes vpon the facre Pꝛinteſſe Lyndabrides, and when 
be ſaw that faire and celeſtial face, which (@med to be an 
Angell of bheauen,ſtraight way be felt all bis ſtrength am 
fo2ce to faple him, and that bee had not the hart that be was 
wont to bane,nepther the courage and fozce wherewith he 
was wont to enter info battaple, and being very much v 
mazed thereat,bee lift vp his eyes vnto beaten and (ad, 

Oh immoꝛt all Gods, at whoſe will and commanndcment 
all things are rd and gouerned, doe not now ſbe w peut 
ſelues contrarte in this battaile which J do de termine ty 
make againſt this Knight, and al though bee doe deſcends 
from pour diuine p2ogente, this heauenlie Pzinceſle Linde 
brides his ſiſter doth the lyke, and with no lefſe reaſon they 
he, doth deſerae to bee Lady and gouer neſſe of that mighty 
and conſecrated eſtate of the Emperour Alicandro hir Ft 
ther. And if it bee ſo that her em J (hall not baue pour i 
nour,conſent that J way bane the fauour of this Pꝛinteſt, 
which if J do obfgine,J will not feare all the whole wozld 
if if bee againſt me. 

And wyen hee had ſaid theſe wo2ds, it ſ@med bunte bin 
bis heart dyd retoyce and was berie much comfo2tet. $0 
ſtraigbt way ſire of thoſe Dwar fes which rode vpon th 
Unicoznes that dzew the Chariot dyd ſoond their Crus; 
pets, tte which did make a verie great and timerous noylh 
at the ſound whereof tbeſe ſtout warrioars did meue them 
ſclues the one againſt the other, the great ſwiftneſſe all 
furie of that Yozle Cornermo was ſuch, that it * : 
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con d not be ſerne in his ſwift courſe, and the ground vnder 
bim, aut although tbe bo2ſe of the knight of the Sunne was 
not (0 lwift as bee, yet the great haſt x fury which his ma- 
fer v{cd.made him run with ſo great ſwiftnes,that almoſt 
in the midſt of the courle they did mete together, and the cas 
tounter was ſo ſtrong,that their mighty ſpeares were (<@- 
uered in luch lozt that the ſplinters flew into the atre, and 
theſe ſtout wart iours did palle 5 one by the other, and nex- 
ther of them were moved in their ſaddles, s pet foz all that 
t læmed that the great violence and fozce of their hozſes in 
their courſe was nothing abated, buf with great ligbtneſle 
they turned them about, and theſe two knights gaue the al- 
fault on: a gainſt another with their \wozds,and bergan to 
ſtrike in ſuch furious loꝛt, that they ſæmed to bæ all on fire, 
with p great abundance of ſparkles which flew out of their 
armour , and throughout all the field was beard the great 
pile of their terrible blows, and mange knights which tra- 
bayled in thoſe partes came vnto that place to ſ& what if 
fhouls ba , and bxbolding that terrible and well ſoughten 
bat{aile beetwart thoſe two knights, did Cay as balfe amaz⸗ 
e? thereat, This furious battaile bæt wixt them did endure 
moꝛe then one houre.and there was no-aduantage knowen 
then, and fo2 that the armour of the Pꝛince Meridian was 
the beſt ta all p wo21d, 4 like wile the armour of the knigbt 
of the Banne of no lcſle ſtrength then his, the ſharp edges 
{ thetr cutting Swords had not ſo mach fozce as to enter, 
ther to babackle their armour,althoagh they did exetute 
dur mightie blowes with all tbe fozce and ſtrength poſſi- 

by which meancs they were both in great lecuritie not 
ba wounded, not withſtanding fo2 all tbat.the great and 
F bt; e kucp wherewaty they dyd strike one ano{her , dyd 

We then many times to ſtagger and ba amazed, and. al- 
15 b-65c the mt lue g. and put them in great daunger, and 
en the Bnight of the Sunne did fe le the great coutage 
morength ar the Meinte Meridian, be dit cenicdure with 
on mſel's that the Gods were ail on pis Ude, lo that it was 


t polivle to duercome bim. 
- Litewiſe 
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Likewiſe the Prince Nlerician ſaide vnto himſelfe,withous 
all doubt this is the Orakt knight which the Scuthſepers 
and wiſe men of mp father did pꝛognoſticate (ould ba mary 
ried vnto the Pzinccfſe Lindabrides mp ſiſter, and that ga 
ſhonld deſcend from high eſtate, foꝛ it ſamecd him that if a0 
the fozce of theſc knights that euer he bad battel with, were 
ioyned together, it was not ſo much as that which her ongl 
in this one knight, and both tn thought and fur p of their bat, 
taille, thep were equall. As this faire P2incefle Lindabridg 
did bæhould them, ſhe loft the pleaſant and faire colour 9 
hir fate, was greatly troubled to ſœ hir bother b2onght 
into ſuch extremitic, fo that ſhe thought there was not x 
ny knight in all the world that might compare with hin, 
At this pꝛelent the wozthie Pzince Meridian did Crike the 
knight of the Sunne luch a blow with both bis bands vpon 
the helme, that hee toe away the (ſight of bis eyes, and (hy 
raines of his bꝛidle fell out of his hands, but Craight way 
this gran Alphoebo gaue him his payment and Croke hin 
fo terrible a blow vpon his bard and Diamond Þealuy, 
that it made no leſſe noiſe then the Thunder doth in the rg 
gion of the aire, when it Thundereth downe the Thunder- 
bolt, and tronbling his remembzance he fell fozwards 
bppon bis Saddle bow, without other moning , and hi 
Hoꝛſe Cornerino carryed him round about the flelde with 
out any remembzaunce. This wozthie Pzince reulued pt 
lently,. and ſ&@inghimlſelfe ſo far from his enimie, be (et (pars 
fo his hozſe with great fury,and ran againſt him, and whe 
her came nigh vnto him, he ſtroke him (ach a blow vponths 
bealme, that the Knigbt of the Dunne thought verely bf 
epes ſhold haue ben burned out of his head, with the graut 
aboundaunce of ſparkles of fire that flew from thence, bil 
the Pꝛince Meridian dyd not goe without his payment, fi 
that the Knight of the Dunne retourned vpon him with 
great farie , ſo that the one aide vpon the other ve 
Trongly, and the battayle bcht wirt them dyd cndurd 
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moze then two houres, in ſach lozt that the Gyauntes 
and many other Knights which came thether at the noyſe 
of the battaile, greatly meruayled, and did wonder with 
themlelues, how they could in any wyſe endure (@ much 

auatle. 
N Lykewiſe the faire Pzinceſſe Lyndabrides, who with 
great admiration did behold the battaile, was in a ſtrange 
confuſion in bir ſeiſe, and could not unagine what that 
knight ſhould be that was ſo ſtrong, and with ſo great vas 
lour and pꝛoweſſe dyd maintaine the battayle againſt hir 
Gzother, and which was of ſo mightie perſonage, and of 
0 god pꝛopoꝛt ion. In this ſozt dyd theſe valpaunt and 
woꝛthie warr iours contended full two houres and a halfe, 
and there was no aduanntage knowen of epther part, 
bat in the ende the wzath of the Knight of the Sunne dio 
ſoincreaſe, that his blowes ſeemed to bee of moze ſtrength 
and fury then at the beginning , but the Pꝛince Meridian 
did con ne al wayes in one eſtate, and his fozce was at all 
times zu all, and ſteing bis aduer ſarp ſo ſtrong beefs2e him, 
with bott his handes hee ſtroke him ſach a blow vppon the 
ſhan'ver that der made him ſtoupe with his body fozwards 
bpon the odle bow. The Iantght of the Dunne with a triſe 
tid caiſe himſelfe vp againe,and ſetting againe in his ſaddle, 
h toke his ( woꝛd in both his hands and ſtroke ſo terrible 
bloty at the Pꝛince vppon his hard Pealme, and with ſo 
eat ſtrength, that if her had not embꝛated the Yoſe neck, 
had fallen downe to the ground , and the blow was ſo 
raue bnto him, that he had thought a whole Tower bad 
len bpon him, and when he knew and felt the great koꝛzte 
tt woes of his enimie, bes liſt vp his eyes to Heauen 
e ayde, 

Oh foneraigne Gods, ſane and defend mee from this 
Might , dz that accozding to his great fozce and might, 
v the inuinüble power that her vſeth againſt met, Y 


na ſecuritie of my lyfe vnder this hard and ſtrong 
bur. | 
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And in. ſaying theſe wo2ds he raiſed himſelfe bp in his (a 
dle, and ſtretched hunſelfe vpon bis ſtirops, and with beth 
his hands he tt oke the knight of the Dunne (ſuch a terrible 
blow bpon bis magicali heine tyat he made all the tathin 
bis head to chatfer one ag atuſt the other, and to decline his 
bead dowue to his bzeaſt, who conſtdering himſelſe agaim 
gratificd his ſalutation with another blow, ſo furious, 
that he bzonabt him out of ail remembzaunce, and his voz 
carried him thzoughout all the feld as though he had bam 
dead. The night of the Sunne at that time did tand dll 
and not moae bimſelfe , but abode Cill ill (ach time as he 
ſhould reconer. The Pꝛince as ſone as be was come againg 
bnto himſelfe, take bis Swoꝛd in both his bandes, and 
with great fury made towards the knight of the Sunn, 
who ſee ing him comming towards him dyd the lyke, and in 
the middeſt of their courſe they met together, and raxſing 
tbeſclues both togetber vpon their ſtirrops, thep ſtr oke tun 
ſuch terrible and mightie blowes vpon their þcalincs;that 
the Knight of the Sunne ouerthzew the Paince Merida 
to the ground ſo boide of feeling that he moued neither hand 
noz fte, but lay as one that had bane dead. Like wile the 
blow wbich the Pzince gaue vnto the knight of the Sunny, 
was with ſo great fozce and ſtrength that be made hin 
bow with all his body fozwards downe to his bozſe necke, 
and alſo be ſtroke bis healme from his head. Wiberewith 
be remained vnarmed, and ſhewcd to al the people his falct 
and ſeuere countenaunce full of ropall maicſtie . And be 
reaſon that he was chafed in the baftaile,his coulour wad 
the moze liuelie and amozous , and in ſuch ſo2t that then 
was no feminine heart of ſo great (ozce, that could mals 
any reſiſtaunce againſt that terrible and ſodaine blow df 
natur all beautie. So that wben the Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabry 
des dpd ſer him, nepther the maieſtie of hir bigh eſtate, no 
th valoure of bis couragious heart was ſufficient (0 reit. 
but that cher mult n&des be taken pꝛiſoner with his bra 

fie and loue, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that mang dayes after paſſed b#- 


loze they could finde remedie foz to miniſter a ſaluc fo : 
cru 
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ex01211 ode of Cupid, which hir hart receincd at that ſodaine 
and 01.7300 fo2 ich. Likewiſe when he ſaw hir brother 1ys 
ine 19147 vpon the ground as though he had ben dead. She 
ther loft btr frech + liuelte coulour .: fell in a ſound in the 
armes 07 bir Ladies 4 gentlewomen, then the knight of the 
gun aliahted from his hoꝛſe, went vnto the Pzince 4 pul⸗ 
ed his healme from his head, and ſaw that all his face was 
wollen, z that he vorded much blod at his mouth, fo: which 
he was very ſozrowfull, foꝛ be thought he bad ben dead, the 
which be would ſhould not haue happened fo2 all the gods 
in the wozld, foz that his ſiſter the Pzinceſſe Lindabrides 
ſhould conceiue no diſpleaſure againſt him. And againe, her 
ad him in great eſtimation,fo2 that be was a knight of ſuch 
balour 4 pꝛowelle, but be was quickely clœred of that ſoz⸗ 
row, ſo2 that after he had giuen him ſome atre, be ſtraght 
way by little e little came bnto himſelfe. Do when he was 
wholie in his perfect remembzance,4t ſaw himſelſe bnarmed 
und in the armes of his adverſary, with amightie courage 
he embꝛated pattence,t pelded himſelfe vnto that his pꝛe⸗ 
ſent miſfozfune in being ſo cuercome, i with a cher rekull 
and ſeue re countenance he ſpake vnto the knight of the Sun 
and laid.

ce great fozce 2 ſtrength,4 how that the deuine Gods haue ben 
cc fagourable vnto me, in defending & keping me from the 
ce Fic and fo2ce of pour mightie arme.

world. Now when the banket was ended, the Pa ince Men. 
dian & the knight of the ſun walked vp 4 downe in that quy 
D;an.t the Prince deſired the knight of the Sun fo fell hin 
who be was, and of what count ry. And there be did declare 
vnto him how he was called, t as much as he knew belle 
of bimſelfe. At which the P2ince mernailed, thinking within 
himſelfe that this knight ſhould be bozne by great miſtery, 
and that he was lonne vnto ſoine of his Gods, fo2 that { 
ſtraunge t meruatious beautie, with that ſaueraigne and 
mightie fozce could not be compꝛehended in anp fo amply 
except be were (ſome diuine creature. After that they hat 
largely talked together of all his eſtate, the Pzince Meride 
an diſcouered vnto the knight of the Sunne the entire | 

which be bare vato the P2inceſſe Floralidia, daughter bit 
the mightte king of Macedonia. And moze, he told bim that 
be was defermined to returne bato the court of the king 
Macedoniazt to remaine ther certainc dates bnknowen : 
the better to accomplith the lame, he deſir ed him to let ji 
bane his armour 4 Yozſe,+ be would leaue him his wilht 
which bee might likewiſe goe bato the court of the Cue

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And beo2e that time were accompliſhed, if it plcaſed Gov 
to lend him health he would come thether, t that all th2& tos 
getder tyey would returne vato the gran Tartaria. Then tha 
knight of the Sim agreed that all Would be done as he had 
dtuſed, laying that np thing which vnto him ſemed god 
ſhould plcate him, z that he ſhauld recciue great delight ther⸗ 
by. QAith this determination they paſſed awap all the reſt 
of dap tat remained, vnt ill it was time to goe to ſupper. 
and ther within tbe Chariot they (upped all thꝛe together 
with ſo great maieſtie, as though they bad ben in the court 
of the Cmperour Alicandro. 


How the Prince Meridian did leaue the Clariot of the prin- 
ces Lindabrides his ſiſter, and how he went with the armour 
and horſe of the Knight of the Sunne, vnto the Court of the 
King of Macedonia.

So Tratight wap he armed 
bimſelfe with the armour of the knight of the ſun, which div 
"Wit bim very well,fo2 that they were almoſt both of one fa- 
ture. Likewile he toke vnto him his \wo2d 8 his hozſe,s toke 
Wis ſeaue of the knight of the Bun of the Pꝛinteſſe Linda- 
„endes his filter, and with onely two Pages he entered the 
pm P. iii. Wa e 
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way which lead him vnto the citte of Macedonia, t ſoz that 
it was then time fo reit, this fatre Pꝛinceile did fake hir 
leaue of the knight of the ſun, z being accompanied with all 
hir Damſele, ſhe entred into a cloſet which was appointed 
loꝛ bir lelfe in which ſhe lap, and the Damſells that had the 
crownes 97 gold vpon their beads, which were al! Queens 
and great gentlewomen, 2'! the other damlells did [ye n 
anIther chamber nighaygdiorning valle that of the Peinteſl, 
And all thoſe giants had the gard 4 Keeping of them in this 
o2der lollowing. Dire of tem without round abont thechas 
riot,+ other fire within at the chamber doe of the Pꝛinceſſ 
T all bir Pamſelic, 4 the other twelue giants did lla pe till 
it was mwnigbt, at which time they did ar ile 4 then the 6- 
ther twelue llept till it was moꝛning, ſo that thepbib watch 
equallte #4 in 02der. Likewiſe at that pꝛeſent tbep caried tit 
knight of the Sun vnto the pꝛince Meridians chamber, which 
was a god way from the chamber of the Pꝛinceſſe, where 
was ſerued with two damſells, till ſuch time as bc was bye 
ready t laid into a verie rich bed, wheras he paſſcd all that 
night with lo pzoſound thoughts, that be could not Cape 
one whit,foz that ther was repꝛelented in his hart that fi 
gelicali foꝛce ol the faire Pzincelſe Lindabrides, wbich made 
him as one affonicd 4 amazed, with contemplating there, 
many times he did talk vnto himſelfe, t did ariſe out of his 
bed, imagining whether it thonld be a dꝛeame oz ſome other 
fantaſie which had entred into his thougbt, and be had ind 
great deſire to haue the day come, that be might return! 
comſozt himiclfe with the Angelicall viſion, that be thought 
euerp houre to be a whole nigbt. But it was not the knight 
ofthe Sun alone that was troubled in thought, but alſo ths 
unceſle Lindabrides tumbled & toſſed in hir bed, as one (0 
whom ſuch amoꝛous thoughts £ paſſions was very rare 
We had hir hart out of quiet, ⁊ could not C&pe one boure 
all the night, but alwaies had in bir remembzance dir nes 
geſt which was lodged in bir Chariot, a his ſtraunge mer 


nailous countenance was (0 pꝛinted in hir mind, that —

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berilie belctue the Gods had ſent him vnto hir as a thing cf 
their owne cholee,foz that he was in all points agreeable vn⸗ 
te his valour 4 Ereagth. In this ſozt did the one # the other 
palſe away that night, tul the next day was come, z then they 
dd as Mall be told gon in this next Chapter following.

N Hen the next day was come, the knight of the 
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„ wiſe did gird about him his rich \wozd, and 
when be was armed, it was trannge to bee 
ſene bow well it did become him.

And 
when he was entered into hir chamber, de ſound the fairs 
Dance accompanied with hir damſells e ready to come 
ſoꝛth, z ſwe wing vato him great carteſte ( whom the Jdzins 
teſſe was not a little iopfull to ſe)ſhe ſpake vnto htm s ſaid. 
Air Unight how bath it ben with vou all this night in pour 
new lodging. Uerp well faire Latte, ani weredhe, 2 could 
well haue ſiept in that rich 4 ſoft bed which J had,ifother oc⸗ 
taions had not troubled my mind cauled me fo watch: thẽ 
acco2ding vnto your ſaying ſapd the,paincefle,you baue not 
lept well. No fozioth Lady, ſapde the Bnight,'oz that cares 
le enemies to teſt g fieepe.t doe banniſh away all caſe, g eſ⸗ 


ſecia!ly when they be new concetned, 
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The P2inccNe did very well vnderſfand fo what intent 
their words were fpaken;and it did nothing grieve hir to 
beare them rehearſed, pet becauſe ſhe would not make any 
oat ward ſhew that the bnderNwode them, ſhe ſaide. Into a. 
ſozts of men it is naturall to be carefull, : ther is none that 
can liue with fo great felicitie in this life, but at one time o) 
other he (hal! be troubled with car ce, berfoze let vs goe by 
to our ſeates and commaund that the chariot map goe ſo⸗ 
wards on our tourney, fo2 that it is time. And in ſaying 
theſe woꝛds ſhe went fozth of hir chamber, and the knight of 
the Sun did take hir.by tbe hand, they went together till 
ſuch time as they came Unto their (cates, wheras they (ate 
down? vnder the arks of that triumphant char iot, 2 Uraigbt 
waies the Damſells mounted on their Unicoznes,t the gy 
ants did put themſelues in ozder, in the lame mancr as when 
the knight of the Sun did (ee them the dap befoze, 1 ſtraight 
wap tbep began to take their wap towards Conſtantmo. 
ple. So when this Alphocbo did ſee himſelfe ſet downe by 
that pꝛetious & faire Painceſſe, he was as one in an ertaſi 
with the great iop + pleaſure that be recciued, e it ſam) 
vnto him that his top was cquall fo the celeſtiall gion 
which the faithfull iniop after their departure out of this 
wo2ld.And this faire Pꝛinceſſe did as greatlie reiopte tt 
haue by hir him whom ſhe loned with all hir beart, but 
bir great maieſt ie that (he Chewed in outward appearance 
was ſuch, that the knight of the Sunne durſt not be ſo bold 
as to make manifeſt vnto bir bis loue, but rather bad hir i 
cſtimation,as though there had ben pꝛeſent Iuno, his pzinc 
pall Goddeſſe. In this oder they trauailed cer taine dart, 
til ſuch time as they came within one Bates tourney 1 
Conſtantinople, and then the knight of the Sunne ſaid w 
to the Pꝛinceſſe, that it ſhould bee g to ſend ſome mil 
ſengers vnto the Cinperour Trebatio, fo giue him vnder 
ffanding of their comming, foz that he was a Pzince that 
would very much rctopce and haue great plealure therell 
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led Fraight way befoze bir foure of thoſe Gyannts which 
were on Yo2ſebacke, who were Kings,and had crownes of 
luer vpon their heads, and dyd inſozme them what they 
ould ſay, and ſent them vnto the Emperour Trebatio.S0 
tzeſe foure kings went vato Conſtantinople, and they ente⸗ 
red info the great Court at ſuch time as it was full of di⸗ 
verſe armed knights, foz to celebzate the Feaſtes and tr1- 
umphes which were there ozdain-d . And at (ach time as 
the Emperour Trebatio and the Empzelſe Briana were at 
the wiadowes of the pallace,bcholding the great feaſts and 
Tournepes which were there made. And when thele feure 
Grants did enter into the great Court, all people dyd very 
well bahould them, and made them wap that they might 
paſſe whether they would. Do they demaunded foz the Em- 
perour, who being certifled what they were, they went vn⸗ 
to the Pallace gate ano did alight from tbeir Yozſes, and 
went vp whereas the Emperour was, and much peop'e fol- 
lowed them to know wheretoze their comming was, ba ing 
ſo ſodaine. And when they came ber foze the Cmperour, one 
of the Gyants ſaide theſe wozds following. 

Moſt high and mightie Cmperour,you ſhall vnder- ,, 
tand that in the Ozientall regions of Scythia the diuine „

grace and beautie , that ſhe is had in no leſſe eſtimation „ 
then a celeſtiall creature, who is daughter vnto the migh- „ 
tie Cmperour of the Tartarians, King of kings, and Lozd „ 
duer all the Lo2ds in the Ozient.

Lyndabrides, and ſh& bath a bzother called Meridian, of ſo „ 
great bountie and ſtrength, that it is to be belened in all „ 
the whole woꝛld his equall is not to be found, and by reaſon „ 
that both theſe Princes were bozne together at one birth, „ 
there hath growen a great cont rouerũe as well befwirt „ 
the Cmperour Alicandro and the Empꝛeſſe, as gmongſt „, 
all his ſabiects , which of theſe two ſhould bee \wozne foz „ 
P2ince + lucceſſaz of all thoſe kingdomes. And in the ende „ 


or many and diuerſe iudgements of pzognoftications and „

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denination, it was concluded that theſe two Princes ouly 
{© come into this thy Empire of Grecia, in ſuch triumphaunt

« In) if it ſo fall out be be not onercome by any nother 
„night, that the hee (hall haue fo2 ſpouſe the faire Pꝛinceſſ 
« Lyndabrides, and (hall be ſucteſiour with hir in the great 
« Cinpire of Tartaria, and he that (hail oncrcome the other, 
4 and make hir defence foz the ſpace of two months, ſhal hang 
ce the like. And to the contrarp,if the Pzince Meridian, after 
ce that hee hath trauailed thzoughout all the kingdomes and 
ce pꝛouintes of thy Cmpire, s is not cuertome but doth main. 
ct taine ſtill the victozie, that then bee ſhould bee \wozne (43 
cc Wzince and euerlaſting ſucceſſour of the whole Empire 8 
ce that in this ſoꝛt and fo2 this occaſion they came vnto pour 
Empire. And after that the Pzince Meridian had trauayli 
« thzough ſome kingdomes and overcome many Pzinces and 
et knighis,the diuine gods did permit them at length to matt 
& with a knight of lo much bountie and fozce, that entering 
« into batfaile with the Pzince be got the vickozie, and dyd 
« guer thꝛow him from his hozle to the ground with one blow 
ec with his word that be gaue bim: and that bœing done, 
« he entered into his place, and being readie with the Pri 
« ce{lc to come hether to this thy court, thep firſt determined 
« to ſend vs bether vnko you, from them wee Chould deſire id 
c kille our Emperiall hands, and fo requeſt you that pen 
« would accept and receive their comming in god part, (0; 
te that their intenſlon is foz no other thing but to ſerue you» ( 
« This is onely our comming hether, therefoze pour plct- 
tc ſure may bæ to conlider hereof , and to gine vs our aun

The Cmperour and the Cmpzcſſe, and all thoſe which 
beard what the Gyants had ſapd, verg much meruailed - 
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uo feaumge an aduenture, and the Emperour did not let ta 
thinck within humlelfe, that poſſiblie the knight which dyd 
agercome the Pzince Meridian ſhould be the knight of the 
gunne his great friend,foz whom her laked every day, and 
did very much meraaile at his long tarrying, whom be lo- 
ned with no leſſe god wil then if he had knowen him fo bee 
his lonne, and was very deſtrous to know of the Gyaunts 
what ſignes e tokens her had, and the deuiſe vpon bis ſhald 
and armour,but b& could not learne of th? by any means, 
fo; that they were willed beefoze that they ſhould not fell 
dim. Foz the knight of the Sunne was determined to enter 
mo the Court vnlinowen and dyd call himſelfe tte knight 
of the Chariot. Then the Emperour aroſe vp from the place 
whereas he ſat, foz to giue anſ were vnto the Gyaunts of 
their Emballage, and ſayd. | 

Friends. you may declare bnfo pour Lady the P2in- 
telle Lyndabrides, and vnto the knight that doth come with 
nur that the Pꝛinceſſe and J reteiue great pleaſure foz their 
comming info this Count rie, and wer ſhal dame it no ſmall 
tourteſie, that they wil come vnto this court at what time 
fo cucr their pleaſure is, and J pꝛomiſe pou bere ſhall bee 
done vato them all the (craice wee can,altbough if will not 
be ſufficient fo2 ſo high and mighty a Lady. And herewith 
the Giants take their leaue of the Emperour and the Em⸗ 
peſſe,and retourned bato the Pzincefſe,declaring vnto hir 
and the knight of the chariot the whole anſ were of the Em⸗ 
perour, who decr ede the next day fo enter in Gonſtantino 
ple. When the night was paſt they did the day following, 
hat which hall ber tould pou in the next Chapter.

Chapter 25. 
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e RR Du remember the great feaſts g friumphg 
5 [V7 HER 8 which the Emperour Trebatio commanded 

7 $ to bee publithed , not onely in the Grecian 
15 Empire, but alſo in other Eingdomes, lands, 
O85 : and Pꝛouinces, adiopning tbercvnto, and of 

© the ſafe conduc that he gaue vnto al knights 
as wel Pagans as Chriſtians,that wold come vnto him Now 
the Þiſtozte ſaith, that when the time dzew nigh that thelg 
feaſts, and triumphs ſhuld bee celebzated,ther were ſo mam 
knights gathered together as wel Trangers as naturals,j 
they could not bee all reciued into p great citie, but that the 
Cmperour was conſtrained to commaund to arme a great 
number of Tents in the fielde, wherein were lodged vberie 
many Knights , and neuer in Grecia vntill that day was 
ſ&ne ſo great 4 gallant a number of knights together, fo 
that the moſt part of all them that came vnto thoſe feaſts, 
were knights of eſtimat ion, and armed very richle,and the 
mightie Cmperour hereat receiued great delight, and dyb 
ſhew vnto them great liberalitie, in ſuch ample ſo2t , that 
they all greatly meruailed and ſaid,tyat be was the migh- 
tieſt Pꝛince in the whole earth. So theſe feaſts being b& 
gun, ther was one day in the great place of Conſtantinople 
meruaplous iuſtings and full of armed nights, and all 
the windowes and galleries were replemſhed with people. 
And thoſe which that day dyd beſt behave themſelues, wa 
Artidoro Pzince of Candia, and Alpino Lozd of Scicil 
and Dardanre P2ince of Dalmatia , but they which men 
then all theſe dyd (hew themſelues gallant and font, wert 
Rodomarte Pꝛince of Sardenna , and Rodafeo, Lozd of tht 
Aland of the Rhodes, who bad onerthzowen ſo mant 
Knightes that dap, that all people did thinck verily ther 
would carrie away the pꝛite of the iuſt, ther which was 
very rich, which the Emperour dyd o2dayne and apoind 
o them , who moſt woztbieſt and Conteſt dyd baba 
themſe lues in thoſe frimmphes . The might ie Empercut 
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T:cbatio & the Pꝛinceſſe Briana was at a window of their 
great Pallace, beeholding thoſe tultes with very great ioye 
in contentment,to ſe ſuch a number of gliſtring Knights 
as were in that great place, and at ſuch time as they were 
in the chiefeſt of the iuſtes and moſt bottelt, with all their 
foxce and vigoz, vpon one ſide of the place there beganne as 
mongſt the people a great tumult oz wondering, 4 ſtraight 
way they beard a noyſe and ſound of Trumpets, wtih (0 
great violence and fozce,that it made houſes to tremble, in 
ſuch loꝛt that one could not heare another what was (poken. 
go after that the Trumpets had left ſounding, thep heard 
Puſicke of ſundzie Jnikruments , whoſe melodie was lo 
heauenly and (wet , that all thoſe which heard it thought 
they had beene rauiſhed in their lences, and the noiſe of that 
uſicke was ſo loude, that it might be beard thzoughout 
all the whole place. At which ſodaine and [wert nopſe all 
the people tourned they? eyes that way, whercas they ſaw 
entering info the great place a number of Damſells, moun- 
ted vpon Unicoꝛnes, meruailous richly apparailed, ſo that 
tuerie one of them ſeemed to bee a Queene , and they ente 
red in oꝛder, in two rankes, and each of them had in they2 
handes an Anſtrument, whercwith they made that (wat 
and concoꝛdant Muſicke . Straight after them they ſaw 
comming in the triumphaunt Chariot the fayze P;incefle 
Lyndabrides with hir Damſells , and the twelue Oęgaunts 
befoze them, who came with ſo great a maieſtie and ſoue⸗ 
taigntie, that it put ſtraunge admiration in all them that 
did behold it, and this faire Painceſle and the knight of tbe 
Chariot were ſet in their Chatres,vnder thoſe triumphant 
ies , and at thepz feet ſat the ſire Queenes with crowens 
f golde vpon their heads, but when the ſoueratgne 4 fapze 
uncelle was well ſ&ne e noted of all, it ſemev wonderfull 
do them. Likewiſe they ſaw the Unight of the Sunne 
Irmed with that fay2e and rich armour of the Pꝛince Me- 
dam, and his helme vpon his bead, becauſe bee would not be 
nowen of the Emperour,be& put them in great admiratt- 
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the great place, fill ſuch time as they came bnder the win. 
dowes wheras the Emperour and the Eaiprelle were, where 
the Dwartes did ſtay the Vnicornes that did dzaw the chary 
ot, and being right ouer againſt one another, bp reaſon that 
the chariot was very high. and the window whertn the Em. 
rour ſtod was very low. The faire Princeſſe and p knit 
of the Chariot did ariſe vp \r6 their ſeates,and made reyy 
rence vnto the Emperour and the Empreſle , who with ng 
Ice curteſie did receive them, he wing great pleaſure am 
delight foz their comming. And returning all foure, they iu 
the lelues downe againe into their plates, wher there pain 
bat wirt them many words of conference, wherein was bin 
great reverence and carteſie : and deœrewith they departs 
and paſſed fozwards,and the triumphant Chariot was put 
on the ſive of that great court, wheras all the Daniſeuls dip 
alight from their Vnicornes, and went vnto the char ut am 
the Gpants did put the Vaicornes in the netber part of the 
chariot, and likewiſe their hozſcs,the all the foure t twenty 
Gpants placed themſeluss round about the chariot, to gar) 
and kepe the ſame, f put all the peopie in feare at their fy 
rious countenaunces,and ſtraight way one of them tone ! 
Letter of parchment which had the ſeales of the Emperor 
Alicaudro, and read it out aloud, that all people might well 
beare it, 4 did declare the fozme of all that aduenture, am 
the great pꝛomiſe and pꝛeſerment which the Emperour hut 
ar aunted vato him that did defend the beautie of the P 
celſe Lyndabrides, foz the ſpace of two moneths in the court 
of the Emperour Trebatio. When be bad made an ended 
reading thereof, a nd that this aduen ur was well vnde 
ftwd, many of thoſe moſt e ſtæ med lnigyts were very 0 
full. and toke great pleaſure therein, euerp one thinking | 
himſelfe to haue his part therein, and thought long till lac 
time as they might pꝛoue themſelues with the knight ol! 
chariot,who tarried not long, but did giue them ful ſatilfac 
tion of their deſire, fo2 that as (one as the letter was reha 
two of thoſe Gpants dyd bꝛing foꝛth his Poꝛſe Comernagp 
bery richly trummed, in ſuch ſozt as be was bzought ay 
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6 þ Pꝛinte Meridian, at whoſe fight they not a little mer- 
naile, and the knight of the Sun making great reverence vn. 
to the Princeſle, deſcended fro the char iot, and lept on hozſc- 
back z beeſives his mighty p2opoztion,the great beauty and 
riches of dis armour, and of the ſaddle and all other trap- 
ngs & neceſſar pes belonging to his Yozſe,he was a ſpeca- 
tle lo: all the Binghts that were in that place, 4 tatiing a 
[peare in bis hand, her went 4 put himſelfe in place whcras 
the iuſts were made, with ſuch gallant demeanonr e gentle 
dipaſitzon, that beſoze they ſaw him ſtrike a blow with 
ſpeare 02 \ wo2d, they all iudged him to bee of great bounty 
and frength, and to bee a knight of wonderfall eſtimation 
and pꝛice, bee was not well ſetteled in his place of iuſt with 
his hozſe Cornerino, when there came ba loꝛe him a big and 
well pzop92tioned knight, who amongſt all the Greeks was 
ad-in greateſt eſtimat ion, this was tbe ſtout Alpino,Lozd 
of the 1land of Lemos, who bad done that day many dædes 
of knighthad, and haing both of them thepz Speares in 
hep; hands, one of the Gpaunts of the Chariot dyd ſound 
Trumpet, at which ſound theſe two knights did beegin to 
due themſelues one againſt the other, and with the great 
wilt neſſe of the Hoꝛſe Cornerino , it ſæmed in a moment 
e ioyned togethr. This ſtrong A lpino, who thought to 
we part of that pꝛecious Ladie, by the great fozce and

des in his courſe , ſo bpꝛigbt in his Saddle ber foze, as 
dugh hee had made no encounter. The Emperour and all 
reſt that were in that aſlemblp. were amazed to ſæ that 
abty Alpino ouerthzowen, but pet in a ſhozt time they 
M eruauled moꝛe at the knight of the Sun, t had him in grea- 
[ar eltimation,fo2 that pꝛeſently there came againſt bim to 
cone Artidoro,]aztince of Candia,4 Alfonte, Lozd of Sicilia, and 
Dꝛince of Dalmatia, called Dardante, the two Princes 
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all which ber dyd ouerthꝛow to the ground at the firſt gn. 
counter,+ not one of them did once moue him in his ſaddle, 
To conciude , that day be did ouerfh2ow all knights thyt 
tame to the iuſt againſt him, which were to the number of 
moꝛe then fiſt ie, as well ſtrangers as naturals of the Cm 
pire of Grecia, and the like he did to all them that came 4 
gainſt him in eight dayes following, and in ſome dapes jg 
dyd ouerthꝛow moe then an bundzeath,and there was nt 
one that dyd abide him the ſecond encounter. So that thy 
great Chiualrie and wozthie dedes of Kighthode of th 
knight of the Sunne, was manifeſt in the court of the mig 
tie Cmperonr Trebatio, and he knew not what to (ay, by 
that the Knight of the Chariot was the beſt Anight ing 
the wo2ld, and that he had made moze ſtrength then m 
humane creature, and the Emperour Trebario , who hut 
continuallp bis minde vppon bis friend the Knight of th 
Sunne, was in a great doubt, ſoz that be could not hear 
any newes of him, and it ſ@med vnto him that the nung 
of the Chariot dpd reſemble him verp much, as well in 
poꝛtion, as in his great ſtrength which her ſaw in him, 
could not by any meanes perſwade with bimſelfe but 
Could be the ſame, but pet be had great credite and 
fulip reſolued that if it were bis friend, bee wonld 
but make himſelfe knowen foz the great fricndlhippet 
was beet wirt them. Jn the ſame time the pꝛecious and 
ueraigne Pzinceſſe Lyndabrides was very topefull to 
the mightie Knighthove of hir Knight, and was fuſliep 
(waded that hir Gods had created him to bee the wo 
and ſtrongeſt in all the wozld, and choſen him foz hir if 
which was the occaſion that ſhe did lone him ſo much, 
in ſuch ſozt that ſhee could not be out of his pzeſence 
moment, as one that was very certaine and ſure that 
was no other Knight of ſo great bountie,noz any peri 
foꝛtune of ſo great ſoꝛte to ſeperate the lone that was 
fwirt them. But pet fo2 that all humane things ar? 
ſuch ſozt,that there is no firmeneſſe noz ſtabilitie in then. 
Long time did not paſſe but this ſouerainge n 
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great feare of Fo2tune,as hereafter you ſhall bnderſtand» 
and here the Hiſfozte docth leaue the court of the might ie 
Emperoor Trebatio, to declare of a damſell, whom natare 
had enducd with beaut ie, aboue all creatures in the wozld, 
which was able to onerfh2ow the great pleaſure of the ſo⸗ 
neraigne Pzince of the Scithuans,

WT C Claridiana, who reteiued the ozder of knight⸗ 
"=. bode,vſed foz hir ererciſe to goe on hunting, 
nd cher toke great pteaſare therein, that ther was no o⸗ 
ber thing that did like hir bat onelp that, and the game 
herin the moſt deligbted, was the wild Boare, Lpons, and 
Beares g ot ber ſavage beaſtes, that were perillous 4 diffi⸗ 
ult to be flatne. And foz that ſhe could not at all times find 
eſe wild & farious beaſts when ſhe would, it was the oc- 
aſion F one dap ſhe determined to go vnto the mountaines 
Olizas in Galatia, ſire daies iourny from Trabiſond, whers 
it was fold hir that ther were many wild beaſts, fo: 

the moũtains were very bigh,x void of all inhab:fants, 
bpon the top of them ther were great fozreſts full of tres, 
d bery thick  buſhic.@0 ſhe aſked liſence of hir parents, 
o graunted it vnto bir with a god will, as they which 
redcſirons to pleaſure bir in all things, foꝛ py ſhe was ſo 
re t couragious. So this faire pzinceſſe did take with hir

with a very ſharp e fine ſteeled head, t at hir neck a hozne 
Juozie,(o that in hir demeanour ſhe ſœmed to be ſome 85 
raphin come downe from beauen. In this ozder ſhe wen 
fo;th to ſe&ke hir game, when the had found aux wild bee, 
he rau after them like a whirle wind, although they were 
verpgreat 6 furious, yet ſhe would euer quell a Kill thay 
with bir baare ſpeare, ſo that in the ſpace of fift&ne dayrs 
that ſhe was ther, ſhe had laine many wild boares # bear 
two Lions, at the which ſhe receiued great contentmat, 
and as it happened bpon a day ſhe did enter into the mou. 
taines moze then at thꝛe times being alone 4 without any 
company,ſhe came into a mightie great and bꝛoad plaing 
wheras the ſaw come fozth of the thickeſt of the fo2relt, 4 
bery great hart, ſaire, t as white as inow,who although | 
cams foꝛth without any feare, pet at ſuch time as he ſal 

zincefſe,he began to take bis courſe thzough the plaing 
when lhe ſaw p hart to be ſo gceat t faire, as one y had gre 
deſire to ouertake him, che began fo run hir hozſc after! 
with great ſwiſtnelle, e with luch lightneſe,p it ſ@med! 
did not hurt any gralſe wheras hir bo2ſe did kread. Sol 
ran a great way,vut the Pꝛinceſſe could not ouertake 
hart, neither was the hart far from hir, til (ach time as tit 
were at the fartheſt part of that great plaine, wöeras i 
Park. did enter inta a Meckel. n as the Pzincclle 1 ; 
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hane entered in to baue followed the Yarf,bpor a fodatne 
ther was befoze bir a berp great: dꝛeadſull Lion, ſuch a one 
as would haue put any god knigbt in great feare, which 
— vp himlelke on his hinder kerte, was as high as the 
punceſſe on hoꝛſ backe, who pꝛetending to make his pꝛap,

Iwelics, in ſuch ſozt, that this monſtrous and dzedfull 
derpent could not menue himſelſe out ok fhat place, b& 
ves lo worded 'with the Boare Speare, and giuing 
nve great and ferrible ſyzikes, within a little time 
fell downe dead to the ground. This being done, 
e Pʒinceſle was very. much amazed and did behold te

ſteric therof, Wben the old woman bad (aid theſe worde, 
the wo:ztby + valiant P2inceſſe alighted from bir þozle,ant 
made bim faſt vato a tre,q4 went vato the woman, whe 
foke bir by the hand + lead hir vnto the caue, going den 
a paire of turning ſtaires, thep went ſo long till they tam 
into a very ſaire Hall foure ſquare, 4 although it was by 
der the ground, pet it was ſo light as thongh the Sun di

Herpent, which vou bane laine:fo2 whoſocner had come bs- 
ther, that had not ben of ſo high 4 berotcall courage as pon 
are,could not atchiue the ſame,nepther come vnto the fight 
therof. And foꝛ as much as by pour pꝛowocſſe, they belong to 
pou, vou map well take them & arme pour ſclfe with them, 
fo; that ther ſhall ſucca d vnto you meruailous & wonder tul 
things, which thall be the occaſion that you will haue them 
in great eſtimacion, t this is the end of this aducnture,s the 
eccaſion that you were brought hether by thaf white Hart. 
And 2 that J dopercetae pou are deſirous to know who Y 
am, ou ſhall vaderſtand that J am called Ol gas, of whom 
thole great mount aines doth take their names,fa2 tyat J 
haue nianp peares paſt, had my habitation g bwelling place 
here 83 you haue ſene.

pen the old woman had vttered theſe worde, the p2inces 
was much amazed to heare hir, no leſſe loptull foz the pzes 
ti2us armour which he had obtained. Then (he armed hir 
elke ther with,4tbep-wer as fit fozhir as if it had ben made 
of pur pole. And alter ſhe was armed, p wiſe Oligas did take 
hir by the hand x laid: tome woz2thy pzinces 4 go with me, 

J willſhew you things that you will rciopce at. Then this 

Lady did carp hir out of one quadzan into an other, till ſuch 

ume as they came into a faire 2 great hall, wherevpon the 

wals was painted all the faireſt damoſells that were in all 
te woꝛ lde? ſuch as in times paſt had the fame to be faire & 

beautifull. Amongſt the which ß pꝛinces did ſe hir owne face 

ptured,t next vnto hir, ſhe law the Empꝛelle Briana, and the 
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faire and beautifull Oliwuia,at whoſe great beaut ie they dd 
much mer uaile. And going fozwards,they law the faire 4 < 
cellent Lady Lindabrides, ſitting in hir triumphant Charut 
at whoſe great maieſtie, and ſoueraigne beautie, this royal 
Þ2incefſe was very much amazed. And turning vnto the ly 
dy Oligas, che aſked of hir who that gentle woman fhouldhe, 
and whyerfoze (he did put hir ſelſe into that chariot. So after 
a while p they bad well peruſed all b was ther fo be (ne, 
this Ladp toke the pꝛinceſſe by the hand e lead hir ont of 
that hall into another, wheras was pictured all the famong 
knights that hath ben 4 wer at that pꝛeſent in all the won 
t all ſuch as were dead + paſt, were painted vpon another: 
amongſt the which the ſaw pidured, that illuſtrious 4 wox 
thy Greeke,the knight of the Sun, who aboue all the reſt di 
manifclf himſelte, as did apere:t bad befoze bim all p wholy 
caſtell of Lindaraza, & the great mightie & wonder full bat 
tailes that be had with the knight of triamphant chariot 
the faire Lindabrides ther in, in the like manner as he was in 
Conſtantinople,defending hir great beantic.And as the tu 
all p2inces did caſt hir eies vpon him, t did conſider his migh 
tie ſtatnre t gentle diſpoſition, 1 bis ſeuere cout enance ue 
ſemed to bee moze a celeſtiall creature then any human 
knight. And iopning there vnto bis great 6 migbtie wonder 
full dedes pꝛoweſſe, which was poztraicd ther befoze hin 
She ſtraight way found hir ſelfe wounded with his loue, it 
whole beroicall e liberall hart, did neuer enter anyhuman 
thought befoze: was now all onelp with that ſight, taben 
pꝛiſoner in ſnch ſoꝛt, that life ſhould firſt want, befoze that 
the hould be releaſed and at libertie. And becauſe (he would 
dullemble that new & amo2ous paſſion, ſhe aſked of the old 
Lady,who that knight chould be, then the Lady, who didwel 
vnderſtand bir thought,ſatd: you ſhall vnderCand fairem 
ceſſe, that this kuight is called the knight of the Sun /t non 
by another name is called the knight of the Chariot: th 
is be that doth defend in Conſtantinople, the beautie = 
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7 ady Lindabrides, actozding as 3 haue folde you, when you 

did be hold the intant. And as pet it is not knowen whoſe ſon 

he is noꝛ he doth not know bis father noz his mother, but 

the time will come t that ſhoꝛtly, that thep halbe knowen, 

greatly vnto their honcur and pzaile. And thus much 3 can 
tertiſie pou, thnt neuer among ſt knights paſt of old antiquts 

lie, neither at thts pꝛeſent hath ben, noꝛ is, that is equall vn⸗ 
to this valiant # wo2thie knight, e his wozthie 4 beropcall 
dides will extinguiſh 4 blot ont all other befoze his time, 
and all others that ſhall come after btm. 

Theſe were woꝛdes that cauſed the wounded hart of the 
Pzinces to be the moꝛe tozmented,fo2 conſidering the great 
wozthineNe of his perſon, and the ieloſie that Che felt in hir 
mind, z had of that Painceſſe Lindabrides canſed hir loue to 
be the moꝛe greater. And from that pꝛelent ſhe had great 
deſire to palſe into Grecia, ę to ſœ wit b hir eies, that knight 
whoſe picture had robbed hir of hir libertie. And ſhe was 
fallie certified wit hin hir lelſe, that if the knight of the cha⸗ 
riot did once beholde hir beautie e faireneſſe, that be weuld 
quickly foꝛ get that pꝛinceſſe, whoſe beautie be doth now des 
fend, although ſhe (ould appcare to be moze fairer. And has 
uing theſe thoughts wit hin hir, ſhe was a god while 4 conld 
not take away hir eies, in beholding 5 picture of the knight 
of the Sun till ſuch time as hauing ſhame of that old ladp, 
ſhe put hir eies apart, did behold the mighty Trebatio, g bis 
ſonne Roſicleer, who in his Fatore 4 count enante, did very 
nuch reſemble the knight of the Sun. And fo2 to know iw ho 
they were, ſhe did alke of the old Lady, and the did tell bir 
that nert vnto the knight of the Dun, that they two wers 
the beſt 4 Krongeſt knights in all the woꝛld And how that, 
that mightie Cmperour, was hee wyom the knigbt of ths 
Sunn? had taken and deliuered ont of the inchantment of 
indacaza, as he bad ſerene in the painting of the knight 
the Dunne. So being much amazed at that ſhe 
d ſene, ſhe remained there till ſhe thought it rig i⸗ 


it to returne vato hir companye,foz that they ſhould not 
Nut. treuble 
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trouble themſelues in ſœking hir. And ther with be ſaid vntz 
the old Ladp, that ſhe would depart if it were hir pleaſure, 
e that the hav no cther thing fo commaund hir. Nato whom 
he an! wered.ſaping,that the might vſe hir diſcreation, al 
though He bad many other thinges to ſhew hir, which ſhe 
ſhon!d fepe clole vnt ill fuch time as occaſton ſerued to conte 
that way againe,at whole ſight e ſhonld take great pleg 
ſnre. And therewith ſhe toke bir by (he hand and carried hy 
fozth the ſame wap the entred, till lucy time as they wen 
out of the cauc, wheras the old Lady committed hir to Gaz, 
and taking bir leauc of the pꝛinceſſe Che returned inte hy 
caue,t fraicht way vpon a ſodaine the cave was vaniſhedy 
wap, in luch loꝛt, that the pzincclle could ſe it no moe n 
mained a while amazed at that which had happened the ten 
bir hoꝛſe wheras the had left him t ied to a tree,+ ſought out 
bir companp, very glad & iopfull foz that pzecicus armour 
which fe had won, although otherwiſe he were ſo farrem 
lone with the knight of the Chariot, that the thonght long 
to return? vato Trabiſond, t depart from thence g paſſe m 
to Grec:a,fo2 to (& that knight,foz ſhe thougbt with bir ſelf, 
that he alone was aboue all the reſt of the wozlo, that dit 
delerue to imoy hir perſons beautie. And with this great 
deſire thetrauatiled,tiil ſuch time as by the ſound of hir hem 
hir knights came vato hir, who meruailed to ſe hir armed 
with that pꝛectous and rich at mour, 2 did reteiue hir with 
great 10y 4 pleaſure fo2 that they had gone about ſa king ft) 
bir a god while, complapning very mach fo2 bir abſenc, 
fo2 that thep ſnſpected ſome miſhap bad chaunced vnto hit. 
The Pztnceſſe did ricetue them very curteouſlp,and declv 
red vnto the manner how ſhe got that rich ar mour, m 
fo he went with them vnfo their Tents, and the net 
day in the moꝛumg they departed to Trabiſond, foz thil 
with hir new and amoꝛous paſſions which troubled hir, f 
did nat like well ofthoſe deſarts, neither did Che recelue 
great delight in hir hunting and game as ſhe was wont | 
doe, but all hir deſire was to (& the knight of the Sum 
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and all hir ioy was in Grecia, deſiring there tonanifeſt hir 
beautie. And here the Biſtozie doth leave hir till the time 
ſerue foz to tell vou of the knight of Cupid, whom we left 
in the depth of the mountaine of Phenicia.

erb and of this aduenture;+ of the merugilous things that 
Mee call here (ww . Foz J hope in God and wy god For- 
tune, 
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time that you are the knight toz whom J haue many daieg 
loked, by whoſe great ſtrength, conſidering you be ſo lor⸗ 
all and perfca a loner,to ſet me at liberty out of this place, 
and alſo being a wozthy Pzince, who doth ſuffer enery day 
very grievous and moztall paine.TWhen the fayze Dawlſell 
had ſpoke theſe wo2ds the knight of Cupide did ſalute hir 
bery curteouſly,and ther with he bergan to declare bir ad. 
uentnre, ſaying. 
« Pau ſhall vnderftand (gentle knight) that the king Po- 
e ]idarco,who is now king ouer this Countrie,bad a ſon cal.

Luk whe thetewes 
tente buto the vuderſtanding of the Þ:incete Oimuin, there 
toni be no ſoz row eqnall vnto hirs, neither any tongue ſo 
tloquent ſoꝛ to expꝛeile the haife part thera”, o: that the did 
ne Roſicleer moze then hir ewne ſelfe, and at that pꝛeſent 
death bad ben moze welcome vnto hir then ſuch [Hrowfull 
nwes,lo that at the ſodaine hearing thercof ſhe remained 
dae whole houre without any remembzance, in ſuch ſozt 5 
ſhe lemed rather to be dead then aline. And when (he came 
vate bir lelfe hir to2row did double increaſe, and in a moze 

tadlie traunce then befoze, the fell downe vpon hir bedde, 
wher2s Me lay the molt part of all the day without? ſpeahing 
any wozd. till ſuch time as a damſell that was with hir fea⸗ 
ring that ſhe had ben dead, ran z fold the king, who ſtraight 
way went vnto his chamber,accopanted with many knights, 
And being very much amazed fo ſ& his daughter in 5 caſe, 
he p;0cured foz htrmany remedies,by which this faire pein · 
telle did come againe vnto hir ſelke, although bir deſtre was 
rather to die then to liue.

vnto Brandafuriel,that mighty and frong Gpant which the 
Pꝛince Clauerindo ſlew in the great cite of Paris, and they 
were come bnto that place fo2no other occaſion but to keye 
paſlage, t fo doe all the damage they could vnto the king 0. 
riſteo t bis knights. The one of them was called Crudamon, 
te, g the other Rocardo,being of their bodies 4 lims as giants,

that he had alwaies in bis memo2ye the diſcurteſie of the 
pꝛinteſſe Oliuia, any thing whatſocuer bee did ſee could not 
make him merry neither giue him any contentment lo that 
continually he was Very ſad g beaux, fo the which his great 
friend the Bing Sacridoro was very ſozry t rocetued great 
ariefc,foz that hee knew from whence bis euill e infirmitig 
p20c&ded,4 did comkozt bim as much as poſſibly be could,in 
ſaping, that peraduenture the pꝛinces Oliuia bad the wed him 
that diſcarteſic,ſo2 that (he did not know who it was, that 
it did not agre, neither was it requiſite ſoz hir honour to 
ſhew fanour vato any knight, except be were a king 02 pꝛinte 
(ach as with all bonour g maieſt ie ſhe might receive foz hir 
ſpouſe, but (ſaid he) poſſibly when The knoweth that you ace 
ſonne vnto tho Cimperonr Trebatio 4 the Empꝛeſſe Briana, 
the will repent t change bir minde,and that he was ſuch a 
Knight as that pꝛinceſſe Oluia ſhould receiue great delight 
to receiue him into hir ſeruice. And then he gaue counſell 
that he ſhould goe into Greece make himſelſe knowen vn- 
to his parents, ᷑ from thence he might take his tourny into 
England, t ther to pꝛoue once againe his foꝛtune. And ia ſax⸗ 
ing theſe 4 other luch like wozds in effect, this god king Sa. 
cridoro comfozted the Knight of Cupid. And after that the 
fealts t triumphs were ended, he (aid that be would depart 
go towards the empire of Greece. And with that determi⸗ 
nat ion he aſked leaue of the king Sacridoro, but he which 
bare him no leſſe god will then vnto the quene Oriſelua his 
wife, ſapd, that in no manner of wiſe be would conſcnt vnt0 
to his departure, except be were in bis companp, ſoz that he 
would beare him companp, vntiil ſuck time as be made him 
{eife knowen viito the Emperour Trebatio, his father, dut 
the knight of the Sun would very faine haue excuſed that 
lourney,aping vnto him that it was not a thing that * 
mt 
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med bim to be abſent at that pzeſent time from his country, 
being new married, ſoz that poſſible the king Polidarco, his 
father in law, : the Queene Ortiſelua his wife would be an- 
grp. but al! that did p2ofit nery litle,fo2 the king was deter⸗ 
mined to goe with bim, and although b& thought againe to 
loſe all his kingdome, yet wonld he not leaue his company. 
So that the Knight of Cupid was conſtrained againſt bis 
will, lo tate him in his companp, the which he refuſed, thinks 
ing that the king Volidarco, the Qntene Ociſclua would re 
teiue lome griete 4 anger foz his departure, and pet her had 
ſo great delight in bis familiaritie 8 friendſhip, that it med 
vaco him in all bis life time he neuer met with a knight, ſo 
confo;m2b!e vnto his, neither that with a better will did of- 
fer vato him friendſhip. And althongh at time he did refuſe 
his company,yet time didcome afterward that it was very 
neceſſary c pzoftfable vnto him, as bercafter (hall be tolde 
peu in this Piltozy, | 
And fox that the king Sacridoro did know the great 
deſire the Knight of Cupid had to depart, talking on a time 
with the king Polidarco,and the Nueene his wife, ber naue 
them to vnderſtand how that the Knight of Cupid was 
ſonne vnto the Tmperour Trebatio and of the Empꝛeſſe 
Briana, and how that da would depart toward Grecu, to 
make himſeife knowen vnto his Father, foz which cauſe 
he could not but beare bim company,fo2 the great obliga⸗ 
tion in which he was bound vnto him, and did deſire them 
that they wonld thinke well thereof. And although bis de- 
parture griened them very much pet (&tng the great reſon 
that be had, they anſ wered that he might doe as he thought 
beſt, eo that it ſemed vnto them he bad great reaſon theres 
in, they much mernatled that the Knight of Cupid Could 
be lo high and migbfkie a P2incs.At length when they had 
taken their leaue of them and of the Pzince Don Luſindo, 
who was alſo very (02rowfull foz their departure,they went 
out ol the citie,q trauailed vnto the ſea coaſt,wher they did 
D. uiii. imbarke 
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imbarke themſclucs,x toke the way towards Grecia,wher. 
£3 that happened vnto them which all be told you in thi 
Chapter fotlowing. 


Of a verie kerce and perillous battale which the Knight 
of Cupid had with a famous giant in the Grecian Em 


pite. Chap. 3 T. 
He ſo;row 4 griete was bery much which 


* a ſon of the newes touching the death of Ro 
1 ſicleer, foz the Cmperour did commaund, 
> that fo2 the ſpace of one moneth all mirth 
LS paſtimes which were made in the great 
cit ie of nr whereas were ſo many & ercellent 
knights,that it was a ſtrange thing to behold, TAhich knighes 
not *bauing any thing to doe, ſome departed into their obne 
countries, t other ſome went out of the court to ſeeke their 
aduentures in the Empire, till ſuch time as the month was 
paſſed. In the end of which, the Knight of the Chariot ſhould 
returne to defend the beautie of the faire pzinceſſe Linds- 
brides fo that at that time the citie of Conſtantinople was 
left voide, and all the land of the Empire ſull of Knights, as 
well ſtrangers as naturalls amongſt whom there did not 
lacke to bee cuerie day great content ions. Jt fell out in this 
time that ther came into Grecia a mightie great 4 famous 
gtant called Mandroco, who was Lozd of Achia, which was 
an Jland iopning vnto the grectan empire, of ſo great foꝛte 
2 ſtrength that he was inumble, of long time the whole 
count rie of Grecia did not like well of him;foz that he grtat⸗ 
ly barmed them, as well by land z by ſea, and as th is migt⸗ 
tie Giaunt heard the repo2t of the high dades of chinalrie 
done by the Knight of the Chariot, in the great citie ol 
Conſtantinople, and likewiſe of the great ſafe conduct gra 
ted by the-Tmperour, with the great deſire he had to pꝛoue 


bimſelſe with him, and to mae manileſt his mightie bot 
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nd ſtrength in that Court, be paſſed into Grecia, and came 
thether two dates after the demaund of the Knight of the 
Chariot, and being determined to remaine there till the 
moneth was ac compliſbed, he tranailed in the Empire, and 
with what knight ſo euer be met, hee ſhould not depart, but 
feſt pꝛoue himlelte with him, and of all ſuch as he did our r 
thzow to the ground, de would take their Bozſſes from the, 
and wbẽ her had topned a great number together, her won d 
(end them into his Jland. So he bebaued himlelfe, chat in 
ſpace of twelue dates her had euer theoluen moꝛe then two 
hundzed Knights, and all their Hozſes were his and ſozthat 
they did finds themſelues agraued, man of thoſe-ICniohics 
did make theyz complaint-bato the Cmperour of their miſs 
dung, who receiued ſo great f0zrow and griefe, chat hee hum 
ſelfe would haue gone in perſon, to haus pd oed himſc lte a 
gainſt him, if tde Empꝛeſſe had not hindzed him. And as 
gaine, calling to remembꝛance the lafe conduct that b& bad 
graunted vntd all Kniglits, her would not lend any people 
again him, foꝛ that hæ would not vzeak his pꝛomiſe. $0 
ſhat he receiued great grieſe fo that which tuery day was 
tolde · him of that gvant. And his great name and fant was 
ſpzead thzoughout all that Conntrie;in ſuch ſoꝛt. that many 
Kiieht did pꝛocure to apart bimſelfe-out of that wap wher⸗ 
as he went, and onto all Knights his name was terrible, 
and they ſaid that in all the wo2ld there was not a Opant 
lo mighty and ſtrong. And trauapling in tbis fort, it ſo fell 
out, that in the ſame time there came into the Conntrie of 
Grecia the Kuight of Cupide, and the god Ring Sacridoro, 
and ſtraight waies there was given them to vaderſtand of 
the high dædes of the Knight of the Chariot, and how that 
he remained in Conſtantmople, till ſach time as the month 
was accompliſhed, fo; to returne and defend kde beaut ie of 
the fayze Pꝛinceſle Lindabrides . Likewiſe they heard the 
geeat complaints which was made of the mighty Gpannt 
Mandroco . The Knight of Cupide hauing great deſire to 
mete with him, did direct/þis way toward that wap Wher⸗ 
us it was tould him that he went. And it fell out one day 

O. b. that 
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that as b and þ king Sacridoro did paſſe thꝛough a wighty 
and great vſcd wap, hep law the giant comming the ſame 
wap, with moꝛe then thirty of his owne knights, which bart 
bim companp, and he was ol ſo high and big ſtat ure, that he 
did appeare aboue all the reſt from the bꝛeſt vpwards, and 
when tocſe two Knights came nigh vnto them, the Opaunt 
dyd behonld them, and liking well both of the Knights and 
thepz Hoꝛſſes, her ſtraight waies lapd that they Could pye- 
pare themſelues vnto the iuſt with him, one to one, oz both 
together, which their pleaſure was, and beſt liked them. 
Then the Knight of Cupid,who had a great deſire to pꝛe 
bimſelf with the giant, requeſted the Bing Sacridoro, that he 
would let him baue the firſt bat tell. To whom he anſwer. 
ed, that her ſhould do bis pleaſure, although be would bang 
ben very glad firſt to haue pꝛoued his owne foztune,4 l 
Kinght of Cupid, without ani wering any wozd, went and 
put himſelf in one part of the bigh way. And when the Gy 
aunt ſaw him ſo big and well made, it liked him well, zm 
laughed vnto himſelſe, becauſe he would tuft alone with 
him, and might pzofit himſelfe with his companion. The gy! 
aunt had vnder him a very fapze and mighty Yozſe called 
Rondarte, that next vnto the Bozſe Cornerino was the bel 
in all the wo2ld,and.fo2 that he was ſo mighty and Crong, 
be trauailed on him, fo: if he had not bene (ach a one ther 
were no hozle that were able to ſuſtaine and ſuffer him, u 
that he was ſo big, and againe the great waight of his ar 
mour which was moze, and being on Yozſeback her had! 
mightie great & big ſpeare in his hand of ſo great waight, 
that a Knight had inough to do to lift it fro the ground f 
ther with he put þimſcife right againſt the knighe of Cups Wh 
in the pꝛeſence of many Knights p were gathered together iſ 
to ſ& what Ghould paſſe betwirt them. So both of tham du 
bꝛoch thepz hozſes with their ſpurs, with ſo great fury,thit 
it ſemed the ground wold ſincke wheras they2 hozſſes tan. 
So they met together, and made they2 encounter, which wi 
with ſo great ſtrength , that their mightie great * — 4 
pes 
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fpeares dvd flie info the aire all in ſhe@ners,and the Gyant 
oft his ſaddle,and had a great fall vnto the ground, but the 
Knight of Cupid kept his courſe fozwards on, ſomwhat aſ- 
tonied with the fozce of that inconnter, which made all the 
Knizhes of the gyant, t thoſe which were ther gathered to- 
gether to ſee that contention, and all thoſe which had (&ne 
the woꝛthie knighe of p Chariot, ſaid, that without all doubt 
it was hee, and that be had gone abzoad with other armoz, 
becauſe her would not bee knowen, e to p2encbimſelfe with 
the Gyant,foz that in his gentle diſpoſition, and great ſozce 
t {frength in his incounter, her did reſemble him very much. 
do when this mightie Gyaunt (aw bimſelfe ouerthzowen 
to the ground, hee knew not whether it was a dzeame, oz 
truth which hee ſaw, hee was ſo amazed, and ſermed that it 
was not poſſible that her ſhould bee onerth;owen,and his e- 
timie remaine in his ſaddle, whom he ſaw returning back 
azaine on Yozſback, and when ha came bnto him hæ ſapd. 
It is great right and reaſon Gpant, that thou poſſeſſeſt 
the lame oꝛder and condition that thou diddeſt oꝛzdaine foz 
hem, with whom thou haſt iuſted, which is, that ber who (a: 
fuer is ouerthzowen to the ground, to loſe his Bozſe, and 
ber bis of whom he receiued the incounter, that did oner⸗ 
how him. Then the Gyant did loke vpon him with a vcs 
?ferce and furious countenance, that it ſcæmed ther flew 
ut of his cyes great lightning and ſparckles of fire, and

Here J do giue and vtelde vnto the my Hoꝛſe, foꝛ that 
Mu halt won him, but J wil lo handle ther, that lining thou 
ul not 1noy him, although all the gods dw come downe frõ 
auen to aide © help thee. And in ſaying theſe woꝛds, her a 
vle from the ground, and dzewout a very great and heauy

had diſcharaed fit ſt his blow and at inch time as bis great 
Fancion did deſcend, be leaped on the one fe with great 
ligytnelle, that his blow could not faſtcn vppen him, an 
being bowne, da entered into him with a Cout and coura⸗ 
gious ſtomacke, and giue him ſuch an ouerthwart blow 
vpon the tbigh,tyat hæ cut both armour and Nell; vnto the 
hard bane out of the which wound there illued great abun⸗ 
dance of blood. The Gyant did complaine very much of thy

So wht 
the valiant king Sacridoro ſaw his very friend in that great 
trtremit v, he ſtroke bis hoꝛſe with his ſpurs, and pat bimſcif 
am aſt the thickeſt of them, and the knight of Cupid began 
tal eie vpon his enimies, in ſuch ſozt,that every blow that 
br Zcoke was with ſo great furp, that either be ſlew one, 
0! anerth2ew one to the ground.

vnto all the that did (& him. And whe they came vnto Con 
ſtantinople,they made repꝛeſentation ot him, vnto the Empe 
rour, 4 declared vnto him, all the manner how and in want 
oꝛder the Knight of Cupide had Caine him, how was not: 
little amazed, ſ&@med vnto him that the Knighe which hat 
done that acte, could not ber but of great 4 exceeding balour, 
fo that the giant was of great ſtrength and fozce:andthat 
there was not one of (0 great name t fame amongſt all the 
Ilands of the Terreno ſea. So the Emperour had great deſire 
to ſe know bim,fozi that by the ſignes 4 tokens which ha 
under tod of him, it gaye him in his minde, that bo (ould 
bee the Knight of the Sun: hom hee bad a great deſire l 
ſe, t very much marnelcd that he came not thether,acco 
ding vnto his pꝛomiſe. Do in this ſozt the fame of the knigit 
of Cupid,began to be knowen thꝛoughout all p; whole Ca 
pire of Greecs,. And after that the Gpant was ſayne, it 
Knight of Cupid, neither the king Sacridoro, wold not 8 
into Conſtantinople, till ſuch time as the Knight of the Cu 
riot did returne to defend the beauty of the Pzincelle Lind 
brides,bat trauailed in that Countrie cet taine daiet in!

020nght ; And were iopfull of their comming, foz that 
e tha knights were the two valtant pꝛinces Brandizel,

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demaund of the knight of the Sun. And when they beard the 
great repozt and fame of the knight of the Chariot, they tame 
thetber to pꝛoue them ſelues with him, and. ſo they entered 
into the great place, and Florinaldus was the fle ſt that put 
bimſelfe againſt the knight of the Chariot. And at ſuch tim 
as he ſhould make his encounter, the knight dyd lift vp the 
point of his ſpeare becauſe hee would not ſtrike Flormaldu, 
but yet Florinaldus made his encoũter W ſo great ſtrength, 
v be ſheeuered his ſpeare al to peces,t either of them paſte) 
the one by the other, without any mwuing. So then they re.

mighty valour of bir kright. So after that he had vewed hir 
agod ſhate, de bepartedſrem thence,4 went vnto the knight 
of the Chariot, and la ut ing him verp curt coup, be laid:of a 
truth wozthy kmght,the great beauty of this pꝛecious pans 
telle, tot far excæd.

This cannot be ſaidthe Knight of the Chariot, 
fo; that the pꝛinces Lindabrides my miſt refſe, doth excæd in 
furenelle à beautte and like god grace, all the damſels, [as 
dus and gentle women that are in all the world. And this 
will Jaffirme and dekend againſt all ſuch, as (hall lap the 
antrary. Upon the pꝛofe ther cok, ſaid the Kniglit, 3 will 
Int with pou. And peſtiblp 7 will make you to know fhe 
ontrary ; the which he did very well accompliſh and pers 
eme, although there were mary that did laugh at bim. 
do When hee had ſapb theie woꝛdes, the ſtraunge Knight 
ae of the dwarfe his ſpe are and ſhield which de brought, 
d with a verp wzathfuil and ſtrange ſemblaunce, he put 
lelte on the one ſide of the Juſt, the knight of the charts 
dvd the like, and beecan to fake their courſe together 
th erbat force and rength. And in the middeft of their 
Wwile.tiep made a verp oreat 4 mightte encounter, bꝛea⸗ 
their ſpeares, t chwering thein all in {pimters, with» 
"any menficy 02 mouing in their laddles, os deing any 
ne harme, but paſſcd their courſe fozwards with great 
lane nelle. Ind returned and made their ſecond encouns 
Where at the traunge Knight loft his tic ropa, and the 
mes cf his pezle fell out of his hand, and did lomewhat 
I, do⸗ 
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decline him ſelſe in his ſaddle : yet fo2 all this be ran fey 
wards on his courſe,t quickly reconered himſelf againe al 
tyongh very ſoze troubled i no lefle amazed at that mighty 
t ſtrong encounter which he had recetucd. The knight of the 
Sun did ſollo w his courſe, x kept himſelte vpꝛigbt, olthong 
it ſemed vato him, that to be the ſtrongeſt encounter, thet 
euer he receiueo vnto that time, had that ſtrange kKnivhejh 
great eſtimacion. Und being determined to make the tüm 
encounter, ready to take their coucſe, ber ent red into the 
middeſt of the place, a dwarffe, the leaf?

Thu 
ſpeare is ſent vnto you by a wile man, who bath great deſirg 
to ſerue you,4 doth ſend it you,fo2 to tut with this Knivke 
who is befoze pou. And be doth giue you to vnder ſtand that 
therwith you ſhall make ſuch an enfounter,that all 5 fot 
and ſtrength thereof,Chall returne againſt your ſelfe,t Call 
paſſe thꝛougb pour mighty 4 ſtout bart, and death ſhall irt 
conclud with pou, befoze that wound be healed. And when ht 
bad ſaid theſe woꝛds, the Kright of the Sunne did receine the 
ſpeare, s was very much amazed at the woꝛds that he bean 
ſpoken. And without ano moze ſaping, the dwarffe depart 
from him, t went vnto the ſtrange Knight, gane vnto hin 
the other ſpeare which he bꝛought, e ſaid: This ſpeare a wil 
man doth ſend it vnfo von fo2 to tuff with the Knight of th 
Sun, i he doth gine the to vnderſtand, that at this encounter 
thou chalt onercome thy contrary,4 (halt make him to lol 
the name which now he bath. thou ſhalt remaine wonnen 
fo; euer · Aud whe be had made an end of ſaping tbeſe wont 
not ſtaying any longer, but ſtrake his Bozſe with bis whip 
t returned the way back agame, wher be came. And all me 
remained very much amazed: but much moꝛe the knight o

weich thy had tots the ſpegres Which the Dwarffe had 
bꝛught tem, and ſyurring their £)027cs they began fo ran 
one again andfher with great (urp,7 in the mitt of their 
(wifi cor17to gat fach tune as all people did bebold them, lo⸗ 
king what thould bee the end of {heir encounter: the two 
wozthy knights did encounter very Crongly together,$ eps 
ther of them thanted ta trike one another vpon the beaners 
of their holmes. Now whether it was hay oz et une, oʒ whe » 9 
ther thoſe guꝛlt ſperts did wozk by art 02 influcnce,, J know 
not, but both theſe knights did fall backwarbs,z ſtr 6k their 
heads vpon their hozics croupers,4 the laſings ot both their 
helaies 01d fatle, & they fell from the ir heads, But ſtraight 
wap they letled themſelnes vpꝛight agatnc,s as you ſe that 
ſhining Sun z the faire Diana, when they doe appeare : euen 
ſo ſæmed the faces of theſe t wo knights, ſoʒ that the knight 
of the Sun did thew that perfect ſeuere countenance, which 
but ill that time not one that was in all that place had ſane. 
And of the other part, the ſtrange knight did lerme fo be the 
ſoucraine, t without compariſon in beauty, that faire, Clare 
dana, whoſe Rubicomde þatre which ſ@med to bee of fine 
gold ell joſe t ſpꝛed about hir cares, hanged ouer all hir 
backe, parted in the midſt, as tzough it had ben don by a 
ctompaſſe,ſhowing bir celeũiall face, which ſ@med vnto all 
people, to be ſome dinine creafure.UWhat ſhould J ſap vnto 
that fatre Meduſa who did tranipozt men into ſtones, pet 
bas hx not to be compared to this ropall patncclle, who 
with hir celeſtiall a faire corntcnance did put all thoſe that 
were in that piace, in great 4 ſtrange admiration, e almoſt 
ionied and amazed, not beleuing to the contrary, but it 
hold bee ſome diuine viſion : So that the faire Pinceſle 
Lnd.brides could not with much realen blame bi knight 
| the Sunne, if that he were wounded by that mighty 8 
ong blow, that the tre 4 perfect loue which der bare 
als pir,thould ber lomewpat tronbled. 
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fo that the fo2ce thereof was ſuch, that be was not able te 
make any reſiſtance, but that his hart was clouen alonder in 
the muſt, z the one halfe remained rotted as beſoze it was, 
And the other balf he did peld vnto that ſoueraigne pzintes 
that was befoze him. So ſtraight wap when he felt himſelf 
wounded, he conſidered of the wozbs which the dwarſe hay 
ſooken,t knew that they fel ont tobe true, not knowing what 
to ſap bnto that ſtraunge aduenture which happencd unte 
him. But when the ropal pzinces did ſee that pleaſant couy

Then the pꝛinces with a merry and 
cherefull toantenaunce, did anſ were hin and ſaid. Wozthir 
kaight,your great valour doth conſtraine and fozce me t 
giue you fo vnderſtand of all that you doe aſ ke, although 
when J came bnto this court it was with intent, not to gut 
my ſelfe to bee knowen. Yon ſhall uvnderſtand that Jan 
called Claridiana, and J am daughter vnto the Cmperout 
of Trapiſond, and of the Empꝛeſſe his wife, who in hir 
time did exerciſe military knighthod : 4 fo2 that the great 
fame of pour high pꝛoweſſe doth ſo far extend in the luden 
J departed out of Trapiſond fo; to come into theſe parti 
not fo2 any other purpoſe, but to pzone mp ſelfe with yo!

great honour that he did vnto him iv ſap ing that his ſenne 
had bzought bir tether. 4nd as he would haue made an ans 
ſwere,at the lame inſtant came thether the mightie Empe⸗ 
roz Trebatio, who as ſone as he knew the knight of pᷣ Sun, in 
great halt he withdzew himſelfe from the window t came 
by bim.When tbe knight of the Sun ſaw hun comming, 
with a trice he alighted from bis Hozſe,  kneling downe 
befoze him he demanded his hands to kiſſc:hem, crauing pars 
don fo2 that he did not befoze that tune make himſe lle to be 
knowen.

4 JF ſoꝛ mp part doe account nip (elle happy to find my (elfe 
hece, whereas is iopned together all the wozthines of the 
whole wozld. So after that theſe z many other words hay 
paTed bet wirt them, they all three togctber went towards 
great pallace,4 when they came thether,the empꝛeſſe Bram 
was aduertiled, how that the Knight of the Sun 8 the pu, 
teile Claridiana were ther, who with great iop and pleaſure 
went fozthto met them, wheras the Empꝛeſſe did imbꝛace 
the pꝛinceſſle with great loue, and ther palled bettwixt thew 
wo2ds of great curteſie. Likewiſe þ emp2cfſe entertained the

In this ttme the 
faire pꝛitices Lindabrides, who was in hir triumphant Cha » 
not, had no ſecurity neither reteiued any contentment, fo has 
ung (ene the fourraigne beauty and great mateftie of that 
roiall pꝛince ſſe Claridtana, which ſa med bnto hir to ſurmoũt 
q paſſe any humane iudgement 02 bnderſtanding,ſhe wared 
very heaup of Hart & ſozrowfall, which cauſed to ingender 
in hir many ſealous thougbts,+ compiaynecd againſt hir gods 
qnafure,ſ02 that they created ſo great beauty 4 maieſtp in 
that dainſell,4 began ſomWwhat to ſuſpect the new amozous 
paſſions of hir Knight.

tt end lodge within the pallace, but the knight of the Sunne

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auſ wered,that by no meanes be could doe fo the confrary, 
but kepe company with the pzincefſe Lindabrides, till (ach 
time as was accompliſhed the two monetbs that he ſhouly 
defend hir deaut y, at ſuch time as he ſhould fake his leaue 
of them, he was in 4 great conkuſton of himſelfe, not know 
ing which way oꝛ how he mtght retarne vnto his demaund 
without offence onto his miſtres the Peimteſſe Claridiana, 
whom he loued with all his Hart, and being in hir pꝛeſente, 
ther remained in him no memo2y of the pzincelle Lindabris 
des.

It (hall be verp requiſit (woꝛthy knight) that pou doe ri, 
turne vato pour demaund, foz accoꝛding vnto the tuſtice þ 
pou haue of the pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides,J doe thinke it ended, 
Then the knight of the Sunne who was not alittle torfu!l 
wyen he heard theſe wozds, anſ wered ſaying : Houcraigne 
Lady, np demaund is bought to a concluſion,foz that pon 
haue made an end thereof, getting the vicozy of mee by the 
ſtrength of pour rig020us arme, in making me to acknow- 
ledge the centrarp, in beholding pour ercellent beautie, 
Then the pꝛinces laid not foz that J haue any vantage of 
pou in pꝛowelle, foz that vnfo all people it is knotven te 
the contrarp, and loke how fai ou doe excæde ma in chi. 
ualrp, ſo far doth the faire Pꝛinceſſe e3ceed me in beauty, 
nepther baue J done any thing which ſhould ber the occaſt- 
on to diſturbe pon, that you goe not fozwards with pour 
demaund. This will not J doe, ercept pou will commaund 
me,ſayd the knight of the Sunne. And as be fave in con- 
tention, not foꝛ to goe without hir liſence,the Pꝛinceſſe Ca. 
ridiana did tkane great pleaſure ther in, although to the col 
trarp (h& was ſo high minded, that although the wozthy 
knight of the Sunne doth defend the beautie and gentle di 
poſitton of the Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides, pet (he recepued 10 
ariefe ſoz the ſame,beecauſe (hee knew verp well, end vnde 


all other it was manifeſt, the great aduantage that b# 
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had of bir, and whatſoener affection the wozthy Knight of 
the Sun did beare vnto hir, was not ſufficient to make hir 
acknowledgs the ſame, And this was the occaſion that ſh& 
had ſo great truſt in the knight of the Sun. And afterwaro 
it ſell ſo out, that this confidence did bzing hir almoſt fo the 
point of death, and the ſaid vnto him: Ualtant and wozthie 
Knight, J (hal receiue great courteſte in that you do actom.

bzaced the one the other with great velight,as thoſe which 
loued together like vnto perfea frinds.And with pgreat de

fi1t! a god While and dio berhoald hir, and ſc med vnto hin 
that ther was not 5 like thing to bee deſired in all p wozly, 
and ber ing in this thought, the faire Paimceſle did awake; 
and when the (aw the Knight befoze hir, th& was bery 
iopfull 02 the lame, yet foz all that with a very ſad & beg: 
nie ſemblaunte We ſpake bnto bim, laring: Wihat hath 
bene the occaſion v7 a thing ſo Xraunge vnto mee, wozthy 
Kinghi, that you haue not come to ſ& mee all this dap: y 
Lavy and miſtreſſe (ſaid the knight of the Sun) the renung 
of acquaintance with the Emperour, and with other of my 
krienos, hath bene the occaſion thereof. und the Gods dot 
knew how J (aid haue recchued much moze contentment; 
if JF had remained in pour pꝛeſence. Mp pꝛeſence wold little 
haue p2ofited pou, ſapd the Painceſſe, ſoz that pou take ( 
great pleaſure , and reiopced pour ſelſe in the fight of that 
lapze Peincelle Claridiana. The Knight of the Sunne who 
well vnderitod hir tealous hart, verp deſirous to put it.

and conuerſation of the Pzincefſe Liadabricics, did now te- 
turne and open againe, in ſuch (o2t,that it was requiſite to 
pꝛocure other moze difficult t ſtronger remedies ſoz tocurg 
the ſame. Tye faire t gallant pzincefſc Lindabrides did great 
ly ſeare the ſame,foz when (ſhe ſaw the faire p2inceſſe Cl 
ridiana, t did well ton der the great fozce of hir beautie am 
greace, the cauſe did wozke in hir eſfec,in luch ſoꝛt, that ſhe 
could not receiue any contentment in hir lad t heauie hart, 
Do that after it was not long whe ther came fozth againſ 
the Kinght of the Sunne many Knights,and iuſted with him 
but in lefle then one houre he had bzought vnto the ground 
moze then twenty Knights, of ſuch as held themſelues nul 
valianteſt g of greateſt pziſe. And being about none tide 
the one ſide of that great place, they ſaw entering in tun 
Knights, of the which one of them was that wozthie Knigit 
of Cupid, e the other was the god king Sacridoro,bis lojall 
and great friend. And foz that he was knowen by his de 
uice,and his great fame was ſpꝛead abzoad in all the Cay 
pire of Greece, there aroſe a great rumour amongſt all tit 
people, in ſaping that the ſame was the famous Knight(l 
Cupid, who flew the great Gyant Mandroco, aud how 

the Knight of the Chariot had found now bis cquall . 4 
all in generall had great deſire fo (& them p2oue [ht 
ſkrange and miqbtie fozces, the one againlt the other.“ 
the mightie Emperour when her vnderſtod that it was! 
Knight of Cupid , he was very glad and reiopced much 
bis comming,foz that he was very deſirous to know q 
and fo giue him all the honour that ſuch a Knight doth 
ſerue. And turning vnto the Empꝛelſle Claridiana, her (a 
Pou (hall vnderſtand (fayze Lady) that all the prople i 
are in this great place are altered, at the comming ol 
Knight which bzingeth the deulle of Cupid, fog that hs 
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ane of the beſt and moſt famous knighes that hath come into 
s Countrie, and all in generall bath great dcſire to ſe 
him pꝛonue himſelfe with the wozthie Knight of the Sunne. 
Then the Pzinceſſe Claridiana did very much b&hould the 
Knizhe of Cupide, and ſaw that dee was very big and well 
made, and that in all points he did reſemble very much the 
Knight of the Sunne, ſhe ſayd that they had great reaſon to 
gine him the name and kame, as the Emperour had ſayde. 
gt that time as the Knight of Cupide and the king Sacrido- 
ro did enter into that great place, they did not know that 
the Knight of the Chariot was knowen fo bæ the Kniglit of 
the Sunne, koꝛ that they came then from they2 iournep, and 
had trauailed that day ſeauen miles, and the Knight of Cu- 
pid had great veſtre to pꝛoue himſelfe with the knighe of the 
Charior,as wel foz that he could not ſuffer that any knight 
ſhould make defence,and ſay that there was a fapzer Gen- 
flewoman then bis miſtreſſe, the P2inceſſe Oliuia,and firſt 
«fo hee would conſent therebnto , it ſhould coſt him his 
lyfe.Jnd with this determination her paſſed fozwards moze 
into the place, and all people that did bahonld him receiued 
reat contentment. And when her came bnto the Knight of 
he Chariot, hee ſaluted him very cur teouſlp, and ſapd. 
Wozthy Knight, J had rather ſerue pou, then giue you 
-occaſion of anger with battaile , fo2 that pour great 
unt ie is lo notozious and manifelf vnto all people, pet 
dtwithFanding your demaund is of ſo great impoztance, 
vat there is no Knight what ſoeuer bee bee, that doth know 
wat lone is, can epther ſuffer noz conſent vnto the ſame, 
ul ſuch time as hee doth pꝛoue his aduenture with you,fo2 
thourh the P2inceſe Lindabrides be very faire and beutt- 
ll, pet there bie damſels and Bent lewomen in the world 
at doth account themſelues as faire and as beautiful as 
And J my ſelfe do lerue one, that as J haue inffice on 
part foꝛ to defend hir beautie, J haue ſo great ſecuritie 
bount ie and ſoꝛte foꝛ to comatb with rou vpon this des 
und, J would not thinke much ta fake from pou this 
cater” 
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enterpiſe. Th: Knight of p. un hiho reeetned great delight, 
did ant were him and laid: Gir kmght, à dw nine por great 
thanks fo2 the curleſte vid the lelſe fame god toll J hang 
al wales to ba at pour cemmandement, fog h the great fam 
which is ſpat ad abꝛoad in this Count rie of pour bigh em 
mighty knighthood both conſt raine any god knight to hay 
pou in pꝛiſe and eſtimat ion. And in that peu do ſay of in 
demand, J would my gods were lo pleaſed, that my baum 
were confozmable and agreabie bato the tuſtice and right 
Which J haue of my part, and if 4 were (ure thercof, they 
would J againſt all the Knights in the wozld defend þ cap. 
trary,not withſtanding if you do thinck p both in the em 
in the other there is lack ol my park, come let vs goe an) 
make the pzofe therof,ſoz that firſt J wil loſe my life beuꝝ 
J wil leaue to do all that in me lyeth.UWhen tbe knight 
Cupid heard this, without making any moze anſ were hi 
turned about his Yozſe,4 the knight of the Sun did the lik, 
and either of them did put themſelaes at tbe liſt, 3 the kniet 
of the Sunne ſaid vnto himſelle: Oh high e ſoueraigne gots, 
with a deuout 5 humble bart J requeſt your aide 4 help it 
ſuccour me in this hgttell,fo2 that J Chal haue to do with 
famous and wozthp a knight. And if it be ſo that you befy 
nourable vnio me, although all the Knights in this gre 
place doe help him, yet (hall J not feare them. But whe 
the Knight of Cupid dyd (& himſelfe befoze the Cmperone 
Trebatio his father, and the Cmpꝛeſſe bis mother he didn 
let to lap: Db high + mighty God, the creatoz of all thing 
here J do deſire thy diaine maieſt ie, who hetberto in all 
battailes which J haue made, halt giuen me the vide 
let me not now J pzay thee bee fozgotten noz denied of rout, 
aide and help, fo2 that in any of them paſt the death (hou.

15 N =» Dece was great attention and ſilence in the 
7 - great place, s at [hz wint2ows of the mighty 
l ed citie of Conſtuntmople, abiding to ſe the pes 
5 rilleus e dangerous content ion that ſhould 
THe \ bee batwirt the knight of the Sunne and the 
Y EA knight of Cupid. Then the two woztby and 
man knights in the world ſtroke their furious Hoꝛſes 
th their ſpurs,and made the to run with ſo great \ wift- 
elle, that the ground ſemed to fremble vnder them, z it put 
it admiration in all thoſe that dio behold their furious 
eures, and the fler ce end of their rtgo20us encounters, but 
ſptially the pꝛinteſſe Lindabrides, who loſt that roſeall cou⸗ 
ur of hir faire face, in ſuch ſozt, that Che had no caurage to 
zhould the running of their (wift courſe. Theſe furious 
mg ats made ſo great haſt in their long courſe, that whe it 
1s thought they vad not begun, tdeſe valiant knights with 
hair great & big ſpeares did execute their encounters with 
great ſtrength of their armes and puiſlant fozce of their 
Nies, that thep2 big and long Speares being bzoken in 
tes, the cheruers thereof flew into the ay2e,thewing the 
Meineſſe of theſe two Knights, with lo great nopie and 
ubling, as commonly the dard ſhingle doth by the Sea 
af, being thzowen vp by the fozce and Wrength of the 
my Dea: And theſe two wozthte knights with no leſſe 
ſy then a Thunder - bolt, paſſed by one another, without 
mention of griefe receined by that ſcrong and rigo- 
I encounter. Their furtous Yo2lſes bad ſcarce made an 
ef their long courſe, when that with ſtrange lightnelle 
turned their hozſes about, almoſt as ſwift as the ayze, 
ding out their fine cutting [wozds , and with a =

their light Hoꝛſes were togther,and they ſtreke both tog 
ther the one at the other ſuch blowes,fyat warding it ith 
their halvs,they were both of them clonen a ſander in the 
miidſt, and their ſwoꝛds deſcended vpon their Helmes wit 
lo great fozce and ſtrengt h, that both of them declined their 
heads, as though they had done reuerence the one vnto the 
other, like bꝛethꝛen as thep were. And when they ſaw that 
in their ſhelds there was no defence,the reſt that remaing 
of them they thzew off their armes fo the ground, an 
with with thepz words in both they2 hands, thep bagan ty 
ſtrike one another, in ſuch ſozt, that it ſamed they could net 
endure one quarter of an houre , but that theſe vaiyaunt 
Knights ſhould be cut all to peces in this perillous battell 
fo2 that they: ſtrong blowes were far out of meaſure, and 
although their armour, foz that they were the beſt in all ih 
wozld,it did defend them that they could not ber wounded, 
pet fo2 all that the great fozce and waight of their mighty 
blowes dyd all to bznſe their fleth and bones, but pet thel 
wozthie Knighes dyd not faint any thing at all, but rather 
their fury end fozce did the moꝛe increaſe, and were le fury 
ous in this ther wonder ſull battaile, and their blowes l 
thick, that ſcarcely they could bee perceiued, but the Kant 
of the Sunn ſtroke the knight of Cupid ſuch a blow vpon 
rich and ſerong helme, that hee made the fire to flic ont th 
at in great abundance , the which toke away the ſight 
bis eyes, and did depziue him lomewhat of his feling. ? 
as the Knight of the Sunne would haue doubled ano 
blow vpon him, the Knight of Cupid was wholy come 
game to himſelfe, and betoze he could diſcharge the lam 
he made his light hoꝛſe to leape on the one ſide,in (tich la 
that his blow was ſtroken in vayne , with ſo great fo! 
and ſtrength, that hea had fallen bowne to the ground an 
bis \ wozd, if har had not ſuſtain?d htmſelfe by the pomme 
of his ſaddle , but this blaw was not ſo ſone diicharges 
when the Knight of Cupide entered in with his Vozl, 
with both bis handes hee ſtroke the Knight of the Sunne 


ftrong a blow vpon bis Melme, that be depziued * 
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ether of bis feeling. made him to loſe his ſtirrops,and the 
þ;1dlc of his hozle. And the furious hozſe being toꝛmented 
with that migbtie blow. did ſomwhat apart himſelſe from p 
place, wheras they made their bat taile. The emperour Tre 
bario,4 the Pzinceſſe Claridiana, was greatly amazed, when 
they ſaw the Knight of the Sunne, bzonght into that eſtate. 
Likewiſe the pꝛetious Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides out of hir tri- 
umpbant Chariot, with great ſozrolw 4 griefe, did bchold the 
lame. Bat all this did not indure long, fo2 that the Knight 
of Cuvid toꝛ all the haſt that be made could not come to dou; 
ble vp2n him, lo ſone as the valiant Knight of the Sun, was 
come againe vato himſelfe, f reconcred his b2idle  ſkirrnps, 
And full of moztall courage, being iu the pzeſence of his Las 
dies,4 by one all onelp Knight to be ſo ill intreated, be lift 
bp his trong armes, wil h bis \ wo2d in both his hands, and 
ſpurred fozwardes his furious Pozle,with ſo great wꝛath, 
| that all them that did behold him, were greatly amazed: x 
comming vnto p Knighe of Cupid he ſtroke him ſuch a right 
downe blow with ſo great fozce t ſtrength, that be made him 
to det ine and ſtope with his head downe to the hozſe neck, : 
the bloud ranne out at his earcs and nole, and out of all fe⸗ 
ing, bœ reſted with bis beaſt on his ſaddle bow. And dis 
e carried gim from the one place to the other, in ſuch ſoꝛt 
it it ſeed that he had in him no life, till ſuch time as 
thin a little ſpace he came againe vnto bimſcife:and ſæ⸗ 
n himlel'e in that ſozt vſed, with great artefe her began 
dlay : Dh loueraigne God, who hath bene my aider and 
courer, in all battailes paſt, which J baue ſuſtained and 
bn the victozy of bzaue and furious Opants, and valiaunt 
gts now J doe moſt bartely deſire the, at this pzeſent 
dbe kaudurable vnto me, foz J doe acknowledge and cons 
"that with out thy belp, à ſhall not be able to make my 
ce againſt this couragious Knight: fo2 that be is the 
ungeſt that in all my life J haue pꝛoued. And do not cons 
0: my Sod, that J b ouercome,beefoze my parents, and 
die J doe giue my lelfe to be knowen, except it be by tte 
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knight of the Sun my bzother.And in ſaring theſe woꝛds th, 
valiant knight of Cupid, Croke his furious bozſe with the 
ſpars,t returned vpon the knight of the Sun, & with lo cy 
ragious ſozce hea firoke ſo terrible a blow, with bis hands, 
vpon bis rich x pzecious helme, that the ſound thercof was 
heard thzough all the Citie of Conſtantinople, # was char 
ged ſo much therwith, that he thought verelp that bis ex 
and all the teeth in his head were bꝛoken, by the great abun⸗ 
dance of bloud that iſſued out from the laſing of his helm, 
And his h9zfe Cornerino, did founder vader him, with thy 
great fozce and waygbt of the ſame blow, g ſo rctnapned x 
god while, could not ariſe, till ſuch time as the Knight gf 
the Sun with great fary did quicken him with bis ſpurs:s 
ſaid within hunſelfe, that with great reaſon the Knight > 
Cupid was ſo pꝛapſed tn the tourt, oz that ther wasncuer 
Knight oz Gyant, that euer did being him into that extrem 
tie. So ther againe theſe valiant warriozs did returne wy 
to their battaile, with ſo furious bꝛaucneſſe, that all thal⸗ 
Which did behold them, were greatly amazed, muſing hey 
that wo humane bodyes could endure ſo long,and ſuffer l. 
great tozment. And with great reaſon they ſaide, that thol 
two knights was the flower of all theknights in the wo!l 

The Emperour Trebatio being very much amazed to { 
the knight of the Sun in that ertremitp, her ſaid vnto thepyl 
tes Claridiana. Oh who had ſene the bigh 4 mighty kniglt 
hood that was done by the knight of the Sun in the Jlanddl 
Lindaraza,vpcn the monſtrous giants : wild beaſts, & tj 
great pꝛowes done againſt ſo many wozthie knights,as bel 
in this tourt, as in other places, that ſermed to be done! 
ſome diuine pꝛouidence, rather then by any bumane knigh. 
And now fo ſ& him in fo great danger to be oucrcome hſþ 
one alone Knight, ſurelp it is a ſtrange thing, e fo be wal 
bzed at. Ok a truth, ſaid the faire pzinces, they which ha 
not ſ@ne,cantiof well bel&ne it, but pet if ſ&meth vnto 
that the knight of Cupid ſhould be ſuch a Knight, that wil 
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pe is ku wen he is had in the like reputacton,as the knight 
of the Sun is with you. | 
Ja this time the valiant knghes neuer ſeaſcd,neither were 
they weary,altbough moze then two hourcs they combatted 
toether,but ſeemed rather with moze fozce & fury, then at 
the beginning they did perſeuer in the Nrong battaile,ſtri- 
ing the one the other with fo great fur p. that many times 
tir heauꝝ blowes did aſfony them, as well the one as the 
her bꝛought them both vnto the point to be oncrcome. 
Which was the occaſion that their ſtout couragis did ga⸗ 
ther moꝛe ſtrengt h. their ſtrong armes the moꝛe fozce : & 
made eit her of them to think that it were better to be flaine 
then to be guercome. befoꝛe them, whom they did combatte, 
which was the occaſion,that their battaile was of a great 
rale moꝛe foꝛce then at the beginning. And againe, ik their 
hozſes had not ben the beſt in all the wozld, they could not 
have taried them, neither haue ſuffered the great tranaile, 
which their maiſters put them vnto, with entring in, & refs 
ting back e. with the Zrong & heaup blowes which they re⸗ 
teined, z the light leapes 4 ſpꝛinges which they gaue, foꝛced 
by their ſharpe ſpurs was ſufficient to haue wericd them: 
bai by reaſon that their hoꝛſes were ſo god, their armour 
Io fuer; all the ſtate of the battaile remained in the fozce e 
le Crenath of the knights. And by reaſon, that either of the 
ru (ufficntly farmed therewith, was the occaſion that 
the battaile went in ſach loꝛt, that bet wixt them ther was 
hot knowen any vauntage. 
And as the Knight of the Sunne at that tyme did behold 
the faire Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides, and ſaw hir to ba ſo ſadde 
nd loſt all hir coulour, he ſuſpected the occaſion to be in the 
ferill of the bat taple. Mit h a new fary,and double fozce, 
r üroke lo might ie a blow at the Knight of Cupid, that

men did loke when he wduld haue fallen from bis Þozlg ..

And fo2 that the Knight of the ſun did think that he bad ben 
dead, he did leaue to follow him. But yet bee had not concly, 
ded to gine a compaſſe round about with his Yozſe,in ſigns 
of bidoꝛp, when the god Knight of Cupid was who!y come a 
gaine tobimſcife,4 was ſet led in bis ſaddle, and recover 
bis 1 woꝛd which he had loft by the ſtrength of that blow y; 
great fury he ſpurreb his great and furious Hoꝛſe, wem 
towards the knight of the Sun, and ſetling bimſclfe vpon yi 
ſtirrops, be ſtroke him ſuch a blow vpon the Choulder, that if 
bis inchanted armour had not ben ſuch, without all dont, 
be had clouen him vnto the Hoꝛſe laddle. But by reaſon that 
they were ſo ſtrong. his ( wozd made no moze ſigne on hin, 
tben if he badde ſtroke vpon an anficld of ſtœle. Yet fo) all 
that the knight or the Sun was ſo charged with that blen 
that if be bad not imbꝛaced himſelle about his bozſe neck, 
be had fallen downe vnto the ground. | 

Oh how great was the w2ath which the knight of the Sn 
receiued,in ſœing bimſelfe b2zonght into ſo great crtremity, 
beſoze the ropall and beautifull Pzinces Claridiana, and the 
faire pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides. At cauled the fur y of his moztall 
blowes to double, and to be angry wifh bumſcite, ſoz that 
one alone Knight thould ſo long endure againſt him. 
But what did all his wzatb and fury pꝛoſit him, i 
that hee hadve to doe with that ſtrong and woztby le 
ſicleer, the verpe ſame who next bnto bim, was the bf 
Knight in all the ws2ld. And the ſame, that if all 
Knights in that place ſhould mouc attempt agaynſt hi 
bis valiaunt and couragious beart ſheuld not fatile 
one iotte. And ling him felfe beefoze the Cm 
bis Father, and the Empacſle his Mother, if bæ got 
the victozy of the battaile, it wonld bfterly diſcou 
bim to come any moze into their Court and pꝛeſen 
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which canſed him to execute theſe rigoꝛous blowes, with ſo 
reat ſozce,thar it made the knight of the Sun, to wonder at 

his great (frength.At this time the one was knowen ſo well 
to the other, that the end of the battell was very doubttull, 
fo; that the greateſt part of the day was paſt, wherein the 
valiant # wo2'by knighits had tombatted, 2 no leſſe vantage 
tobe ludged vet wirt them then at the beginning. At which 
the Emperour 4 the p2incetle & all the reſt of the knights g 
Ladies that were in the pallace, very much mernailed, and 
{aid that the knight of the Sun had met with his match. Likcs 
wiſe the valiant king Sacridoro, ſoz that he knew the great 
fozce + Crength of the Knight of Cupid, was greatly ama⸗ 
ed that the knight of the Sunne, ſhould ſo long endure with 
himx ſaid vnto himſelſe: Surelp not without great reaſon 
the bigh bouuty of the knight of the Chariot tscrtolled, that 
he alone doth maintaine himſelfe againſt him, that the ſa» 
nage people ofthe tnchanted fountatne could not endure one 
halfe honre,and againft him that the fierce Tiger and mon⸗ 
ſrous Gyant, which were kepers of the Pzince Luſindo, 
could not make any reſiſtance. And in ſaying theſe wozds 
be deſired God of his godneſſe to graunt the vico2zp bnto 
his perſect fricnd.fo2 that beefoze the Tmperour Terbatio 8 
Empzeſle Briana, his father and mother, her might not bee 
dictraced, which would bee the occaſion that be ſhou d 
never come moze beefoze them. In this time the blowes of 
theſe two valiant Knightes were ſo r1gozovs,that all thoſe 
which did beholde (them were greatly amazed, and two 
miles about that place was the noiſc of thetr blowes heard 
as though it had ben thunder putting the hearers in great 
feare, and the lakers one wared we rp, but they ſeemed with 
ned foʒce to begin the battell againe. Wo in this loꝛt theſe 
daliaunt Kniglites did perſeuer in their rigozous battaple, 
without any teaſing, but ſtill executing their terrible blows 
the one vpon the other, fill moze then ſire houres were 
palt fince the beginning of their combat, and it ſæmed 
that the Dunne would ſeperate the battaile, fo; that ſhe 
Q. ui. began 
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began fo withdzaw bir ſelfe into the occidentall Reagiong.ge 
this time it ſæmed vnto the knighe of Cuchd, that in all that 
day he had done very little, and that the day was almog 
ſpent, being very angry with himſelke, hee laid. 
te Oh laſte  cowardlp knight of Cupid, with what ſace can 
« thon come into the p2efence of the emperour Trebatio,ę ac⸗ 
« knowledge him ko be thy father, ſ@ing that in his pꝛeſente 
c one Knight hath bought thee into this erfremity. Is it pol. 
ct ſible that 3 am that ſame Roſic leer, who in the court of the 
ce king Olinerio puſhed out ot᷑ their ſaddles ſo many Kniglus g 
«« gyants, 2 be who al waics thought that ther was none but

« ceſſe Oluia. Row doe J lee that J haue no reaſon to blame

S0 tbeſe valiant Knights ſaying theſe g other woꝛds bnty 
themſelues, did io much. animate their courag ious ſtematäs, 
that eight houres were paſt ſince the beginning of their rj 
goꝛous bat taile, 3 at that time their Wonder full blowes ſa⸗ 
med to be with moze fozce & ſtrengt b, and their hozſes with 
their great t continuall labour wared wearp,but theſe twy 
baliant knighcs at that time ſemed to fight with new foe 
e krengt dt neuer ceaſed ſtriking one another ſuch terrible 
blowes,that the ſtanders by had their eares filled with thy 
ſound ofthetr fine tempered armour,and were ſo great!y 
mazed to ſ& the great trauaile that they ſaffered in chat 
bartaile, 6 likewiſe to ſ& with what great fozce 4 Crength 
they did execute the lame, in the end of long fine that they 
bad indured,+ ſmed that ther was neuer done by them the 
like p;zowelle no; actinit ie, ss was done at that pꝛelent, 28 
truth was, foz that neither of them in all their luuee wass 
ner b2ought into the like extremitp oz pcrtil,as they wer in 
fhis battaile, noz neuer þad the like feare to be overcome, 
But the great ſhame t repꝛoch, with the iealeuſie of their 
bonoꝛ, did ſo much touch either of them, that it made them 
without feling any trauaile fo pꝛocure all that in themlay 
fo to get the vico:y,oz els to die in the demaund. So af this 
time the golden Diana began to ſhew bir ligbt in the oz. 
ent all Regions, and the woztby Knight of Cudid not eſtes 
ming his owne like, if h ſhould not get the vicozy of the 
Bnight of the Dunne, with both bis hands, raiſing þimſclt 
in bis ſtirops, hæ ſtroke him ſo terrible a blow, that it da 
depꝛiue him of his vnderſtanding, made him to fall back 
wards vpon the backe of the laddle, that his bead tonched 
the hoꝛſe crauper, and his Weary Poꝛzſe carried him abet 
that great᷑ place, in luch ſoʒt, that all thoſe which la w bim, 
thought 
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ought that ber had beene dead. But when the Pzineeffe 
Claridiana did ſ&@ him in that plight , hir blod wared could 
within hir body, and being ſoze troubled, ſhe aſked the 
emperour if hee were dead oz no, but her was at that won · 
derfull blow ſo troubled, that he had no power at all foz 
to anſ were bir , but whoſoever at this time bad ſene the 
face of tbe faire Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides, would haue knowen 
by hir coulour the great loue that ſhe did beare vato him, 
bot at luch time as the Knight of the Sun did come agayne 
vmo himlel fe, there was neuer Lion no; furious beaſt moze 
tutragt us then be was, and conſidering the great danger 
and perill that bee was in, dis out ragious heart was ſo full 
of moztall anguiſh. with vnme aſur able wzatb, 5 hœ ſtroke 
his light hole with the Spurs, and cruſhed his teth toge- 
ther , that it ſ@med (parkes of fire pꝛocæded from his eyes, 
and like vnko a whirle winde be ran towards the Knighe 
of Cupid, who ſeeing him reconered againe; made likewiſe 
a5ain him with ſo great fary, that the ground where his 
Vazſe dyd runne [@mecd to tremble : Oh how great was 
tie feare which the fur or theſe talyaunt knighes cauſed 
in them that did beehold their moztall wath, comming the 
de againit the other, terrifying their vnder ſtand ing to a⸗ 
bide the end of their moztall blowes. J do belene certainly 
that ther was not one knighe in all that placs,of what fozce 
and ſtrength ſo euer her was, that ſing the fury of thoſe 
baliant knights, but her would haue bene terrified, nefther 
was there any friend, although he had bene fully ſatiſfied 
df the bountie of any of them, but would haue p2ayed vnte 
bed fo them , ſ@1019 them in that great perill. The Cm⸗ 
tour Trebatio, with the great fone that he bare vnto the 
ght of the Sunne, and the deſire that her bad to know 
— — 2 of Cupid, reteiued no lefle (cars then all the rel, 
ayd. 

Dh migbtie Ood, thou who madeſt theſe knighes of no 
ching, J pꝛaie and deſtre the io aide and ſuccour them, and 
let them not execute they2 great wꝛath the one vppon the 


oper, neyther doe not permit that the Kniglit of the Suntic 
Q.v. be 
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be ſlaine b&foze be dw acknowledge thy great power, am 
tarne vnto thy lawes, that his ſoule bee not condempncd to 
immo2tall paine. So the ſ wift courſe of thep2 furious Þoz. 
ſes toyned thap2 encamters, aud the two Wantbfull Ky 
raphag ihemſeliues in thepꝛ ſtir rops, pꝛetending to mate ay 
end of theyz long and doubt full battell, wilh the ertremitn 
of all they2 fozce and ſfrength,they trokaone another with 
ſo great wzath vpon they? fine Helmes, that although the 
fine edges of tbep2 might ie cutting (wo2ds could not enter 
no2 cut theyz inchanted armour, pet thele valiaunt Knight 
were {6 ouerlayd with the great might and power of they; 
blows,that the knight of Cupid was conftrained to decling 
himſelſe on the one ſide, and ther with her fell dalune to the 
ground, wheras he lap. and moued neither hand no: ſot but 
was as one that were dead, and the inumſible knight of the 
Sun by the fozce of the blow was cle ane voide of any vnder. 
Kanding, and bad likewiſe fallen to the ground if Foztung 
had not fauoured him, that be fell foz wards vpon the ſaddle 
bow, that his head touched the Yozle necke, and his armes 
hung downe on both ſides, and hoyded great abundance of 
blod out of his mouth g epes, in ſuch ſozt, that they thought 
bim like wiſe to ber as dead as the Knight of Cupid, and his 
hoꝛſe being tozmented with that terrible blow did ſounder 
under him, and remained wit hont any mwuing, as though 
the vones of his legges bad bene bzoken. at which ſight all 
thoſs that were in that great place, receiued ſo great ſ0;ro 
end griefe at the extremitie of theſe two valtant Knights, 
that thinking they had bene dead, they lamented as though 
they had bene theyz naturall bꝛetheren. But the Pzinceſ 
Lindabrides when thee ſaw hir Kaight in that eſtate, not bi 
uing any power to reſiſt ſo moztall a ariefe , bad not tit

Ukewile the P2incefſe Claridiana,with' no lelle »aine and 
qriefe did berholde hir knighe , who with the mightineſſe' of 
r couragtous beart did make reſiſtence againſt that amo- 
rous thought Which loue cauſed within hir. Tido with no 
ile ſoꝛraw and grieſe when her ſaw the Knights in this er» 
tremitie, and as though he had knowen the to ber bis ſons, 
he withdzew himlelſe from the window, 4 deſcended dolune 
to the great place, accompanied with many Knights, be 
vent whereas theſe knights were, and foundthat they were 
unpaſſed about with thetr perfect frtends,the two Pzinces 
and the king Sacridoro, who lamented with great abundance 
of teares, and cauſed theyꝛ Heimes to bæ pulled of, and to 
ow water in thepz faces ; thinking therewith and with 
he aire;they would come againe to themſelues,but all was 
in vaine that tbep did,fo2 that there was in them no o⸗ 
ther ſigne , but as though they had bane ſtarke dead . Foz 
which occaſion e with dolozous griefe the Empcrour com⸗ 
munded them to be carried. vat9 his Ropall Pallace, and 
canſcd he ir armour to be taken off, and to be laide in ſes 
tral! beds, which was in two quadzans, bery richly hang · 
ed,touning the one vato the other. 

Then were called together the beſt Phiſitions and Sur- 
ſions that were in all the whole citie of Conſtantinople, who 
bid behold and peruſe them very well, t tolde vnto the Em · 
perour that they were not dead, although thep were in great 
ril of their liyues.UWho being ſomwhat comfozted therby, 
ummaunded that foꝛzth-· wir h theyz faces ſhould be waſhey 
ind made cle ane, that were all to be rayed with bold, and 
wollen, and did not a litt le meruaile in their mindes when 
Wy aw the great beautie of the Knight of Cupid, and the 
mall quantit ie of pares which h ſmed to haue. And how 
t hee reſembled very much the Knight of the Sunne, 
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and her bad lo great laue vnto both thoſe Knights, that hg 
would baue ginen halfe bis eſtate fo haue lane them ent 
of that great perill. 0 after the Jabiſicions and Socgions 
bad well pcruſed them, they found that the greateſt cuil 
which they had, was wear ineſſe of they? bodies, and all their 
bones and fleſh bꝛuled, by the migbt ie fo2ce of they terri/ 
ble blowes. Do they miniſtered vato them very wert and 
comfoztable ointmento, and all that was neceſſay fo; them 
and moſt conuenient, and commaunded that euert 
ſhould depart from thence and lette them alone, that they 
might lleepe and take theyꝛ reſt , with onely two Pages, 
which were in another chamber ther by with great ſilence, 
that whenſocuer theſe knights would come vnto themſelnes 
tbep should call the Pbidt ions and Surgions. In this time 
there was not a knight in pᷣ cit ie of Conſtantinople, neither 
in that great place, no in their Tents in the field, as well 
ſtraungers and Count rie men, that did occupie themlclues 
in any other communicat ion, but in the wonder full and li 
merous bat taile of theſe two Knighits, and of their migbtit 
blowes,perticularly euerp thing as it was, and ſayde, that 
there was neuer (ene in all the wozld ſuch lyke content. 
on beet wirt t wo knights, with ſo great trengtb, fozce, am 
perill, neptber was any Damlell oz Gent le woman that 
ſaw the perill of theſe two Knights, but dyd verie much 
lament the ſame , and ſapde, that if theſe two Knights dd 
die, that the lower of all knighthood in the woꝛld was & 
niſhed and ended. But in this time what dyd thoſe (wo 
P2zinces Brandizel and Claucryndo and bis verie fricnd 
Florinaldus ? @nrely no other thing all that night but li 
ment fo2 theyz very friend the Knight of the Sunne, and 
making ſo great ſozrow, that it — baue moued an 
to haue had compaſſion that ſhould bane heard them. Bil 
wbat all J ſay of that valpaunt and woꝛthy King San. 
doro, his perfect friend, that when the night was come, 54 , 
found himſelfe all alone in that great place, without leg 
companie of bis very friend the Knight of Cupid, and mi 


knowing where to lodge bimſelfe, (urely bis fozrow - 
gr 
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qriefe was ſuch , that if b& thonght to finde bis friend the 
Knight of Cupid in the pꝛoſound depth of the ſea,h& would 
haue thꝛowen bhunſelfe ther in, as her did into the dæpe foun- 
taine of the lauage people, fo2 to take reuengement on that 
monſter who carr ved bis friend away. So. bæ went fwzth 
ofthe Citie, and being in the flelds be dyd alight from bis 
hozſe,q laid himſelfe downe vpon the grene graſſe, whereas 
he paſſed away all that night, with great lamentat ion, bee 
warling p miſfoztune of his perfect friend, The biſto2y doth 
not declare any thing of the faire P2inceſſe Lindabrides,but - 
that Chee pa ed all that night in ſozrow and griefe.But ha 
ſaith that the pzinceſſe Claridiana when the was alone in hir 
chamber, there was no ſufficiencie in the bighneſſe of bir e 
tate, neither in the generoſitte of hir couragious hart, foz 
fo dꝛaw hir frb the lamenting of p miſfoꝛtune of hir knight, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, chat all the night he did no or her thing but ſhed 
abundaunce of teares which ranne downe bp bir Chziſtall 
chekes, and ſpake ſach lamentable and ſozrowfull wozds, 
that it ſeemed bir life could not haue endured till the next 
dap if it had not pleaſed God to haue ginen remedy ther in, 
u in the next Chapter ſhall be declared.

bay was the time come that the vniner⸗ 
au creato2 and maker of all this, would

— pꝛonidence dofh ſo oꝛdaine all things, that at ſuch 
lime as the loſle of the Greeke Pzinces was very certaine 
d them , and that there was great ſuſpit ian and _— 
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in the lines of the two woꝛthie Knights of the Sunne an or 
Cupid,at that time were the loſt pzinces found againe, and 
thele famous knights cl&re of their perill,andknowen to by 
ſons vnto their ropall fathers, tos that with moze honoyy 
they might celebꝛate the triumphes and ſeaſts of thepy ng.

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Oh Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana,wherefoze would pou by the ri- 
gozous tozco of your arme that the Knight of the Chariot 
was knowen to bee the knight of the Sunne, that now in ſo 
ſhoꝛt time the bigh renowne and fame of his great valiant- 
nelle is loſt: Oh how much better it bad bene foz me to 
haye bene flame, being the knight of the Chariot, tben now 
being knowen to bee the Knight of the Sun, to bæ ouercome 
ind lle the vico2te,foz that what ſoeuer bad chanced vnder 
this name of the Churior, Could not with ſo great reaſon 
haue recetued the repꝛoch.

A gtue pon fo vnderſtand hat Jam your brother, and bah 
boꝛne at one time & at one 1 25 4 mighty in. 
Pele Briana,at ſuch time as ſhe was at the £oneſtary 
the Kiner: being with childe, by our bigh 6 mighty ahn 
— Emperour Trebatio And by a miſfoztune which haz 
ned vnto the nurſe, who did nouriſh bꝛing and vs bp fo; 
owls childzen,you Mete loſt in g fmall boat e. which by il 
furious foꝛce of a mighty dhe s periliaus Niger, and ni 
the 1 wit cour ren were caxied into the maine 6 
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ard thet was folſed vp 4 downe. fill ſuch time as ron were 
bund bt F!omonRhe Pornce of Pei ſia. 

The two pages which was in another re bard by 
u watcy them with the noiſe which the Knight of the Sun 
tid mae at tuch time as be aroſe ont of his bed, they did a- 
wake,t beard all that pafſed bet wirt the two Knights : who 
being al moſt ſrom themſelues with the great top 2 pleaſure 
they receiues, t heꝝ toke a fozch that was light in that qua⸗ 
van, f wit hout making themſelues ready, they went runs 
un vnto tbe place wheras the ©@mperonr Trebatio g; the 
empzeſle Briana lap, were a ſlæpe. And neuer reſted knocks 
ng giuing great blowes at the dere, till ſuch time as they 
vere anſwered by the gard, that kept them. And the pages 
u great haſt willed them fo open the doze, fo2 that they 
h;ooght vnto the Emper our, the moſt iopfulleſt newes that 
tucr in all his life he receiued. 

The gard who did know the pages by their ſpeach being 
bery much amazed therat, did open the doze, and they with⸗ 
cot any ſtaping. went in with the burning fojch in their 
jands,wheras the Emperour $ the empꝛeſle were a flæpe, 
and with a high and load vbotce,they ſapd: Oh high e migh · 
e Cmperonr Trebatio, and you ſoucraigne Empꝛeſſe Bri- 
ariſe bp from gour beads, and ou ſhall ſe& the knight of 
x lan and the knight of Cupid aliue. And by the great pꝛo· 
dence of Godgthep are knowne to be bꝛet heren. The one 

the gentleman of the Dunne, and the other is Rolicleer, 
h peur loſt ſonnes. 

Do when the Cmperour Trebatio and the Cmp2eſſe 
rana heard that newes of ſo great iop and pleaſure, 
hut any moze tarrying, they aroſe out of their beds, 
d toucred them ſelues with tert aine mantells, which 
re very rich, and in great haſt they fozthwith went 
nw the quadzan oz lodging whereas they leſt them. Se 
n te Cmpzeſſe came vnto their lodging, ſhe did behold 

* cheiſtalline kate of Roficleer, who did know the lame, 
q R. ii. although 
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although che had not (ene dim of long time: & againe, l 
was very much growne in bignelle of his body & perſon, 
But when ſhe was fully certified that to be moſt tnt 
which was told hir, without tarrying foz the Cmperour gy 
ran vato him, did imbꝛace him with great lone 4 iop, am 
toke bim out of the armes of the knight of the Sun, who was 
in his (irt,z embzaced with bim. But the great toy, which 
the Ompꝛeſle receiued, to haue him in bir armes, was ſuch, 
that ſhe had no power fo ſpeake in a great ſpace. But in tu 
end, with chedding of great abundance of teares, che did rp 
pꝛehend him, foz being ſo long away from hir. In this tim, 
the Emperour came t did 1mbzace the knight of the &uy, 
with ſo great pleaſure, that ſcarcely he could kepe bimlcit 
vpꝛight. Tho when he ſaw the Cmperour,he kneled down 
beloze him, aſked of him his hands foz to kiſſe them ſan 
It map pleaſe pour highneſle to giue vnto me pour hand 
as vnto the knight of the Sun, pour faithfull ſeruant, when 
with J may wholy & intirelp reiopce my ſel te, entoy that 
great benefit, which the high gods, this night bath perm 
ted that J ſhould know foz fat her, him whom vnto their t 
ninc power doth make equall. The knight of the dun had 
moze time fo2 to ſpeak,foz that the Cmperour did ca 
bim, 3 made him to ariſe from the ground, 4 killed um wl 
great loue, as much fo2 that he was the knight of the da 
as foz that he knew him to ber his childe. | 
And in ſhedding many teares,which ranne downe d (it 
cherkes, foꝛ great toy,he embzaced him again, x laid Oh. 
loyall e faithfull friend, and louing ſonne, with what wen 
ſhall I giue thanks, vnto my ſoueraigne Lozd 4 god oz 
great benefit which he hath ſhewed vnto me, this night, 
acknowledge my ſelfe to be father unto him who 1s the! 
wer of all knighthod in the world, t without knowing i 
fo be ſonne, is the onely perſon that J moſt loned 
made accompt of in ail the wozld. Surely J know 
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what to ſap, but to receiue it foz ſo great a merit, that it ſæ⸗ 
meth vnto me that 3 doe lack foꝛce and ſtrength fo2 to con- 
ectae it, In töts time the plealant 2 amozous words which 
pied bet wirt the faire Empꝛeſſe Briana 4 hir ſon Roſicleer, 
as with ſo great 1oy & pleaſure, 4 they recciucd ſo great 
tententment, that J know not wherto to compare it, but vn- 
to that 107 which the Cmperonr Trebatio t the Empeſſe 
Briana recciued, when they met together in the moneſtarie 
of the Neuer, after long time that the Emperour was ab- 
ent. So with this ſoueraigne top the Empꝛelle did not re⸗ 
member the knight of the Sunne, kill ſuch time as Roſicleer 
lud: May it pleaſe pour highneſſe to ſpeake bnto my bꝛo⸗ 
ther the Knight of the dun, to acknowledge him foz the beſt 
ſon that euer was bo2ne of mother. Then the Cmp2clle all 
aſtonyed t amazed, as one awaked ont of hir pe vpon a 
adaine.he left Roſicleer went vnto the knight of the Sun, 
who was till in his ſhirt,x at the opening of his ſhirt be&- 
ſeꝛe ſhe did lee the ſigne of the Sunne that was on his bzeſt, 
wherat ſhe recetned ſo great top # plcaſure, that 1f the Em⸗ 
petour had not ben bohs did luſtaine hir, ſhe had fallen down 
onto the ground. Then the knight of the Sun did kner le down 
befoze hir, t toe hir hands t kiſſed them very cffcn, till ſuch 
lime as Che being rauiſhed with top, thꝛew hir armes about 
h's neck fell downe vpon him, and kiſſing him on that katre 
fact, with a terrible ſigh of great lone ſhe ſaid. 

Dh Knight of the Sunne, the lopall and perfcd friend of 
My Lozd the emperour Trebatio, how ſhall J now rctorce 
my ſelfe in this great benefit which my Lozd God hath 
hewed bnto me, to dauc the know!cdae of (0 wozthie a 
anne, if the feare which J have of Foꝛtune doe not diſturbe 
nein remembzing the (oltfary life which J lead, and re- 
Weng mp ſelſe in rear cbildhed and with what ſodayne 
chaunge Foztune did tarrre you away from me. Likewiſe 
the great ſoꝛrow and gricfe which J receined ſoz peur loue 
das ſuch, that as pet 4 am not perfect in my lelte, neither

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can J b:la&ue that in one who was inuironed wilh lo great 
ſozrow 2 bitter anguich, chould receige fo great mirth ang 
lop, lo that in the remembzance of all froablcs paſt, i 
(ould not be retopced with this pꝛelent toy,to mitigate the 
fury tberof,mp feminine fozce 2 ſtrength were not tufficicnt 
to (uifer the fury of this great pleaſure the which is come 
vnto me. in acknowledging ſuch a valtant & wozthp knjvl 
to be mp ſonne: Oh how now doe J gtac great thanks unto 
inꝑ God,foz the tranailes 2 troubles, which ydar lolſe q the 
abſence of my Loꝛd the Emperour bath cauled vnto me,(g, 
ing that {am now paied with ſo high a gilt, m topfall reward. 
Suping theſe 4 many other words, tbe Empꝛeſſe Briana hap 
the kmght of the Sun ſo faſt umbzaced in hir armes, with he 
face toyning vnto his, that pe pad no power to make any 
anſ were. And foz that theſe two bꝛetheren were ſtill in 
their Mirts, the pages which were nigh them in the quadzen, 
had belonging vnto them two mantels, wberwith they da! 
couer themſelues, 4 the Knighe of Cupid with the greatch 
pleaſure that euer he felt in all his life, went a kneled down 
befoze the Tmperour ? ſaid. 

Let it pleaſe peur ſoueraigne bighneſfe fo know me the 
Kniglit of Cupid, who hath not receiued (mall trauaile fo; 
your abſence,x fo; the loſſe of my bꝛother the Knigit of the 
Sun, in lking of pou both in ſtrange Countries,very far! 
aparted fro theſc countrics,although it was not in lo amp 
maner, as was requiſite to tbe ſeruice of my Loꝛd the Civ 
perour Trebatio, fog that at that time we had bim rather in 
an enimie then foz a Father, but foz the accompliſhment of 
that which J was bound vnto my Lady the Empꝛellc. Aud 
fo; to know who was the occaſion that my Lady the Cuv 
pꝛeſle ſhould lead ſo ſtraight & ſolitary a life, which ſhe mails 
tained in the moneſtarie of the River, which was a thing 
that touched me very much. But now knowing the occaſion 
t ground therof, à doe not meruatle ſo much, but onely ho 


Ge could luſtain hir (elf t line one moment without = —

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ente. And againe if he had not (aid that he was called the 
unc yard, J doe belaue tha! ſhe wolo not haue ben decets 
1704 being innocent, the did not imtckruſt anp luch deccit. 
go unth no leſle 152 and pleaſute then vnto the knight of 
the dun, the Cinperonr did imbꝛace him t made him to arice 
om the ground 4 ſaid: Oh my fon Roſic leer, bow it ſameth 
hato me that you were nat content, neither reccived any 
rleaſuro at this decett oꝛ politcy,as you docſay J vſed with 
th: Empꝛeſſe your mother, but in conſideration of the fruit 
that J 1ccetned in doing the ſame, J may compare it vnto 
nur lon ſuffering 4 being quiet, 4 delating of the time that 
Ind ust receiue the great toy & pleaſure that 3 ſhould in 
the ackno wledg ing of ſuch a Dun. Tell me fo; Oods lone, 
what hath beene the occaſion that peu haue refrapned pour 
e ſo long time, delated fo giue me this ſoucraigne iop 
which now A do receiue: it it be foꝛ the deccit : pollicꝝ which 
{ vſed with the Empꝛrſſe pour mother. The fruit which 
poceded therok is lufficient to excuſe that er reur donc, if 
It had ven of greatet impo2ztaunce,Þut what rcaſon haue 
Jfoercaſe my ſelfe from the occaſion that made me to doe 
t. Then Rolicleer not a little abaſhee at that which the 
Caperour had ſaid undo him, and wered ; Xf the euer-plus 
di the tealon which Jhaue to rciopce m@ in the acknows 
(etgint of ſuch a father. J had to incourage me, to publike 
ug lelfe to: his ſonne. Then had pour higbneſle reaſon to 
ame mee, in the detayatng my: ſelfe ſo long herein. And 
becauſe doe md my ſelte not woꝛt hy to deſerue ſo great 
dened , I dia make detraoion thereof, tillthis time Would 
apply the great lacke which was in my valdur. So that 
duc bigtnelle map o' truth vnderſtand, that all that which 
uppeued vata me by the Knight of the Sunne my brother, 
had bene done by ſome other Koght. Firſt q would haue 
dente d to the death. then wat h ſu great ſhame to haue ac 
namtedged my fette to dæ ſonne dnto ſuch parents. The 
my:r2ur woald very faxne haue aunſ wrred Roſiclecr, 
M. nit. but 
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but that the Cmpꝛeſle and the knight of the Sun came vhs 
them, i altogetber they did a newembzace each other in (ach 
ſozt, that they had no time fo2 to ſpeake,e the toy 4 pleaſure 
was lo much in the Empꝛelle Briana, that th&@ was aimet 
from hir ſelf? 4 could not well ſatiſfte bir eies in the beho!/ 
ding of bir ſonnes,+ ſhewed vnto the emperonr the ügnes; 
tokens which they had vpon their bꝛeſts, 1 bzought themin: 
to the woꝛld at their birth. So that bet wirt them there pal. 
fed a great diſcourſe of many things, which did greatly aug · 
ment their toy s pleaſurc,of all that had happened vntothe, 
that if I ſhould here make perticuler relation, J ſhould ne 
uer make an end,therfoze to auoide tedtouſneſſe 3 doe let it 
pallc,it is ſufficient that the readers hereof doe vnderſtam 
tbe great realon, as well of the parents as af the childzm, 
fo; to recoice themlelues ot this new 4 (odaine pleaſure. 3, 
this time it was publiſhed thzougbout all the pallace, thel 
god t ſtrange newes, t the noiſe ruſhing was ſo great a 
mongſt them with the haſt they made fo2 fo goe g ſa their 
new p2inces,that all the whole citie was in a rumour (tt 
mult,ſuſpecting that it had ben ſome other thing, t was the 
occaſion that there relozted much people vnto the Pal 
lace, in ſo great abundance,that the pallace wag full, . coul 
no moze enter. Like wiſe the ſtrerts had (o great pꝛeaſe that 
one could ſcarce paſſe by another. But when it was know: 
en vnto all people of the acknowledging of their new pen 
ces, tber was ſo great pleſure amongſt them, that ina Qoj 
time all the whole Citie was ſo ligbtſome, as at none dan 
with the great light of Boncfires  Tozches that was i 
euery ſtræt therof,with many paſttmes 4 new inucntions 
of ſo great mirth, that it ſemeo that ther were topned fv 
gether all the paſtimes and pleaſures in the wozld. £86 
ropall Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana was not the laſt that came in 
to ſæ theſe new P2tnces,fo2 that io ſwonc as the beard of iq 
great top which was tauſed by this new and fraud! 
newes, che aroſe ont.of hir bed, and couered hir ſelte vun 5 
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x pꝛetious and rich robe, lined with Mart ines furre, which 
was bzougbt bir by bir Damlelles, and hir golden hapze 
hanging do wne, with ſo great beautie, that ſhe was eſtæ 
med rather foz ſome diuine Goddeſſen, then any humane 
treature. She went vnto the place whereas the Cwperour 
and the CmpzeUe with their ſonnes, were embꝛacing one 
another. And foz. that hir Oentle women went befoze bir, 
with lyght Tozches in thepꝛ bandes, euerie one dyd ging 
place vnto hir, and did recetue hir with great honour and 
turteſte. But with a grattous and (miling conntenance ac- 
companied with great ſeverity, the left them all, and went 
and did embzace the wozthy Knight of the Sunne, and laide: 
A that by the fozce of my armes, wozthie & valiant Prince, 
did cauſe you fo receiue any anger and griefe, when J made 
you to be knowen foꝛ the knight of the Sunne, with the ſamg 
armes I wil now make ſatiſfacion ofmy fault in embꝛaſing 
of you, as the ſon of the Emperour Trebatio, and of mp Ladp 
the Empzeſſe Briana. The great pleaſure which the wozthie 
Knight of the Sunne receined of this embzacing ought not 
tobe compared vnto that which was the occaſton that he 
came vato the knowledge of his father and bzother.

wot ſo ſmall the harme which J received by that encdunter, 
un *bat J think to receige any ſatiſfaction, but will rather put 
nan farther perill and daunger. The Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana 
K. b. dee 
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dyd very well vaderſtand the laſt worde that were ſpoken 
by the kinglit or the dame, but diſſembling with him che telt 
bim and went vnto the knight of Cupid, g laid: Let it be in 
god tim? the acknowledging of the knight of Cupid. toꝛ that 
ther was no caule (uſfictent, be ing leſle the thts,foz to matze 
peace with him, who in this battell did che w ſo much enmi⸗ 
tie. And koꝛ the part that J haue therin, if that by any other 
kmnuht the knight of the Sunne ſhould be put into ſo great ex. 
tremitie, à lap J am very glad ſo2 v it happened to be done 
by you. Foꝛ to conclude, it was gods pltſure, tbat all bounty 
and gednelle in the wozlo wou d conſiſt in the blwd of the 
Eingeroꝛ Ticbatio, wherin the knight of Cupid is pertaker 
with the knight of the Sun, ſo that it is not much to benicrs 
uailed at, that the bounty of the one and of the other ſhould 
bee equall. o after that Roſicleer had aul wered the rorall 
Painceſſe Claridiana, Nraight way came vnto them, the two 
wozthie Painces Brandizel and Clauerindo, who when they 
beard the newes, almoſt fro themlelues with the great tore 


which they receiued, they came in great haſt foz to-ſe their 


god friend the Kuight of the Sunne, whom they didembace 
with ſo gret loue, as though they wold neuer baue ſeparated 
themlelues. The Knight or the dun gaue vnder ſtandung vnts 
the Emperour, and to all that were pꝛeſent, oba and what 
theſe Princes were. Ot the wopich tbey did al great iy reiopte, 
and the lunperour with great 109: and ple alurt lad. 
Ob what great wzong hath berne done vnto me be⸗ 
thereto, chat boring in this me Caurt, ſuch, and io hig and 
migmic KRyighits, and. could neuer haue any knowlerge 
tuercot, fo to do vnto them the þenour that bnto ſuch per- 
ſonages doth appertaine. And now baue J mp ioy aub con- 
tentnient fullg actompliched, faz that 4 haue ſo high and 
mighite Pzinces and Kniglies that be pertakers with mg

A: this time was the retqpeings and pleaſures ſo aredt 
in tue Pallaice, as alſo in the Citie, that one conld icaree

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And as the Knight of Cupid loked round about him on 
everic ſide, and could not ſe his faythfall friend the King 
dicridoro, being lomwhat troubled ther with be did enquire 
after bim, and there lacked not toem which did tell him, t dat 
when toe battaile was concluded bert wirt him e the knight 
of the Sunne, that bee was ſene fo go foꝛztb of the Citic ves 
ry (0;rowfnll and cemfoztiefſe,but they knew not whether 
ze was gone. The Tmpecour by and by when her voder- 
tod what was the occaſion of his ſonnes alter at ion, reiop- 
ung very much that bee bad ſo bigh and might ie a king in 
his Court. Fo2thwith be commanded certaine Knights ta 
goe 4 lee ke him out, towards that way which be was laue 
to depart: Abo in a (mall time they found him out, wher- 
as he lap a long in the grene fielde almoſt from bim(elfe 
with great (ozrow and weping,that he (@med fo bee dead.

m. lad you ſhall ſe the great Feaſts and triumphs which are 
nd made 
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made therein,fo2 the acknowledguig of they} new Pzinces., 
The king Sac:idoro, who was no tell? amazed then iopelull 
at thoſe ne wes, loked towards the Citte,and ſaw that with 
the creſſcts,fires, and other lights, as though tbe Citie hay 
bene on fire. Jn great ball he aroſe vp, and the kuiglits which 
came to ſake him fetched his hoꝛſe, who was loſe in v field, 
and b;idleohim,the they all together leaped vpon their hoz- 
ſes, and went towards the mighty pallace, and met with lo 
many maſkes andother kindes of plealure,that almoſt they 
could not paſſe tþhzough the ſtreetes. And when they came 
wheras the Emperour & the Princes were, this god king was 
knowen by them Kraight by the denice of his armour, 4 bg 
who fir& went fozth fo2 to reteiue him, was the Empero;

In this time the 
cod Pages of the Knight of the Sunne, who ncuer depar- 
ted from they2 Loꝛd, from the time that the battaile was 
finiſhed „ vntill the time that the wozthie Knights were 
mowen foz Bꝛet deren, and the great ſozrow and griefe 
which they recetned foz that which was pat, was nothing 
in compariſon lo much, bat their toy and pleſure was much 
moze, in that they ſaw befoze thep2 eres, and thought all 
they; labour meruaplouſlie well beſtowed (which at all 
times they well accuſtomed to do tn ample manner) vpon 
Uh wozthie and balyant a Lozd, And as they did partly vn- 
d:rſtand the lone that theyz Lo2d flhe Knight of the Sunne 
had to the Pzinceſſe Lindabrides,and remembꝛing that ſhe 
remayned in a great (ound at ſuch time as the battail be 
twæne the two bzethzen was ended, Aurelio ſapd vnto his 
bother Bynnano, that bee thonld remaine there with they? 
Lozd, and that hee would goe and carrie theſe newes bnto 
tie Painceſſe Lindabrides , fo2 that poſſtblie ſhe had no vn- 
derſtonding thereof.

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made a great noiſe vpon (e paued ſtræts, which did not « 
little augment the great feaſts : among whom there dj 
not lack? pꝛinces of great eſtimation, and knights of great 
fame. And foz that they were (ubtecs vnto the Cmpergyr 
Trebatio,they did as well ſhew themſelnes very galant: 
topkall,in acknowiedging of their new pzinces. And all g. 
them went 2 did kilſe their bande, who receiued them wi 
great lone,embzaſing of them e acknowledging ſame of thi 
fo2 very gad + faithkull friends, moꝛe then foz ſubicas, but 
in eſpcciall,the god + valiant pzince Rodateo, pzince of the 
Rhodes, f Rodamarte, t other baliant pztnces &4 knights, whit 
the kmghe of the Sunne in the Juſt, did know them to be 
great bounty,x+ woztby to be eſteemed. So this day the em: 
perour Trebatio did inuite to dyne with him, all pzinces 4 
Knights of fame, as well rangers as of his countries, tht 
were in the court. And with the great impoztunance of hin 
and of the Empꝛeſſe Briana, ot fozce ther muſt remaine with 
them that day the faire pꝛinces Lindabrides, who with a bet 
ter god will, would haue remained in the place, whereas 
bad little ſecuritie of hir loue, in the pzincefſe Claridam:

dinner being done, z all the fables taken bp, they ſaw ente⸗ 
ring in at the doze of the great hall a gentlewoman, who 
did der much digrelſe from all thoſc that were in the qua» 
dan, as well in apparell as in hir perfon 4 diſpoſition, in ſuch 
ſozt,that all which were ther pꝛeſent did beholde hir,fos that 
he was very ſaire of face, and ſo high of perſon,that ſhe did 
ſarmount all the knights that were ther foure fingers, ſh& 
came apparailed with a large roabe, which couered all hir 
body downe fo bir feet,: was w2ought with ſo manp diner- 
ties of ilke, full of pzectous ones 4 pcarles from the top 
into the lower part, was made falt befoze with gold q pꝛe⸗ 
tous ſtones of great pꝛice, which did become hir very well, 
the haire of hir head was very peolow, s curled, knit behind 
hir cares,in ſuch ſozt,that being ſeperated in the midſt, they 
were bzought ouer hir ſhoulders, and hung oner bir bzeaſts 
downe to bis knees, and at the endes of the partition of hir 
haulre, he had hanging t wo pzecious ſtones either of them as 
big as a reaſonable apple, the which did augment bir beau⸗ 
ty the moze. 
This Gentlewoman bꝛougbt leading by the hand, a kniglit 
of a very big body and members, reſembled very much the 
inte Brandizel, who was ther pꝛeſent, but that he was bighs 
tr then he was by a flugers bzeadth, g was armed with ar⸗ 
mour that was very well gnilt, that it ſeemed to be of der y 
ine gold, g was wꝛought by mernailous cunning, s garnich⸗ 
td ſo full of pꝛecious tones, that it did manpfeſt vnts them 
all to be a Knight of great eſtimation, his eld was all of 
fine St e le, t in the golden ficld therof (her was grauen two 
Lyons of Silger,and a knight with a bloudie \wozd in his 
bands, who at two blowes did part them both a lunder in 
lhe midſt, de had the beauer of his healme lifted vp, in ſuch 
bot that they might dilcoger t ler his fate to bæ i wartiſh 
and bopſtrons. ME 
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aud his countenaunce very fierce, that it gane them all ti 
vnderſtand, that he ſhould be very pꝛoud & arrogant, : after 
(hem came t wo dwarfes, very little. e of ſo ill faueured ſem 
blaunce that it made all them that were in the ball great- 
lp to laugh. The one of them caried vp the traine of the dam | 
ſell g the other dwarffe car ted the knights ſherld, which wes 
a great deale heavier 4 higher then be was, foz that being 
at his backe, ther was nothing ſeene of the dwarfe, but ſa⸗ 
med that the ſhield was caried in the aire, without help of 
any perſon. LAhen this Knight e h gentle woman were in 
midſt of the great hall euer r one held his peace, ther was 
great ſilence to heare what their demand ſhoald be,qknow 
ing the Emperour foz that be was ſet at the vpper end ofthe 
Table, and againe be the Emperiall armes that was over 
wheras he late, they turned themſelues towards bim. dm 
the gentle woman began with a loud voice, that all that wer 
ther pꝛeſent might beare hir, and ſaid. 

The higb ee mighty power, & the diuine pꝛouidente of the 
high Gods, ke pe 4 increaſe the mighty eſtate, of th empy 
rour Trebatio,t of all the woztby 4 valiant Knights of this 
thy Court,foz that they being ouercome, the binozy of the 
Arabicall pꝛince may be the moze extolled, the better to ob 
taine 4 deſerue the laue of the quene of Carmania. You ſhall 
vnderſtand emperour Trebatio, that this knight who is here 
pꝛeſent is called Rodaran, pzince 4 lozd of Arabia the great, 
of that which is called Felix, foꝛ that it is a country of great 
abundante, woher as the influences of the ſame,e all thecele 
t iall operations doth moſt reiopce themſelues And J am cal: 
led Carmania,fo2 that J am quene of Carmania, & the octv 
flon that we are come bether into theſe far Countries i, 
fo2 that this being a young man and a Knight, doubt full {8 
finde ſuch another in all the wozlve foz his valiauntneſs 
and fozce, being very defirons to get honour, bee departed 
ont of his owne Country, t after that be bad done mer 


uailous and incredible featcs of armes, her ariued in mM 
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king dome of Carmania, where when her had ſene my great 
and ſtrange be aut ie, J being a damſell and not married, it 
chanced that bee fell in lone with mer, and vtteres bnto ma 
all his whole mind, but firſt be told who he was,e requeſted 
me to receiue him foz my buſ band. The which, lo that it 
might not bee pꝛeiudiciall to my honoar, no2 burtfull vnte 
my fame, but pzofitable vnto my eſtate, foꝛ that he is ſo high 
and mighty a pzince,4 ſo valiant a knight, J did cõclude and 
grant hum my loue, vpon this condition, that firſt be ſbould 
do ſuch feats of armes as J (honld ſ& & vnderſtand, that he 
was the beſf 4 moſt valianteſt Knight in all the wozlo, and 
ifnot,it was not foz him fs pꝛocure my lone,foz 5 J would 
by no meanes marry with him, neither with any other. Foz 
0s J haue my ſelfe in eſtimat ion to excel in beautie 4 bigb⸗ 
nelle of birth e eſtate all the damſels that are now living. 
0 likewiſe hee whom J will take fo2 to bee my huſ band, 
hal ſur mount all other knights, The which condition this 
knight did accept and grant vnto,and moꝛeouer he ſaid, that 
the choice ſhould bee mine to appoint wherin he ſhuld pꝛoue 
hinſelfe,and how that he would in all points perſoꝛme mp 
requeſt, E þ& would ſpeake no moze woꝛds therin,till ſuch 
time as all Could be very manifeſt and plaine. And J being 
bery deſtrous to know the truth therof,not giuing any cre- 
dit vnto thoſe mightie aas which J herd fo be told of him, 
I cauſed an vnckle of mine to come vnto me, who was ve- 
ry expert in the art magicke, and J deſired him that by bis 
art bee wold aduertiſe wherin and how J chould pꝛoue this 
knizhe to bee (as it was repozted) the beſt &nighe in all the 
wozld.UWho after that hæ well peruſed his bokes 4 ſtudied 
in this my requeſt, be tolde me that de had found by bis 
irt, that in the Court of the Cmperour Trebatio in the citie 
of Conſtantinople, that there ſhould be in this day in the 
great hall topned together the flower of all Knightbode in 
the wozld, and the moſt famous and valyaunteſt Pzinces 
ad Knights therein. And that ſemed onto him, that 
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there was no better oppoꝛtunit ie to accompliſh my deſire 
then this, and bow that this Kunglit and J ſhould come bh. 
to this court, and her to defend and maintaine the quarrel}, 
in ſaying that J am the moſt pꝛecious and faireſt Damſell 
in all the wozld, againſt all amozous Knights that chall 
ſap the contrarie, and bee to bee the onely Knight, aboue all 
other that doth deſerue mp lone. The which counſaile ſa⸗ 
med ſo confozmable vato my great deſire , and be gran. 
ted vnto the ſame . At the ſame very inſtaunt we depar. 
ted on our journey, and tn the ende of much trauaile we 
are come hether the ſelfe ſame day tha? the wiſe man dyt 
tell me, and acco2ding vnto that which J doe ſ& in this 
great hall, J do finde it fo be true, althongb J am douhy 
fall amongſt ſo godly a companie of Knights fo finds 3. 
nie that is to bee compared bnto this valyannt and we; 
thic Pzince Rodaran, and how that the fame of this court 
is much moze then the dedes thereof. And foz that this 
our long tourney thall not be ended without receiuing (ome 
benefit and pzofif, here J do deſire you moſt bigh e mightic 
Emperoꝛ, to giue leaue and lilence vnto theſe pour knights, 
that in this caſe they may pꝛocure to do their beſt, otherwiſe 
with great reaſon they might haue ſhame to come beſozt 
their amozous Dames, if that you do refraine the conlent- 
ment hercof, and not fo defend them in this caſe with all 
their might t power, but firſt J do giue you to biiderftand, 
that bæfoꝛe that this valiant Pꝛince Rodaran ds enter inte 
battell with any of theſe knights, it (hall be vpon this cov 
dition, that if her bee by any knight ouercome, that both he 
I to be pꝛiſoners bnto him p getteth the vicozic,to do with 
vs all that his will 6 pleaſure (hall ba. And if it be ( that 
be doth ouercome any knight,that lihewile in the ſame 0; 
der he to ber his pziſoner,to carry him into his Countrie,o} 
to do his pleaſure w him. And againe, altbeugh the Paint 
Rodaran as one that is without all feare, would in themidf 
of the place of this great Citie make the pzofe of y — 
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hounty,foz that it ſhould be the moze manifeſt vnto pon allt 
yet J being no man, and ſomewhat timerous,foz the great 
loue which J do beare vnto him. haue requeſted him that it 
might not ber berre in this citie, foz that the impꝛiſonment 
of ſo high Princes 4 knights as be here pꝛeſent, might grow 
vnto great perill 4 danger, and great diſturbance to vie his 
will of bis pꝛiloners, after they bee ouercome. And foz that 
the ſecurity of all parts Wall be moze certaine to auoid the 
inconucniences that may happen to the cont rarie, it ſhall be 
god, and ſæmeth vnto me very conuentent,that theſe trials 
d paſſe at the bzidge of the white Jaſper ſton, that which is 
on the fir lf arme of the fiue Riuers, which runneth into the 
Kiner of Danubia, and runneth info the Sea Maditaranco, 
which is in the confines + vtter parts of this mightie Em- 
nt, wheras the Pzince Rodaran ſhall tarrie and abide the 
comming of all ſuch knights as will combat in the defence of 
this demand, and neuer to depart the field till ſuch time as 
be bx ouercome,02 elſe to remaine with the vicozie of all 
Knighes,of what eſtate and fame ſo euer they ber. And foꝛ ſe · 
curitie,that d pzince Rodaran ſhall perfoꝛme t keepe all that 
is ſaid,accozding vnto the oꝛder of knighthod,h& ſhall giue 
his gage afoze all and vnto all that is in this great hall. 
And there with the Pꝛince Rodaran did thꝛob his gant let 
ſo higb. that all thoſe which were there might ſe it, in token 
of defiaunce. And without ſaping any moꝛe, oz dwing any 
reverence,they departed out of p great bal,leauing amongſt᷑ 
all them that were therein a great laughter, as well at the 
demaund of the Gentlewoman, as at the diſpoſition of the 
Dwarfes, although they receiued great contentment at the 
dilpoſition of the lenight, and ther were many that were ve- 
ty deſirous to make the firſt pꝛofe with him, and bel&ned 
of a tertaintie, that accozding as hee was of members and 
fature,that he ſhould bee of great foꝛte and ſtrength, 
Withthis deſire there were digerſe that aroſe vp from - 
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table, and went vnto tbe Finperour, d aſked liſence that they 
might go 4 pues themſelues with that knighrt,ameng(t the 
which, the fic it was that god Knight Rodamarte, P2tnce of 
tye Rhodes, a pong Knight, e one of the valianteſt that was 
in the Emperours Court. Likewiſe the valiant Pzince Ro- 
dafeo, who was alſo a very god Knight, and both of them in 
love with faire ladies that were with the Cmp2cCe,the one 
of them was daughter vnto the king of Bohemia, called A+ 
milinia,q the other was daughter vnto the king of Dalmatia, 
called Salandria, who receiuing great contentment of they; 
valiant deſires t god diſpoſit ions, did ſhew vnto them great 
fauour t curteſie determining to take them to bee their hul. 
bands. Likewiſe in this demaund ther lacked not j) valiant 
Brandizel, who ſuſtained great paſſions with the aricke that 
be receiaed fo: the ablence of the fayze Pzinceſſe Clarinea, 
would in bir abſence dw hir this ſeruice,fo2 that the beauty 
of that Gentlewoman was nothing in cempariſon vnto his 
Lady.And with no leſſe god will p god king Sacridoro tamt 
fozthto aſ ke liſence,z after him Roſicleer, t the knight of the 
Sun, all being on fot befoze the Emperour, did deſire him to 
giue them liſence to giue the firſt attempt: who with a ples: 
ſant laughter ſaid that he knew not what to ſay in t hat caſe, 
bat did remit it vnto the Pzinceſſe Claridiana, that ſhe (huld 
determine what they ſhould do therin.UWbo did ercuſe hir 
ſeife in all that ener ſhe could,4 did remit it vnto the pzin- 
teſle Lindabrides, pet fo2 all that it fell out that in the ends 
ſhe muſt needs determine and conclude the great content 
on that was amongſt all thoſe Knights, who ſhould be the 
firſt that ſhould giue the attempt. So h& concluded that 
the firſt enterpziſe ſhould bee giuen by him that dyd firf 
al ke liſence of the Cmperour, and next vnto him the ſecond 
that demannded liſence, and ſo the third, in the ſame 03 
der as they craued liſence , And although it was a grieſt 
bats them which ſhould be the laſt, bauing fo2 cerfayniid 
that the firſt would conclude the demaund of Rodaran, : 
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#62 all that they thought the ſenfence iuſt and right which 
was giuen by the royal] Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana , who if at 
that time had bene lawfull, with a very god will the wold 
haue berne the firſt hir ſelfe p honld haue defended hir owne 
weautic,rather then to haue made the oꝛder and repetition 
e did vnto the knights. The Pꝛince Rodamarte would pꝛe- 
ently haue departed in the demand, but the Emperour by 
0 meanes would conſent thervnto,but ſaid that in all that 
dap they huld not meddle therin,neither chould any knight 
zrme bimſelfe, neither do any other thing but ſpend p time 
in paſtime & pleſure, t celeb2ate that feaſt foz the acknow- 
ging of his ſons, bow that they bad time inough afters 
ward to accompliſh their deſires. So Þ they ſpent the time 
in no other thing, but in making of mirth and paſtime, with 
meruailous ſtraunge t new innentions,holden in the place 
of that great Citie by the Citizens, that gaue great cons 
latment onto all the Knights, who likewiſe did dance with 
the Lidies and Damſells of the Cmpzeſle, who were-berte 
f:ice and pleaſant. Lie wiſe the Kmghe of the Sun did dance 
with þ p21ncefle Claridiana, t with the p2incefſſe Lindabrides, 
wt) (o gentle & curteous demeanour,that they receiued (0 
great cotentment therein, as to ſe him in bis armour, a!- 
though 2:co2ding vnto his deepe thoughts, he bad moze care 
ta rule his eies to beeholde them in equall manner, then her 
h1d ko kcepe his feete in compaſſe in his dauncing. Do the 
lia: dꝛew on , & all thoſe which dined with the Emperour 
d ke wile ſup with him, and after ſapper they paſſed away 
th: moſt part of the night in dauncing and mirth. At which 
tune the pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides,although it was great griefe 
into hir loꝛ to depart frõ the pꝛeſeuce of y knizhcof the Sun, 
et would ſhe returne bnfo hir Chariot. TheCmperoz and 
Emoꝛelle did impoꝛtunate bir very much foz to tarryther, 
and to remaine in the Pallace,but all that euer they could 
de 7d p20fit nothing at all. Do he returned vnto hir 
arict, accompanied with the Emperour and all the ret 
of 
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of the Pzinces and knights, til ſuch time as ſh& was within 
the Chariot, whereas they did all take their leaue of hir am 
returned backe, vnto the pallace, which was a great griefe 
bnto the Kniglit of the Sun,foz that hœ could not tarry an 
remaine to ſlepe in the Charior as he was wont tc do am 
no {eſſe was the griefe of the pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides whe he 
ſaw him depart,and althoughthe acknowlcdging of y knight 
of the Sunne did cauſe hir very much to reiopce fo; that bg 
was of ſo high eſtate, pet ſhe would fo2 bir part bane giuen 
the balfe of hir lands, vpon the condition that ſhe had neue 
knowen him what he was, ſoz that ſhe was better in quiet 
when cher vnderſtod no other thing but onelp bis great ta 
lour e bounty, and the name of the Knight of the Sun, f the 
great ſecuritie that ſh had to marry with him, then now 
to know him to bee of ſo high blod and linage, wich the pe- 
rill that ſh& doth ſuſped, and a thing apparaunt befoze hir 
eies, which was the occaſſon that in all that night ſhe conly 
not take any reſt noz fl pe, with the great care and grich 
which ſhe receiued, and hir minde ſo tumbled g toſſed with 
diuerſe ſuch ſtrange thoughts concerning the Knight of the 
Sunne, that neuer in all bir life he found hir (elfe in the like 
confaſion . Foz one way confidering with what intent hs 
departed out of hir owne Connfrie, and how that hir by 
ther the P2ince Meridian was gone and left hir, 4 another 
way, the acknowledging of the knighe of the Sunne, and thi 
renouncing of his law, and likewiſe the comming of thi 
Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana, with hir eſtate, and ſurmount ing bear 
tie, did cauſe hir to ſuſpect very much that the knighe of thi 
Sunne would wholy gine ouer the enterp3iſe that þ& þ4 
taken in hand, ſo that ſhe did account bir ſelfe to ber the u 
bappicſt and moſt vnfoztunate® Damſell that was bon 
into the wozld,and with the great gricfe that this doubtful 
thought did cauſe in dir, ſhe ſaide.

Like wiſe ſhe had great donbt in hir 
we: Fez that at ſuch time as the pꝛinceſſe ſhould returne 
to hr owne country,the knight ofthe Sun could not doe lo 
contrary,but fo beare hir company,ſo that the continu? 
converſation of them t wo together, would be the occaſi⸗ 
of that, which being in hir pꝛeſence, might be excuſed. do 
the ſe 4 ſuch like thoughts they paſſed away the night: 
the which the god knight ol Cupid neither moze noꝛ lelſe, 
N not ſlæpe very much wzole paſſions are not to be actoũ⸗ 
d,noz compared with the reſt. Foz if J ſheuld berre declare 
[that euer he palled foz his ladp 3 miſtr eſſe, the ſaire pꝛin ; 
$8 Ohuia, all this hiſtozy were not ſufficient to hold it, al- 
ad it were verp much bigger. If is ſufficient that he pal; 
war the night with no leſſe care, then the others that 
edi nne told you of: although his paſſions were not ſo ſtraũge 
e bim, as it was vnts the otber their grieſce. But the fus 
df his {c;zow was ſomewhat apeaſcd, with the hope thaf 
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aw bad fo; to be reuenged on him, who was the occaſisn cf 
dp his cull 4 moztall paine. wo at that time it was uoyſed 
d i the great Citie of Conſtantinople, and in all the whole

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Cmpire of Greece, the great army that was making in 
retineſſe in england. ⁊ the occaſion wherfoze they did ozdain⸗ 
the lame. Which was the eccallen that the ſozowtull knigge 
of Cupid, did thinkeencry dap a whole peare, with the grey 
defire be had to ſ& himſclfe with the pzince don Silucrio,ng 
ſoꝛ that he would haue any recompente at his hands, faz thit 
it ſæmed vnto him, that he was ty no fault, but onely togiy 
to vnderſtand vnto the pꝛintes Oluuia, the ſmall reaſon thit 
ſhe bad lo foꝛ to caſt him oſt᷑. So in this (02t they paſſed aum 
all that night, vere confoꝛmable in their ſlæping x reſt⸗ u 
very dicferent in their variable and penüne thoughts, 


Who the valiant Rodaran was, and the Damſell, and 
the occaſion wherefore they came vnto the Court of 


the Emperour Trebatio. Cap. 28. 


vntso the court of the Emperour Trebati 
2 was not ſo volde of octaſion, but that the 
2 1 was comp2chended there in great dilccipt, 
WE milchicfe,t treafon : & an enill pzeindicia 
ELL ynto all Chziſtendome, e burtfull vntat 
beſt pzinces & Knights therin.All the which came in luche 
der knit g put together, that it lacked but little all to be lol 
if it had not ben by the dinine pꝛonidence, ( who fozgetting 
the offences f hit people) did by his infinit mercy 4 gant 
pꝛouide a remedy : although many fimes,foz the fins oh 
people, doth permit many t continuall per ſecucions, done 
the bnbeleuers,vpon the Chꝛiſtians, to make them the W 
ter to know him to leane all their cuill  wickednefſe, 

to returne vnto him. Pet foz all that,be& never doth ſe 3 
bozre © leaue them,fo2 to bꝛing the Chziſtians unte vii! 
confuſion e end: as if hath apeared in the old and ani 
times, aniongſt the lawes © cuſtomes of men,nozneucr u 0 
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@long as (his woꝛid Call endure. 

Pau doe well remember how that in this hiſtoꝛp hath ben 
told rent hat af ſuch time as the wozthy night of the Sunne 
ai lie ſt ſæ che e inceſſe Lindabrides, hæ did partly under · 
tand of the might power of the emperour Alicandro, hir 

tber how that he was king over the Scichians, 4 einperour 
wer the T artarians,4 Lo2d ouer all the Indians 8 Regions 
qicntals,from hence it grew that he was had in reputa⸗ 
tion of the greateſt 4 mighticlt pꝛince in all the wozld. Likes 
vile he was loꝛd of the great Cataya, wheras is that migh- 
ty citte which iu of one hundꝛeth miles compalic, & of all the 
reſt that is in the Dztentall India, in that part wheras as 
monaſt ali his fubtc&s he was called the mightpe king of 
tings, Cmpcrour of the Tartarians,4 the Lozd cf the Ozien⸗ 
tall Ind1ans,ſon 4 hetrs vnto the high Tode. This title fhep 
une bnto him, betauſe the people of theſe countries had it 

n a lab t coſtome amongſt them, t alwaies had in reve» 
rence his pꝛedeceſſours which were Tmpereurs,bifoze the 
mperenr Alicandro, to be ſons 2 heires of their falſe gods, 
Inwhom they did all bcleeve 4 wozſhip Beſides all this, this 
mighty emper our bad in his ſubicction all the kings 8 lozds 
that were in the onentall part of the Indians, vnto the mes 
dionall, which are nine kiugdomes, all bery great & michs 
and full of great rithes: fo that with great reaſon they 
Wight ſap, that pe was the mightieſt emperour 4 king in all 
he wo2!d.Yere the Vilto2y ſaith that many be deeetued to 
dinke that this migbkie empire ſhould be cþ2iNtans,fo2 al⸗ 
hoarh they haue amongſt them ſome part of the law, which 
ed gaue vnto that great Captayne Molcs, pet thepz 
w docth differ very farre rom the true and per fed law 
Jelus Ch21T, foz that thep be all Adolaters, and every 
e of theſe kings doeth beel& ue in that which ſameth vn⸗ 
d hum beſt, foz that there ts no law no2 commaundement 
make them incline to anpe kinde of godneſſe ſoz the 
luegarde of their owne ſoules . Se it happened on a 
ne as this mightie Emperour Alicandro was in bis 
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great city of Neptaya, Which is in Catayathe great,verppey 
ſiue x ſad, ſoꝛ that ho could here no newes of the childꝛenz 
P2tince Meridian 4 the Þ;inccll; Lindabrides, rt pꝛehendim 
himſelſe very much, foz hee bad ſo ſent them fw2th into the 
world. One dap being accompanied with all bis mighty 
Icniglits 4 10308 his ſubieds, he receiucd 0 great ſeꝛteu an 
griefe in the remembꝛing of his chilozen, that it cauſed hin 
to werpe. And leaning his cheke vpon one of his hands te 
ſhed fozthmany ſalt teares Which ran down vpon his whit 
face. The which being lene by thoſe peres bis (ubtets,they 
Worc all very much amazed, what ſhould bee the occafigy 
that the Cmpcrour ſhould wa pe. 

Bo befoze that any did ariſe vp to demaund of him the o 
caſion,ther aroſc vp amongſt them a king,who was king 
Gedroſia, an old man ofmoze then one bundꝛeth peares, wie 
amongſt all the reſt pꝛeſent, was eſtæmed to be the will 
in Aſtrologie, g deuinat ion, that could be found in all Aſa, 
And all thep did giue ſo great credit vnto that which be da 
tell them ſhould happen, as thangh it had ben all ready at 
conpliſhed:the which king dyd wepe very bitterlp, with 
ſo great ſozrow,that almoſt he could not ſpcake, but pit he 

4 laid. Oh high 4 mighty king of the Scythians, 4 Cmprrour 
«« of the Tartarians. it you had as god ndgement of the know 
«« ledge of things to come here after, as now to cenceiue u 
« matters pꝛeſent, then wanld pou lene o7this great wepings 
ci fo2 pour childꝛen, who are very well e in health, 4 in place 
« whereas they are very much bonozeb and had in eſtimac 
4c on as they doe deſerue. Foz that the time will come 5 ther 
c (halt wepe and bowaile, thine owne lofſe and defteuction, 
cc of all thy vaſſalles and ſabiectes, with whoſe bl@d, all the 
ce f&ld2s of the mightie Empire of Greece, J doe ſe be (pzinl/ 
cc led, and yet J cannot atchine to know hom, noꝛ the occaſion 
4 therof ; but onely J doe ſ& by great ſignes and not able lo 
« kens of the coloſtiall influences, and my knowledge doth l 
karre extends that J doe know, that my dates doth = 
n 
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bn!o an end, and J cannot endure long. In the grecian Cm- 
ure be that is the molt mighticſt king 4 Emperoz 4 arcat- 
t Loꝛd in all the wozld,ſhalt loſe bis great ſtrength, t ba- 
ding loſt his owne liberty, the moſt valianteſt 4 woztbreſt 
knighies that ſhall be ther at that pꝛelent, ſhall loſe their lines 
and the quantit ie ſhall be lo great, that the waters of Inno 
hall loſe their chꝛiſtallyne colour, and (hall be changed into 
red blod, which (hall gtue teſtimony of the greateſt deſtruc⸗ 
tion of Knights that euer bath bene in the wozld. The which 
Jcannot by me knowledge atchicue no2 thinke to fall vpon 
any other, but vpon the, foz that at this pꝛeſent thou art 
the moſt mightieſt Cmpcrour in all the wozld. And if it bee 
ſo that vnto my words pou 02 any of yours do gtuc any cres 
ut pꝛoture out of hand with great wildome to ſ@ke remedy 
to pzenent the ſame, and fo cut off ſo great an enill as is 
poanolkicated againſt vs. And if vnto theſe my wozds pou 
will giue no credite,the time it ſelſe will giue a perfidt te 
ſimonte of this that J baue ſaid, when that pon hall haue 
n0 time noz ſpace foz to giue any remedy at all vnto the 
lame. 

Withont ſaping any moze this old king of Gedroſia, did (ck 
himſelſe do done againe in his place,leauing this mighty cas 
perour t all the other kings and Knights that were in that 
great hall, very much amazed at the wozds which be had 
(zoken,y knew not what to lap, but being amazed they did 
loke one bpon another. ſpake neuer a wo2d. Bat this migh- 
ty Cmperour who al waies found the pꝛognoſticating 4 des 
uining of this old king to be true, pet be thougbt this to bee 
Ithing impoſſble,4 not to giue any credit thervnto,but pet 
fo heare farther what he would lap, after a certaine ſyace 
that be had bethougbt bumſcife.be ſaid. 

The great wiledome which J doe know to ber in you, 
dod king of Gedroſia, and the truth which you haue (apr, 
that the cauſe of mp weping was the remembꝛaunce and 
lalung to minde my loutug chld2en,and the great (o;zrow 
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and gric7 which J doe reteiue by their abſence, is a (affici, 
cnt pel waſton that Jr all that be hore p2clent Could glue 
wholy credit vnto all thts which you haue laid, but pet it is 
not knowen bnto you 4 all this nobility,tyat mp power and 
Ereagth is ſuch 4 of lo great foꝛce, that it all the whole wer 
ſhould topne together, z make their confederacie againſt my, 
pet were they not ſufficient fo bzing me vnto that eſtate ty 
bs ouercome,neither once to abate any point of my mijchty 
power, much lcfſe the Empite of Greece, fo that I am fil 
ly perl waded that the leaſt of you here pzeſent, with the pp 
wer which pou haue in pour kingdome, is (ſufficient to de 
ſtrop it,x to conſume it with firc e!vtter ruine(f any occafy 
on of controuerſie ſhould be betwixt vs) as pet ther is none, 
neither is ther any miſtruſt of the ſame,foz that it is a coſe 
fry very (range vnto vs, and likewiſe very far of fromthys 
Country. 

When the Emperour had ſaid theſe wozds hee helde his 
peace t ſhewed ſo mery ſemblance and countenance, that it 
ſtemed bnto the king of Gedroſia that the Emperour gang 
but (mall credit vnto that which he had ſaid, who with great 
anger aroſe vp againe and ſapd. 

Yigh and mighty Emperour,the great confidence 4 fraf 
that pou haue in pour bigheſtate and power doth cauſe you 
to make a ieſt at theſe things which J haue told you, foz that 
{ft ſtemeth a thing impollible, without any conſider at ion, hon 
that ther is no ſecuritie of wozlbly things, foꝛ when a mat 
doth thinke himſelle to be moſt ſureſt, then he is farthelt ol 
t as it doth happen vnto all eſtates, ſo likewiſe higb 4 migh 
ty Pꝛinces doe fall and come vnto deſtruction, euen at (ad 
time as they acconnt themſelues to be in the greateſt i 
uour of Foztune,then is their fall the greater. And bert! 
doe tell yoa againe ſoz a certainty, that all that which 
baue told is of a truth, t ſhall come to paſſe, without falling 
any iot therof. And foz that you ſhall not put ſo ory 
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ence inthe mighty power x ſrength which ron baue hare 
do giue Pou to vnderſtand that befoze one pare doth come 
ajout ther ſhalche lopned together inthe great citie of Con- 
unt inople, which is in the empire of Grecit (that you bane 
in lo little eſtimation ) ſuch a number of Knighits, although 
not bery many, yet they ſhall be ſuch, that they alone hall 
yo luſſicie nt being togetber)foz to deſtrop the greateſt and 
mighticſt army that pou and all your ſublecs,in their kings 
mes 1 Loꝛdſhips can topne together. And if Þ out of hand 
yu do not pꝛocure that theſe knights, ( o2 at thelcaſt ) the 
pincipalieſt of them may laſe thetr lines, tg auoide the ins 
tonueniences that are pꝛonounced againſt vs. And if rov wil 
not here J doe returne 4 (ay to pon againe, that the ſharye 
ces of their fine cutting ſwoꝛds (all vſe ſuch eruelty vp⸗ 
01 pours that the ſarall bꝛokes (hall be turned into great 
Ruers with their blouds. Ther foze confidcring my duk p, 
that which J dog owe bnto your higheſtate, ta give whole 
credit vnto theſe my words, to pꝛauid ſucthreme dy as thall 
de tonuenient koꝛ ſo great a perill pꝛepared againſt vs. 
Without ſpeaking any moze wozdes this olde king of 
G:droſia ſet himſelfe agayne in his place, leaning this 
tight ye Emperour and all thoſe Kings and Nobles that 
were ther pꝛelent, much moꝛc amazed then they were af 
the firſt, although thep were fully perſwaded and be@l&ucd 
of a certainty, that it was impolſible to finde in all the 
bod ſo many Knightes that might compare themſelues 
with thens that were at that pꝛelent in that court, no not 
dy a great deale, whith was the otcaſion that wheras bas 
ſoze they did not giue full credit vnto thoſe Wo2drs which 
the Bing Gedroſia had ſapde. At this time fhry gaue leſle 
ind mode a mocke at him and at his diumat ions, but pet 
fo; that the Emperaur Alicandro was verye Wife, and 
(22e great erperience of the ſmall ſccirity that was 
m the pzoſperous citates of this ftranitozre wozlde, 
C. uli. with 
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with a wan colour 4 ſozrowfull ſemblance,he fell in a great 
imagination e depe thougbt. muſing vpon the woꝛds which 
the Bing Gedroſia had ſaid. And as the Emperour was jy 
this ſoꝛt a great while without ſpeaking any woꝛd, but ve, 
ry penſue # heaute, amongſt the reſt of all thoſe kings 4n- 
bles that were in that great hall, the baltant Rodaran arcy 
vp t put himſelf on fot, who was king of Arabia,ſobiect bnto 
the Emperour Alicandro, a poung man,t ſo baltant, that iy 
all Aſia there was not a knight to be fonnd, that by a great 
d:ale was able to compare himſelf with him in mighty pw 
welle x feates of armes, and foz that he was ſo furious am 
ſtubburne, he was feared of all,q all that were in the wholg 
Empire of Tartaria,were very deſirous fo plcaſure him an 
not one that durſt anger dim in any reſpec,ercept it were 
that valiant Pꝛince Meridian, with whom be would neuer 
contend noz pꝛocure fo combat, pet ther was neuer other 
knight noz Giant that euer did abide the battaile with him 
one honre. This Rodaran with great courage and anger,as 
though fire ſhonld pzoc&d out of his e ies, bægan and ſaid as 
foiloweth. 

J doe not know high er mighty emperonr of Tartaria,with 

hat reaſon is attributed vato the the name of the dininge,t 
the parentage that you bane of the bigh-4 divine Gods, that 
you doe ſaffer in pour pꝛeſence, & in the pꝛeſence of ſo many 
mightie kings + 102ds pour ſubiccs,that the king of Gedro 
ſia ſhould be ſo bold 4 hardy fo ſpeake theſe blaſphemies, tht 
which he bath ſaid,foz that J do belæue t hat if all the pow 
er of the gods,+ the reſt of all the whole woꝛld beſides,ſhvid 
topne themſclues together by the Deity that pou haue re: 
cetucd by your pꝛedeceſſoꝛs, if they were all iopned toge/ 
ther, pet were they not ſufficicnt to compꝛehend this, tht 
which the king hath ſatde, much leſſe the Ewperour of 
Greece, and the knights that ſhall there be aſſembled and 
fopned together. And bere J doe (weare vnfo pon by th 


oꝛder ot Knizhchood that Abaue receiued, and by my king 
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lie cfafe,that if J had the all together in the flelde againſt 
me, I do thinke to kill and deſtroy them all, o: make them 
to peld as pꝛiſoners. And againe, if it be ſo that the diuina- 
tions of this olde King of Gedroſia do put any feare 02 
dzeade into your harts,and that bis woꝛds ſhould ſ@me vn- 
to you fo bee true, and that the remedy the which bee hath 
0zdained will bee ſufficient fo2 fo auoide the great inconae- 
niences, in making away thoſe knights. Ne re beefoze pour 
diuine ; highnelle, and beſoze all that bee here pꝛeſent J do 
pomiſe,that at ſuch time as theſe knighes (hal aſſemble and 
topne fogetber in the Cit ie of Conſtantinople, to bee there 
peſent in that Court, and will maintaine and defend that 
the Qr;@ne Carmania, my well beeloned Ladp and miſtris, 
is the molt fapꝛeſt Lady in all the wozlo. And with all thoſe 
that ſhalt ſay vnto the contrarie, vppon the ſame reaſon J 
wil combat with him,vntill ſuch time as one of vs be dead 
02 ptelded p2iſoner bnto the other, vpon condition that he 
who hath the bico21e , (hall vſe his pleaſure with him that 
is cuercome. Do that in this ſozt either they (hall remaine 
the moſt weakeſt and cowardlieſt knights in the wozld, oz 
elſe J will bzing them pꝛiſoners befoze your pꝛelence, fo2 
that the king of Gedroſia may loſe the great feare which be 
bath tonceiued of them. 

When her had made an ende of ſpeaking,there was not 
one Ring no2 Knight amongeſt all them in the great hall 
that durſt make any anſ were vnto thoſe pꝛoude wo2ds of 
Rodaran,but onely the king of Gedroſia, who riſing vpon his 
lte did anſwere bim,ſaying. 

It thou wert ſo valiaunt of armes and dedes Rodaran, 
8s pꝛoude in thy wozds, then ſhould J bee fully certified , 
that thou wouldeſt ber ſufficient to accompliſh much moze 
then hare thou haſt ſaid, and that there were not in all the 
wozld a Knight that might compare himſcife with thee, but 
oz that thy ſtrength and pꝛowelle is far different and con- 
trarie vnto thy great pꝛide, here J do giue thee to vnder⸗ 
ſtande that this day twelue moneths there ſhall be ſuch 
Knighes aſſembled and iopned together in Conſtantino- 

CT. b. Ele, 
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ple. that whereas thou ſhalt excerde them in the ene, they 
ſhall exc&ve the in the other. And it chall happen vntg 
ther many baures in the dare that thou (halt acknowledge 
this to be true, all this which J haue lapde vnto thee, al 
though at this pꝛeſent it ſemeth vnto thee fo be a fable an 
lye. And J do deſire no other reuengement fog the iniury 
which J haue received at thy hands, bat onelp the repyc- 
benſion which thon thy ſe!fe ſhalt make at (ach time as it 
ſhall be vnto the well knowen . And foz that my wo 
ſhall ſeeme vnto the to be of leſſe credit. and that thou ſhalt 
haue farther experience of that which J by the ſtarres and 
celeſtiall opperations do vnderſtand and know, here J do 
giue thee to bnderſtand (that if thou doſt goe fozwards 
with this enterpziſe which thou haſt pzomiſed ) thon ſhalt 
finde in the Citte of Conſtantinople a woman, whe with hir 
ſingular beuty # fairnes (hal far excel the beuty of p queng 
of Carmania,thy lady, s with the great fozce 8 ſtrength of hi 
arme, ſhall abate thy courage and make the fo yeld. _ 
And therewith her held his peace, but the great pꝛide of 

that valiant Rodaran entre aſed, in ſuch ſoꝛt, when der heard 
thoſe words of the olde Bing Gedroſia, and his anger was 
ſ: great, that if the Cmperonr and thoſe kings which were 
there pꝛeſent had not diſturbed him, with determined pur. 
poſe hee went towards him to hauc thzowen hum ont at 
the window. But when be ſaw that hæ could not execute 
his pzetence, with great anger and courage he went ont of 
the hall, wearing great oatbes, that he weuld accompliſh 
and perfozme all that which be bad pzomilcd, g that being 
finiſhcd,ta take reuengement of the great iniurie which he 
had receiued of the olde king Gedroſia. Where with be left 
all that were ther p2clent greatly amazed at þis p2ide and 
bar dineſle. And lo departed vnto the kingdome of Carmania, 
whereas all his toy was, foz that h was amozous of the 
Quane of Carmania, wha was in great roxaltic ard eſtate, 
and very faire. And tn pꝛoceſſe of time finding himſeife ia 
great fanour with bir, and hauing bir aide and help to his 

content 
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contentment, bet ſtraight way gaue hir to vnderſtand of all 
that which had paſſed with him in the court of the mightic 
Empoerour of Tartaria, and of his pꝛomiſe that he had made 
befoze all thoſe which were there pꝛeſent, in ſaying that he 
could not in any maner of wiſe ercuſe the ſame,but that he 
muſt nedes begin the enterp2iſe of his tourney towardes 
Greece out of hand. The Qucene Carmania was very wile 
and of a god iudgement and vnderftanding,z if it had berne 
in hir power, cher would very faine haue binvzed this tonr- 
ney, and ſo; that ſhe knew very well the condition of this 
baliaunt and ſtout Rodaran, and that there were none that 
were abls to perſwade him from the contrarpe of this bis 
determined purpoſe, ſhe wold not by any means (ay ought 
againſt him, but with a merrie countenaunce (h& dyd of- 
ſer bir ſelfe fs goe with him into Greece, bpon codition that 
he would grant vato hir one thing that ſhe would demand 
of hin, if bis pleaſure were that cher ſhould goe with hun. 
The which with a very god will be did graunt vnto hir. 
And ſh& p2omiſed him to beare him companie. Then dyd 
they 02daine all things neceſſary, foz to carry with him on 
his journey, but balfe the pre was almoſt paſt befoze thep 
could begin to trauaile, foz that the quene comanded a net 
of pꝛon to be made, very arteficially t cunningly wzought,x 
it could not ber made an ende of in any ſhozter time. 

And although that Rodaran did often times aſke where- 
loze the lame was made, pet foz all that the Quane would 
neuer tell him, but after tbat this net was made, and all 
things in a redinelle, this valiant Rodaran 4 the Qutne de- 
parted out of the Countrie of Carmania, & carried in they) 
company certaine knights and Pages which were necefary, 
and after that they had paſſed many and dinerſe countries, 
they came vnto the pozt of Tenedon, whereas they did im- 
barke themlelues, and toke their way towards Greece. 


And 
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And although there happened vnto this mightie Pzince in 
bis tournep many ſtrange and wonderfull things, ber cauſ 
it is not neceſſarte, this Piltb2re doth not make any men. 
tion thereof, but onelp th the ende of many dates and great 
trauaile, they ariued in Greece, not far from Conſtant. 
nople . This valiaunt Rodaran was determined to executy 
his enterp2iſe within the Citie of Conſtantinople, but the 
Qutene of Carmania did diſturbe him, and ſayde, that now 
was the time come that her ſhould perfozme the gift that 
be bad pꝛomiſed bir beeſoze be did depart out of Carman, 
which was , that de contenflon which ſhould paſſe with 
bim and the Knights of Greece, ſhould not be executed in 
the Citie of Conſtantinople , but in the place whereas ſhe 
would appopnt it. The which Rodaran, altheugh it di 
griene him very much, pet durſt bee not ſay againſt it ba 
cauſe be p2omiſed hir. So thep nauigated all along the 
ſhoare, till they came vnts the 1Bzidge called Jaſps, which 
is the firſt paſſage duer Danubia towards the ſea, and was 
the moſt ſtrongeſt that was vpon all the riuer, and furni 
ſhed full of Towꝛes and battlements, and eſpectallic tha 
towers of great fozce and admiration,the one at the cntrie 
vppon the Bꝛidge, and the other in the midſt, and the third 
at the farther ende, all w2zought with fine white Jaſper 
ſtone, of ſo great ſtrength, that it ſemed impoſſible to ba 
taken oz wonne by fozce of armes. And this Bzidge was 
mapnt ained and kept by the Emperour of Greece, by rea- 
ſon that the people which doth inbabit on the one ſide of thi 
fine armes which pzoc@deth from Danubia, and runneth 
into the ſea Fuxino, thep are very barbarous, furious, and 
beaſtlie, and many times they do enter into that Countris 
and do very much harme therein. And althongh the En- 
perour would make a conqueſt ouer them, as divers times if 
bee bath put it in pꝛactiſe, pet be cannot, fo that they ben 


nepther Cities, Townes, noz villages , nepther any dwel- 


ling houſes , buf onelp great Caves vuder the ground, 

whereas they do make thepz þabitation, becauſe they are 

ſo beaſtlie and bzutilh . In conſideration To 5 — 
che 
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6-hotie the Emperour fo haue that bzidge very ſtronge and 
ercaving well kept, and it was foz that alongſt the Riuer 
there was none other paſſage. When this valiant Rodaran 
ind the Qn&ne ariued at that bzidge,4 ſaw it to bæ a place 
very tonuenient foz their purpoſe, tratght way the pzince 
Rodaran did p2epare himſelfe foz to win the ſame, e being 
Amed 7 in very god oꝛder, ha tene the quenc by the band, 
and without any moze company they went towards ß gate 
of the bridge, e knocked therat, e foz that they were all a. 
lone, the gate was ffraight way opened. When fhep were 
mmtered within the firſt Tower, this valiant Rodaran coms 
wanded thoſe that were the keepers therof,that they ſhould 
geld vp {he towers and bzirge,and that they ſhould depart 
with quictnefſe. Who ſ&ing him alone x they ſa many, weld 
rot obey his commandement, but did pꝛocure to defend the 
towers t the bꝛidge. and wold not ſuffer him to perl wadge 
any farther. But this valiant Rodaran in a ſmal time did ſo 
dehane himſelfe amongſt them, that wounding and killing 
the moſt part of them, the reſt were conſtrapnd e thought 
t god foz the ſaucgard of their lines to pe@lD,ard to do all 
that be commaunded them.

b& departed out of the great citie of Conltautivople, 2

comfozt in being in company with the knight of the Sun. And 
with the great vefire that ber had fo2 to bꝛing Rodaran pzi - 
ſoner vnto the ©mperour, he trauailed ſo much that in a 
hot time he came vato the bꝛidge of Jaſpe. At which time 
Rodaran g; the quæne Carmania were both ſifting in a win «+ 
owe of the tower of the ſame b2idge,x ſaw him comming. 
mo ſeemed vnto him to be a Knight of great bounty g eſti- 
nation. by the big + mighty pzopoztion of his body, At whoſe 
labt Rodaran did arme himſelfe,q being mounted vpon his 
coorſer,tbe queene commanded that the gates ſhould be ope⸗ 
ned bnto the pzince, who entred in therat, but in any wiſe 
they would not ſuffer his ſquier to enter in with him, 4 bee 
ing ent red into the firſt tower, the gates were ſhat very faſt 
at the tommandement of the Qachne, ſo that his inuier res 
mained without. And when be came vnto the plate whereas 
Rodaran was armed t mounted vpon his hoꝛſe, the pꝛinte ſa- 
uted him e made reuerence vnto the que ne like a curteous 
knight as he was. Unto whom Rodaran with far moze pzids 
than curtſiee, returned bis ſalufation,and ſaid, |

And in ſaying theſe wo2ds the pꝛince did turne / 
bout his furious hozſe, and R odaran did like, who when hg 
ſaw the Nuene,whereas ſhe (at in hir accuſtomed place af 
the ſecond tower, with bir face very pale and wan, halle div 
mayed,fo2 that the pꝛince did ſæme vnto hir ta be a valiant 
Lady,pacifie pour ſelfe,4 pou ſhall (& that at this encouy 
ter with my ſpeare, J will cauſe you to fo2get the feart 
which you haue of this monſter. And therewith theſe tio 
2 Knights with the great fury of they: Hoſes, and 

vith their great and long ſpeares in their bandes, in the 
middelt of their i wilt cour ſe they made their terrible cy 
counter,in ſuch ſozt, that vpon their ſhields their mightpe 
Speares were h&aered all to peces, e neither of them at 
that terrible encounter made any ſemblaunte of moning

htime the 2quyer of the Pzince Brandizc!, who — 

mayn 
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mayned without the gates, dyd not let fo pzay vnto his 
Gods bos the vinozie of his Lozd, after that he beard 
the noiſe of that terrible encounter, which made him verie 
much to meruaile , but much moze did Rodaran meruaple, 
at a thing which ſemed vnfo him very ſtraunge, to (& him 
ſelle ouerthzowen to the ground by the encounter of one 
alone lenight, whereas befoze be thought that there was 
not one Knight in all the wozld that was able fo do it bn- 
to him. Like wiſe her was greatly aſhamed to ſe himſelfe 
vnhozſed beefoze the pꝛeſence of his Lady 4 Qucne, which 
cauſed fo increaſe in him great anger and farie , fo2 to re- 
venge himſelfe of that iniurie, and dew out bis Swozd 
the which was very great and bzoade , and went agaynft 
the Pzince,who was not a little amazed fo ſæ him come a- 
gainſt him with ſo great furie and foꝛce, and ſ&ing his de- 
termination , did likewiſe dzaw out his Swoꝛd and met 
him , and both of them Croke fogether with ſo great furie 
and foꝛce, that at the firſt blowes thep2 ſh@lds were cat a 
lunder, and thepz fwo2ds deſcended bpon theyz Bealmes 
with ſo great ſtrength,that it made both of them to decline 
they heads downe bnto they2 bꝛeaſts, and made each other 
of them fle and acknowledge the foꝛce and ſtrength of bis 
aduerſarte, and from that time theſe fwo warriors dyd 
ſtrike ſuch mightile and furious blowes the one bpon the

ledge the great reaſon that the olde King of Gedroſia had, 
in pꝛapſing and extolling the high and mightie dedes of 
the Knights of Greece: mozeouer, bee ſayde vnto himſelfy, 
that that knight alone was ſufficient foz to deſtroy halle the 
armie of the Cmperour Alycandro, and by reaſon that his 
pꝛide was very great, and he hunſelfe of a balyaunt and 
Rout courage, although the vicozie ſhould bee very late, pet 
hee ſuppoſed that tbe fury of the Pzince Brandizel could nat 
endure long againſt bim, and being fullie per(waded in 
bis thought, he made ſo great baſt in ſtriking of the Pzince, 
that he made him very much to meruaile at his ſtout and 
dalpant courage, becauſe it troubled him very much, and 
b:ought him into that perplexitie, that he, was dzinen to 
beſfurre himſelfe from the one fide of the Bꝛidge vnto the

Likewiſe the Pzince Brandize), with the remembꝛaunce of 
the faire pꝛinceſſe Clarinea, and of the Emperonr Trebatio, 
and all the reſt of the knighes of his court, he thought it bet⸗ 
ter to die ther a thouſand deaths,then to returne back vn- 
to the court, and loſe the vicozy,at which thoughts they re- 
cuered ſo great courage, gathered ſo great ſtrength from 
ther: valiant harts, that epther of them loked as well ſoz 
death as victozie. At which time there had paſſed moze then 
te houres from the berginning ol their battell all which 
time they neuer reſted themſelaes,noz ceaſednot to oppꝛeſſe 
the one the other all that in them was poſſible.TWWhich was 
the occaſton that the might ie and couragions ſtomacke of 
that valiaunt Rodaran was not ſufficient, nepther the pze- 
lente of the queene of Carmania,but that bis great pꝛide did 
abate (which beefoze was neuer bꝛought in ſubiection) and 
pure necellitie and fozce , by reaſon of his great weari- 
nelle, withdzew himſelfe on the one ſide, and with the great 
ricfe thereof he began to ſpeake bnto the pꝛince and ſaid. 
gur hold thy hands, and let vs reſt our ſelues a while,foz 
that there doth continue time inough to finiſh our battell. 
Likewiſe the Pꝛince Brandizel at that time was bꝛougbt 
into ſo great neceCitie of reſt, that without anſwering bim 
any wo2d,hee did likewiſe withdzaw himſelfe,e leaned vpon 
the pomell of his ſ wozd foz to take ſome eaſe, and immagi 
ned vpon the great ſtrength and courage of Rodaran. And 
it med vnto him that in all bis life time he neuer com-

this pzeſent time likewiſe K odaran was leaning vppon his 
ſword to bzeath bimſelfe,and called vnto bis remembzance 
the woꝛds that the olde king of Gedroſia had ſapde vnto 
bim,and ſ@med that they would pꝛoue to bee true, and dis 
ver ie much commend his great wiſdome and knowledge,

And in ſaying theſe wozds , Rodaran with great co. 
rage ſtroke at Roſicleer great i mightie blowes, who lin 
wile receinedſach by the hands of his aduerſarie,that if i 
ſhould haue endured long. he muſt nedes haue reccined the 
wozlt. And having great confidence in his mighty Crength 
and in the bigneſſe of his boby , determined to aſlault ji 
aduerſarie by p:wfe thereof, and therewith bee thzew his 
Swoꝛd from him, and caught Roſicleer in his at mes, any 
tranailed with his ſtrigth all that euer he could fo2 to hol

ſoner, fo2it hath not bene foz feare 02 doubt that J had of 
the battaile,o2 foz neceſſitie of belpe foz fo overcome 4 get 
the vicozp of ther: no no, but onely fo2 that J doe ſe that 
ther both remain a great number ofgodkmghes with whom 
J muſt combat: ſo that J would not detaine my ſelf ſo long 
in the appꝛehending of one alone knight. Foz that J baue 
pꝛomiſed, in a bery thozt time, to pꝛeſent vnto the mightye 
Cmperour of Tartaria, the beſt knights in all Grecin, fo; pji. 
ſoners.UWho fo2 that pou are all enemies bnto var ſc am 
lawes,he would gladly ſ& pou all laine.Unto which wozs 
of Rodaran,Roſicleer would not anſ were any thing, but ſut- 
fered them to cary bim wheras the other knights were pji- 
ſoners: who having beard the great noiſe t rumour of the 
batfaile, they wers meruailoufly aſtonied,fearing what t 
ſhould be. But when they ſaw them bzing thether Roſiclecr 
with bis helme taken of,+ a great chaine at his necke, they;

But when Roſicleer, did ſ& them, his (ozrow et paine was 
fo great, that he could not (peake, but they fo2ceing them 
ſelues all that ever they tauld, did comfoꝛt hi ing: That 
now was the time to put away ſozrow e griefe and to bi 
thankfull vnto almighty god,fo2 that ſceing that the knight 
of the Sun, was abzod, t at liberty,that God would not con! 
ſent that lo great treaſon ſhould goe fozwards,but that by 
the fozce 4 ſtrength of his armes, her will put remedy, thc 
better that we may vnderſtand and know, that the great 
fo2ce and ſtrength of men, neither the great and ſurpaſſing

And hoped to haue him very ſhoꝛtly 
ther pꝛiſoner, with pᷣ reſt of the Knights, by þ aid of this ſub» 
till art of the queeue Carmania, buto whom de gaus great 
thanks fo2 the great polſicy vſed ther in. Mheras befoze be 
was very greuous and ſozrowfull foz the lame, thinking it 
ſhozld not be requiſit noz nedefull in any reſpec. 
do when that the page of Roſicleer, who was wit hin per · 
ceived that the bat taile was ended, he knocked very ſtrong⸗ 
lp at the gate by the ring, till ſuch time, as he was anl we⸗ 
red 4 giuen fo vnderſtand, that his maſter was ouercome & 
loft the victozp,2 was peiſoner : a how that he ſhould depart 
bnto the emperonr Trebatio,s tell him that he (ould ſend 
an other knighe. The page when be beard theſe woꝛds, with 
great loꝛrow # heauincle, he departed from thence, $ ſapde 
within himſelfe: well, ſe ing that Rodaran had onercome the 
Knight of Cupid,ſo likewiſe he would ouercome & haue the 
vitozy of all the reſt that remained. And many times he did 
turſeq ban Rodaran, g; the quene Carmania,foz y they came 
batothe conrf,at that time of ſo great feaſles 3 friuwphes, 
which the Empe rour madez(o2,ackuowlcdging of his ſons :

2 J pzay God to atne bnto yoo 
ſuch victozy, that our enemies might vnderſtand + knob, 
that as pet the king Liſeo, is neither dead,1o2 onercome.20 
when the night wared dark, the king in the beſt maner he 
could, he toke the quene bebind him on his bozſe,x ermbzaſe) 
the knight of the Sunne, ſhedding many tcares, he toke his 
leaue with the quzzne,t departcd by a narrow lane, which 
be knew verp well,+ went towards the cifte : 4 a{thoghhe 
met by the way with diuers, pet fo2 all that, bauing no feare 
by reaſon that be ſpake the language very well, they mau 
litle reckoning of dim, did not miſtruſt p he ſhauld be an 
of their enemies.

And withont findiag any great reſiſtaunte be aps 
pzoched vnts the tents that were in the fied, which were 
bery man t rich, wheras be found in them very many that 
ſ&med to be valiant Knights, who at the noyle c bpꝛeare of 
the ſouldiers wer all armed, e in their company many great 
and vefozmed giants, that ſeemed to be great towers, who 
when they law all the people run awap, 4 ſaw not their e⸗ 
nemies follow them, being greatly amazed therat,they tad 
fill e knew not which way to depart,but when the valiant 
knghts dꝛe w nigh vato thein, the ür ſt right that be met 
withall,be ſtroke him {ach a blow vpon bis helme, that cle · 
ung if 4 his bead downe vnto the bzeaf,he ouerthzew him 
dead to the ground. turning bimſelfe about, he ſtroke anos 
ther voon the waſt,that be cut him a funder in the mioſt, x 
overthz2ew him from his hozſe likewiſe dead to the ground, 
which made all the kmghts that wer ther not a litle to mers 
une, fog that this valiant # wozthy knight would not at 
that time karp any longer, he ſet ſpurs vnto his furious bozſe 
(paTed though the camp with ſo great fury that ther was 
not one knight that could get befoze him, being ſeenc by one 
of the moſt vallanteſt giants amongſt the reſt, with a great 
maſe in vis hand he followed him, pꝛetending to ſtrike him 
with the ſame. The knight of the Sun perteiuing it, turned 
about with his hozſe, t beſoze that the giant could crecute bis 
mahty bow with his m iſe, he ſtroke him ſo terrible a blow 
won the waſt, that bis ſharp cutting [ wozd entred into his 
bowels,that he fell down from bis hozſe dead to the ground, 
and then without any (apin x he put bimſelfe in the mid⸗ 
deſt of the whole campe. and made ſo great a ſpoile amongſt 


wan his enemies, that be whom ba found in bis way might 


wel thinke himfelfe vahappy. So that they all fledde and 


fan befoze him, as from ſome in{ernail creature, that ac- 
(ding vnto the great deſtruction that be made amongeſt 
Z. iu. them, 
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them, they thought him ta be no other. In this ſoz this vali. 
ant kniglit went thzonghont the whole camp, without find, 
ing one that was ſo hardy to diſtur be him. flew W his own 
hands moꝛe they t wo handꝛeth knights, 4 being all cmbzuep 
in blood, he came vnto the gates of the citic, wheras he founy 
the king Liſco, who being knowen by bis knights x abies, 
did open the gates, à did abide his comming, And when they 
ſaw the knighe of the Sun to come, all to be rated with blay, 
the knig ſtraight waies did imagine what had paſſed with 
bim ; embzaced him ſaying : Oh my god 4 perfect friend now 
A am fully pecſ waded that it hath. pleaſed god to give mg 
full remedp,+ ſet at liberty all mp kingdome, onelp in that 
J haue pour valiant perſon here with me. At this time the 
molt pꝛincipalleſt of all the knights of the cit ie came vnty 
them, t with great contentment # iop to ſ@ their Loꝛd and 
king thep centred into the cifie,4 commanded the gates to be 
ſhut very ſtrongly, 4 erc@ding god watch 4 ward to be 
kept,4 they altogether went vnto the pallace,wberss they 
were ofthe quene meruailoullp well receined z enfertainc) 
and did vnarme the knight of the Sun with bir own bands, 
and there they did repoſe t reſt themſeiucs that night net 
without great care t complaints vnto their king, to ſe theme 
ſelues in ſuch great afflidion, : almoſt all the people in their 
Country loſt. 

Likewiſe aiſo was the valiant knight of the Sun ſoze fre 
bled with his amo2ous thoughts of the faire pzinces Lind» 
brides, and of the pzinceſſe Claridiana, which theughts wer 
moe troubleſome vnto him then the ſurious battaile which 
he ſhould haue with his enemies the nert day following. Bal 
when he remembzed his bꝛother, and the reſt of his fricuds 
tbat were p2iſoners with Rodaran, he received ſo great (0;/ 
row e griefe,that be thought long till the day was come, 
bad a god truſt and confidence in God, that very ſhoꝛtl bt 
ſhould ſ& himſelf clære from his enemies, foz to haue tim 


to returne vnto the bzidge of the iaſpe, x to conclude Wen 
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tente to combat with Kodaran. 

Likewiſe at (ys time all thoſe that were in ſhe campe of 
the king of Arcadia, did not take their reſt in per ſea quict⸗ 
nelle, but when they remembꝛed that which dyd paſſe with 
the beginning of the night, they all trembled with they? 
great feare which they receiued of that wozthy 4 valiaunt 
knizht-And when they had made relation of all that had haps 
ned vato the king of Arcadia, be began to blaſpheme againſt 
his gods, foz that it was not his foztune to mæt with him, 
they were all amazed, becauſe they could not vnder ſtand £ 
k1ow who that valiant Knight ſhould ber. And againe they 
were fully perl waded that it tould not be the king Liſco,foz 
that he was not a knight of ſo great valdur, foz to make 
ſuch detraction amongſt them,fo2 that they bad combatted 
with him divers 4 ſundzy times, t iikewyſe others had ben 
ſo ventrous as to enter into their camp, but neuer did ſhew 
ſo great ſozce,t the Bing being very deſirous to know who 
he ſhould be r to ſæ him, he paiſed away all that night with

673576) the gad king Ly ſeo and the valiant knight 
„ 7 of the Sunne, after that they had commit 
ber) 4 ted themſelnes to God and broken they? 
actes, they armed themſcldes with they2 
en ns —_ ſtrong and rich armour, and went out in» 
fo the great tourt of the Pallaice, whercs

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as were iopnedfogetber befoze the king all the knights of the 
titie, who did erhoꝛt them to be valiant, tout their lines 
in adocnture fighting,ſeing that the gwdnefle of God hay 
bzougyt him back againe, s in his company ſo valiant e wo · 
thy a knight, who did offer themſelues onto death in what 
ſoeuer it pleaſed the king to command them. The king gaue 
them great thanks foz their great loyaltie, & did animatg 
their couragious barts in the beſt wiſe he could, ſaping: yy 
go? friends and lopall (abies, J haue alwates had beſozg 
mine eies the great loue which you do beare me, now poy 
doe ſhew it moze amply, that pou haue kept t defended this 
my citiezin the time that J haue ben from vou in pzocuring 
this aid g ſuccour, God foz his infinit godneſſe e mercy (akg 
graunt vs victo2y ouer our enemies, that J map haue oppoy 
tunit ie togratifie you foʒ this your great lopaltp e travaile, 
And J haue god bope in my Lozd Jeſus Chꝛiſt that it will 
ſo fall out, onely fo2 that J baue this happy t wozthy knight 
in my company, whoſe fame doth ſound throughout all the 
whole woz1d,+ all yon together ought to haue him in gre 
fer eſtimacion then if J dad bzought a meruatlous buge « 
mighty army of knights. And in ſaying theſe woꝛds, be com 
manded to number the people that were in the cttie,4 they 
found that ther was to the number of one thouſand of very 
god knights q baltant,e two thouſand other, that might wel 
beare armounr,e turning towards the knight of the Sun ha 
ſaid. Taltant t woztby knight, my very friend, your ply 
ſure is to command what is beſt to be done, fo2 all we will 
pbey you as our pꝛincipall captaine and defender. Then the 
knight of the Sun humbling himſelfe very much ſaid. 
Moꝛtbie Ning, J am not come hether inte this Cont 
fry,but-to ſerne you with my perſon, therefoze 4 pzap yu 
commaund what we ſhall doe, fo: J purpoſe to bæ the in 
that thall obey it, and ſoʒ my part J giue you to underſtas 
that foꝛaſmuch as all theſe your knights are very wn 
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of the batfayles paſf, J my ſelfe alone this day will goe 
ſoꝛth into the camp, and there to pzocure all that is in my 
power agaynlt your emanes, foz that pzincipatly with the 
fauour of alarightte God J will do ſo much. that they ſhall 
recetue damage and griefe. But when the King Lyſca and 
all bis Knights heard thoſe wozds, they meruapled great⸗ 
lie at the mughtie ſtomake and courage of the Knight of 
the Sunne,and wifh great admiration did beebolde hum, and 
it ded ſeme vnto them a thing impoſſible that in a Knight 
of to few peres ſhould remaine ſo great fo:ce and (trenath, 
that her alone (hould offer to put himſelſe into the (field a- 
qainſt moze then twentie thouſand Knights, and as many 
moze ſouldiers that were in the camp of the King of Arca- 
da, whereas was amongſt them the bꝛaueſt Knights and 
Gyants that were in the Pagan Countrie. Then the god 
king Lyſco who could not by any meanes abide to remaine 
in the Cittie,ſayde, that her might do all that bis pleaſure 
was to commaund, but ba would not tn any manner of 
iſe re maine beehinde in the Citie, but that he would alſo 
goe out in his compante .

And in ſaping thels wazyps: be dew 
nigh vnto him, raſeruing that. wich was requifit foz the 
cnurſe of his bozic,and with his ſpeare in bis hand he came 
againſt the Knight of, the Sunne;;/) whocwiſhed, and defires 
no otber thing, and wir h the foꝛte of his hozſe Cornerino ha 
mad2.againit him, and alk hong che courſe was very longs 
yet with a trice tteꝝ met together wit hj ſo great fury;thab 
the carth;ſeemed to tremble vnder then the made then 
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great Speat e all-tniſmall ſheners, but at (dch time as he 
thanght all Hav-bene-finiſhed, be found himſelte from his 
Haze vppon the ground bythe great encounter of his enc- | 
myo. iuch ſozt;that bee was conftr ained tu teate his ſaddle, 
andthe 59:g/)r af the Sunne paſſed fo: wards as theugh f 
dad dun roth ing at all, and this.valiaunt Pagan was not 
{a une ouer tho wen. but pzrſently bee aroſe vp againe, and 
new out his \ woꝛd, thinking that the Kniglic of the Sunne 
wauld bano returned agame dpon dim, but he making litle 
account of dim, did blow his done agame. Then the king 
Arcadia, who fronmhis Cent did bæhol de all that'paſſed, 
being greatly amazed to ſe bis bother ouerthꝛowen, ſent 
another knight called Rufier, who was a great Loꝛd in Ar- 
cada, | and one of the moſt bꝛaueſt that he had in all the 
camp,who being mounted on a mighty tour ſer went out of 
the tamp. mit h ſo great pꝛide t arrogancie, that be thought 
berely to reuenge the iniurie done vnto Momtriero, but 
his expectation fell out cleane cont rarie, fo: when her came 
to make his encounter with the Knight of the Sun, hee gaue 
him ſuch a blow with his ſpeare, that he pcarced hun quite 
thongh;that her ouerthꝛew him dead vnto the ground, and 
heakung his ſpeare therewith, b& dꝛew ont his great and 
harp cutting \wo2d, and in bis companie the king Lyſco, 
they put themſelues into the pꝛeſſe of the Campe whereas 
thep-made great laughter, killing and onerthzowing as 
though they had ven all naked withont armour : Oh how

all to beeraied with blod, and the field lay ſuit of dead'by 
dies, and whereas it was beefoze all duſt, it was now tur. 
ned into durt . At this time was well perceined the migh- 
ti and valyaunt courage of the Knight of the Sunne, who 
was ſo furious and flerce in his battaile, that whereas th 
ing Lyſco did kill oz wound one, be fo2 bis part di 
kill foure , ſo that they (lcew betwirt them that day moz 
then th2& hundzeth Knights, and in the ende there went 
fozth to make reſiſtance againſt them two great and ſont 
Gyaats,and with their mightie maſes in their hands, they 
went towards the place whereas the Knights were.

honght him out that day vnto the battaile, but ſeing that 
| was then requiſit to reuenge the ſame, with moze facie

md all they2 bones did ſhake, and receiaed ſuch feare, that 
here was not one that was ſo har die almoft ſcarce fo loke 
yon him, much leſſe to aſſault him, and the Bing of Arcadia 
17d vnto himſelfe: Oh immoꝛztall Gods, who could haue 
elckued that your power doth ſo farre extend, to make a 
tall man ſo mightie, that at two blowes be hath Naine 
wv of the moſt valpaunteſt Gyannts that were in all the 
Ald, and her alone ſufficient to make reſiſtaunce agaynſt 
benfie thouſand Knights, the flower of all the Pagan 
untrie. And J do verily belene,ſeing that von do fozre 
b to ſpeake it, that the ſoꝛce and ſtrength of this knighe 
nuch moze then yours, and if if were poſſible foz him fo 
r bp info the heanens,as he is here on the earth, be wold 
ely deffroy pou all . At this time all thoſe which were 
thr Citie, when they law the diſgrace of the Bing 1 
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all the great ioy and pleaſure which they receiued to (@ the 
wonderfull meruaples of thoſe two Knights was, tourng 
into great ſoꝛrow and heauinefe,and began amongſt they 
gricuous lamentations,but eſpecially the Quene, who fell 
in a deadly ſound, & ſo remained moze then one heute, but 
in the meane time this inuinũ ble Knight not making 
ſtap at the death of the Gyannt, without departing fr6 thy 
king Lyſco,did ſuch wonderfull dedes round about dim, that 
thep durſt oot come nigh him to aſſalt him by a great ſpace, 
but with great ſozrow withdzew themſelnes, bæcauſe their 
lines depended in receiuing but one blow of his hands, {| 
he chaunced to hit them right, and although a far off ihn 
thꝛew at him Darts, Launces, and | wozds, as well at hu 
Yozſe as at bim, yet they did him little har me, foz that his 
armour was luch as the biſtozie hath-thewed, and his hau 
was all couered with a bery (mall aud light maple, mm 
by ſuch art, that ther was no weapon able fo cut noz pearu 
it, foz ſo the Pꝛince Meridian had cauſed it to bæ made, of to 
whom be wonne bis armour as pou haue read, which tl th 
not a little pzofit in the mightie and immoꝛtal de ds oltzuß an 
inninſible knight, fo2 if that his owne armour and the ut 
mour of his Hozſe bad not bane of ſo great fozce b 
firength , it bad not bene poſſible to him to baue l ch 
ched and bzonght to an ende ſa many perillous battay e 
and confentions as bee hath done. UWhen this god knigge e 
ſaw that his enimies with great ſcare dyd flye (rom ann 
and gave him way, b& went vnta the king Lyſeo and 
him in his armes, and rubbed and chafcd him in (ach lan 
that b& came againe boto himſelfe, and when he (al t 
great perill and daunger wherein be was bzought,andt 
great laughter which the knight of the Sunne hadde mal 
be liſt vp his hands to heauen, and gaue great thanks bu 
almightie God, and with a very god courage he iopue 
with bim, and with great and mighty blawes ber bergan! 
, help bim, with defire to reuenge the great perill in ui 

his enumes bad bzought him: in this ſozt theſe two knig

Yere J do make a vow 
and ſweare by the high Gods , whom-J eſtæme but little, 
that to mozrow if thep retarne bether agapne, to arme my 
late, 4 with mine owne hands to take reaengement of bim 
that all pou together cannot do. At that time there was in 
:ſcnce with the Ring many ſtout and valtaunt Knights, 
who thought it a great ſhame and (mall manbwd to bee ſo 
niap againſt two alone Knights,and therefoze they would 
arme themſelues that dap, who when thep ſaw the 
Ring to be (a angry and w2atbfull,cuery one of them made 
ſolempne oath, to take cruell reuengement of thoſe two 
obts , if the next dap they dyd come fazth againe. In 
time ik the ſozrow t griefe was verie much with them 
the Camp, the great iope and contented pleaſure of them 
e Citte, to the confrarie was as great, when they ſaw 
two valiant warriours returne together, and cauſed 
gates to be opened,and went fozth to receine them, ans 
id not (atiſfie themſelues in bonouring of them, e gaue 
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valiant a knight, fo2 when they ſaw his great and fngy, 
lar bountie , they were all fully perſwaded that God hay 
fent dim vnto them foz to aide 4 ſuccour them in this great 
neceſſitie.

Rodarar,king of Arabia, my Loꝛd doth ſend me fo giue thee 
onder ſtand emperour Trebatio,how that all thoſe knights 
pych thou didſt ſend vnto bim, are pziſoners,4 doth mc wil 
he to ſend other knightes, ſuch as may with their great 
hanty g frength (ct them at liberty,4 if not, he is determis 
m to depart into his owne count rp. and to cary them with 
km p21ſoners that already he hath,4 will declare in all plas 
x that ther were no knights in thy court that durſt come 
wth to combat with him. 

hen the damſell had made an end of ſaying kheſe wozrs, 
returned back t went out of the great ball, without as 
tarrying returned vnto Rodaran,leaning the emperour 8 
| his knightes that were with him in great admiration 
lrow,belening that the knight of the Sun was alſo pꝛi⸗ 
nas men halfe amazed they loked one bpor another, 
ty not What to ſay, ? ther was not one of them that could 
laue, that ſuch knights as went fozth ſoz to combat with 

lodiran, could be taken pꝛiſoners, except it were by ſeme 

rat treaſon, Then the valiant Clauerindo, who could no

dran with his migbtie blowes, that although bis ſtrong 
fine armour did ſaue bim ſrom death, pet many times her 
bought bim cut of dis remembzance, that his hozſe caricd 
him round about the beidge.

off his helme, 4 towke away his rich 4 pꝛecious \ wazd, and 
bound his hands,+ made faffto his fœt a great 4 long chain, 
t carped him wheras tbe other knights were, but when they 
ſaw him bzought thether, de them pꝛiſoners, either of them 
receined (a great (ozrow e griefe.that they thought verilye 
to burſt with anger t ther were knights amongſt them that 
would glad'p haue pelved themſelues vnto death out orbit, 
vpon condition, to be but one houre at liberty, but eſpecially 
the wozthy Koſicleer, who when he law the emper our his f& 
ther pꝛiſoner, dis (ozow x griefe was ſo much, that be coul 
not ſpeake one woꝛd. Then Rodaran when be ſaw that be 
had pziſoners the moſt pꝛincipalieſt Knights of all Greece, 
With the counſaile and conſent -of the Qucne Carman, 
his wile he put himſe!fe pꝛeſentiy into his (Hip, which was 
at an an%er in the riuer hard by the bzidge of the Jaſpe. 
Likewiſe all th? pꝛiſoners in verpe god ozder with the 
Queens Carmania,and all their people, they commaunded 


* 
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to hoyſe ſaple,'and beeing very glad and iorfall of they no- 
ble pꝛap and the winde pꝛoſpe rous, in ſhoꝛt time they were 
put into the mayne Sea, whereas they ſhaprd they? courſe 
the nigdeſt way they could foz to goe vnto the Empereur 
of Tartaria. Rodaran recetucd the greateſt contentment tbat 
euer man could receive, fo2 that he very well knew by expes 
rience,that the pꝛeſent which hee carried, was the moſt wozs 
thieſt and valyauntcT knights that were in all the world. 
Alls bee thought that the Emperour of Tartaria and all bis 
nobles would haue him in great reputation foz that poily-s 
tie which be bſed ha rein. Let this now remaine foz an ex- 
ample vnto all kings and might ie Lozys,wherin they may 
ſe the (mall ſecuritie which they haue in their digh effate , 
and how ſabiec they are vnto matable Foztune,foz that at 
ſuch time as they are exalted all aloft, with great pꝛide and 
pꝛeſumption thep fozget God, who is the autho2 of all go 
nefſe, and de once leaning them, they are ſtratabt wates o⸗ 
uerthꝛo wen. and bꝛought into ſuch perils and dangers, that 
none but god alone is ſuffictent to deliuer them,fro whence 
doth pzoc>de the mp2rour,to ſee how lit tie their own power 
and ffrength is, when they thincke they are exalted in the 
moſt bigbelt eſfate, as it hath happened vato the god Cm. 
perour Trebatio, who at ſuch time as be thought to be ſo 
puiTant and ſtrong to conquer the whole wozld, E mounted 
lo high, that neuer Emperour no2 king atchicued the like, in 
a chozt time he was taken pꝛiſoner, with his ſon, other vas 
liant P2inces,onely by one Pagan. Whom at this pꝛeſent, 
the Hiſtozie doth leaue, te declare vnto you what chanced in 
Conſtantinople after the Emperour departed. 
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How it was knowen in Conſtantinople the impri- 
ſonment of the Emperour,and what was done 
in conſideration thereof, 
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C ſucb time as the ſquier which was with 
q Roz ky the Emperour ſaw his Lo2d pziſoner , and 
| >| the great treaſon which was vſed to take 
„ bim, wit heut any moze tarrieng he returned 
i vnts Cöſtantmople as fall as his bo2ſe could 
ran.aad at (uch fime as ther was toined to- 
gether in the great hall of the pallace many p2tnces 4 wog 
thy knights, he entered in at the Doze;4 with a lond voice ge 
ſaid : Ob pzinces & knights of Greece, what do you ha re ſo 
without care oz tonſidecat ion, and do not pꝛocure to go and 
help the Emperor our Loꝛd ho by the gerateſt treaſen that 
euer was ſane oꝛ heard of is taken pꝛiſonet by Xodaran. At 
which time all the pꝛinces and knights were amazed at the 
woꝛds, and there grew a great bpzoare amongſt them, aud 
de manded of him dow and in what ſozt it happened, who in 
b2eefe did declare it vnto the,the which was pꝛeſent ly pub⸗ 
liched in the great palace, and thzoughout all the citie. And 
when it came vnts the eares of the CTmpꝛeſte, in bir eſtate 
wher=s che (at: ſhe fell in a ſound,x was in the armes of hir 
Ladits moe tb en hozre as one that were dead, : in all the 
pallace was mate ſuch ſoꝛow t lament atio, as though the 
Emperour had bene ſlapne, and with a triſe there were my/ 
ny pꝛintes and knights armed, and iopned together a tom 
pan'e of mo2e then two bund eth, who departed ont of the 
citie all together as faſt as their hoꝛſcs couid run, and they 
toke theyz may towards tbe Biidge of the Jaſpe, but all 
did p2oit htte, ſoz that when thep came bats the Budge, 
they ſound that Kodaran with hie t ich pꝛap was gone, and 
they conld finde no ſigne which wap, ſo that they knew not 
whether to follow them. In thts time the arcat vatour of 
the Pinceſſe Charichana was not abſent, fo2 ibat aſeer 8 
dad ver ie wiſclie and curtedouſty comſozted the Empꝛeſſe, 
wwe pꝛomiſed hir and gane Hix bir wozd neuer to returne 
any meꝛe vato the Empire of Greece, wiltout the Cmpe- 
rour. and ſtraight way the was ar medgith ũrong and rich 
& mout, and mounted vpoa a light hozle,on:ly — 
Wil 
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with bir Damſels,ſhe departed out of the Citie, and when 
ſhe came vnto tye bꝛidge of the laſpe, chæ found the knights 
that went out to ſ&ke the Cmperour, very ſozrowfull and 
without all comfozt, becauſe they knew not which way to 
go lecke Rodaran, ſome of them cmbarkcd themſelues to the 
ſea, and other ſome went trauailing into the land ts go and 
ſake him, but the Pꝛinceſſe finding in a pozt ( which was 
nigb vnto the place whereas they were) a chip readie in all 
points, che embarked hir ſelfe therein all alone with bir 
Damſels, g it ſœ med vnto hir that ſceing that Rodaran dyd 
carry with him ſo rich a pꝛap, that it did not beehone bim to 
ſtay in the countrie. So ſhe put hir ſelſe onto the ſea with · 
put knowing any certaine way whether to trauaple, bat 
onely committed hir ſclfe bnfo Foztune. Do they nauiga⸗ 
led fine dapes at the Sea, without finding any aduenture 
wozthte the telling, in the ende whereof verie carlic in the 
mozning they diſconered land nigb vnto them, which was 
pleaſant and wel furniſhed with all maner of grene tres, 
and hauing great deſire to goe a ſhoze,they commaunded to 
hoiſe out their boat. Do the Pyztnces and bir damſels went 
a land,and He mounting vpon bir bozſe, and bir Damſels 
bpon their Palfraies,they began to trauatle by a very na- 
row and ſmall vled path, which went through a Ualley , 
which was garmſhed full of very (wet Roſes, and other 
doꝛifer ous flowers and hear bs, and they had (ſcarce trauai⸗ 
led therein one mile, wh they ſaw comming againſt them 
a damlel vpon a palfray, ſo faſt as be could runne, and men 
running tbzeatning to kill hir, if hee would not Fay, but 
whe (hee found bir ſelf nigh vnto the pzincefle, (hee ſaid : Oh 
knight defend me fro theſe traytozs,foz they haue commits 
ted thegreateſt treaſon that euer vou heard. Then the pꝛin⸗ 
telle hauing hir delme on, ſhe put hir ſelfe befozetheſe men, 
becauſe they (hould not come vnto the damſell, who would 
not withdzaw themlelues, but perfozce would haue layde. 
jolve vpon the Damſell, where with the Pzinceſſe with hir 
Apeare ſtroke one gf them. therewith, that thee gozed him 
cleane though, and FM fell downe dead bnto the mou. 

en 
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Chen one of the other offered to ſtrike at the pꝛinces with 
a gt eat fauchon that be bao in dis hand, who perceining it, 
fpurred bir hoꝛſe ouer dim, who toze dim all to peeces vn. 
der his fete, and ſiem bim, and offering to ftrike the other 
with bir ſpeare, de toke his legges and ran ſo faſt as euer 
ba could the way be came . Then the Damſell being at 
libertie, the Pꝛinceſle demanded ot hir what was the occa/ 
ſion that tvoſe men did follow and purſue bir ? Ab fir, lat 
tye Damſell, do pou returne with all (pede backe againg 
the way pou came, and make no longer tarriaunce in this 
place, fo2 if you be taken it is not poſſible that you Could 
tine any longer. Tell me firſt the occaſion wb, ſayde the 
Pꝛinceſſe, then afterward J will do that which (ſ&@meth 
beſt vnto mee. | 
Sir knight(ſaid the damſell) here bafoze goeth a giant, 
the greateſt and moſt furious that euer was ſeene by men, 
who with moze t ben twentie knights in bis company,doth 
carrie p2iſoner the Nuane of Hibcria, with the Pzinceſſe 
Theophiha hir daughter, and tcane moze Ladies and Dam- 
lells of birs, who by fo2ce this infernall Grant did take 8. 
way from the King Hiberia,and moze then foztie Knights 
of his, who were paſſing away the time abzoad in a berts 
delightfull fozreſt, this Opaunt did put vs all togetber inte 
a Ship of his and bath bzongbt vs hether p2:foners,carry- 
ing vs into a Caltle which is there a little befoze , from 
whence J came running awap, and it ſemeth vnto me 
better to dye in the bhandes of them that Call follow mg, 
then to be p2iſener in the power of that infernall Gyant. 
The Damſell finiſhing theſe wa2zds, ſhe recepued ſo 
great feare, that the Pzincefſe could not Cay bir, but moze 
by fozce then with hir god will, ſhe cauſed bir to returne 
againe in bir companie the may which oer came, in which 
they bad not trauapled verie farrs, wben-tbey ſaw com- 
ming towards them tenne Knights as faſt as their hoes 
could runne, who being adnertiſed by him that ran away, 


they came un the demaund of the Knight which had 2 
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the other kwo men. And when they law them, by the ſignes 
and tokens that the man had ginen them, tyep bnderſtod 
that it onld ba the Pꝛinteſle, then all together with they2 
(9220s in they2 hands they ranne agsinf hir, but ſhe re- 
teiued them in ſuch ſo2t,that (hee reteiued no harme of their 
encounters,but the ſtrone one of them ſo right, that p poynt 
of hir ſpeare came foꝛth at his back, and fell downe dead to 
the ground, and bzeaking bir lpear: with that encounter, 
ſher dzewout hir [wozd and began to combat with them, 
and dyd ſo beehaue bir ſelfe , that in u ſhozs time ſhee had 
lame the one halfe of them and although thoſe Bnigbts dis 
charge hir verie much with their ſtrong biowes,yet by rea- 
ſon that hir armour was ſo god,ſhe was in great ſecurity 
not to recetae any wound, by reaſon whereof, without all 
feare her put hir ſelte amongſt them, ftriking ſuch moztall 
bowes,that it was wonderfull to bebolde, and neuer reſted 
till ſhæ had ſlaine all ſave two, w/o ſeeing the great ſoꝛce 
trength of the P2zinceſſe, durſt not tarrie anp longer, but 
retucned the way they came as faſt as thepꝛ Yo2ſſes could 
tonne. The Damlell at this time would verie fapne haue 
han the Pꝛinceſſe returne backe againe, and not haue gone 
any farther, but bir couragious and valpaunt ſtomacke 
wald nat conſent therevnto, but followed the other in that 
way they went. After they had trauapled in that way a 
ſmall ſpace, they diſtouer eo vpon the top of a high Rocke a 
Caftie, very great and full of towers, and compaſſed about 
with a very Eronqg wall, and comming nigh vnts the ſame 
they ſaw come forth of the gate a Gpant, the greateſt and 
lalleſt that ener they ſaw in all theyz lines, and mounted 
bpon a great and might ie courſer, # in his companie moꝛe 
then ten Knights , who came that way wherein the Pzins 
telle trauapled, but as ſone as the Damlell of the Quene 
had ſpyed them, ſher had na deſire to tay,but returned back 
Naine the way (he came as faſt as bir palfray could runne. 
bat the Pꝛinceſſe who receiued no feare of the Gyaunt noz 
his Bntabts, kept hir way towards them, and when 
ie Ogaunt came nigh vato hir, with a hoarſe and hollow 
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vopte be ſapd : Oh folich and vnhappie knight, hol is it, 
knowing that J am Orbion, and having ſlaine my knights, 
thou durſt be ſo bold and haue ſo great courage to tat ry ag 
abide my comming, it doth græue mee fo2 the anger which 
thon haſt giuen me, foz that it will be vnto thee a great 
honour to bre ſlaine at my hands, and J ſaally (atilficd fo; 
the death of my Knights , in tating away thy lpfe. Far 
moꝛe folith and vnhappie, maift thou account thy ſelfe Gy. 
ant, ſaide the Pꝛinceſle, if thou dioſt know thy (clfe, know 
ing that god is in the heauens to puniſh all euill dæ des am 
ho w dareſt thou be ſo bold to vſe {s great cuil and billany, 
Lhereſoze ont of hand make recompence of all this euil 
Which thou haſt done, and ſet at libertie all thoſe which they 
haſt pziſconers in thy Caftle,if thou wilt that the dinine iu⸗ 
Uice bee not executed on thee this day. The pꝛoude Gpant 
when her heard thoſe woꝛds was ſo fail of anger 4 wath, 
that a thicke ſmoake came out of his Beauer, and without 
anſ wering any wo2d her turned about his hozſc, and with 
bis Speare in his band be came againft the P2inceſſe,ſay 
ing: Oh if the High Gods were fo pleaſed, that thou wert 
that great Siracuſano and Achilles the Grecke, lovnt ly with 
Hector of Troy, that all thzw together J might depꝛiue thi 
of thep2 liues, wherewith J might ſomwhat all wage this 
my great wzath and anger. Chis vallant 2 wozthy Pun⸗ 
cell? did not refuſe that terrible azib cruel encounter of that 
furious Opant, but with hir ſpeare in hir band went fat 
to met him, and meting togytber in thepz fir & courſe, it 
Opaͤunt encountered with tbe Dainceſle in the midſt of al 
hir dody with ſo great ſtrength, that if hir aruiour had nei 
bane made by the art of the Qucene of Pantafilia, it had nd 
be: poiltvie foz hir to haue eſcapeo death,fo2 1f he had mat 
that encounter agatall t wo other Kaights, he bad (ure 
pearted them th2ough , and ſoz that the fo;ce of hir ſine 8 
mour woalg nat conſent to be bzoken,the head of bis ſpeal 
glaunced on the one ſide and the ſtaffe was heuered all! 
pœtes, in ſuch ſoꝛt y the pztnceNe waſggleere of that encoumie cg, 
ter, but che made hir encounter with lo great fozce age ” wh 
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the Spank, that chancing on the one ſive vnder his arme, it 
perced hum th2ough his barneis. i hir ſpeare appeared moꝛe 
then halfe on the other ſide, making a little wound, and by 
foe of that frong encoitter,his hoꝛſe was oncrthzowen to 
the ground, t in his fait one of his legs chaunced under bis 
pe, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that by any mranes he could not moue 
hmſclfe , as the pzincefſe would haue returned vpen him, 
i the Gpants knights came acaintt hir. and compalled hir 
mand about, and charged hir with mightie blows on euer p 
Ide, but when e ſaw bir ſelſe in that nece lit ie fer dꝛew 
cat bir ſwoꝛd, and in a ſmall time nave them to under ſtand 
ur great bount᷑ te, and troke at them ſuch biows, that thep 
lucſt not come nigh hir, at which time ſhe had carrth;ow-

unſt his gods, in (@ing his kuights flaine ber foze his eies,

dare vnto them who ſhe was. And the remained fo faire

heake of the dap: the quene 4 the pꝛinceſſe were greatly 

amazed at that great wonder,+ loked the one vpon the o⸗ 
wer, belecuing it rather to be a dzcam then of truth, all that 
vhich they la w.

So they remained there all 
the telt of that dap 8 all the nigbt: and the next day in the 
mozning.the pꝛinces ozdained e made l02d of that caſtell, a 
knight of the giants, foz that be ſemed to be a god knight, 
thequene 4 the pꝛinceſſe with all their ladies e gentlewo- 
men did depart from thence, & the pꝛinceſſe did beare them 
ampany vnto the pozt. And in the way as they went, they 
met with the damſell that ran awap, who foz very ſhame 
ld not come in pꝛeſence of the quene,altbough they all 
great mir th t paſtime with hir, foz the ſmall confidence 
he had in the pzinces. So when they came vato the pozt,

ther were many other which did neuer pzonc bis blowes,4 
were very valiant 4 ſtout, who did arme themſelues and at

made by ſuch act that ther was no blow of (wozd able to 
tut it, who was mounted vpon his hozſc with great pꝛid and 
arrogancp, and went towardes the knight of the Sun, and 
without any other lalut ation oꝛ cut tee he ſaid: zt ſha 
well appeare foliſh and ſimple knigbt, that per ferday in 
battaile which thou hadſt in this field, thou diddell not ma 
any enemie (a valiant as J am, ſoz if thou hadft peſterdat 
pꝛoued and felt the fozce of mp blowes, thou wouldeſt not 
paue returned this dap fo delle vs with ſ@ great boldne 
Well ſaid the knight of the Sun if thou haſt thy (elle 
fo great eſtimation, and that there is not a knight in dl 
the campe that is thy cquall : Wherefozc diddeſt/ thou nt 
peſter dax come fozth and make reſiſtance, ſæing J made! 
great flaugbter amongſt thy companions,and in rcſiſtir 
therof thou maift well vnderſtand and know that ther 
no mo2e in the, then in any of them,foz it ſæmed vnto! 
great villanie to be ſa many againſt the alone, lade 
berro, but now. that we are alone together J will g1 
the to under ſtand that it is true all that J baue ſaid, i 
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nd in ſaying theſe words both of them turned about ther 

holes, with their ſpeares in their hants,x made their en 
counter the one againſt the other, wit h ſo great (wiffncs of 
their hoꝛles, that they which did bæhold them could ſcarce 
tary the ſight of their cies after them, their encounter was 
þith ſo great fozcex ſtrength, that this valiant pagan very 
much againſt bis will was. th2uſt out of bis ſaddle, and ths 
kaighr.of the Sun palled fozwards on, 4 loſt one of his ſtir- 
ps, but the fozce of that ſtronge encounter grerued him 
hero much, and be was not well ſctled agatne in his ſaddle, 
wen there came fozth to iuſt againſt him another valiant 
gan, called Pirro, t bzother vnto Alberio, no leſſe valiant g 
peu then he was, who dio encounter bim very Crongly e 
iu that be came von him on a ſodaine, and ſtr oke him vn⸗ 
tires, it lacked very little to haue ouerthzowen hun from 
his hozle out of his ladole, but this couragious knghe fra⸗ 
ning him elke very ſtrongly with his \ woꝛd in bis hand, 
tobe hun ſuch a blow bpon his helme, that all amazed her 
ee bim kal! ſo2wards vpon the ladole pommell,z as bee 
ald haue ſtroken another blow, he heard behind dim a 
eat noiſe of Hozſes,t turning him about to ſæ what it ſhuld 
he ſaw that it was a knight that came to encounter hint, 
ditg a big (pzare in bis dand behind him, z being well adats 
t at (ach time as be ſhonld strike him with his ſpeare ber 
2 bumlelke with great 1:ghtncs on the one (ide, & cut his

ld ogercome t take bim. S0 ſtrayght wayes after him 
ne another knight called Breo, bzothers ſoyne bnto the 
ung and no lelic "valiaunt then the others, who likewiſe 
Bb. iii. bzokg 
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bꝛoke bis ſpeare vpon the knight of the Sun, who monedny 
moꝛe in his ſaddle, then if he had made bis encounter again 
a ſtrong tower. At this time the valiant Alberro was moſi/ 
fed againe on hoꝛſeback, and Pirro was come againe vntg 
—— that they two in company with Gruto 4 Breo, al 
oure together with their words dzawentn their hands al. 
ſalted the knight of the Sun, began to charge him with (4 
many bard blowes, that it had ben ſufficient to haue cut 
bꝛoken an anfield of ſtœle into pieces, and there was neuer 
Knight in the wozld at one time ſo aſſaulted as the knight 
of the Sun was, foz that he made battaile t reſiſtance again 
foure of the moſt valtaunteſt knightcs that were in all the 
country of the pagans,4 ſuch, that either of them were (aff 
tient to fight againſt twentpe knightes, but this was that 
knight of the Sun, de whom all Perſia  Hungaria,and all the 
whole Empire of Greece, with the greatclt part of all the 
woꝛld did tremble when they heard dim named, and be why 
with his great bounty did bzing in ſubiection the terrible x 
fearefull kepers of the caſtle of Lindaraza, (he whoſe high 
and mighty knighthood is ſuch, as neuer was beard of, who 
did ſtrike t charge theſe foure knights with ſo terrible and 
might ie blowes,all together, that the wide flelds & vallepes, 
with the ſumptuous wozkes of the great citie, with the ti- 
merous noyſe of that cruell battaple was full with p ſound, 
t becanſe their armour was of ſo great excellency,that nd 
woꝛd being neuer ſo ſharp could pearte #4 cut them, all the 
whole ſtate of the battaile remapned in their great x migh/ 
fie ſtrengt hs, e oucrcharging of their terrible blowes vpon 
one another. Then the ſfoat 4 valiant Alberro, who ſhcwed 
bimſelfe very rigoꝛous in the battaile, when bee ſaw that 
the king of Arcadia, t all the whole army Code t did behold 
them. ſemed to bee a great ſhame 4 rebuke that on alone 
&nizhe (hould ſo defend 4 maintaine bimſelfe againſt fourt 
knizhes,t ſuch as they were, with his \ woꝛd in both his tants 
be ſtroke him ſuch a blow ouerth wart the viſo; of his bel 
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amd bet auſe his mighty cutting (wozd could not enter ther 
in. pet it toke away the ſight of his etes, ther flew ſo many 
ſparks of fire out ther at, that it ſemed the whole helme, to 
borne ther with, but pet fo2 all that this valiant warridur 
was nothing amazed 02 aſtonied thereat, but pꝛotur ing to 
giue him his payment fo2 the ſame, ſtroke bum ſo terrible a 
dow, that out of all remembzance he made him fall backe · 
wards vpon his hozſe crouper,t bis hoꝛſe caried him round 
aboat the fle1d,votding'at his mouth e noſe great abundance 
bid. But when bis bzotber Pirro ſaw that, belæuing Þ 
he had ben llaine, her ſtroke ſach a blow at the knight of the 
dun; that he made him to loſe the raines of his hozſe bꝛidle, 
t was therwith ſomwhat aſfonied, 4 being not fully clere 
from the furp thereof, when that the ſtout Breo ſtroke him 
mother blow vpon his bard bealme,that the noiſe 4 ſound 
therof was heard a god way e the knight of the Sun ſo oner« 
charged ther with, that be declined with his head downe fo 
his ho2ſe noc*,x as Gruto came vnto him to trike him an 
nher blow, thinking ther by to duerthꝛow him out of bis ſad⸗ 
ve, with great lightnes be raiſcdhimſclfe againe, with the 
creat ire the which he had, her froke ſuch an ouerthwart 
How at Alberro with both his hands in the mioſt of all his 
dodp, that be all to bꝛuſed his armour, s with the great fozce 
therof he bzoke his ribs # his gall within his bodp, in ſach 
(ot, that h& fell from his hozle do bone to the ground: ©h 
hzw mach was the great ſoꝛow 4 gricfe which the king re⸗ 
WH feacd when he ſaw that terrible and wonderfull blow, foz 
mi his cofin was very rich ta knight that was belt belo⸗ 
rd aboue all other knights that he bad and alſo fo; that he 
urteiued within bis mind, that if that knight ſhould endure 
nz, that hoe world not feane one knighe aliue in all the 
whole camp that is of any reputation. 

So with the great griefe which the loſſe of his knights 
tauſed him to dave, with a trtſe he cauſed himſelfe to bears 
ned with his frong armour, which was a finger thick of 
der fine ſtele, and ſo god as any was in all the wozld, 
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and being mounted on a ſtrong «light hozſe be wenf ont of 
the camp with bis ſpeare in his hand, ſaping: Oh that my 
foztune wer ſo gad, that as Jgo againſt this valiant knigly, 
A might make battaile againſt all my falſe gods, in whom 
IJ haue belæued 4 put my confidence,foz if they were all y/ 
gainſt me they were knights in this wozld, J think beriy 
to ouercome them all, t mahe them to know under ſtand 
that the power 4 ſkrength ok this knight is much moze then 
thcirs. The king had not fully concluded in ſaping theſe 
woꝛds, when the valiant Pirro with one blow that the knight 
of the Sun gaue him with his wood, fell from his hozſe ag 
though ber bad bene dead, but when the Bing (aw that, 
with wonderfull fozce he went towards him, r with a great 
t bꝛoad fauchon in his hand he ſtroke the knight of the un 
bpon the helme, that it toke way the ſight of bis epes,4 de⸗ 
pꝛiued him of his vnder ſtanding, and his hozſe caried him : 
while about the field, ſoꝛ you ſhall vnder ſtand that p king of 
Arcadia was ſo ſtout # couragious a knight, that neuer any 
knight with whom he did make battaile with, could endure 
with him a whole day in the fleld,4 was of great fame am 
fearcd amongſt the pagans, but pet he did not goe awap bogs 
Ting himſelfe of this blow,foz the knight of the Sun befuze 
the king could ſtrike bim the lecond, returned 4 came again 
to himſelf,x (et ſpurs vnto his hoꝛſe, came running againſt 
the king like a whirle wind, t with bis (w@2d in both bis 
hands he ſtroke him (ach a blow vpon his bealme, that he 
made him to fall fozwards vpon his bozſe necke, z the blad 
ran out both at his mouth 4 noſe,and his bozſe carried him 
round about the field out of his remembzance, as thougbhe 
bad ben dead, at which time Alberro was come againe to 
himlſeife,and he and Gruto together did terribly aſſault the 
knight of the Sunne,chargeing him with great and heauye 
blowes the which he felt and gricned him very much lo; 
though his armour did defend him from wounding, pet fo; 
all that it could not ercuſe him, but that bis fleſh * 
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bene bery ſoze bꝛuled with thoſe'mighty z Erong blowes:, 
and it had beene better fog him to haue contended agapnſt 
the whole ar mie, then againſt thoſe foure knights, foꝛ that 
being embzaced with a great number, the valiant knights 
could never haue ſo god oppoꝛtunit v to execute their mighs 
tic blowes vpon him, but in ſach ſozt theſe vaiyannt Pa⸗ 
gans did ſo charge him, that ber felt himielfe ſoꝛe troubled, 
but pet foz all this not fapnting noz loſing one point of bis 
coarage , but rather increaſing moze and moze, did fo bee- 
haue himſelfc with thoſe two tout Pagans, that in a (mall 
time he had overcome them, if the king of Arcadia hab not 
come agatne to himſelfe , and Pirro mounted againe vpon 

his Yozſe , who ſeeing themlelues ſo euill infreated , with 
* fury and courage they went to heip they company- 
ans, which was the occaſion that at that time their bat tell 
was moꝛe kindled and better foughten then it was in all 
the day bertoze, foz when theſe tout Pagans ſaw them- 
ſclaes, all foure together, theyz courage and fo2ce did the 
moze increaſe , and berein the knighe of the Sunne was 
nothing behinde them, foz the moze they did charge him, the 
moze his ſtrength increaſed. At this time it was moꝛe then 
the houres ſince their battaile began, without taking any 
reſt either of them, and thoſe that-beeheld them wared weas 
tie, and like wiſe the Pagans meruatlonfly tozmented with 
the migytie blowes which they had recetned,and the knighe 
ofthe Sunne moze angrie & w2zathfull then he was all the 
ay beefo2e,and his anger did ſo far excede, and his fozce fa 
ich increaſe, Þ at one blow be ouerth2ew the ſtout Gruto 
the ground, and with an other blow he ouerthzew Pirro, 
it the valiant Berro ſtroke him ſo ſtrong a blow bpgn bis 
ne, that he made him to ſtonpe 4 decline his head fo his 
uſe neck, but he made no bꝛags therof,foz that the knight 
the Sunne returned his payment with (o great furie and 
ce, that buckling bis helme, & bzeaking therewith all to 
ces the (kull of his head, ber onerthzew him dead to the 
round, and with a triſe ba turned vpon the king of Arca- 
whos was comming againſt him to ſtrike him, and trok 
dim 
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im ach an ouerthwart blow on the one ide, thaf he over, 
-thzew him on the other ſide. Then this valiant and wozthy 
knight without any longer ſta Cs amongſt them, but with 
as great fury as a whirle put himſelfe in the midg 
of the whole armie,and wounded t few ſo many,that al the 
way wheras ber went, he left it full of dead bodies, ſo that 
ther was not one in all the camp that durf make reſiſtance 
againſt him, but paſſed thzough among them, as commonly 
the bayfed Bull, being well pꝛicked with darts doth paſy 
thꝛough a copany of men. At this time the day paſſed away, 
and night came on and this valiant Knight ſomwhat wey 
rie with wounding and killing of Pagans,all to be byuch 
with blood bee departed out of the Camp, and without am 
following him be came vnto the gates of the citic,the whih 
were ſtraight wais opened, and her found at the entrie in 
therat,the king Lyſcq,all armed in a readineſſe to goe fazth 
in his aide and help, if þ& were dziuen to any neceſſifis, of 
whom her was receiued with great toy # pleaſure and the 
gates being ſhut they went vnto the pallace, whereas with 
great mirth and ioy they were receiued by the quene, and 
ſupped together with great iop andpleaſure,and twoke their 
eaſe all that night, and the knight of the Sunne determined 
not to goe fozth other two dates to the batt alle.

Dy bigh and mightie Gods, whaf a number of Cray 
meruatles be there in this wozld,foz that J thought be 
there was not anpthat was able to be compared vnto 
in fozce and ſtrength, and yet J found thoſe in Greece thy 
did far ſurmount and paſſe-me therein, and bel@uingt 
there was none other in all the wozld, now without (e 

of them, J baue met with one, with whom J bope of 
other remedie, but to bee ſlapne by bim, oz elſe to ba our 
come. And with the great gricfe that the remembzaunc 
be&reof cauſed vnto him, be twke bis Swoꝛd in both i 
hands, and ſtroke the Kright of the Sunne ſo ſtrong a 
vpon his belme, that he toke away the ſight of his eyes 
depꝛiued him of his remembzaunce, and ſo ba remayned 
ſtoyned & little ſpace , and befoze that Rodaran had

r would haue burſt, with a triſe hat was armed wit 
thick armour, and mounted vpon a migbtie great 
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light hozſe he went ont of the camp,x went foward p knight 
of the Sun, without taking any ſpeare, but with his great 4 
hoaꝰ fanchon he ſtroke at him ſo heauy t ſtrong a blow, that 
t grieued very much tbe lenight of the Sun, who anſ wered 
him with the like, that all the wide fields were full with the 
bund. Then b pꝛiſoners who were in the tent of the king, 
dery much amazed fo heare the ſound ot ſo terrible a blow, 
ted of them that were in the tent what it chould be, and 
traight waies it was told them that be ſhould be ſome woz⸗ 
thy in pꝛoweſſe that could maintaine and defend himſelf a 
qainſt two ſo valtant pagans. At this tune the king of Ar- 
ct ſtroke the knight of the Sun ſo terrible a blow that his 
cares were tozmented with the ſound theror, g loſt the ſight 
of his eies, remained aſtonied a god while, although it was 
not lo long that the Bing had ſpace to Erike him another, 
but it was in an euill houre fog him, foꝛ when the knight of 
the Sun came againe vnto himſelfe, all kindled in wzath e 
with moze fary then a thunder-bolt be aſſauited the king, 
with both his hands he ſtroke him ſo ſtrong a blow vpon his 
helme, that as one that were dead hee ouerthꝛew him from 
his hoſe to the ground, voiding great abundaunce of blod 
tat of his eares e noſe, at which time the knight of the Sun 
hadſcarce withdza wen bimſelfe from giuing of that blow, 
when Rodaran came againe vnto himſelfe and went againſt 
um, : with both bis hands he gave him ſuch a mighty blow, 
are it was heard a great way off, x the knight of the Sun ts 
"Wizpc himſelfe from falling, was conſtrained to embꝛate his 
rmes about the hoꝛſe neck,4 felt by fozcc ofthat great blow 
at Rodaran was both ſtrong t out, but foz ſo much as at 
hat inſt aunt all irs and w2ath did remaine in bim, with 
e alone blow be pꝛetended to make an end of that 
kaple, foz that be thought the time very long till bee 
tw ſome newes of thoſe pꝛiſoners his dere friendes,

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lour info por ſect red, like vnto the bꝛaue t ramping lien that 
foilsweth the fearefull Dere, euen ſo went this wzathtull 
leniglit againſt Rodaran, i ſtroke him a blow oaerthwart his 
helme, that out of all remembzaunce be thzew dim as dend 
at his hozle fœte, leau ing theſe two Pagans in ſach ſezt 
that all men iudged they had bene dead, with no lefle fury 
tben a whirle wind he put hlinicife in the camp amongſt big 
enemies, killing 1 wounding all that cuer be found in his 
wap, ſo that ther was none that made any reliftance ag aut 
bim, bat they all ranne awap betoze him, (bat he found non 
with whom to fight, except he did follow them to ouertike 
them, t he thought humſelle molt happieſt that was fartbel 
of from him. In this ſozt this valiant knight pꝛeſſe d into the 
camp, t went ſo far, bat at the laſt all embzued with bloy 
of them which be had flaine, ber came vnto the Cent of thy 
king of Arcadia, wheras be was put in great perpleritie 4 
troubie,ſoz that there was topned together many font am 
ſtrong knights, who altogether did allault him very Crong» 
ly,but he feeling the great reſiſtance that ther was made a/ 
againſt him, did double his blowes with mo2tall ſurp, that 
bis fazce did appeare tobe moze at that time, then it was n 
all the dap befoze. All dis time ob the battaile from the by 
ginning that the knight of the Sun went out of the citie va» 
to that inſtannt, the ropall pꝛinceſſe Claridiana was brhold- 
ing the lame, foz that this was the contention of the this 
knights that (he Rated to behold,at ſuch time as the hiſts;y 
did leaue hir, which was the knight of the Sun combatting 
with Rodaran aus the king. Then the Pꝛinceſſe d)awing 
maze nigher, did ſtraight wap know him, as well by his 
armour & ho2ſe, as by the mightie 4 Unguler diſpoſition of 
his body. e the better foz to behold his higb knigh(hood, ths 
tated t code till,4 meruailcd very mach at that which the 
ſaw,and although ſhe did {& it befoze hir cies, pct the cou! 
not belæ ue it, and ſaid. 


It is not poſſible that although there were here tho 
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(wo capfaines of the michtie Affrica t Scipion, with them 
Hercules i the might ie Sampſon, that all they together were 
not ſuffietent to do that which this alone Knight doth on 
his enemies. Of truth J bane great reaſon fo2 to loue bim, 
2s the hig heſt & molt pꝛetious knight in all the wozld.And 
in laing theſe wo2des, ſ@&ing that be was compaſſed round 
about w (9 great a multitude of kinghts ſhe ſtroke hir bozſe 
with the ſpurs with ſo great fury,+ put bir lelte in the midſt 
of the camp,4 neuer ſtated till ſach time as ſhe came wheres 
gs the lenighe of the Sun was, + began to deale ſuch blowes, 
that ſhe made his cmmtes to run away. At which ſigbt the 
k2hc of the Sun was put in great admiration, & could not 
wagine who that valiant Knight ſhould be, 4 being verie 
ispfull of fo god a1d , ſuctour, he put himſelfe amongſt bis 
tnemies, killing 4 euerthzowing ſo many,fhat they all ran 
away beſo2e him as from the death, and with great fauonr 
that he had of the pꝛintes, and the valiantnelle that ſhe vſed, 
he lekt fir at the doꝛe of the tent. altobted from his hozſe 
and en? red in, Kroke ſuch mo2tall blowes at them that be 
met, that he made them all ro retire backwardes, ? fo put 
toemſelnes into another rome tn the Cent, whereas thep 
thou iht better to defend themſelues, but the knight of the Sun 
with terrible furype followes after them, and with a few 
bowes her dew ſire 92 ſeanen of them in pꝛeſence of the 
Empereur and all the reſt of the pꝛiſoners that were with 
him; who were greatly amazed af ſuch a ſodaine chaunce, 
not knowing what it ſhould'be, and very much meruap⸗ 
led be holding the great wonders the which he did in tbeyz 
meſence,but when in behol ding they unew him verp well 
do his armour, by the might inefle of his per lonſ although 
bee war all bat he d iu blot) J cannot bre rehearſe the 
great iop 4 pleaſure which they retemed, ſeing themſeluts 
in that great neceſlitie, t bpon a ſodaine in thai time vn 
ked ſoꝛ, lo great ſucceur, ſurelę they did belaue that he was 
bat thctþer by the power of almightie God. And 6s 
Cc. ic. vet 
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pet this god Knight had not ſene them, ſoꝛ that be was occy/ 
pied in diſimbarking himſeife with them that he had delay 
bim, vpon whain he ftroke ſuch moztall blowes, that ſome of 
them he cut a lunder in the midf,and other lome be clone 
dowa to p teeth, t others to their bzcſta, with ſach moztall 
deſtruction, that in a (mal time ther remained not one of all 
their enemies alive in the tent, ſoz that the pzinces Claridi 
ana did wozthely defend the entt p. in wounding m killing all 
thole that came nigh vnto hir. At this time becauſe the tung 
Liſeo had (ne all that the knight ot the Sun had done, hoy 
farre hee had put himſelfe in amongſt his enemies, baning 
great deſire either to be flaine oz elſe lo (& an end of bis l/ 
vertp, all ſach as were within the citie t able to weare at 
mour, went koꝛth to aid the knighe of the lun if nede ſo ti 
quired, they put themſelues amongſt their euemies,defends 
ing that none would come t giue (ucconr vnto the king,why 
fill with Rodaran were in a found 4 from themſe lues, as 
they came al fozth with deſire to die 02 fo be at liberty,like 
mad dogs they put thiſelues amongſt their enemies, leu 
many of them, but in eſpectall the god king Liſco who ne 
uer Croke blow, but that he ew o2 ouer the a knight to 
tbe ground, e by rcaſon of the great hurt 4 damage which 
they of the camp recetued on that ſide having th nad of 


ald + ſucconr,t5ep all did leaue the bat taile at the tent and 
went thether,aithougb there rematned not ſa few agayuf 
the P2inceſſe,bat that che dad inough to doc. Row when 
the Knight of the Sunne was clere of his enemies, he (aw 
the pꝛiſoners wheras thcy were in a coꝛner of the Tent, 
all of them with great chaines at their legges, and know 
ing them, on the one part be ſhe d many ſalt teares from his 
eies, foʒ to ſe ſo high and mightie Pztnccs bꝛought into ld 
great extremitie, and on the other part he was as iopful a 
ener he was in all dis life, becauſe his foztune was ſo gad 
to bzing him fo giue them their libertp, and liſting vp the 
be auer of his helme, he went and kneled downe befo2e the 


Emperour his father, and toke his hand and kiflco them, Y-.;

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bot the emperonr:with a tender loue, maʒe then of a father, 
— — by bis cher : 
with great toy and pieaſure emb2ace hinyſaping :; 
was very certaine e ſure .me welbeloned ſon, that weſhould 
not lack your ard + ſacceur-in tbe time of this our great ne⸗ 
uit ie, t he re I giue great thanks-vato the (oucraigne exs⸗ 
ato;,that by bis mightie power vou were ſent at this ti 
to gine vs liberty. Then Koſicleer and all the reſt of ths 
mighty pzinces and knights did embzace hum, x could not be⸗ 
ans that be-ſhould be ghe knighe of the Sun, with the great 
u t contentment they retetued when-they law hun, who 
polled off all their chames t ſet them at kiberty,e toke from 
one-of them that was ther llaine, the keies of certaine cheſts, 
wheras was all their armoar, ſo tbat they lacked not one 
pete of them, toꝛ that Rodatan t t he quæne Carmania com- 
nunded all to be uept nerv ell, that none hould be loſt. All 
this time was the quane Carmama hidden in a cloſet of the 
lame tent, la veaup t ſad to ſe all Þ paſſed, that the thought 
with very loꝛrow to haue dies. And in the me ane time that 
the emperour & the ret were ar ming of themſe lues ingreat 
halt, the knight of t he dun returned to ſuecour and help that 
Kught, whom be left defending of the doe of the tent, that 
none thould. enter in therat, i it was that woztby: 4 rovall 
p;ncelſſe Claridiana, wbom he found very b2auely-and ſtout - 
ye combatt ing with a great number of knghts,and. badde 
be'02e hir at the entry of the Tent, very many Caine and 
wounded;and fo2 that (he kept bir ſcife in'the4nGds of the 
entre, che defended bir ſetfe the better from all that came 
amt hir. But wyen he came amongſt them with, his 
migatie blowes, be made all dis enemies to & part them» 
ſelacs from tbe doe of the Tent, / foz; when they (aw bim 
tomanng,euery one dyd pzocare to make way all that ener 
they conld from dim. fo2 that they thought verily bea could 
be no moꝛt alt man. doing that which they ſaw him doe. at 
this tune the god king 1 with all his knighrs to- 
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gether in an ambuſhment, in the mir of the camp, killing 
and wounding his enimies,that they thought them to be all 
rauening Lions, but yet in tbe end if they had endur ed long, 
ther could not one of th daue remained alius, ſoʒ they wert 
bat a ſmall number, t their enemies very many e baliaunt, 
So at this time the god emperour and all the reſt of ttaſt 
wozthy pꝛinces x knights were armed. t with their i won 
dꝛawen in their handes with the greateſt fury im all thy 
woꝛld tbey went out of the tent, and as thoſe which badg 
preat defirefo reuenge themſelues in a ſmall time they man 
ſuch a laughter amongſt their enimies, that thep thought 
it veſt to glue them way, ſo that they had time & ſpace inough 
fo pꝛouide thenilelues of hozſes, of thoſe which ran tou 
about the field of the knights that were flaine,q4 when they 
were all mounted on boz(back thep ior ned tbemſelues to+ 
gether in an'ambuſhment e put themſelues in the midCt of 
all the battaile with ſo great fur v. troke ſuch crncll : moz- 
fall blowes, that ther were none in all tbe camp that turf 
abide befoze them. Who ſo bad (ene the god Cmperour 
Trebatio at that pꝛeſent in the middeſt of bis two ſons,kil 
ling e wounding ſo many,fhat bee was all to be bathed in 
blod, e did well appeare by the blowes he gaue the great 
god will which he bad fo revenge htm(ſelfe,4 that valiaunt 
pzince Roſicleer did range feates,that wboſoener had ſent 
him might well know him to be bzother vnto the knight of 
Che Sun. Likewiſe the mightte e fur ious P2ince Brandizell 
with king Sacridoro x Rodamarte,it might well be (21d that 
all they were a ſepulchze vnto their enimics,foz that they 
were very many that were Caine that dap, e foz that ther 
was none that did know the p2tnces Claridiana, ſ&ing (he 
moꝛtall blowes which Che gaue,and the wonder ſuli things 
which cher did, they all meruailed much, not knowing whi 
fhat mighty e ſtrong Knight (ould be, + they had a merus 
lous great veſire to now dim. Toconclude;foz that t bis i 
cellent company kept themſclues together. they made ſuch 
laughter among their enimies, that which way (0 = 
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they went they made a b2oad way, e in a (mall time they 
tame 4 topned with the god king Liſco & his knights, who 
were wonderfully amazed when they ſaw the knigbe of the 
Sun accompanied with ſo many ſtout q valiant knights, and 
could not by any meanes imagine what it Gould meane,# 
being all 10pned together,thoſe that were with the king Li- 
ſeo recetued great conrage,t their enimies har ts failed, and 
mach the moze becaule they had no captain to gouer ne the, 
qpot them in courage, t miſtruſting the woz[t,many of the 
ran away out of the campe, pꝛocuring cach one to (aug his 
owne lite. when the reſt ſaw ſome of their cõpanions run 
away,thep out of hand did the like, in ſuch ſazt,that in tbe 
end of one houre,the pziſoners were at liber tp, ther remai⸗ 
ned not one in all the camp of the king of Arcadia, crcept it 
were thole that were llaine 4 wounded,. which were moze 
then halle of them. And when (hey ſaw themſelues at libertꝑ 
(clere of their enemies, not finding one with whom to fight, 
the king Lileo went vato the knight of the Sun, aud pulled 
off bis helme, and cmbzaced him,ſaping. Ah my god Lozd 
and perſec friend, how can J gratifie this great god bene⸗ 
fit the which this dar J haue recetued of peur great woz-* 
thin: Ne, foz by pon J haue recouered my loſt Aingdome, 
therioze wozthy P2zince, J doe molt hartelye deſite pou 
to tell me who theſe valiant knights be, and (rom whence ſo 
excellent a companye ſhould come. Then. pꝛeſentlie the 
knight of the Sunne, who. did cſtæme verre much of him, 
declared vato him who thep were, and by what aducnturs 
he had found them there. At this time the Emperor and 
all the re of the Pꝛinces and knights bad taken off their 
helmcs,and the king Liſeo was the gladdeſt man in all the 
woꝛld, and went to kiſſe the emperours hands, ſaping: May 
it pleaſe page ſageratgne bighneſſe to giuc pour handes to 
kiſe them,foz that thzough vou Jamreſtozed vnto my loft 
kingdome. This bigh and wozthy Emperour did cmbzace 
him with great loue, ſo like wile did all the ather Deinces 
knights, ther paſſed dag the many curtcous oo. 
| c. Mit. rt 
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pet fo} all this was not the-ropall pꝛinceſſe Claridiana king; 
wen-And being deſir ed by the emperoor e all the other pyin· 
ces 4 knights to gine them vnderſtanding who + what's 
was, ſhe ſtraight way pulled off bir helme, wheras be dy 
diſcouer hir peolow haire, which was boynd vp with a net 
of gold, very richly 4 wonderfullpe wꝛonght, e by reaſon of 
bir great tile which the recewed in the paſſed battaile, 
hir colour was ſomewhat moved, wher with ſhe hewed { 
perfect 4 ſinguler beauty, that verily Che ſemed bnfo them 
all, to be rather ſome divine creature, then any bamane per 
ſon, ther was neuer a one there but ſhe ſ med vnto them 
fo bee ſome celeſtiall thing. Then the -Emperour am 
all the reſt of the knights that did know hir, being as 
amazed at hir beauty,as to ſe hir ther at that inſtant, 
all vnto hir. ? did welcome her with great curteſie. And the 
emperour ſaid: y Lady + miſtres, this liberty the whichJ 
and all theſe pzinces 4 knights haue recetued, it cannot ba 
but by the hands of ſo high a damſell as pov are, J pzoy 
God that we may be able to gratifie you fo2 the ſame.Unty 
the knight of the Sunne, ſaid the Pzinceſe,ougdt yon to ſur · 
render and giue theſe thankes, fo2 that fo2 him is 02dayned 
and kept the atchiuing of all god aducntares,and to giue 
the finall concluſion of þ ſame. What might be re be thought 
of the great iop and pleaſure which this amozons and va 
liant knight conceived, when that in that time and place 
ber found himſelfe in the pꝛeſence of his Lady and miſtres, 
baning ſeene what (hee had done fo2 him bafoze bee knew 
bir. Truely this mirth and gladneſſe was lo much, that ba 
thought all bis vnderſtanding to be tranſpozted into ace 
leſtian glo:y wdereas the choſen dot h remaine, and noing 
towards hir. he ſaid: Pour ſonerainne bt aut map pleaſe 
to giue vnto mœ pour ſeire hands, tuat J may kifſe them,

in achnow'engrng of the great curfcſte which all we have 
receyued by vdur ſoucrarene-arde and ſuctour, ond foꝛ that 
alt enter pꝛiſes which J doe take in hand may haue credif,

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and likewiſe ail god and valyaunt Knights in the wozld . 
Then the Pꝛinceſſe who recetned great contentment at his 
woꝛ ds. lapd hir armes vpon his choulders and ſlapd: Mog 
thie Pꝛince, yoor politite dealings and excellent bount ie 
zoth ſo far ercell,that it is not nedefall fo: me to expꝛeſſe 
the ſame, nepther any other, but onely to behold what is 
done by yoar valiant hands Here in this Camp, and vnfo 
this there is god witnefſe, who is the king Liſco and alt bis 
knights”. And paſſing beetwirt them many other amozous 
woꝛds the Knighe of the Sunne dyd tell them all how and 
by what aducnture hæ came thetber;and ati that happened 
with him after he departed out of Greece. The like dyd the 
P2inceſſe Claridiana, ſo that all the whole tompanie bnder- 
ſtod by what ozder they were there aſſembled and iopned. 
zn the meane time that they were in this acknowledging 
one another, thoſe of Lidia were not idle, 'fo2 they minded 
no other thing but to robbe and deſtroy all that were in 
the Tents and Tampe of the King of Arcadia, and finding 
there great ſtoꝛe of riches and treaſure which the king hab 
bzongbt,cucry one of them did ſo lade themſelues, that euer 
after they remayned very rich, and thought their long and 
great trauaile to be well employed, the end fell out ſo pꝛoſ⸗ 
perous vn'o them . {hen the Emperour Trebatio out of 
hand commannded that the Quene Carmania ſhould bee 
bzought beefoze bim foꝛ there mould bee no barme done bntg 
hir, who when ſhe thought verily that Rodaran had bene 
lapne, tare bir barre, and dpd ſuch iuſtice on bir ſelfe, that 
they thougbt verily it would bee hir death . And aſking of 
them whether tbe king of Arcadia and Xodaran were aline 
02 dead, they went ſtraight wates vnto the place whereas 
they lap a long vppon the ground, and commaunded that 
they Bealmes,(houlo bee pulled off, and freth water to ba 
thzowen vpon their face to refreth them, e ffratght wayes 
they came agayne vuto themſelnes, and when 1hey vnder- 
od in what cate and perplcrity they were ail this time. 
their ſoꝛrow and ariefe was ſuch, that they thought it bad 
dene better (02 them to haue bene flaine z then to (ſuffer ſo

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great miſfoztune ; but when the King of Arcadia, dyd lat 
about bim foz bis armies: and could ſer neuer a Bnight on 
bis part, but thoſe that were dayne and lay in the field, 
with very ſozrow and griefe be thought berelp bis beart 
would haue burft.

the great ſo:zrow and griefe which he receiued, could not by Wl | 
bere expꝛeſſed, and if ha bad bad his helme and bis wan, 
and on bozſebacke,he would haue tarrped there no longer. | 
Then trayght wayes the King Lyſco, dyd deſire all these 
wozthte warriers, to repaire unto the Citie foz fo refreh Wl 1 
themſelnes, and ta take their eaſe, who conſented vnto is 
requeſt, and went towards the eit te, and carryed with them W &<

tbep2 pꝛiſoners, whereas they were recetued of all the Ct 
tizens and nobles of all the kingdome, that were there p:e- 
ſent, with ſo great top and triumphes, that the whole Citie 
ſemed to be on fler, with the great boneflers t other lights 
which were made in euere Crete of the Citie, not remem- 
being any of their troubles paſt. De when they came vnto 
the Quenes pallace, who was very wyle and diſcre&te,ſhe 
receiued them with ſuch courteſte,as was requiſit to ſo no- 
ble perſans : whereas they were all vnarmed, and recrea- 
ted with verie wert waters and opntments requiſit fo; 
ſuch hurts and bzuſes as they bad receiued. Foz although 
tbey2 armour dyd defend them from wounding, pet could 
not their fleſh bee free from bꝛuſes. by the fo2ce of ſuch tert 
ble blowes as they recetned. And in eſpeciall the knight of 
the Sunne in the battaile which be had with Xodaran, and 
the King of Arcadia, although he eſtæmed it m nothing, 
with the great contentment and pleaſure which he recet- 
ned in ſa ing ber foꝛe him the fapze Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana, not 
bee alone who loucd hir as his owne ſoule, dyd receine con- 
fentment,but likewiſe the Emperour, s the other »2inces 4 
knights did reiopſe very much, e had hir in that reputation 
as bir high eſtate deſerued. So in this ſozt they paſſed away 
all that night in great paltunes 4 pleaſure, till the next day 


in the mozning, in the which the king Laſco, went 2 tte 
mp 
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Oenperoar and vnto the Knight of the Sun,s aſked of them 
what their pleaſures was fo dw with the king of Arcadia, x 
Rodaran, fe; that they were their pꝛiſoners. To whom the 
Eamperoz (aidthat thoſe pꝛiioners did beeſang vnto p knight 
of the Sun, and boto that de would giue o2ver what ſhould 
bee done with the. The knight of the Sun when t hat be heard 
that, he would very faine bane exculed himſelſe therof, but it 
did litt le pzofit bum his ercales, but that genet ally it was 
concluded#bat all would he done as be would command it. 
do he læing their determination. cõmanded to bæ bzought 
brloꝛe him Rodaran, and the king of Arcadia, vnto whom bet 
laid. The vigh eſtates great riches & ſouetaine gifts which 
fo;tane ye!dety in tdis wozld,q by the wil of god is de par 
ted amongſt men, often times is the occaſion tyat pꝛide voth 
increaſe, the moze in them : t hauing cleane ſozgotten that 
they are moꝛtal, and ſubied vnto any miſfoztune.Contrary 
into all reaſon they put themſelues in ererciſes to comp2e- 
hend things of great waite and no lefſe perillous, as though 
there were not a god to withſtand the, thinking themſelves 
to haue power ouer all foztune:from whence doth pꝛocede, 
that whe they thinke t hẽ ſelues moſt ſureſt and molt higheſt 
in their th2one, lacking the chiefe and pzincipall ground of 
reaſon and iuſtice, the he le of the ir hope, be ing very i wiſt 
udo no ſeturit ie, turneth about, and thzowetb downe vato 
tie ground, that which is moſt higheſt, ſuch ſozt, that ther 
bs vo humaine creature able to reſiſt, ſo great fo2ce. And ſs 
il bath happened vnto pon, foz being made Lo2ds and kings 
mer great and mightie Kingdomes, and likewiſe endcwed 
, & With fozce and krength,yet there increaſed in von ſo great 
pꝛide, that all ſemed little, the which pou had of pour owne, 
but againſt all reaſon #uilice,you came to ſeke that which 
at ſuch time as pou thought all concluded and ended, then 
were you fartheft of, and bzought in that eſtate that you 
do well vnderſtand 8 know; dow little the power of men is, 
whe in wzongſull cauſes vou apply your (elnrs Now in the 
dehalfe of the Emperour my 102d,4 theſe knigbts J require 


tou to lweare to be true to King Liſco and bis 3 
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buf returne vnto your awne Countries & 
pꝛocure to defend them, and kepe your ſelues therein am 
not to giue from hence fozwards'any ſuch attempts as e. 
therto you daue done, fo; if you do vou can lokefo2 no þ/ 
ther thing but loſſe of vour lines 02 elſe ſhame unt a your 
perſons. And firſt bfoꝛe all other things. to make ſatiſſam 
on vnto the ing Lyſco of all ſuch hurts and damages u 
hath berne done in his kingdome, and likewiſe to fur rente 
and yelde vp all ſuch things as — front him, 
lands,and ofherwiſe,withoat any deta . 
At which woꝛds of the knight of the Sunne,the two Rings 
recetued no great contentment , fo 'they were ſo roten in 
pꝛide 4 milchiefe,that it could not be roted out fill ſuch tim 
as thep were vtterly onerthzowen and laſt in the fields of 
Grecia but now ſeing in what eſtate'tbey were;s bow that 
it did behoue th to ſhew moze patience then they had, they 
\ wo2e befoze the Knight of the Sunneto perfozme j falfill all 
that be would demand them, e foz they2 libertie which they 
received at their hands they gaue great thanks. And ſo they 
with the Quene Carmania taking thir leave of all the,they 
departed thence, and went towards their owne Countries 
and kingdomes,wheras they bad inough to dw to tell of the 
knights of the Emperour Trebatio, ſo that in the moſt part 
of all the Pagan Count rie, his name was feared Whom at 
this pzeſent-this biltozte-doth leaue fill time bach ſerue.

ment at all times when occaſion (hould ſerue. And aſtcr 
that bx was departed fro them, hae found himſelfe very ſo- 
litary without their company, and in eſpeciall without the 
umpanie of the Knight of the Sunne, fog that be eſtamed 
moꝛe his company — friendſhip thea all bis whole Ring- 
dome, The Cmperovr and ail tbeſe that went with dim 
yd imbarke themſelves in a very god Shippe , and take 
their way towards Conſtantinople, and hatung the winde 
d weather very fapze and pziſoners, they made thcep2 
nigat ion whith greaf iop and plealure generally amongſt 
em all, but in cſpectally the knight of the Sunne, who fin-

« curteſie and humilitte, as the Pagans doc ble When 
do donor and wozlhip they; fails Gods , in uch lozt 
be 
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her bergan to ſpea ds and ſaid : Excellent and ropall pzinces 
of Trabiſond, pour ſoueraigne higbneſſe and the diatne tr⸗ 
tellentie of pour ropall perſon, being by the Knight of th 
Sunne ſe ne and knowen how far it doth ertend,doth make 
him not to bee ſo hardy and bolde fo2 to pabliſh himſelfe tg 
be pours, ſoꝛ that it ſemeth vnto him not to deſerne to in. 
top ſo great ſauour and renowme, and as J am now a Ch{- 
ſtian, and do blue in the law of the true God , whereas 
J was wont to bee a Gentile, then might you be well all- 
red, that in no other God in heauen 02 on earth would 3

Che ropall Pzinceſſe at theſe wo2ds receincd neyther 
anger n02 griefe, but being very pleaſant and merrie fo2 
that hæ had ſayd, bato dir, with an cxcellent grace g,great 
jumulitie hep anſwered him and (aide. A Trace? 
Knzhe of the Sunne, who tog dis name. which is the name 
of ſo þ1gh a pʒince, by deſert deſeructh to be loſt, and in how 
mach is this name amongſt the moft eſtœmed Bnights in 
ide wozld had in eſtimation, J dw net know by what 
reaſon hes ſhould lo litt te came himſclte, and (3 far cxqlt 
na that foz to publiſh bimſeſſe to bee mine, ha ſailb that ha 
lacketh courage and bouldneſſe, hare J giue you to under 
tand that J haue in ſuch eſtimation pour might ie dæ des, 
ind the great woꝛt hinelle of pour per ſon, that foꝛ to reteine 
you to bee mp knight , J am therewith very well content, 
and with all onely this, 3 do belæus that in all the woꝛld 
there is not a Damſell that is equall vato my bighncſfle. 
nd fartber von (hall vnderſtand (gentle Knight) that tbe 
great fame of your high lnightbede. was the occaſion that 
came out of Trabiſond, onely fp; to ſæ you, therefoze my 
god Lozd, from this day fozwards, pꝛocure that we may 
returne thether with as much ſpeed and in as ſhozt time as 
may bee, fo that J deſire very much, that in the Court af 
the Cmperour my Father, ſo high a Pzince and ſo west hie 
"Wi knight as you are might bee knewen.

(ed him fo ſtand vp, and take him in hir armes, wheras 

bet wane the ſo great loye,that nothing was fo ſepe- 
ii them but onely death and although the ſe louing woꝛds 
ed bet weene them,x ſeæmed that there was no concluſion 
ap thing, pet in their darts there was ſa trong a knof 
de, that beeſoze it ſhould be bndone, it ſhoald be greatly 
ated.

windes,and the fift day after theyz departure from Lida, 
they arlued in a pozt 02 hauen of Grecia, whereas they yy 
diſimbarke themſelues, and went a land, from whence they 
had nat trauapled far, when they met many Knights, wh 
went (#king of Rodaran, meruaplous (ad axd beauie {4 
the imp2iſonment of the Cmperonr,and all the other Pan- 
tes and knights that were with him, who when they kney 
the Cmperour and the reſt, ſo faſt as theyz hozſes tond 
runne they went vnto Conſtantinople, to carrie the newes; 
And as ſoae as it was knowen thꝛoug bout the great cn. 
tie, there were very few that remained, but they went long 
to miete they2 god Lo2d, the Cmperour and his ſons, an 
receiued them with lo great ioy and pleaſure as though thy 
had bene they2 owne kinſfolkes o2 childꝛen, and had 
very long abſcnt from them. So they entered info the greaf 
pallace, whereas of the Empꝛeſſe they were recetued 
that top and contentment, as in ſuch like abſence may ba 
tonceiued, and with no (mall complaining of the Empꝛel 
bnto the Emperour, foz that be all alone, and wit hob;

T is ſaid in this famons hiffo2p that tl 
1 might ie emperour Trebatio had another am 
$2) the third lon, be the faire empzelſe Brant 
SF, whom is made great mencion in the (econ 
O81 part of this hiſtozy, foz that was one ofthe 
A molt mightieſt t famous knights in all the 
wozld,x that nerf vnto his ũinguled bꝛetheren the Knight of 
the Sun Koſicleer, ther was noneequall vnto him, 4 many 
times combatting with bis bzetheren vnknowen, he put th 
in great hazard, t with either of them he bath maintaynn 
battaile almoſt a whole dap, in the end it was very (mall 
the vantage they dad of him.ſo that this valiant knighe di 
finiſh lo many mo2tall dedes,tbat they deſerue to be ſpoken 
of, t to be put in the number of his bzetbercn,4 in allother 
things, as in body t Cature,be was confozmable 4 equal ia 
to them, t did reſemble ſo much the knight of the Sun in his 
face, that many times he was taken foz him, e if it weren 
that be was of fewer pres, with great difficulty might yeu 
know the one fromthe other. This valiant 4 foztunat pzince, 
as the wiſe Artemidoro ſaith, was bozne ſtraight after the 
emperour and all bis company came from the kingdomeol 
Lidia, foz that when that fout Pagan Rodaran came int 
Greece, the empzeſſe was very big with child. It doth apa 
that the wiſe Lirgandco doth make difference, foz he del 
make no mencion of this pong gent leman, till the conclt 
of the great battailes which they paſſed bet werne the em 
rour Alicandro of Tartaria, and the Emperaur Trebatio diſt 
Greece, from which time he doth declare meruailous 4 ii 
derfull things done by bim. J doe beleene that the occaſin 
of this is,becauſe that the wiſe Lirgandco did not (& him . i 
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uch fime as he came into Greece, made no mention of him 
till all the battaile was finiſhed, at ſuch time as the empe · 
mur t all the reſt toe their reſt with great joy e pleaſure, 
after the great trauaile which they receined in the wars 
zaſt,fo2 that at this time the young gentleman, was verre 
tender of yeares,4 paſſed not ſire yeres of age, ſo that till 
that time ther is no moze mention made of dim, then is in 
this chapter, but aft er wards theſe two wiſe men doe begin 
to w2it of him meruailous great 4 wonderfall dads, do 
hoth agree in their waifings.

So the nert dap after 
they; departure, they were found lacking, the Cmperour 
aſked fo; them, and ravght wap was bought vats him 
the letter which Roſicleer left bæhinde him. vy the which ba 
vnderſtod his departure, fo the which he and the Empzelle 
Briana, and all the reſt of the P2inces ano kni hrs in the 
Court, were very ſozrowfull.

olone god will, ſoz alwayes J baue heard ſap , that the 
euiil and naugbt ie tre if is beſt to dig him bp by the rote, 

When Roſicleer had ſayd theſe wozds, her turncd about 
bis boz{e,an>twke tbat part of the field that liked him bel 
and with his ſpeare in his hand her put bhunſelfe bafoze Fu- 
mineo, who laughing very much bergan to goe fozwards 
bis way wifh great anger, ſaying. 

Captiue lantaht,tbou (alt not get by mg ſo much be. 
nonr , in ſaping thou diodeſt enter alope in battaple with 
me. Then Rolicker ſapd: Thou tile and c uiii beaſt, am 
the head of all pꝛide and pꝛelumption, take vato the thy 
wrapon and defend-tby ſcife from m . Then Fulminco 
when bee beard this, with great pꝛe bee pulled do wne the 
beauer of his helme, and aparted himicl'e tem his Baights 
without ſpeare 02 \ ww2d in dis hand, and ſapde: Come 4 
gainſt ma, thou folith and captime-Baight,that fo; as n 
as thou haſt heard of my deedes, it Wall ba god t hat by er 
periente thou dwlt pzoue mp fozce and treagth , (oz that 
without ſpeare 02 other weapon J will teke from the all 
thy armour t weapon that thou bziugett with the. Then 
Rolicker being herp angry at the great pꝛide of Fuimuneo 
came vnto him and ſaide: Bzute and divclliſh beaſt , fake 
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that J am not ſuch a knight that will combat with ther with 
any aduantage, e fo; that Fulmenio did Rand in contention 
not to take any weapon, Koſicleer thꝛew his ſpeare from hun 
qaſſaltev him with vis zd in his hand, + ſtroke him ſuch 
z blow vpon his helme, that he made him decline his bead 
dune to his bzeſt,q Fulmineo in all his life neuer reteiued 
the like blow, that be thought verily bis teth had ben bzoken 
in his head with beating one againſt another, e beuig very 
much) amazed at the great Frcngth of that knighr,4ſemed 
into him to bee fuch a one, that without weapen be could 
got ouertome vim, hc dꝛe w ont from bis ſide a great 4 bzoad 
(225,and went a gainſt Roſicleer toftrike him on the bead 
with great ſtrength.t hat chauncing vponhts helme it made 
him ſom what aſtonte d 4 if his helme had not ben verp god, 
hehad clonen dim downe to the bꝛeſt but Fulminco did not 
Nuance himſelfe very much in giuing that blow, foz tbe vas 
liant Roſicleer di ttrike him ſuch another on his right ſhoul» 
der, that by reaſon of the great ſtrength of his armour bis 
ſwo2d could not cut it, pet ſoꝛ ail that it did charge him ſo 
unt „that if he had not imbꝛaced himſelfe about his bo2ſe 
neck, he had fallen downe tothe ground: Ob how greatly a» 
mid was Fulmineo at the great fo2ce and ſtrength of Ro 
ſcleer, foz when be ſaw with what coarage be ſtroke bis 
blowes,and feling the might ie foꝛce of them, de ſaid with 
ny mlelke: By foꝛt une is ther returned againe into þ wozld 
that zee Achilles, oꝛ that valiant Hector, foz that be was 
fully perl waded that he was not in all the wozlb that could 
hing him into lo great ext remit ie, 2 yet he hoped to kill the 
luth ar they ent red into bat taile with bim, ſo; that be was 
me af the ſtrongeſt $ bꝛaueſt knighes in all the woꝛle, with - 
tat abating any thing of his great Rrength,but Nil incre ; 
lng bis couragioas fut pe, tn ſuch ſozf, that f& beganne 
to lap vppon the valyaunt and ſceut Roſielcer, with fo 
frong blowes, that if dæ bad bene an anne of S'nle, 
he had ſurely clone if in ow Likewile if it hav bene 
b. vA 
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one other knight withotber armour,be had ben clouen alm, 
der. But by reaſon that the valiant Roſicleer was in perſcg 
ſecurity with his armour, (alt bough lomt imes withp grey 
fury of his b!owes,he was aſtonied, s almoſt from hunſely) 
pet he did anſ were him, with other blowes of ſo great fury 
that Fulmineo,being tozmentcd with them, did roare like z 
Bull. So that in this contenſion 4 rigozuus combat, they 
two cndured moꝛe then t wo houres,# cueryp blow that was 
ſtroke,did make tach other to doubt of his life. And fo; that 
J will not bæ fevious, to tell all things perticulerlp, the 
which was done in this weil foughten t perillous battail, 
I will conclude e tell you what bapned in the end. It was 
02dained by the diuine pꝛouidence, that this mighty Fula» 
neo,ſhould make an end of his enill e didellich life: who by 
ing very angry witb himſelfe,4 blaſpheming againſt ail hi 
gods, againſt all things both in the heauens 4 on theearth, 
foz that one alone knight did endure ſo long in battaile 
gainf him. Mitb aninferoall fury which he had wit hin him 
(as it (emed by the great quantity of ſmoake which cam 
foꝛth at bis beauec)be went againft Roſicleer, with both 
bis bands as he ſtroke him ſuch a blow vpon bis inchantedy 
rich helme that if his { wozdhad not glanced upon his haul 
der, va doubt be had ben in great perill. Vet foz all that, i 
was ſo terrible, that it toe his remembzance from him, 
made bim fo fall fozwards bpon bis laddle bom, in ſuch lozt, 
that all men did think that he would haue fallen down den 
to the ground. But this gad knight did not long remainein 
this trance, but came againe tc himſelfe,+ with a triſe ha 
fetled himſelfe in his (addle,q ſtroke bis hoꝛſe Rondarte, with 
bis ſpurs, with lo furious wzath t moztall courage, that! 
the earth ſ@med ts fremble vader hum: c raiſing himſelſ i 

god ſpan in his ſadle, he went to wards his encmp,4 roki 
him ſuch a blow vpon his ſtely helme, that be clone it aſun 
der,+ cut bis head all to peces.And with che great trength 
of p blow, his hoꝛſe was ſo charged, that be boweo his knat 
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ſo the ground,4 ſo remained a god ſpace befoze be aroſe vp 
47aine-Jn this ſozt the enill Fulmineo did make his end, & 
his ſoule condempned vnto hell wheras with continuall tozs 
ment he is plagued fo2 his euill dæds, as ſhall be done vnto 
thoſe that in this wozld with ſo great pꝛide doth commit 
like offencesif that by the permiſſion of god he doth not repẽ 
him of them befoze he die,fo2 that bis neighbour being by 
him iniured, at the day of indgement he will aſke vengeiics 
of the fame. But when the knights of Fulmineo ſaw their 
2d ſlaine & dead, tzey were greatly amazed fo ſ& him ſo 
ſone overcome & Caine by one alone knight, that they were 
without all bart i courage-to2 to revenge his death.and re⸗ 
mainev all aſtonied and amazed without any moning, as 
though they had ben a company of Images made of ſfone,e 
eholving of Roliclcer,who ſeemed vnto them to be a knight 
(ent from god to puniſh 4 chaſtiſe the euill deeds and life of 
Fulmineo.@0 after that Roſicleer had giuen thanks vnto als 
mabty god foz his great vicozy hauing compaſſion vpon 5 
daaſcls which they bzought with the tied, he went towards 
them {oz to ſet them at liberty. And when be came vbnto the 
ſ:{t,ve ſtraight waies knew hir to be Fidelia, one of p dam⸗ 
ſels of the patnceT: Oliuia, ſhe whom in England bzought vi® 
tohim the ſentence of vamſhment, ꝛ ſtraigyt wates calling 
to remfbzance all that euer had paſſed he receined ſo great 
{row grieſe, that his hart was all couered with ſadnefſe 
in ach ſozt, that cleane void of all remembzance he fell fr6 
his hoꝛſe to the ground as though he had ben dead. This his 
great friend the king Sacridoro,' when hee ſaw him in that 
traunce, with a trice he alighted from his ho2ſe and went 
towardes him with great angmiſh and griefe, not knows 
ing what it ſhould be the occaſion of that ſodaine 4 ſtrange 
Iteration and taking him in his armes, be lifted him vp 
from the ground, thinking that in giuing him apze be 
would retourne agayne vbnto his remembzaunce , bat 

all that euer hee coalo doe, did p2ofite him very little, 
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foz that h& was in ſuch ſozt,that he ſemed fo haus no lid 
within bim. Then the knights of Fulmenio, who were veric 
glad 4 toyfull to the death of their Lozd,did valoſe þ dagy 
leis. a the knights with the damſels came together foz to hel 
the king Sacridoro, to liſt him from the ground, e to carrie 
bim vnto one of the caſties of Fulmenio, wyich was there 
nigh at hand, and when they pulled of bis helme fog co ging 
bim are, the damſell Fidelia knew bum Nraight wates by big 
fairs face, althongh in many dates beſoze ſhe 64d not lan 
him, which was the occafion that be was ſamwhat aired, 
knowing him e ſe ing him in that eſtate g perplerity,4 ſhed: 
ding many teares che wept vey bitterly ouer hun, alt heug 
other wiſe ſhe was halfe from hir (cife with great top that 
ſhe had ſound him,fo2 that many daics vefoze the had tra, 
unled in his d maund, + (o2 that the time was long, Roſ, 
cleer tame nat vnto p!mſelie,and they læ ing that it was 
ſeund accompanied with anguiſh « very dape ſigbes, thoig 
of Fulmemo did take him in their armes. e with the help 
of the king Sacridoto they carted hum vntoa caſtle that was 
ther nigb at band, wheras they laid bim vpon a bed,: when 
the Dawſcil Fidelia had tolde the king Sacridoro of whence 
the was, be ſtraight wates vnderſtode the occaſion fray 
whence did pꝛocade all this alteration 8 euill of Rolicicer,s 
ſtraigbt waies requeſted ali the Kniglus that were ther to 
depart, let him alone, i being all departed the king rcque 
ted the damſell fo tell him if ſhe bꝛougbt any urefage vo!! 
bia friend Rolicleer,foz that of long time tranailing in ha 
compante,hee knew of bis loue,ſo well as himſelfe. 

and when Fidelia vndecſtod that that was the king d. 
cridoro,of wyom the had heard ſo much of bis doing wi! 
out any ſuſpition ſhe tolde him bow that ſhe was damſcl 
vnto the fatre Pꝛinceſſe Oluia,q how that ſhe bzonght b. 
a letter from hir. How is this ſaid ths king. is not the p 
celle Oliuia as yet married: 
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No farely,ſaid Fidelia, fz firſt ſhe will conſent to die a thous 
(and deaths, then to fo2get the great loue which he doth 
deare vnto Koſicleer. Db lozd haue mercy vpon me, ſaid the 
king. how bath Roſicleer ben deceiued, foꝛ that it was told 
hun that Oliuia was marted, which was the occaſion, that a 
thouſand tunes he hath benat p point of death. And in ſaping 
tdele woꝛds with the great toy hæ recetued, he went vnts 
Roſic leer, wher as he lap t toke him by the at me, t did ſhake 
dim in ſuch loꝛt. that he made him ſom what to come to bis 
remembꝛantt.

muntaine that caſfowe, which of long time hath beene »» 
nuntained at that b2idgc,ſothat all thoſe which daue ſuco » 
teded in this Country? from bim vntill this time, bath „, 
maintapned 4 kept that oꝛder 4 cuſtome, and hath over- »» 
ume lo great a number of knights, that in ail that great 4» 
All. fo; + 
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ec fozrelſf which you do ler, there is no rome almoſt fo hy 
ce their ſheelses. And in ſaying theſe wozds,he ſhewed bntq th 
ce the foreſt, whole tres were all full of ſhelds, which dy 
cc hang vpon the boughes x bzanches,ſome of them weregli 
ce ſkering,t other ſome with great antiquitte bad loft their co 
c lours, ther were ſo many of them, that without great vi 
ce ficolitte thep could not be fold,4 pꝛoceding fozwards, On. 
« ſtedes ſaid: This is the occaſion why t: wherefoze this cut, 
cc tome is kept i maintained at this bzidge. And J will kape 
ce and defend the ſame lo long as J do liae,foz that my lineal 
ec deſcent doth come from that noble ſtock of P ireo, & his fn. 
cc ther Hector, t fo: that ther hath remained no other remem. 
cc bzance;of Troy, this hal remain foz a memozy of the noble 
cc blod that was ther ſpilt. 

The knightof ths Sun reioyced very much at that which 
Oriſtedes had told him, t did eſtæme him little foz that ha 
came of that ropall biod of Troy, ( l med vnto him acco;: 
ding to his diſpoſition,that he could not but be like in ball 
antnes vnto his pꝛedeceſſours, t giuing bim great thanks 
fo2 that which be had told him of his life c cuſtome, hæ ſay) 
vnto him: Mell gent le knight, ſeing it is ſo that you car- 
not choſe but kæpe t maintaine this pour cuſtome, neither 
J no; all theſe that doe come with me cannot paſſe this 
b:idge without making battatle, oz els to returne agarm 
the way which we haue come. Let ds if por plcaſe, pꝛocurt 
to do all that in vs doth lie, vnto him that doth lack foztune, 
let him do all that the other doth commaund. And in ſaying 
tbele woꝛds the knight of the Sun deſcended out of the chart 
ot. commannding bis hozſe to be bzonght foztþ,be mount? 
bpon dim, 4 with his ſpeare in his hand he went e put bim 
ſelfe at the entry of the bꝛidge, of the which Oriſtedes was 
very much amazed, and ſeeing him comming with ſo great 
maieſtie, in the company of ſo faire a damſell, hæ did de 


rily beleaue him to be ſome knight of high eſtate, 3 of gre 
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bountfe of armes,4 although he was a very valiant knight 
his migbtie demeanour did not cauſe in him any fsintnes,e 
although be bad bad per fed intelligence that be had ben the 
moſt valianteſt knight in all the wozld, pet he had no doubt 
to combat with him, fo: that he had kept t maintained that 
h1idge mo2e then eigbt veres, in which time he had over + 
tome 11020 then one thouſand knights, yet he neuer met with 
knight that by very much might compare himſelf with him. 
And then with as ballant a courage as appertapned bnto 

his pꝛogenie, he went # put himſelte right againſt the knglit 
of the Sun, and both of them at one time did bzoach their hozs 
les with their ſpurs, and with ſo great furp, that the bꝛidge 
ſemed to be ouertho2wen,x both the Knights to be on fire, 
with the great quantitie of ſparkes that came fœth of that 
yaued pauement, and in the midſt of the bꝛidee they made 
their encounter in ſuch lozt, that their ſpeares were ſherue⸗ 
red all to pætes, t thep paſſed the one by the other as though 
thep had done not zing, and with a triſe they turned about 
th:tr hozſes with their lwoꝛds in their hands they allalt ed 
one anather,4 the firt blowes that were ſkrizen, it ſemed 
that all that valley was fall of the ſound thereof, being 
{-1ken vppon their inchaunted healmes, whereas all thoſe 
were executed, and being nothing amazed noz aſfonicd 
her with, but with great furre and wꝛathſulneſſe they 
rd aTalt each other with their ſound blowes, and being 
meruailoullie onercharged with the great fozce of them, 
made them to decline their beads to thetr bzeaſts, ſo that 
ether of them did fete the great fo2ce of his aduerſarpe, 
an Ociſtedes ſatd vnto himſelfe, that neuer in all the daies 
of his life did ha combat with a moze vallaunker and 
binheer Bright, but being determined to glue to vn⸗ 
derſtand dis great fozce and ſtrength, without any feare 02 
rad he benann? to charge the knight of the Sunne with 
his terrible blowes, and with lo great fozce and trength, 
Fratit. that 
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thet he made him to beſtur himſelle from the one part fofhy 
other, becaauſe that he ſhould not falten a full blow vpon bim, 
2 this valiant knight of the Sun ſaid vato hunſelte, that not 
without tait cauſe 4 great reaſon the fame of that worth 
Hector endured (6 long in the woꝛld, and now pꝛouing that 
night, who doth p;ocedy of that ancient ſtoch, de doth finde 
hem, : do beleue that ther is not a moze valtanter kn 

then he is to be found in all the wo2'd, leing that it wag 
neceſſary x Tod him pon to vie againſt him ali bis power 
t ſcrenath, he pꝛeſemly charged him with his mightie 8 furt. 
dus ble wes. So theſe two wozthy knights endured in their 
battaple maꝛe then one honre without ceaſing 02 taking any 
bzeath,but bzeaking their (hieids x4 tearing of their ſbirts t 
maile that was (a fine, ſuſtaining the terrible blowes olech 
other, t by teaſon of the great godnes 4 fineneſſe of they 
armour z helmes, their furious ſwoꝛds could nof erecuteas 
ny wound, yet foꝛ all that their fleſh 4 bones were all b ulcd, 
and many times they bzongbt each other out of all r: mem» 
bzance,x fing that their battfaiic endured very long, with ⸗ 
out ackuowledging any aduantage betweene them. The 
pꝛinceſle Lindabrides was very much amazed, likewiſe all 
the ladies 4 the damſels,4 giants that were with hir, 4 bed 
Qt iſtedes fa2 an extreame x valiant knighe,that ſs long did 
ſuſtaine himſelle againſt the furie of the knight of the Sun, 
Now was it almaſt two boures that theſe two valiaunt 
knights were in their battaile, when that the knight ofthe 
Sun with very much ſhame t anger, foz that the battayie 
endured ſo long beeſoze the pꝛinceſſe, and with one along 
night, with both his bands he Croke (ſuch a blow at Ori- 
ſtedes, vpon his fine and inchant ed helme, that the found 
thereof was heard throughout all that vallep and ſorreſt, 
and endured a god ſpace, and made him to fall fo: warde 
vpon his laddle bow out of all remembzance and bis bozſe 
carried him along the bꝛidge till he came vnto the Callie 


Gate, wheras hœ Taped till ſuch time as Oriſtedes came a. 
gat 
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gaine bnfo himſelfe , very much toꝛmented with the force 
of that mightte blow, and all his face beraycd with blood, 
and ranne out at bis noſe and mouth, and when he law 
hunſelfe in that cale, with moze furte then euer da was in 
all his like, he (ef (pars vato bis hoꝛſe, and made bim to run 
towards he Knighe of the Sunne with moze fury then bis 
wearineTe wouls well conſent, and wich his (woz2d in both 
his hands he Croke him (uch a terrible biow vpon his fine 
inchant eo helme, in ſuch ſo2t, that if his \we2d had not ſom» 
what glaunced, vpon his ſhoulder it would bane put him in 
great perill, fo2 that the fury of that blow was ſuch, that the 
knight of the Sun bad fallen from his bo2ſe fo the ground. if 
he had not embꝛaced himſelfe about his hozſe neck, and was 
la greatly amazed at the great fozce 4 (frengtho! Or iltedes, 
that bee ſayd unto hunſelfe. 

Oh valyaunt and famous Grekrs,ſuch as were forncd 
together at tbe ſiege of this great Citie of Troy, with bow 
great reaſon, ( avone all things the which doth bappen in 
this wozid)2uzht you to bee honoared and p2ayſed, fo2 that 
you dpd not alone reſtit the great fo2ce of the ©onnes of 
Primus, but alſo pou dpd deſtrop and ouerthꝛow all his 
gene rat ion, with all the whole power of the Lroyans: Oh 
Actulles that Captapne of Greece, with what rcaſon can J 
name my (elſe and ſay, that J doe pꝛoceede of the noble 
biod,fro whence my father the @mperonr doch deſcend fox 
that it was not vato the ſo much repꝛoch the blows of that 
ſtout warrioz,the firſt begot ten of Priamus,as arc vato me 
the blo us of this knight, who doth deſcend of bis linage. And 
if trath J do ſay,that if of this repꝛoch J do not revenge 
ay (elfe,J do pꝛetend neuer hæraſter to name my ſelfe foz 
Hrake. And in ſaying theſe wo2ds the fury which ber had 
bis lo great, that ha haſted with great ſprede towards 
ſe valiaunt Oriſtedes, who being not very well erpcrien- 
ted with luch lyke ſo2ce,dpd abide his comming, and with 

both bis hands dee ſtroke him {uch an ouertbwart blow 
Von his ſtrong and inchaunted bealme, that he made it ta 
Fu. ig 
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flze of his head, and fo vnarmed her fel from his bozſe to the 
ground,ſo far ont of remembzaunce and from himlſelfe, that 
he could not ariſe vp againe till ſuch time as the Knight of 
the Sunne did alight from his hozſe,and did help him. And 
when that her had receiued atre,be came agatne vnto hun. 
ſcife,and the Knight of the Sun toke vp his helme, and gang 
it vnto the knight, laying! Gent ill knight take bnfo you ar⸗ 
mour, and do not loſe by their lack, that which pour great 
bounty doth aſſure you. Then Oriſtedes, when her ſaw the 
great curteſie of the Knizht'of the Sun, her thꝛew bis won 
vnto the ground, and lad. My gods will not conſent, ſoꝛ ſo 
much as J do lacke Foztune, fog to defend my ſelſe, that 3 
do let to acknowledge, that J am by pon onercome. It is | 
ſufficient gent ill knight that pou haue onercome me in bat- 
fell of ermes, and not now to ouercome me in courteſie. f 

Then the valyant and wozthy Knight of the Sunne) whe x 
had no god will to combat with bim any moze)being very 
toyfail, dee went vnto him ſaping : Happy art thou gentill 
knight,that pour dedes do giue to under ſtand of pour dil- 
cent, from that noble and valtant knight Hector. F02 as 
there doth remsine in pou fozce and ſtrength of armes, (0 
is ther no lack of vertue in you. J am be that is onercome, 
and he hath tbe bictozp that will not that aur bat tell thould 
p:ocede any further . And in ſaying fheſc words the two 
knights did emb2ace one another. And the knight of the Sun 
at the requeſt of Oriſtedes did tel him who he was, know 
ing the ſame.at that time be did diſcemble,a marua ilous do · 
lour and ariefe the Which her recetued at his hart. And dyd 
complaine very much againſt his gods, fo2 that they ſ@med 
to bee ſo fauozable vnto the Greeks againſt the Troyans. 0 
likewiſe when that dee did know who the Pꝛinceſſe Linda- 
brides was, he went vnto hir, 2 making a great revercnce,he 
would haue kiſſed hir hands,fo2 that he did know bir in the 
court of the Emperour hir father, was two vercs in the 
ſame court,wheras he did ſo high feats of knighthod,that he 


was eta med to bee one of the beſt knighbs in all his own? 
conntri; 
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count rie, and likewiſe in the gran Tartaria, and ſoꝛ that b 
was ſo great a friend vnto the Pzince Meridian, be did not 
combat with him about his demaund and ik that Oriſtedes 
would haue remained and abode in the court of the Cmpe- 
rour Alicandro,be would haue made bim a mightie Lozd, 
bat vnderſtanding the death cf his father, and (03 to mapn- 
tarne that tuſtome, her returned vnto Troy, wherens bar d 
by the bzidge there was a little Citie, to the number of two 
thonſand houſeholds, and inhabited by the defcent of ſuch as 
remained at the deſtruction of the great citie of the Troians, 
ind like wiſe vnto ſuch Gicekes whone the conntrie dio like 
well. Now to returns vato the purpoſe, then did the Pein 
telle receiue Oriſtedes with great lone, and ſaid : Js it true 
my friend, will you thus infreafe vs in pour owne Coun⸗ 
trie, wer would not vie you tn this (o2t in Tartaria,if we had 
you there. Dogeraigne Princeſſe,ſaid Oriſtedes map it pleaſe 
your bighnelle to par don & fozgiue mer this errour,fo2 that 
my dut ie in the which J was bound by mine anceſtours to 
maintaine this cuſtome, as alſo lacke of knowing vou, was 
the occaſlon that J haue committed this ouer- ght, and foꝛ 
that Oriſtedes dyd know of the demaund that the Pzince 
Meridian did bꝛinge out of his countrie, he demanded of the 
Princeſle foz bim And ſhœ telde him how that the Knight of 
the Sunne had battell with him, of all that paſſed bet wirt 
idem both. The which when Oriſtedes vnderſtod, be dyd 
comfozt himſelſe very much, foz that it ſæmed vnto him to 
be no rep2oacb,foz to be ouertome by ſo valiant a knight,by 
whom Mcridian was firſt ouercome,who thought that ther 
was not a knigbt in all the woꝛlo that could match him. So 
eteiuing great contentment foz the acknowledge of the 
Princeſſe, as allo to know that ſh ſhould be married to ſo 
valiant a knight,with great fop e pleſure hte ſaid. Foꝛ that 
vnto ſo high a pꝛinceſſe as you are is due, 3 think it is 
a9 reſon that in this ſozt alone pou ſbuld enter into the gran 
Catan, wheras are aſſembled h migbtieſt loꝛds in the woꝛ ld in 
he emperoꝛs court, ther ſoʒe if you pleaſe J will go befoꝛe, 

and 
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and carry them the newes of your comming, that they may 
receiue pou, as pour high eſtate doth deſerns,fo2 that 3 am 
ſure that the Emperour wil be as glad as cuer be was n 
all his lpfe with the newes, and J ſha!l recetue great con- 
tcntment to finde my lelfe pzeſent in the Court of the Em⸗ 
perour Alycandro,at the celebꝛating of ſo high a marriage, 
and at the great triumphs 4 feaſts as ſhall be tbere made, 
as alſo foz my bounden dafte, fo2 the great god will which 
a!wayes the Cmperour bare bnto me. The Knight of the 
Sunne would very fapne haue diſfurbed the voyage of O. 
riſtedes, foz to haue excuſed the great tranaple whtch he 
ſhould recetne in that tourney , foz that it was very long, 
and nades mult paſle th2oiigh very ſtrange Connfries, but 
he offered this with ſo great god will, that it did pzofit nu. 
thing all that ener be could do foz to diſturb him of bis iour· 
ney. So ſo2 that day they all went vnto the Cit ie, whereas 
they were mernailoullp wel receiued, and were ſerned of al 
things verp abundantly. Then the knight of the Sunne lake- 
ing out of a high window of the pallace, bee ſaw peces of 
walls and towers of old anfiquitie, which was a memozig 
of the great Citie of Troy, and round about the ſame the

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qonerned by ſo mighty a King, and defendcd by ſo fomong 
captaines, Who had kngwen the Wing Priamus, Lozd oner 
the pzincipall regions Orientalls and Meridionalls , of the 
great Aſia. Who had ſene bis mightie power, his great ri- 
ches,bis pꝛide and high eſtate, the great number of vaſalls 
and lubiects the wozthineſſe of his Captaines, the ſingulax 
fozce and rength of dis ſons,and ali theſe vpon a ſodame 
and bnloked fo2,the great Citie of Troy deſtroped and bea⸗ 
ten downe,they2 rong walls onerthzowen, with their to. 
vers, they2 might ie pallaces and built ings flat vpon the 
ground, King Priamus and his ſonnes goꝛed to death, Hec- 
tor dzawen about the felde, Policena hir thzoat cut, tbe 
Queue toned to death, Andromica, with the notable Ma- 
trons of Troy defiled, the whole Cit ie deſtroyed, the Citi- 
ens Caine, and their wines, and widowes baniſhed from 
they? natur all Countrie, with their young ſonnes in they? 
arnes,diſpearſed th2orighout the wozld . all is loſt and all 
5 gone, and no memozte left, but that which is foz a far- 
th: griefe, in remembvzing that which is paſt, leaning ber- 
hade that which doth gine vs continuall ſozroty and ariefe, 
nd conſidering thereof , it doth make vs greatly to mer- 
layle, in ſeetng how that foztune ſometimes doth cralt vs 
It, and at other times doth thzow vs downe, kolling vs 
vis way and that way, lyke a tennis ball. Now J know 
[a truth,that with great reaſon the Parriners doth call 
de tempeſt, Foztune, and not without great occaſion wile 
un doth lap, that it is very troubleſome fo ſuffer pꝛoſpe⸗ 
tie, and that it is requift foz to learne to ſuffer the a- 
Manace of Foztune, ſoz as that wiſe Poet Lirico ſapth, 
il the high and mightie Pine Trees are offenelt beat en 
tozmented with the windes, and the higheſt Towers 
9 the greafelt falls, and on the hid mountaines and 
Akes doth the thunder-bolts commonly ſtr ike.

London in great confufion,not knowing how to determine 
themſelues in theſe matters, that thep tobe them ſo much 
hpon,(@1ng with what great halt they did pꝛouide all things 
netellar y ſo2 thoſe triumphs t feaſts,x the celeb2ating of þ 
nariage of the pꝛinceſſe Oluna, foz that within foure dates 
tie time would ber expired of the two moneths which were 
wpotnted as it was told the of many that they onertoke go- 
ing vntotbe triumphs. And Roſicleer hearing tbe ſame, was 
o ull of anguiſh in hart that be ſeemed like a fle, furtous 
from himſelfe, x woulv neither eafe no dꝛinke, neither all 
thit euer the king Sacridoro could ſap 02 do, was ſuſticicut 
ia ta appeaſe yim,+ many times be did arme himſelſe and

God hath bzought me out e deliuered me from all theſe tri- 
balations,4 in the end of all, when J was paſt all hope to 
fad oat him that Jſonght,s at ſuch time as my bonour was 
in the greateſt perill to be loſf,4 being caried pꝛiſoner with 
my hands bound, in the power of the moſt euilleſt knight 5 
ener humaine nature framed, ſo baliant in armes, that all

Then Ro- 
ſicleer wha was meruaplous attentiue onto theſe wozds 
which the King Sacridoro had ſayde: haning bis hart (0 v4- 
liant'and couragtons fo2 ſuch like attempts, and likeing the 
tounſaile of that inuention verp well, be ſoze that the King 
had fully ended his tudgement , when that he would haut 
put himſelfe in that enterpꝛiſe, and finding this to be the 
beſt remedp, they concluded, and ſtraight wayes therewt 
they all th2& departed fo the ſea ſide, which was not fa 
of, and when they came tbether they pꝛocured to ſake e 
and to pꝛouide fo to (crue they? turne a god Ship, 
amongſt a great number of ſtrangers that were come t. 
thep with people fo2 to ſee they? feaſfs, they chaunted fot! 
ter into one, which ſemed vnto them to bee the ſtronge 
and the beſt ſapler amongſt them all. And talking 1 
the maſter oꝛ patron thereof, they found him to be cf |! 
Empire of Greece, and Roſicleer knowing bim by | 
ſpech to bee of Grcece, he twke him a part, and dyd ** 
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into bim who her was, and tolde him what great neccfſity 
ha h of him and of his theep,pzomifing bim excellent pays 
nent, with the aduant age, ii ſo be that thep did well clcape 
with their enter pꝛiſe, and without rep2ocy. Then che Pai⸗ 
ter of the Ship being a Grecian,and bauing heard of Ko- 
beleer, was very glad and iogfull, tog that ba bad ſo god 
oppoztunitie to ſerue hun, would baue killed his bands, «as 
the bands of his Load and Pzince, and offered him not once l 
his hip, but alſo his lyfe to ſerue him at that and ai! other 
tines . Then Koſicleer with great loue embꝛaccd bun, and 
gave him great t hankes, and all the reſt ot the dap that re- 
mayned, they were in the Shtp with him, putting in 02- 
ter all things neceCary, as vnto fo perilious an enter pile 
was requiſit. So the next day dae lu on of the marriage, as 
t was agr@de, which ſhould bee the third dap,in the which 
time theſe two perfect iriends did peruſe and mend their ar- 
mouc, and fo2tified they2 ſhip, foz it {emed acco2ding vnto 
the great neceſſitte into the which they were d2tucn,that ut 
was all n&dcfall. So the next dap being come, Fidel twks 
leaue of them and went vnto the citie, g ſtraight waics 
into the king, who commaunded that the Tower ſhou'd bu 
dpened, willtag hir fo do his hearty commendations vnto 
vs daughter, and to fell hir that ſh& ſhould make hir ſelfe 
a readineſlz,foz the next day (he ſhould come f@o2tb to ſ& 
great feaſts 4 triumpbs which the De ince Don Siluerio 
th ozdayned fo bir (ſake. With this Fidelia toke hir leaue 
the king and departed,and the gates of the Tower being 
ned, de entered in theraf, 4 the gates were ſhut agatng 
be70;e, When (he came vnto the Princeſle,they two tos 
der eatred into bir cloſet all alone, and there Fidilia de- 
d onto the Pꝛinceſſe all that cuer ſhæ had paſled with 
dung bir Father, and what was concluded with the two 
ats. And when tbe Pzinceſſe under ſtod the great perill 
daunger in the which ſhe ſhould put hir ſelfe, hir beart 
ed hir to think therref, and waxing pale of conlour,ſhe 
Myned as though ſhe bad ben dead not knowing whes 
yz were in Yeauen oz in the earth. at which * 2 
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delia, dyd comfozt bir ſaying : What is this wy Lady 
miſtreſſe, at ſuch time as his death was moſt publiſhed, an 
you enutroned with moſt moꝛt all anguilh,af that time, von 
had a god hart foz to ſuffer all, # courage fo2 to diſcemble, 
And now you that baue your kntght ſo nigh at band with 
hope quickly foz to ſæ him, you do lache fozce fo2 to ſuffer, 
and your bart do faile you fo2 to eniop him, that moze they 
your owne lyfe you haue deſired. Foz Gods lone do it not, 
my Lady. but rather animate your ſelie, and do you rctoyſe, 
fo; that in ſuch great neceſſifie, the great valour of noble 
courage is knowen: and in eſpecta!l,whereas no euill may 
chance vnto you, but rather a further benefit and content. 
menk of minde, moze then hether to it bath bene bnto poy, 
And if once Rolicleer, haue got you into his power, then is 
there not hing that can be burt full vnto pon, foz to tourng 
pon to any grie fe, ſoz that you haue reconercd fo2 pour huſ- 
band, the moſt bigh and wozthicit Pzince in all the wenn 
as well in his eſtate, as of his perſon. Then the Pzince>ly 
ſapde. with a great ſigh,ab,Fidelia, J haue no dzead no2 pet · 
ill of my owne part, fo2 that J dyd choſe rather to kill my 
ſelfe, then fo do any her thing to the conttarie. s that 
J baue little feare in any other thing, toueting my ſelfe 
but my fearc is onely foz Roſiclecr, foz that this his ent 
pꝛiſe the which her doth takt in band is great, bis lifemy 
nes bee in great perill, if God ſoz his inflanit inerfte do: 
maruaylonſly delpuer him. Foz this cauſe (ſayde Fidela, 
bath God made him of ſuch fo2ce aboue all other, fo th 
hee hath deliue red and cla red bimſciſe.tn greater daunger 
then this is: ſo if od permit, be will cler re himſelſe offs! 
this, Aud 7 do balane, that God hath not fozgot you, 
will deituer yon, with pour Honour, aut cf this rebuke, 
will not permit that peur father the king, ſhuld do ſog 
sut rage, in fozcing peu to marrie agamſt your will. 

with theſe 4 other ſuch woꝛds in ese, did Fidelia perſ wa 
the pꝛinceſſe Oluia, in ſuch ſoʒt that (be did not eta nu a 
perill that (honld hapʒen vnto hir, with the great hope tþ 
che had loz to ſe Roliclecr, although other wapes the g 
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loue which the did beare vnto him did make hir fo fear moze 
then his great bounty did make hir ſecuritie. So all that 
lame dap they paſſed with great conſuſion, tarrping till the 
next day did tome, (hat the great triumphs 4 feaſts ſhald be 
made a that the p2incſle (ould be taken out of the tower fo 
that the next day foilow:ng thouid be the dapoftbe marriage.

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A hen the day was come that the marriage of 


5 f toe Mꝛinceſſe Obuia, with the pzince don Sil- 
bog © £ verio ſhould bee celebzated, the great Citie of 
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London was ſo ful of people as well ſtraun- 
Nee gers, as thoſe bozne in the Count rie, that the 
rxats coald ſcarce hold them, s all the ſtræts 
re full with the military knight hdd of Luſitania, p which 
d publich £ let ſw2tb the great power # might ine ſĩe of the 
uuce don Silucrio, who was that dap apparatled with very 
happarcii,of cloth of Affrica, full of meruailons pꝛecious 
nes of the Indias Oricntals,4 accompanied with many va- 
int knights of his owne,and alſo bozne in the count rie of 
gland, and in company with the king, thep went vn'o the 
urch, and in the midſt amongſt them the th2& pzecious 
eſttemed Pzinces,Bargandel, Liriamandto, and Tartart- 
Loylo, vnto woom the Pzunce Don Siluerio dyd offer 
t friendſhip. Then when ſeruice was dove , the King 
inuite to inner with bim, all the moſt eſtæ med 
nts that wert in the Court, as well Cranngers as 
of the Count rie, and there was la great a number ot 


ni that they could ſcarce be placed in the mightic ul. 
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And after that with great maieſtie 8 pomp they had enden 
their dinner, they together did accompany the king bnto the 
tower, foꝛ to take ont the pꝛinceſle Oluua, who he ing adure, 
tiſed by Fidelia what ſbæ ſhouid do, was meraaplous richly 
apparayled,abiding they time that the ſhould come to tate 
hir out of the tower, and diſſeinbling with bir (elfe cleans 
contrarie onto that which was in bir Comacke. 

Do when the gates of the tower were opened, ſha deſcey 
ded downe from bir cloſet, accompanied with hir damſelly, 
and Brandizel i Lyriamandro did take hir and (et hir vppon 
a white Palfrape, wiich was o2dayned fo2 btr,meruarlous 
richiy traped, and being accompanicd with the moſt pin: 
tipallett Knights in all the court,they carried bir vnto hir 
pallace, and put hir in a ropall eſtate that was appoynten, 
whereas (hee might (& all the fcaſts and friunphs. When 
don Siluerio ſaw hir to ber ſo fayze and of ſo great beauty, 
that in alt the whole wozlb was not bir pære at that p; 
len, be was as iopfull as euer bee was in all bis Iyfe, an 
was ſo gallant and mer tie, as though they bad ginen bat 
bim all the whole world, and did pꝛetend fo do ſuch thing 
that dap, that the P2inceſſe lhould haue him in cſfimati 
on fo2 a very valpant night. Their triumphs and ſe 
tbey had oꝛdapned in this ſozt, fift ie of thoſe knights and 
the pꝛincipalleſt that ha bzovght with bim out of 
nia, dyd hang they? theldes round abont the Tenks, whi 

were pitched in the midſt of the grrat᷑ court of the pallad 
and thep2 names wzitten vppon they? cheeldes, and all 
knights were within their tents abiding all ol her Une 
tyat would come and combat with them, as well with the 
ſwo20s as with theyz ſpeares, ond whatſocuer lanight 
come and*tonch any of thoſe ſhetos, pziſehntly ſhoulde 
fo:th hæ whoſe nume was win ten therrbpon (0 ten 
with him, and on the other part of the great court was a... 
Silucrio tn another Tent, verp richly wreught lde * 
and like and was oꝛdapned, that all ſuch ventreus Bug 
as dad in Inſt o; tembat overcome any of bis Bucht bo 
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nd be had his Qield likewiſe hanged vpon his tent, as the os 
tiers had, ſet ting himſelf in a chaire at the tent doꝛe, wher ; 
18 height very well at ids pleaſure ſæ all that euer was 
tae by his kenghts.And the king was ſet in his cotall place 
pointed. a bauing in his coinpany,thoſe thꝛæ wozthy pzins 
tts, Bar gande ll, Lyriamandro, t the tartarian Zoy lo, who bes 
nuſe they were lo great friends vato the pꝛince Don Silue- 
jo, they would not as that day iuſt, but did beare the king 
umpanp. Likewiſe many other pzinces and knights which 
came thether to ſe the triumphs & feaſts, x being all ſet in 
der, the tults began,foz ther was come fo2th into the court 
menglich kniglit called Amberto, very valiant 4 couragt- 
dus, famous in all that country, who ſtraight waies at his 

eatring in, ſhe wing a vairant mind, ge went vntothe tents, 

ind with his ſpeare he touched the ſhields of the knights of 
Luſitania, whoſe owner ſtraight wates came fozth, who was 

one of tbe (toutelt that was amangſt them all, whoſe name 

bas Bramides, 24 being mounted vppon a ſtrong and great 

hozle, with hig ſyeare in his hand be put himſelke into the 

eld : Ambverto doing the like, with ſo great furp and fozce 

8s their hoꝛſes could run, thep made their encounter, which 

was in ſach ſoꝛt, that the engliſh knight was puſhed out of 
his laddle downe to the ground, Bramides of Luſitauia pz0- 

(ded fe: Hards on his cour le, without any mouing, and as 

hongh he had done nothing, foz the which he was eſteemed 

the king Oliuerio 4 of all thoſe that ba held him to be a 

wothy kmght,à pꝛelent ly after the fetle of Amberto,came 

th into þ court a ſtrange knight, who was very deſirons 

get hoto2,vut at the firſt encounter Bramides of Luſicania 

{hmw him, t without ſtap ing de oaerthzew ſire 02 ſeas 

that came tozth to iuſt with him, t this being done, her 

ſt iato his tent, wher the pꝛince Don Siluerio reteiued ſo 
reat plealart that Le did not let but ſaꝝ vnto the king ( who 

u in his roiall eſtate hard dy wheras he was how doth 

dur mateſtie like the knizhe of Luſitania that can ſo wel 

ue themlslucs and maintaine the field. 
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It ſeemeth vnto mc ſaid the king, that if all they be can, 

foꝛmable vato this knight,they ought to be had in great cui 
mat ion. At this time entred another baliant knight intothe 
field, and was naturally bozne in Fraunce, called Reno, hy 
touching with his ſpeare once ofthe ſheelds.ther came ſtra 
waies another knight of Luſitania, who although be was z 
verp valiant knght,yet the French knight was of ſo great 
fozce, that at the firſt encounter be ouertb2ew bim to the 
ground, t paſſed on his courſe as though be bad done nothing 
at all, pꝛeſently taking another ſpeare in his hand, he uu 
vnto the pꝛince Don Siluerio, & touched bis dhl with jy 
ſpeare, ſtraight waies the pꝛince came fwzth mounted 4; 
on his might ie ho2le,very gallant t couragiaus, : topniogi 
tbeir encounter, although the french king was very vali:y 
pet the pꝛince was of fer greater ſtrength,by reaſon wher 
of he gaue him and his hozſe a great fall vnto the groun 
AMherat the king 4 all thoſe that did behold it, receiued me 
nailous great content ment of the pꝛince Don S1lucrio.$0 
moſt part of the day was paſſed away, wherein the knighi 
of Luſitania had ouerth2zowen bnto the ground moze it 
fiue bundzeth other knights, the pꝛince Don Siluerio in 
that time receiued no foile that was any thing to his repzac 
fo2 the which he was very glad 4 topfail,s thooght that i 
all the wozld at that pꝛeſent there was not one like 
him, who imagined that the pꝛinceſſe Oliwa recetued gre 
contentment therat, who had hir under ſtanding occupied 
other matters, and had hir mind ſo occupied vpon Rolicle 
tbat (he bad no regard bnfo any thing that was done in 
the great court and hauing cont inually befoze hir eres 
great repꝛoch which ſhould be done vnto hir that night 
was lo full of feare,that many times bir hart did falle h 
but by reaſon of hir hamefaſtnes(foz that all people 
much beheld hir great beautic)ſhe did couer e hide a grt 
part of hir (ozrow.At this time becauſe the knights of 
tania had ouerthzowen lo many in the fleld, ther was 
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hglt in all the court ſæne fo pꝛoue their adventures, of the 
which Don Siluerio with great pleaſare ſaid vnto the king: 
Itelæue that fo2 the knights of England this dap, the knights 
of Lufirania cannot lore their cuſtome, to baue the better in 
fats of armes. At which woꝛds of the pztnce Don Siluerio 
ther were diners knights in company with the king that re · 
ceiued great grief, e. pecially two ancient knights,kinſmcen 
into the king Ohuerio, who in the:r time were valiaunt 
knights, x becauſe age would not agre that they ſhould put 
n armour, they were like to burt with anger, in ſeing 
jw the {knights of Luſitania would diſgrace the knights of 
Þglnd, Then vpon a ſodaine ther were amongſt the coun ; 
u men of the country a great rumoz, which lemed to ba 
of ie ſodaine iop, s loking what it (Gould be,thep ſaw en. 
ering on the one ſide of the great place a knighe of a ver 
ug faturc,t armed with rich armour, 4 mounted vpon a 
great ho2ſr, who by bis gallant biſpoũt ion ſ@mcd they knew 
tO be Brandamarre,the bcſt knight which at that time was in 
all the court, he was bone in England, a yong man verpe 
battant,q4 ſince the ſinall time that be was an armed knight» 
by bis might ie pzowedde he bath got very much honour, And 
zll thoſe of the country had great hope in him that he wold 
fend the honour of his Country againſt thoſe leniglits of 
Iuſtama. The Bing likewiſe was very deſirous that bis 
knights might not recepue any repzoch. When Brandamar« 
te came vato the Tents. he touched one of tbe thields with 
js (pcarz,and ſtraigbt toaies the owner therof came foztb, 
ted vpon a migbtie bozſe,and comming vato the (aff, 
tecauſe the knight of Luſitania was verp valiannt ) pet 
drandamarte was moch moze, and ouerth:zew the other vn⸗ 
dthe ground, and without any fartber delay he fouchs 

d other fixe ſueeldes, and at the ftrlk encounters be ouer⸗ 
Pew the owners of them to the ground, Which gase 
reat confentment undo the king Olwerio, and unte pil 
of the Country, koz that be defended ſo valianntlie 
Sit thy 
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the honour oktbeir country: But their iop endured not long, 
fo; that after that Brandamarte had touched the ſhield of By 
mides of Luſitania. with his ſpeare, be came ſtraigbt warn 
foztb,t foz that they were both of them verp got balan 
knights, they made their encounter ver pſtrongly, mn ſuch lan 
that Bramides of Luſitania, lott his ſtirrups and paſſed big 
courſe fozwardes on, without receiving any other hart, 
And Brandamarte, with bis hozſe, (who was lome what wey 
ry) was conſtrained ot very ſoꝛce to fall vato the ground at 
which fall toer was few ein all that great place, but was yp 
rp ſozie: g the woze,to2 that akt er that he was enerthzol: 
en foz the ſpace of a god hoare.there was not one Kniglu þ 
durſt enter into the great court. Andthe kniglits of Lulitang 
with great pꝛid, was aduanſing e pꝛaiſing tyemſclues.Sut 
in eſpeciall,Bramides, who with a loude voice, that all the 
people might heare him, he laid: Come foꝛth, come (wzth;poa 
kinglits of England, that you may vnderſtand and knobo heb 
valiant t of great ſtrength, the leniglits of Luſitania, att. Chi 
the pꝛince Don Siluerio, who was in his tent, hard by the 
place wheras the king was, with great pꝛide 4 contentment 
that he had of the honour, which his knights had got, he (aid 
vnto the king. Now migbtie king you thall under ſtand that 
not wit haut great cauſethe knights of Luſitania, are eſtewe 
foz the beſt knightes in all the world, fo2 that in any plan 
wherſoeacr thep become, they neuer lle, but a!wairs get 
hono2.And J do belæue 4 banc it foz @ certainty, that wilh 
theſe firſt thouſand knighes, that 3 bane hore with mie, of 
Luſitania, that Jam not able alone to make war again ite 
emperour Trebatio, but alſo to conquer the moſt part of all 
the world. At theſe wozdes of the pzince vnto the king. nal 
one which was with hun recelued any contentment. Butt 
eſpecial thoſe two ancient knights, the one of them was 
ted Adriano, who could not ſuffer to heare Þ great rep20t 
but with very anger, he ſaid: My Lozd 1 pzince,of truth] 
may ſpeale it, that the bonntie 4 fozce of all the ** 
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act conliſt in the {nights of Luſitania, ſo that I haue ſene in 
this country ſuch,that if they were here now at this pze- 
ent, that all your knights would get by them but litle honoz. 
Then the pꝛince (ato, J woald that god were ſo pleaſed, that 
thoſe knights were here now at this time,fo2 that J 4 my 
knghrs would very quickly bꝛing vou ont of this doubt. S0 
at this time, ſome of the knights of Luſicania,were very toy* 
full fo: the honour 4 victo2y which they bad receiued, g other 
om? as ſad & (02rowfull,foz the repzoch 8 ſhame happened 
dato them, by the knights of the country,at which time vp⸗ 
n a ſodaine t vnloked ſoꝛ, they ſaw two knights which en · 
tred into that migheie place, of ſo gallant 4 gentle diſpoſit i⸗ 
004 well armed, as euer they (aw in all their liues, of the 
which, one of them vpon bis mightie hoꝛzſe did put bimſelfe 
night oner againſt the great pallas, 4 tbe other went bnto 
the tents of the knights of Luſitama, and touched one of the 
knizhes hields with his ſpeare, and Craight way the owner 
therof tame ft g. And this ſtr auge eventerons knight, made 
his encounter with lo great trength,that in the middeſt of 
that great place, he oucrtbzew bim from his hozſe to tbe 
ground, his he les up war ds, e io far from himſelf as though 
ht had ben dead. 

Then traight wales came fo2th an other, who with great 
lizhtnes he ſhoucd him out of the (adole,ſo that be was tas 
ln in meas armes & cat ied bim inte the tent,foz that all 5 
banes of his body were ſhaken 4 bzuſed, with that ſtrongs 
encounter. And without any long tarping,he ouerthzew o⸗ 
her ten knights of them, entretiag them in ſuch ſozf, that 
wit one of them ail could ariſe from the arouns,ofbunſelfe, 
bat that they were caried in other mens armes, into their 
ents. At the witch tbe king Oliuerio,s all that were tbcre 
Nelent, were greatly amazed, and could not learne by any 
manes to know wo thoſe t wo valtant knights ſhould be, 
Chen all thoſe of England reteiued great toy and content- 
M:at,fo2 that they ſaw that the knighes of Luſitama, thers 
de and tor did abate, | 
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And Adriano ſaid vnto the king, 3 belteue that the Pune 
Don diluerio is not, well pleaſed with this knight. Let him 
alone ſaid the kinr,fo2 J haue a god bope that his {nights 
will cary away but lit le honour of that which is paſt.They 
Bramides of Luſitania came fwzth mounted vpon a myghty, 
great ho2ſe,q4 with a big ſpeare in his hans he gane a turn; 
about the place, ſhe wing great pꝛid, t bhinking certainly that 
at the firſt encounter he would ouerthꝛow 9 valtant knigh, 
but it fell not out acco2ding vnfo bis expecation, fo; that 
they made their tncounter with ſuch fozce that Bramides by. 
on the ſheeld of the ſtrange knight ſheuecred bis ſpeare all ii 
ſh&vers,but the knight made no chew of moning in his (a 
dle, but he made his encounter ſo ſtrongly againſt Bramides 
that heauing him right out of his ſadle,he car ied hum a gad 
way off from bis hozfe, with his head to the ground and hu 
heles vpwards, e was ſo aſfonied with that terrible blow, 
that be could not ariſe from the ground, fill ſuch time as 
ſome of bis compantons toke bim bp,e caried him into their 


tent. Dh how great was tbe griefe that the pzince Don $i th, 
uerio conceiued when be ſaw his knights receiue ſogreat ry fur 
pꝛoch, t the knights of England withſo great ioy e pleaſure, han 
becauſe they ſaw that ſtrange knight defend their honozs (oil - 


baliantly-The king and the two ancient knights that wert 
with him, deſired very much to know who that knight ſhoul 
be,andlikewiſe his companion, who as it ſæmed vnfo thi 
was as one amazed, beholding that might ie pallace, f in 
ſemblance e pꝛopoꝛtion ſæmed to be no lefle valiant thehi 
companion, as it was of truth, fo that it was that valtar 
Roſicleer, lubo had not ſo much gouernment of himſelfe it 
to ſaffer,but needes he muſt come foꝛth into that gr cat plac 
with the king Sacridoro,foz to behold that day the pzince 
Oliuja,but that he ſaw the pꝛinces in hir ropall cftate,ſhe 
ing fozth bir ſoueraigne countenance with ſo ſinguler be 
ty,he was as one aſtonied t amazed, not knowing whe!! 
be were in Deauen oz on Carth, and the great gl02! 
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which he felt within himſelfe when that he had befoze him 
that pꝛetious fight lo long of him deſired, that fozgetting 
hunſcife hee remained in one place without any power faz 
to mouc himſelſe, but as one depꝛiued of his wits. And the 0s 
ther was that tout 4 ſtrong king Sacridoro, who ſa ing the 
great milchance of his companion, would make ſome ſhew 
of his great bountie, and by reaſon that he was of ſo great 
hountte,in leſſe then one houre he guerthꝛew vnto p ground 
all thoſe fiftte knights, all very euill int reated, g ill berſtead 
wity the fozce of the might fals which they bad receined, 
the great pleaſure the which Adriano recetned h&reat was 
uch, that he could not let but ſay vnto the pzince Don Silue- 
10, how dog you like this my loꝛd, now you map well ſee that 
the boantie or all the wozld doth not conſiſt onelpe in the 
knights of Luſitania: Bo God J do ſweare, that acto:ding 
bato the vſing which theſe knights haue reteiued, the cmpe- 
roi Trebatio ſhall be in great ſecuritye of them foz anpe 
harm? he ſhall receiue at their hands. The pzince was lo full 
of (0:0w,4 ſo angry, fo2 that which hapned vnto his knights, 
that without making aoy anl wer vnto Adriano, with great 
furphe mounted vpon his great hozſe,q4 toke a ſpeare in his 
hand,x put himſeife ready at a point foz fo revenge the imu⸗ 
ne done vnto his knights. At whith time the valiant Zoylo, 
in that he was a great friend vnto the pꝛince, fear ing that 
ther ſhould happen ſome repꝛoch vnto him, ſaide vnto the 
king: Truelp mp 102d,1f it pleaſe pour highnes, Y would vo⸗ 
ry much that the pꝛince Don Siluerio might extuſe the iuſt- 
iz at this time with that ſtraunge e ventrons knight, foz 
that he hath gotten this dap very much honour, e J would 
not that now he ſhould lo'e it agatne:Sarelp ſaid the king 
Oluerio, I chould be very ſozrowfull, and J would that all 
might well be ertuſed, and they leperatedſif there were any 
god mane foz the lame.

Sir knight, by the way of curteſie J do bartelp defire pn 
that this dap von would ceaſe pour high # valiant dates, 
fo pon haue done inough to giue teſtimenie of great boy 
tp, t at this time to depart, foz that the king Oliucrio hal 
receiue great contentment 4 conrteſie in ſo doing. Then tu 
king Sacridoro, who knew htm very well, ũnce the time that 
be ſaw him at the fountains of theſanages, e hauing great 
deſire to ſhew him pleſure, ani wered dim 4 ſaid:Str knyjt 
not onely in this, but in all other things whatſoever pour 
pleaſure is to commaund mæœ, with all my hart t power 3 
will do if to do pou pleaſure. Do after that the valiaunt 
Zoylo dad gratifled him with great thanks fo2 bis curteſt, 
the king Sacridoro departed t went bnfo the place wheras 
Rolicleer was as one amazed 4 aſtonied, bebolding the great 
beauty of the pzinces Oliuia, ſhaking bim by the hand, he 
ſaid: Come let vs now depart from hence, foz we haue tan 
ed here dery long. Then Rolicleer comming to bimlelfe, as 
one which did awake out of a dead Nepe,ſef ſpurs to his 
light bozſe,and went with the king Sacridoro & put them- 
ſelues in a by wap out of that great plate, in ſuch ſozt,thit 
in a ſhozt ſpace they were ont of fight, and the pꝛinte Dor 
Siluerio ramained very furious and full of anger, foz that 
the knight was departed from thence befoze her did fir 
take reuengement foz the iniurie done bnto his Knigite 
and foz that it wargd late, : againe there were no knights 
left foz to iuſt, there began ſtraight waies a great noile n 


which was done in luch ſo2t, that all the whole Citie 0 
ring thereof, and herewith the iuſts were made an en 
the Tents taken out of that great place, and the Pin 
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Pꝛinces and knights, mas bought vnto the mightie pallace, 
wheras der was very well receiued by the king, : was car- 
ried into a Chamber which was on the one ſide of the great 
hall, wheras be was vnarmed. The P2inceſſe Ola be foze 
this time knew Rolicleer, foz Fidelia when (he ſaw him a 

pertiſed hir, wherat ſhe received great contentment, 4 byd 
effeme all bir trauailes t ſozrows which ſhee had recetucy 
well beſtowed, although when the remembzedy great burty 
burly that ſhuld be that night. bir hart was very much out 
ofquyet, and full of anguiſh, and could not by any meancs 
be merry. but with great ſighs and bitter teares ſhe deres 
God to deliuer hir well out of all thoſe daungers. 


How that at ſuch time as the King Oliuerio and the 
mightie Princes and knights of the Court were 
ioy ned together, that the Princeſſe Oliuia and 
— Prince Don Si luerio ſhould take handes , 
Roſicleer and the King Sacridoro entered into 
the mightic pallace, and what happened therin.

57 Fer that Roſicleer and the Bing Sacridoro 
were depar tes out of the place whereas the 
iuſts were made, they both put th ſelues into 
Ma Fozreſt which ioyned nigh vnto the Citie, 
| Ld whereas fhey remayned fill the night was 
come, being fully determpned what they 
— * that they bad left their Chip at the coat, all in 
a redineſſe very wel appointed, conſidering in what great 
peril t danger they did put themſelues,they pꝛaied vnto god 
with all their harts foz to deliuer the well out of that great 
repꝛoch, e hauing a very god hope Þ god wold aide t ſuccour 
them,foz that which they went about was in a iuſt e right 


canſe,fo2 to ſet fr the great wꝛong g harme done onto the 


Pzinceſle . The day being paſt and the night 2 — 
ned 
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iſſaed out of the fozreſf,and entered into the citie,# fo) that 
ther were ſo many knights, as well rangers as Conntriz 
men they could not be percetued,foz the ſtrets were full of 
them, 1 line wiſe the night being dar ke, theyꝛ armour tou 
not be diſcouered, neither was ther any account made ther. 
ok, fo2 that it was a time void of ſuſpit ion, ſo they d2ewnigh 
vnto the pallace, at ſuch time as the Jzinceſſe Olwia 4 th 
Pꝛince Don Siluerio ſhould ioyne bands together, vowing 
matrimonte-the pallace being clere e light with the great 
number of toꝛches and candles that were ther lighted,that 
it ſæmed to bee mid dap, and there were (0 great a number 
of people, that they could ſcarce moue by one another. A 
this time went Fidelia very diligently vp and downe the 
pallace,and when ſhe ſaw the houre dzaw nere that then 
pꝛetence (honld be put in execution, ſhe went ont of the pal- 
lace , and taking with hir a bundle of things neccCarie fo; 
the p2inceſſe,ſhe went towards the (ea ſide, and put hir ſelf; 
in the (hip, abiding the time to ſ& what foztane would do 
fo2 hir Lady and miftres,and fo: thoſe wozthy and valiant 
lnights,and was in ſo great feare, that fo any thing the 
would not be put in the like agatne. All this time was the 
Pꝛinceſſe Oliua ſo full of anguith and alteration, that ſhe 
knew not whetber we were aliue oz dead, and being in 4 
quad2an nigh vnto the great hall, accompanied with all hir 
Ladies g damſels, readie to bee taken fozth to iopne hands 
with the Pꝛince ſher many times fell in a ſound, and being 
very much comfo2ted by the P2inceſſes Rodaſilua 4 Siluen 
na, yet all that euer they could do did p2offit very little,ney- 
ther could ha recouer any fo2ce noz. receine any comſozt, 
fo2 that the houre was come that ſhe ſhuld paſſe that great 
af!:xion, and in remembꝛaunce thereof he thanght verily 
that hir hart would have leapt out of hir dody. At this pit: 
ſent time Rolicleer and the Bing Sacridoro came bnto the 
pallace,and by a falſe doe which Roſicleer knew very well, 
they entered info a chamber wheras tbe pzincetſe was lea 
uing their Yoz\cs with a Page of the kings, who put them 
under a pozfall where they could not ba ſ@nc of the py 
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fle, ſo they went bp a narrow papze of ſtapꝛes till they 
tame into the great hall, whereas they found the Bing Oli- 
gerio, with all thoſe mighty Pzinces and knights, in a fav2e 
Q1a02an,in company with the pꝛince Don Siſuerio, abiding 
the comming of the Pꝛinceſſe Oluwa , fo take hir to bis 
ſpouſe . Lykewiſe on the other ſide of the halt in another 
Auadꝛan was tbe PDꝛinceſſe Olwa, accompanicd with all 
hir Ladies and Damſels, and with the P2incefſe Rodaſilua 
and Siluerina, who had hir in the midſt beet wirt them, and 
when they would haue gone whereas the Bing was, the 
punceſſe Oliuia could not ſtep one fot fozwards,but fell in 
a.ſound in the armes of the otber Painceſſes. Then when 
theſe two valiant knights ſaw it was time, they entered 
both together into the quad2an,and the king Sacridoro car- 
med his Swoꝛd dzawcn in his hand, and his ſhe1d on his 
arme, the which put a great feare amongſt all the Ladyes 
and Damſels, and Roſicleer went ſtraight vnto the Pain; 
telle Olmia his Lady, and toke bir in his armes, lifting hir 
from the ground, all which time her was in a ſound, and 
by reaſon at they2 entering in, all thoſe Ladpes and dam - 
ſclls gaue great ſhaikes and out cryes , there came p2e- 
(ently to that place many Knights, and being without 
armour they dzew out theyz Swozds, and doubled thepz 
takes about they2 armes, and went to reſcue and take 
away the Pꝛinceſſe from Roſicleer, who carried hir in bis 
armes, but foz that the god King Sacridoro was at hand in 
aredineſſe, with foure blows which her gaue, her ouerthzew 
(dare Bnights dead to the ground, of them that firſt appꝛo⸗ 
ted wher they were, the which did put ſo great feare in all 
the reſt, that they durſt not come nigh him, ſo that Roſicleer 
jad rome to come vnto the narrow ſtayzes , which deſten⸗ 
ded downe to the falſe dwze. Then the King Sacridoro 
put himſelfe in the face of all the people, and dyd ſo much, 
hat Roſicleer came vnto the place whereas bis hozſe was, 
d findeing none fo2 to diſturbe bim, her mounted ſozth⸗ 
with vpon his Yozſe,and toke the Pꝛinceſſe in bis armes 
eloze him, and her bad the Page to tarris foz his Lo2d, 
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and letting ſpurres vnto bis god bozſe Rodarte (which he 
had of the Gyant Mandroco, and one of the frongeſt am 
ligbteſt that was in all the wozld) within a ſhozt time he 
found himſelfe out of the Cit ie, and with ſo great fury, that 
it ſemed a Thunder-bolt oz whirle winde, be take his 
courſe thzoughout thoſe fields with ſo great \ wiftneſe,that 
the graſſe whereon his hozſc trode,ſemed as though it mo. 
ued not. This valyaunt Roſicleer trauapled with ſo great 
ioy and contentment foꝛ that rich pzay which her carryed, 
that de could ſcarce beleue he bad ſo great a Jewell with 
him. At which time the Pzinceſle Oliuia was in a ſound, 
without any ſence of knowledge who carryed hir away, 
and by reaſon of the great care of the people, in the whit 
the king Sacridoro remayned, troubled ſo much Roſiclecr, 
that it was the occaſion be fo2ced his Yozſe with ſo great 
ſperd, that in a ſhozf time be came vnto the ſea coaſt, am 
ſtraygbt wayes ba entered into a Shippe , and lapde the 
Pꝛinceſſe vppon a bed, and kiſſed hir, and left hir inthe 
companie of Fidelia hir damſell, and he went a ſhoare and 
mounted vpon his hozſe, and with as great (pede be retur- 
ned back agapne, to ſ&ke out his per fed ſriend the Bing 
Sacridoro,who in all this time had done meruaplous dedes, 
bat by reaſon that the Bing and all the other Pzinces am 
Bnights that were in the Quadzan, at the great ſhzikes 
and outcries of the damſels were come thether, they had (0 
c<paſſed him round about, that bee could not mane bimlelſs 
nepther on the one part noz on the other, but fo2 that they 
were all vnarmed, hee quickly made ſuch a aughter 
mongs them, that the reſt durſt not come right him ſo that 
he had tyme to deſcend the ſtayzes, and comming under 
the poꝛch · wheaeas bis Mage was with his hozſe, although 
that a great number deſcended the ſtap;es after him, yt 
in ſpight of them all he mounted vppon his Bozſe , andby 
reaſon that the number was great, being on Yo2ſebacks 
her flew many of them, then the page mounted bppon (WH; 
Yozſe, and bzoching them furpouſlie with they2 @purrG 
of pure fozce they went out of the Pallace . In the = 
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time the JP2ince Don Siluerio ſœ ing what had happened, 
was the moſt furious 4 angrieſt night in the wo2zld , and 
iter ed into his chamber, and ar med himſelſe with hie-rich 
and gliſtering ar mour.and the like did many other Nantes 
and knights , as well thoſe which were bozne in England, 
gs of thoſe which hee bzought with him ont vi Luſtana, and 
being armed ber came vato the place whereas be leſt the 
king, and when hee ſaw that they were gone, in great baſt 
they called foz their hoꝛſes, and mounting on them they lol- 
hw their enimies with fo great fury, that many of they; 
hozſes burſt in their running, and in purſuing of them they 
met with many that tolde them newes of the Bing Sacri- 
foro, and thep fozced ſo much their hozſcs in following al⸗ 
ty them, that the Pꝛince Don S1juerio cucrtoke the King 
Scridoro a myle ont of the Cit ie, who when bee ſaw him 
ume alone, dyd abide his comming, and when bee came vn⸗ 
tohun,with an outragtous fary bee ſtroke the Bing (ich a 
blow vpon bis helme that he made him to decling his head 
downe to the bꝛeſt, but the King returned ſich another vn 
pon his helme, that he had onerth2owen him to the ground 
ee had not embzaced himſelſe about his bozſe necke, but 
the Pꝛince receiued ſo great gricfe foz the carrying awap 
df the Pꝛinceſle, that be feared not the perill of the battell, 
t with great fury and courage be beeganne to ſtrike at 
fe Ring, charging bim with very furious and terrible 
dives, but all that dyd p2ofit bim very little, foz that the 
Ing was a great deale moze ſtronger then hee Was, ſo that 
{could not haue fallen out well with him, if the battaple 
endured long. but at this time there were iopned toge⸗ 
her with bim moze then one hundzeth Aaights, the which 
tompaſle the god and valpaunt Ring round about, and 
raged him with very great and thicke blowes , but her 
o was very valpaunt and couragious, dpd verie lit tie 
eme his lite ( fo2 that it was in the quarrell, and his du⸗ 
which her did owne vato his perfect friend Roficleer)and 
ach loꝛt her dpd animate himſelle, that in a mall time 
jad apne mozc then twentic kniohts, and if there bad 
not 
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not bene ſo many of them , her would by the help of y, 
migbtie Sod , and bis great ſtrength, quickly haue clerg 
himſelf of them,. but by reaſon that there were ſo many am 
moze and moꝛe they encreaſed , that be fonud himlelte jy 
great perill, and at/the point to be ſlapne. But at this tim 
that valpaunt Roſicleer, who ſæmed to come lyke vntq q 
whirle winde vppon his great and \ wift Yozſe, when that 
be came vnfo the place whereas they made that cruell an 
perillous batfell,and ſ@tng in what great danger and peril 
they had bzought his friend, hee ſtraygbt way put bimſelh 
amongſt the thickeſt of them, lyke vnto a rautſhing Lyon, 
ſome he clone their heads a ſunder, and ſome her cat of then 
armes, and other ſome he cut a ſander by the waſt,and dip 
ſo bebaue himſelfe amongſt them, that in a ſmall time, hg 
bad ouerthzowen the halie of them dead fo the ground, 
Then when the king Sacridoro,knew the great aide am 
ſaccour which her had, with a new foze be charged ſo his 
enimies, that bert wirt the both they dyd ſa much, that then 
was not a knight in all the field that durſt abide them, 
enely the P2ztnce Don Silucrio, who being wounded wit 
moztallſozrow 4 griefe,fo2 the carrying away of the pu 
ceſſe Olwia, with moꝛe courage then ſtrength oꝛ fozce, be 
dyd combat with both of them, charging them with t 
great and heauie blowes . Then Koſicleer, who ſeing 
that one Knight dyd diſturbe them of theyz tourney, wit 
out knowing him , her ſfroke bim ſo terrible a blow bp 
bis fine healme, that all amazed and aſtonied from himſeiſt 
bee fell from bis hozſc to the ground. That being done the 
t wo god and perfect friends would not make any long ia 
ing, but (et Spurs vnto thep2 ſurions hozſes, and ran 
ſo great lightneſſe, that there was none that could ot 
tbem, till ſuch time as they came vnto the les ſide. Now 
this time, came the king Oliuc rio, ont᷑ of the citie, with md 
khen tenne thonſand knights,as welt ſtraungers as of 
owne Tount rie, and followed the parſate of their cmimt 
And when they came vnto the place where-as the batts 


Was fought, they were greatly amazed fo ls __ art 
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laughter and efuſion of blood, and could not belene that as 
ny bamane R night ſhould bane ſo much ſoꝛce and ſtreagth 
fq; to make ſo great laughter as there was done, and bel- 
ping vp the Paince Don Siluerio from the ground, wo lap 
z long vpon the carth as though be had bene dead, with- 
qut mouing of hand noz {wte, they all together in an aus 
duchment followed the purſuite of their enimies, thoſe two 
zmgbts, but fo2 all the great haſt wbich they made in their 
tuning, at ſuch time as they came vnto the Sea five, they 
pere all entered into theyz ſhip, and the Grake maſter of 
the lame bee ing all in a readyneſſe, bꝛought wizom his an- 
kers,and hoyſed foꝛth bis ſaples, and bergan to nauigate vp⸗ 
pon the calme waters of the Ocean ſea, foʒ that at that pꝛe 
ent they found foztune and winde fauourable vnto them, 
there was no glo2y in all the wozld that might bee compa- 
redbnto this of the perfect loner Roſicleer, when ba ſaw ſo 
mach at bis eaſe and will, and in his power, bir fo: whom 
a had paſſed ſo great ſozrow and griefe. Then when tbe 
PiinceTe Oliuia was come agayne vnto bir ſelfe, (hee toke 
him in hir armes e kiſſed him very often, vtter ing woꝛds 
A perfed loue, 4 although as pet ſhe was not cleane vopde 
the alter ation in the which her was bꝛought, pet finding 
r (elfe in the armes of him whom ſhe ſo mach loned, th& 
tined creat pleaſure # contentment, and much moze, to 
hir ſelfe free from that great ſozce,which the king hir fa- 
ger agapnſt all reaſon and iuſtice would haue conſtrained 
> hir will to mar rie with the P2zince Don Siluerio, 
agayne , calling to rememb2aunce what great ſozrow 
griefe which the abſence of Roſiclecr dyd cauſe hir to 
ane. her therewith receined ſa great contentment and 
ae to (& him in hir pꝛeſence, that he thought bir 
iſe fo be new riſen from death to lyfe , comfozting and 
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Then when the king Oliuerio and the Pzince Don Sil- 
"0, and the other Pꝛinces and knights that came with 
mwhen they appꝛoched vato the water ſive,andſaw that 
the 
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tbe ſhip was departed, and perfectly infozmed how that tz 
knights and the p2inceſſe were ther in, they receined ſogrey 
ſozrow & griefe,that the king was at the point of death,ay 
the Pꝛince if they bad not held him, would haue leaped in 
the ſea, and foz that they could not vnderſtand no2 know 
whoſe power the Pꝛinceſſe was carried awap, their pany 
and griefe was the greater, and in great hall they cauſed 
great company of ſhips to bee made in a readinelle to 
low them e being all in very god oꝛder, there entered inf 
them many knights, as well thoſe of Luſitania, as knights 
England, and being in this pzeparatton,ther was a marring 
of another (hip which came vato p king and ſaid : Mightiz 
P2ince, a Damſell which was in the ſhip that is departn 
gaue me this Letter to giue bnto pour higbnelle, if that by 
foztune you ſhould come hether.

W He hiffo2y ſaiththat Oriſtedes the Troian, 
N made fogreat ſperd in his iournep towards 
type gran Cataia, wheras the emperour Ali- 
4} candro was, e after that he bad paſſed the 
td two Scithias, in the end of fiſtic daies 
DEREZSYS he entered into the third, which did belong 
bnto the Emperour Alicandro, t the gran Cataia was in the 
confines of the third Scithia, which fallethmoze towards the 
Onent, vnder the which was the mighty emperonr of Tar- 
turn, the great, a many other kingdomes,ſnbiect vnto the em- 
peraur Alicandro, wherby he was eſtemed to be the migh- 
{et 192d in the wozld. Beſios all this, all the kingdomes & 
Lydhips of the Dꝛient were ſubieck to him. So when this 
god knghe Oriſtedes was entred info the third Scithia, withs 
in one month after he entred into the gran Cataia,wher ber 
under ſtod that the emperdur was in z citie called Neptaa, 
which had aboue an hand2eth 2 fiftie tyouinnd houſehoides 
within the wals, when he came vnto the ſatd citte, he went 
bato the pallaice, 2 cntring in therat,he found the Empe- 
raue in the great hall, accompanied with many kings and 
rents that were bis lubieas. 
i.ii. And. 
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And enkring in therat he pulled of bis helme, z went x kn 
led downe beioze that might ye Cmperour, fo2 to kifle his 
hands: but he who knew him very well, e very glad fo; to 
ſz him ther, made him to ariſe vp on his fat againe d 
embꝛace him ſaping,Oriſtedes,my very god friend, thy abs 
ſence hath not cauſcdvato me ſo much ſoꝛow 2 griee,as gen 
t p comming doth caaſe me to be glad and fopſull. 

Then Oriſtedes (a1d,my god l02d & emperour 7cu ſhall te. 
ceiue much moe contentment, when tha? pon doc bnders 
ſtand the newes that J doe bing vnto you, foz that pon 
ſhall vnder ſtand that the pꝛinces Lindabrides, ycut daughter 
is comming, very nigh vnto this country : A Loth being in 
bir company a knight, the moſt valiant eſt that euer the gott 
did create in all the wozld,and bauing the pꝛince Meridun, 
pozr ſon, trauailed thzonghout many countries, till be came 
vato the emp! ne of Grecia, t neuer could find any one knight, 
that in bounty 4 fozce, was equall bato him. But this alone 
knighc,who did ouercome me in equall batfaile,4 ſince hg 
hath defended the beauty of the Pꝛinces Lindabrides, with 
the beſt knights that is in the wozld, And when he came vt 
to Troy, whereas J do dwell, defending tbe paſſage of the 
b:idge,kept by old antiquitie,bautng battaile with him, he 
ouzrcame me. And at his comandement J am come hether, 
fo2 to bzing you newes of thetr comming. And foz that you 
(hall (& 4 vnder ſtand, bow favourably the gods hath bent 
bato the pꝛinces, in giuing bnſo bir ſo valiant a knight, vun 
(all vaderCand,that if ha doe crc@do in bounty, of knights 
hood, there ts no lacke in him of maieftie and high eltate, 
fo; that hæ is ſonne vnto the Emperour sf Grecia, baing 
accounted the mightyeit Pzince, that is amongeſt all tis 
Chꝛiſtiaus. 

So wben the Empcrour Alicandro hadde well vnder⸗ 

{ode all that Oriſtedes, hadde tolde him, hæ was (o full 
of top and mirth, that he thought that in all his liſe dt 


neuer receiued the one halte of ſo great comfoꝛt : n

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fo; that be louod the pꝛinces Lindabrides. much moze then the 
jince Meridian. And wonld giue a god part of his eftate,ſo 
that the P2tacoſſe might remaine with the whole Empire. 
and foz that be was fully certified of the bigh bount p, of O- 
ſtedes,4 of tbe pzince Meridian, his ſonne. That be was cer - 
ume w ſuer, that the knight that ſhould overcome them» in 
tattaile, Choald ſarmount all other knights in the whole 
wand. And lo with great iop, de did embzace Oriſtedes, gars 
um great thanks fog bis comming. All the other lozds and 
kug\ts that were in the great hall, they weregreatly ama⸗ 
d when they vnde rſtode that one alone knight did over» 
ume in bat taile two ſuch valiant knights as thep were. Foz 
that they thought verily that in all the wozld could not be 
fund others that could be cquall vnto them. o ffraygbt 
unes the Emperour Alicandro, cauſed theſe newes to bee 
pbliſhed th200 gyout all his kingdome loꝛdſhip, comman- 
ding all bis v2Tailes t ſubieas, to pzepare i make themſelucs 
na redines,to be at the great triumphs g feaſts which ba 
ty pꝛetend to make, at the mariage of the pzinces Lindabri« 
ten dis daughter. All this while the knight of the Sun, went 
tranailing in his triumphant chariot, i the moze that pᷣ con · 
werſation of the pꝛinces did cont inue.ſo much the moze, dyd 
his hart burne in the flaming fler of hir lone, in luch ſozt, Þ 
h: never remembzed the faire pꝛinces Claridiana, neither ths 
mer our his father, noꝛ Roſicleer, his bzother, neither his 
tw? perfect fr tends, Brandiel 8 Clauerindo, ot all bis memozy 
ewas cleane vaio, foꝛget ting his owne naturall country,s 
tranſpoꝛt ed ti kmaicdin the amozous lone of the pꝛintes, 
N onely in contemplating bumſelfe in beholding hir greaf 
autte, was all bis ioę & dcligbt,ſo that be remembzed no 
er thing. Uher at none ought mach to meruaile, ſo that 
e farpaCing beautye of this noble pʒinces, ( accompanyed 
to high and ſoueraigne maieſtie) was ſuch, tbat J do 
(ve that there was neuer knight bozne in this wozid, 
a kep.ag continuall company with bir as the knight of 

Ji.iii. the 
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the Sun dead, m haning befoze him that perillous fight, thay 
could clære himſeife 02 withffand the fir ie darts of long. 
though we may well defſemble the great loyalty that it tg 
of other knights,fo2 that it is to tell of things ſurm 
nature,o2 els it is (o ſar to extoll knights,foz to make they 
to beare off to be men.) Do that if the kmighe of the Sun 
the pꝛelence of the pꝛinceſſe had fozgot himſelfe, to the co 
trary,the pzinces with the pꝛeſente of him was the pleaſant 
eſt lady in all the ws21d,x ceceiued great contentment oy 
1y in thinking that at their comming vnto che court of te 
emperour bir father, their marriage ſhould ſtraight warn 
be celebzated. Ss after that they bad trauailed one 
in themighty Alta,they entred into the ſecond Scithia,twhers 
as they ſawſo many e ſo ſtrange fozmes of people and cu. 
tomes, that the Knight of the Sun went very much 
and although many things wozthy of telling hapned vat 
them in this toarny, pet this hiſto2y doth leaue them, fo; that 
if be ſhould detaine bimſcife in telling of them, be ſhuld le 
off to declare the pꝛincipall, fo that the greater part is 
told. To conclude, in the end they enfred into the country: 
the gran Cataia. Then the empet our when be baderſtod 
they were within a dates journey of Neptaia, whereas hi 
was, b& went faozth fo inet them accompanied with me 
then fiftie kings lozds, his ſabieds, t euer one a crowne 
gold vpon his head, and moze then a thouſand knights tha 
went in gard. And when they came whereas they mett 
triumphant cbariot,they alighted from their hoꝛzſes, t we 
t killed the hands of the pꝛintes Lindabrides,q embzacedt 
knight of the Sun,t de received them with great toy 11 
tentment, t when the emperdur dzew nigh,the knight of! 
Sun kne&led downe befoze him fo2 to kifle his hands but! 
emperoꝛ with great pleaſure meruailed at his migbtie i te 
poztion x gallant ſemblance, would not conſent therevalWſ'! 
but embꝛaced him with great loue, : kiſſed him, laping 
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zoe deſire the bigh e mighty gods my ſonne;fo graunt von 

th that you may entoy many væres your youtbfulneſſe, 
in that your comming into this country hath made me ves 
t glad & iopfull. And J do deũre them(my god lozd)ſaid the 
knight of the Sun, to pzelerue your perſon # emperiall eſtat 
ſo; that all we pour ſabtects,may do our duties in pour ſer⸗ 
aice.Then Oriſtedes the troyan came vnto him, as one that 
hava great deſire to ſa him, t the knight of the Sun embꝛa- 
ud him with great loue, e all thoſe kings e knights meruai⸗ 
led mach at dis might ie pꝛopoꝛt ion, : muſing how that ia 
knight of ſo few pteres ſhould conſiſt ſo great ſoꝛce 4 ſtregtb. 

20 after that all had giuen him entertainment, the empe- 

mur went vnto the triumphät chariot,4 aſcended vp into it 
the faire pzinces did fall downe vpon hir knes + kiſſed. his 
hands,+ the emperour likewiſe kiſſed hir, recefned hir with 
great loue, t paſſing betwene them many wo2ds of great 

jleaſure,be ſet himſclf downe in the triumphant cbariof,tn 
the midſt betwene the pꝛinces t the knight of the Sun, 4 all 
the other kings e lozds, mount ed bpon their bozſes, 4 com- 
paſſed the Chariot round abont, taking their journey to- 
wards the mightie Cit ie of Neptaya, whereas of an infinit 

tmber of people, as well women as men, with great ſo⸗ 

kempnitie they were receiued, being all much amazed at his 
gentle and gallant diſpoſiftion. Likewiſe the knight of the Sun 
did very much meruaile at the mighty great nes of that ci 
ie, and of the great abundance of people that were ther in, 
ind (aide vnto himſelfe, that not without great reaſon the 
Cnporour was eft@med foz the might ieſt inte in all the 
011d, So 1tkewtiſe when thep came vnto the might ie pal⸗ 
te, he was no'lefſe amazed to ſe the great ſumpfuouſnes 
d riches thereof, foz that in all his lie he neuer ſaw the 
ne no not by a great dealc,foz that it ſamed 10 be a ct» 
mie compaſſed about with verre ſtrong walles and digh 
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Chen they came thether they all aligbfed from their hun 
ſes,t entred into that mighty pallace, whereas thep 
away the reſt o: the day that remained, all that night i 
great t ſolempne feaſts. And it was concluded among th 
all, that within fiftene daies they ſhould begin to make the 
great triumphs & feaſts fo the mariage of tbe knight of t 
Sun t the pꝛinces Lindabrides, at the which triumph ſhal be 
pꝛeſent the moſt ſtrongeſt king and knights in all the pagan 
country, ſoꝛ to ſz by experience the gi cat bounty that bath 
ben publiſhed of the knight of the Sun, who all this time tt 
cetued great toy 4 contenfment, fo: the tune dzew on to f/ 
nth his great deũre, t although the loue of the pꝛinces, i y 
great deſert were the pꝛincipall occafion that he Would by 
deſtrous to marry with bir. Like wile conſide red, he might 
thinke himſeife / happye fo haue to wife the daughter of f. 
might ie an emperovr,e betre vnto ſo high eftate.With this 
determination t firme loue be paſled awoy that time bert 
much honozes of the emperoar,e reſpeced of all thoſe lozdg 
t kings bis vaſſailes,foz that they all bad a great delight 
pleaſure in him. Whom the hiſtozye doth leaue at the pu · 
ſent to tell of other things that hapned in the meane time,

- Fter the departure of the knighe of the Sun, 
the two pzinces Brandize! & Clauerindo di 8 
die certaine dates in the court of the ene 
rour Trebatio, of whom 4 likewiſe of all his 
knights,they were honoured t eſfeemed,tby 
==> reaſon of the great lone which the Pam 

Brandizel bare vato the pzinccfle Clarinea, ſhe could not tabs 
any relt no; be at quiet. 0 
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50 byon 4 day being in converſation with bis friend Cla- 
neryndo , he ſard: That fo2 ſo much as the Knight of the 
Sunne was not there with them,me thinckes it would be 
qod(in the meane time fill hee returned agarne)tofly from 
this idleneſſe in the which wer are, and to go and ſæke ſome 
gzncntares foz to increaſe our honour , and to exerciſe mi- 
litarie Wnightbod . The which tounſaple 1; Red the Peince 
very well, and vaderffa.zding the will of Brandzell, hee 
frayght wapes (apde chat bee Would doe all chat bis pleas 
ſure was, fo2 that be ſhonid reteyue great contentment 
therein. Do bold of them al cd liſence of the Emperour foz 
to depart, pꝛoimtung him fo returne againe lo ſone as they 
heard that the Knight of the Sunne was returned agarne. 
do the Cmpero2 (although very mach againſt his will, and 
by they2 great impoztunancie) did grant leave bnto thew, 
do thele two perfect friends departed from Conſtantmo- 
ple, and when ther came vato the waters fide.they entered 
into a ip which thep found readie to depart towards the 
kingdo me of Polonia. Aſter that they were departed 4 had 
lapled on they2 voyage ſoure dapes, there began to arile a 
great ſto2zme at the ſea, and at midnight the winde began to 
blow ſo terrible, and the Ses fo woke ſo far out of all 02- 
der, that ſometimes they thought that the waues carryed 
the hip vp into the cloudes, and other tymes they thongbt 
the Ship to fall downe to the deapth thereof, and the Ship 
received ſuch a leake,that whatſoener the marriners could 
de with the Pompe and otherwiſe, yet might they goe vp 
fo the knees in water abone the baleſt, fo: the which cauſe 
theſe two god knights made no otber reckoning but to bee 
lot, which canſed them with all they2 barts to pꝛape bn- 
tu God to haue mercie on them, and to fo2aine them they2 
lanes, and alſo if it were his divine plealure to delyuer 
(hem out of that great tozment, When the day was 
come thoſe boyſterous windes dyd (o beate the Ship tum - 
bling and tofſing it from one part to another, in ſuch fo2t, 
that it could no longer indure, but opened a ſunder in the 
dest, ſo that theſe two Kniobts had no other refuge, but 
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eyther of them fo take holde of the firff planke that tam 
vato they2 bands. Then God who dyd reſerue them fo) g 
greater effed, did deliuer them that they were not dzowng 
in that tozment,foz that they bad not fully balfe an hour. 
ſuſtained themlelues vpon their planks in the water,when 
that thoſe migbtte bigh and great wanes dyd carrye them 
vpon the ſhoare. The Pꝛince Brandizel in Polonia, and the 
Pꝛinte Claucrindo vpon an Jland that ſ@med to bee full of 
thick aud greene trees, who when hes was vpon the thoare, 
and ſaw bimſelf clære of that great toʒment, de gaue great 
thanckes vnto almightie God foz dis wonderfull benefits 
ſhewed vnto him in that bis deliuerance , e dyd very much 
lament the lofſe of his friend Brandizel, not knowing what 
was become of him. And being very deſirous to know in 
what Countrie her was, finding a narrow and ſmall dies 
wap, he followed the ſawie, and trauapling therein a mile, 
bee meruapled very much that der could ſe no people, ner 
ther anie towne oz inhabitaunce, the Countrie being { 
freſh and full of Tres that it ſemed bnfo him neuer in all 
his lpfe to haue ſ&ne a Couner ie ſo delight ſome. So after 
a great while that he bad trauapled by that narrow path, 
at ſuch time as the Sun began to ware hot,and found him- 
ſelfe ont from amongſt thoſe trees, be entered into a great 
and wide pla ine, in the midſt of the which he ſaw a mightie 
high and well towzed Caſtle, the which was of Lyndarazs, 
the abt wherof put bim in great admiration, and it ſ@med 
vnto him Þ it could not bee w2ought by anp humane hands, 
and beeing bery deſirous to know who it ſhuld be that was 
Loꝛd of that meruaplous Caſtle , be baſted his pace mon 
then befoze,and went towards the ſame,and the nigher ha 
came to it the moze h meruapicd. 

So when her came and ſaw that wide and de pe difch,and 
that there was no other entrie into the Caſtell but onelie 
by the bzidge, hee went thether,and found that the gate was 
ſhut, and haning at the ring thereof a very fapze and rich 
þozne of Iuorie, with a ſcroule vpon it which ſarde. 
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Thou Knight,whoſe foztune hath bzought the betber,if 
thou art determined to know ante thing of this great and 
ſtrong Caſtle, blow this hozne,and thou (halt not lacke one 
to make thee aunſ were. and haue a great care in defending 
thy ſelfe from the Pozter, fo2 that bee will put thy lyte in 
great peril. 

The Paince hareat was verp much amazed, and could 
not imagine what it ſhoald ba, but bauing a great defire to 
know what Chould bee wit hin, without any longer farry- 
ing. and with a valiant courage he toke the hozne and put 
it to dis mouth, t began to ſound it with ſo great ſtrength, 
that the ſound was heard thzoughout all the Caſtell , and 
be had not ſcarce pulled the Pozne from his mouth, when 
that with a great ruſhing and nopſe the gates were open, 
and there iſlued out at the gate a furious beaſt called Bra- 
m, and the moſt hozrible and entll fauouredſt that ever 
was (ene fozmed by nature, fo2 that bis body was as big 
as two god bozſes,and bis legges moze bigger then a buls 
lenge, and each legge bad fine clawes, and the leaſt of them 
was a (pan long, and as bigge as a mans finger, and bis 
mouth ſs bigge, that a man might well goe in thereat, and 
was all furniſhed with very big tuſkes, and as ſharp as 
a raſour,and be thzew out at his mouth great abundaunce 
of fire and ſmoake, in ſuch ſozt, that it ſ&med to bee Pell 
mouth, and be came fozth with ſo great bzauencſſe, that 
there was no man but onelp at tbe ſight of bir would haue 
reteiued great fcare. And as ſone as this Brama was come 
lozth, it went ſtrayght wayes towards the Pzince, and 
in his baſtyneſſe her would haue gozed him with bis ſharp 
tuſkes , but the P2zince who was polptike and very lyght, 
fate a leape on the one fide, and cler red htmlſelfe from the 
fury thereof, and paſſing by him with his woꝛd be tbzuſt 
{terrible a fopne at that monſter, that chancing beet wenne 
two ribe, it entered into his body vp to the hits, and pul⸗ 
ung the ſ woꝛd out, there followed great abundance of blond 
dut at the wound. Then when the furious Brama felt him- 
{elſe hurt, with as great fury as euer was lane, de returned 
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dnto the Pꝛinte, who bearing bis bead very lowe , in (ic 
ſozt,that by no meanes be could de fende bimſelfe,but muſt 
of fozce abide dis fury, who ſtroke dim with bis tuſkes {@ 
terrible a blow, tbat bee thzew him from the ground tenne 
paces from him backwards , ſo that if his armour bad net 
bene made by that wiſe man Lyrgandco , at that blow be 
bad parted dim a (under in the mid, pet fo2 all that, thy 
Pꝛince was ſo euill intreated with the migbtre fall, that 
if hee had not benc of ſo valiant a courage, it bad not bene 
poſſible foz him to haue riſen agayne from the ground, but 
by reaſon that bee was one of the moſt valianteſt Knights 
in all the wozld, with a triſe b& aroſe vp agayne, and at 
ſach time as this furious Brama came towards him againe, 
fo to claſpe him bet wirt his craell and (harp clawes, ba 
firmed bimſelfe ſure vpon his fete, and toke bis ſwozd in 
both bis hands, and determined to put dis lpſe in aduen⸗ 
ture in ſtriking of one blow. and ſo be dpd, fo2 at ſuch tim 
as this Brama came vnto him, he ſtroke him ſo Rronge a 
blow with both bis bands bppon bis monſtrous head, and 
fo; that his Swoꝛd was very god and ſharpe, and ſtroke 
with ſo god a will of the Pzince, that it cloue it cleane 
ſunder, and the ( wo2d entered ints the ground a god ſpan, 
ſo that the monſtrous beaſt fril downe dead to the ground 
befo:e the Pꝛince, wbo pꝛayſed God greatly foz that vido- 
rie which be had, and remayned a god while bahoulding 
that great beaſt,and was ver much amazed at his ſtrange 
fozme and furious compoſition , and being very deſirous 
to know and vnder ſtand the ende of that Ntraunge aduen⸗ 
fure, without any longer tarrping be entered in at the 
great gates that were open, and as be went in vader the 
firſt tower,lokeing on the one ſide, ha ſaw p2opeztioned of 
tbe wall, bis perfect friend the Knight of the Sunne, and if 
was ſo arteficially done, that it ſ@med to bæ himſelſe in 
perſon.and being greatly amazcd thereat, bæ taped to de. 
dolde the wbole cirtumſtaunte thercof, and there he la 
the th2e firſt battailes the which da made vpon the b2idge, 
payuted very naturally. And calling to _—_—

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that which the Emperour Trebatio had commanded to bee 
paynted vpon the foze front of the pallace, be (fraight waics 
{li in reckoning what it ſhould be, and bow that was the 
nd of Lyndaraza, whereas the Knight of the Sunne kwke 
gut and let at liberty the @mperour I rebatio,and receiumg 
great iope and contentment to ſæ painted there the mighty 
and wonderful dxds of his grea! friend, be paid oz warts, 
ind finding that there was no doze ſhut to cake any reſi- 
tance, be entered infocuery part therof, without any feare 
0102cad,a02 in eaery hall oz chamber wherein be entered, 
be ayed to behold the baaue and peritious battatles that 
had tocre paſſed with the Knight of the Sun, and of all them 
were fo periectly ſet fozth,that it ſæ med to bee new donc as 
then, and being as greatly amazed to ſæ all this,as alſo the 
ſmptaous buildings, it ſæmed rather to bim to b& things 
ale: all, and not made by the handes of any humane crea⸗ 
tore. Ind when be bad paſſed th2ongd all the dwzes, halls, 
ad chambers, whereas the Knight of the Sunne had mads 
battayls, bee entered into the great and aughtie Court, 
bheras he was no lefile amazed then befoze at the ſtrange 
nikeing thereof and great riches. Wo in this ſozt be p20- 
dd lo: war ds, and went bp a bꝛoad payze of ſtapzes into a 
ghty Gallerie, whereas be diſcouered the dwꝛe, and thꝛæ 
ps of beaten luer, and comming to them be catered in 
the dw2e, where hee ſaw the fapze Lyndaraza and all hir 
dumlels, plaping vpon Yarps, with ſo excellent a grace, 
vat the wert noyle of Puſicke ſemed to aſcend vp in⸗ 
| the Heauens, and filled his eares with the \wet metas 
in inch lot, that as a man dep2ived of his vnderan- 
de Printe remained at th2 entrie of the dozc,and ſæ⸗ 
d vato him that the voyce of Lyndaraza was rather ces 
a then humane, and therewith he was tratght wapes 
den pꝛiloner with hir loue, and neuer berfoze was there 
Lady oz Damſell that was Loꝛd of his hart. Ss then 
JMuraza taking towards the tw2c had ipide the P2ince , 
dltrayght wapes left off hir playing and ing ing, and 
bir 
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bir damſells, toke hir by the hands, and did lift hir bp an 
bir fate wheras ſhe ſat and with a countenance as t 
the had been angry,ſhe ſayd: Who are pou fir knight,thit 
bath berne ſo bould, without my lyſence, to enter into thi 
wy caſtell. Then the Pꝛince who was beholding of hir a 
ene amazed, and was bery lo2rie,fo2 that bee bad giuenhy 
occaſion to bee angry, with a triſc he pulicd of his healme:

Fap2e Lady, J do molt hartcly deſire you to pardonme, 
fo2 this great anger which von do conceine & ſhow agent 
met fo my comming in hcther,foz as J was ignozaunt ty 
ſ& that which J haue now ſerne, {0 am J without fault fy 
my comming in. And it it be ſo that J baue committed ang 
offence, in recompence thereof, is (uffictcnt the great gruß 
which pour great beautte hath cauſed vnto me. And te 
rour which J hate made, cannot be compared, noz lite 
guall vn*o my gricfe. Well ſapd the fapze Lindaraza if 
will that J ſhall par don pou, ſir Knight, pou muſt fell 
who vou are, and how the kæ per of mp caſt le did let rout 
come in. Then the Prince ſapde , at the commaunde 
ef ſuch a fapze Lady, J cannot chuſe but to bee obedient 
in eſpectall, J. who in all one lp pour god wilt, doth depe 
my lpfe .

although tbep were all Bings , euery one of them over his 
Jland, pet by reaſon of dis greet bzaueneſſe and migbtie 
unce. they were all ſubic> vato this, and they eſt@med bim 
fo; theyz Lo2d and pꝛincipall amongſt them, and in ſigne 
and token thereof , this bad bis crowne of fine golde wer -

£yis great Campeon ſ&ing his ſtrong companyons ſo 0 
uerthꝛowen and loſe the victozte, he receined thercat ncys 
ther ſozrow 1302 griefe, but was rather very glad and (op. 
full, ta (& the great valour of that knight,foz that (as he ho⸗ 
pcd to):to onercome him pe might the the better Chew fazth 
his great bountie, although it ſemed vnto him to get verie 
little honour in cuercomming of bim, conſidering the great 
cacounfers and iaſts which be had made berfoze with (0 
many Gzants and Knights,and appꝛoching vnto tbe knight 
of the Sunne vpon his mighty Clophant, which ſamed tg 

be a great tower, bœ ſapde. |

Bramidan,ſo2 thts tale which y halt toide vnto mæ although 
(foz to giue occafion to haue the in greater eſtunat ton) if 
had ben beiter, that an ot ber had giuen me to vaderſtand 
of thy great fame, and not told me by thy ſelfe. Foz that 
there can nothing be wel done, whe that it is atuance d and 
ſet fozth by the der thereof, but muſt nedes loſe a arcat 
part of the bertue,and touching that, whereas thou ſapſt,

dtherwiſe it well bee u great repzoch to mæ, when it (hall 
be kno wen in my Count rie. that J do take a ſpeare fo iuſt 
with one alone Amgdt. Then the Krughit of the Sunne ſapd, 
it is moꝛe bonour to ouer come one knight,then to be overs 
ome by one hundzeth. And ik in thy Countrie it bee a great 
dame foz to juſt agapnlt one alone Bnigbt, ſo lykewile (4: 
a count rie a great diſhonour, whe it ſhall be knoweu,th»t 
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fo2 fo combat with the J ſ@ke-companie and help, there, 
ſoze J will combate with the alone if thou wilt. if not. ma 
thp returne backe agapne from whence thou camſt, and let 
other god Knights come vnto the Juſt, who doth things 
long 02 the Same. Bradaman at theſe woꝛds was very an 
grie, and lpkewile fo2 the Knight of the Sunne, bercauſe bg 
would continue with bum alone, ano as one amazed be re- 
mapned not knowing what to doc, one way ſaming to be 
great neceſſitic in him to combats with bum alone, and an 
other wap great repꝛoach and ſhame, to leave bis compy- 
nions quarrell vnreuenged. The Emperour and all thols 
that were with him dpd well heare and vbnderſtand all that 
paTecd beet wixt them, not & little wondering at the fierce- 
vclle of that monſtrous and valiant Gyant, and dyd great- 
ly feare his ſtrength and vnreaſonable ſtature, ſæ ming wh 
to tdem vnpoſſivle that ante humane Bnight (heuld ouer- 
come him. How when Bradaman ſaw that bis b2ancneſl 
no2 ünpoꝛtunations dyd [iftle pꝛeuaple him to per wade 
the Knight of the Sunne not to enter into battayle with 
bim . with great furie be tourned the raynes of his 
wmiabtie Elephant, and bꝛoching bim with bis ſpurrs, ba

out rage. And in ſa ing tueſe woꝛds with a mightte great 
ſcare in his hand, which ſamed to be as bigge as a In 
Tru an] as fait as 018 Cleppant could runne, b& wen! Y 
gaontT tue Kmght of the Sunne, who calling vpor God in 
his ayde and juccour, pke wyle ranne agaynſt him, with # 
getat ſwift nelle, that heauen andearth ſeemed to t rcmbit 
la that toe iwkers on gad great leate lo tahoid him, * 
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in to ſa the ſaecceſſe of that rigoꝛous cencornter.the which 
was ſuch, and with lo great fozce and ürength that thep2 
peares (although they were very big) were ſhe@vered all 
to peces without any mou cither of them in theyy ſad 
dles fill ſuch time as thep came to mete togetter with 
thep2 badpes and hozſes. Tuben the god woꝛſe Conner mo 
with his harpe and zar d bone, bzocbeo the Cleptaunt in 
the widdell of the bꝛeaſt, in ſuch lozt, that wounding & m 
dery ſoꝛe, he ouerthaew bim dead to the ground with bis 
maſter Bramadan vpan hun, who cave ſuch a blow vppon 
tue cacty with his fall, that it ſemed a mtchtte Tower to 
hane (allen hee made ſo great nople , Likewiſe the Knight 
of the Sunne with his Yozle being tozmcnted with the 
might:e encounter of Bradaman and his Clepharynt, almoſt 
atoaied they came both fo the ground pet with a tryſe this 
teur agious knight roſe vp vpon bis feetc, 4 with bis wid 
vawen in his hand, and bis ſheld on his arme, be went 
Maynſt Bradaman , who greatly amazed at that Qronge 
kataunter, was vpon his fare, with a great bat of pzon in 
both his hands, at the ende whereof was hanged by ſtrong 
thatnes of p2on foure great pelicts of the ſame mettall, the 
which bee lang about dis head, flouriſhing with ſuch ſur ie 
to ſo himſelfe 8nerth2owen aft the firſt encounfer by one 
ine night, that be wiſhed all the whole place fo ba ful 
nights, and agaynſt him, that he might the better exe 
ate his fury , and comming nigh vnto the Knight of the 
une, with great fury and kozts be let dꝛine at bim ſo ter 
nible a blow , that the bigge pellets on his bat whtirlcd in 
apꝛe and made ſo great a nopſe,thaf there was nene in 
Utde place, but onelp in ſeeing of bim fo fierce and catra- 
us, but were m2rumtloudly afratde. But thts mighty and 
ant knight, ſeing ſo terrible and mo2tall a blow cem- 
Ing vpon him; with great᷑ diſcretion made Chew as though 
wound abide the fury thereof, but pet af fuch tune as bee 
Md dilch arge the ſam?, by reaſon that the Greunt was 
CM 9119, and the blos ſtroks overthwart. be with great 
ad; Taped dawne to toꝛ ground, m ſuch ſoz!,tiat the 
blow 
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blow went euer him without touching bim any thing at zn 
And with the great fury of the bat and the pellets. it mam 
the Gyant to turne twiſe about with all bis body. Jn thy 
meane time this valiaunt knight. did ſtrike bim ſuch a blow 
vpon bis leg. that what with the great ſtrength wherewith 
it was ſtroken, and the fincneſſe of his \wozd, it cut hg 
armour and the fleſh vnto the hard bone,whereat ied ve- 
ry much blod,that the earth was all to be ſpzinkled thery 
with. But when that Bradaman, felt btmſelfe wounded am 
ſaw bis aduerſarie beefoze him, with ſo great courage, his 
wꝛath, anger and moztall courage was ſuch that be might 
be compared vnto one of the infernall fur ies, fo; that ther 
tame foꝛth at his viſoz ſo mach ſmoake and ſparkles of fy 
er, as though it bad bene full of gunne ponder and Bim. 
ſtone. And with ſo great bꝛaueneſſe, that he put great fears 
in all them that dyd beehonld him, with both bis bands, hg 
began to thzow that great and heauie bat about bis bead, 
with ſo great fozce and i wiftneſſe,tbat it ſ@med to make x 
round cerkle, and the waigbty pellets of y2on that bum 
thereat,made a whirling noyſe in the ayze. And ſo with this 
dꝛeadfull ſemblance,he went agapnſt the knight of the Sun, 
being very certapne and ſars,that if any of thoſe pellets, 
ſhould faſten vpon him, that it would bꝛeake him all to pa 
ces. But be who in the Ipke extremit ies bis hart nener 
fayicd bim, ſeeing that it dyd accompliſh bim to ſlie from hu 
aducrſarie,oz elſe to abids that daungerous blow, from the 
which it was not poſſible to eſcape the death, if any of then 
pellets dio chance fo bit hem. At ſuch time as hee came nig 
him, a that tbe pellets had paſſed once about whit ting bat 
by hts viſar of his helme, beeſoze that be could come about 


foꝛce of the blow, and topned with the Gpant, in ſach ſon 
that when he came abont with bis ( welling blow agarm 
the pellets mifſed their pur poſe, vut with the hand end of 
club. ber ſroke the Knight of the Sun with fo great frond! 
that he thought vercly, that all his armour and bones h3 
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Fcength and \ witneſe wherewith the pellcts few abort, 
was the occaſion that the bat flew out of the Giants hands, 
and fel! a great way from him on the ground. The which 
when the god Kinabt law, being very glad, hæ cleered hims 
gelle from hun, and ſaid : J pꝛomiſe the from this time fo2- 
wards , thou (half not p2ofit thy ſel/e any moꝛt of this tty 
veadſull weapon againlt me. Then the Gyannt who made 
no reckoning thereof, dzeiv out a great bzoade fauchon the 
which ber bad banging at dis fide,and ſaide: knight, do not 
incourage the ſelfe any moze fo2 this, that if all the beauens 
ind aarth were topned fogether in thy fauour, pet Chould 
they not be lufficient (oz fo deliuer thy life out of my bands. 
and in ſaying theſe woꝛds, br went vnto the Knight of the 
dune, fo2 to rike hum a blow vppon bis bead, the which 
was done ſo quickly, that the night bad no leaſure foz to 
flare bimſelfe, but warding it with bis [wd and ſherlde 
inthe beſt wiſe ba could, and chauncing vnder bis \ wozd , 
he cloue his held a ſunder in the middeſt, and the fozce of 
the blow deſcended downe vpon his Pealme with ſo great 
ſtrength, that it made him to ſtoup with his knes 4 hands.

er execute his blow , foz that the Knight of the Sunne 
ois great ligbtneſle and fozce dyd cleece himſelfe fron 
baten, in ſuch ſozt, that it was a great meruaple fo; him to 
; n one ſure blow vpon him, which was the occaſion that 
"Y tos 
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the battaple endured moze then two boures bet wirt they, 
with lo great foꝛce and ſtrength, that there was no iudgy, 
ment to bee giuen betweene them who ſhould bane the vit 
tozie. All thoſe which beheld this bzaue batfell were very 
much amazed at the fury and fozce of Bradaman, and my 
moꝛe at the boantie of that valpant knight, bow da couly 
fo long endure agapnſt him. Then the Emperour Alicandto 
(although be had great doubt ot the battatle) pet ha mers 
uapled very much, and ſayd vnfo Oriſtedes, the ſingular 
bountte of the Knight of the Sunne is to bæ wondered at, 
who like wiſe with words of great pꝛapſe ſapde, t hat there 
was not a knight in all the world that in bounty 4 ſtrength 
was lyke vnto him . In this time the fapze P2mceſſe with 
the out ward ſhew of hir heavy countenaunce, and the going 
and comming ok hir rubicond coulour, gaue to vnderfand 
what great (ozrow and griefe hir heart recepued foz to ſee 
bir welbeloncy knight put inte ſo great perill and trouble, 
and octupped hir ſeife in no other thing, but pꝛaping unte 
bir Gads foz fo giue him the binozie, at Which time the 
ſplendant Sun dꝛew nigh vnto the Occident regions, and 
the ſad darkneſſe of the night began to couer the carth, wi 
the furious Bradaman and the god Knight of the Sunne þad 
endured thier boures in the batfayle, wil bout taking au 
reſt vet at that time thep Croke ſo fierce and furious one : 
gaynſt an other, as thonvh it dyd but as then bgm, and 
Bradaman labeured with great courage foz to faten ons 
fore b!owp vnon the Rmphe of the Sunne, beelwoing vere! 
ther with to matte an env of that battaple,vut all that co 
bee dod pꝛoture fo dwe, was to hit tie purpoſe, fo: hat thi 
worth Anigh' knowing the great perill and daunger 
bis moztall biowes, dpd procere by all meanes to veren 
and clete huimſe he fro them and with great fury and light 
neſfe he dpd ſtill ſtriße and waund bim on his big legs 
ſuch ſo:t, that although big armeur was made of nne all 
hard boy's of Tlephavats, yet when the night dꝛeh on. 
had mo2e then ten wounds on them, whereont ranm 


great abundance of blad , that all the place was bare 
ther 
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ther bit d, as theugb tber bad ben two bulls ſlaine, the quan- 
tie, was lo much by reaſon whereof the giants fozce and 
trenath abated, in ſuth loꝛt, that be did not execute his bla⸗ 
wes with ſo great ſtreygth as he did at the firſt,the which 
being knowen by the knight ofthe Sun, his fury's fozce ins 
creaſed the moꝛe  Bradaman fainted by the lofle of ſo mach 
vod, g being without all power 4 ſtrength;he fell downe vn⸗ 
to the grand, whoſe fall was ſo terrible e beante, that it 
made toe whole pallace, with all the towers to ſhake, which 
was as creat top 4 pleaſure unte them that did behold ie, 
as it was fozrow t ariefe vato all the giants, the compant- 
ins of Bradaman, who wer? ready to burſt with pure anger, 
to (ze their loꝛdto be ouer tome 2 looſe the vino, the knighe 
pf the Sun giuing thanks onto almighty god fo; that great 
udtozp, went vnn o Bradamin,y@allcd off gis helme to ſi 1f 
he wert dead 62 not, and when he ſaw that de mas but in a 
bund, he co112 andzd ſtreigbt waies that be ould be cartes 
from thence, wher a9 he might be cured of his wounds. The 
which was i atyyt way done, and his wounds walhed and 
bound vp. 2 taund thut be was in no per ill of death,although 
the koight of the Sun had knowen at that time what wouto 
have hapned, witha very god will he would haue cut off his 
head, befoze he would baue commanded him to de cart d, foz 
that cue ry dꝛop of biod which was ther ſpilt,coft full deer ly 
the emprronr of Greece. Thus tbis bzaue e periitous bat · 
lule being concladed, che hoz'e of the knighe ofthe Sun was 
tratght wales bzaought vnto dim, d moitting theron. all theſe 
kings 4 nughty lo2ds came (v2 to beate hun company. with 
uch gallant noiſe of maſtck.that it the wed tbe great malcſs 
tie of thofe kings 4 P2tnces that were ther pieſent. In this 
lyt they bare this knight company t ili hee came vnto the 
nigdt ie pallace,dwing hum luch bonour as the like was nr⸗ 
ger done vnto any Pꝛince oz Kuh, aud being ente 
red into the pallate, in company with thoſe Emmas. L ozbr g, 
Wd £n:2hes, the mightie Einpersur Alicandro came let 
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4nfo the galleries texto rect iut him, cmizactug him with 
great ione he laid: Oo my dre t welbeloucd ſon, dow hap:

S0 after that they bad ſupped, begas th 
feats ot dancing, in the wich the knight of the Sun did dich 
with the pzinces, with ſo natable g ercelleit grace, withtie 
like diſpoſitten, that it was a thing wozthp of beholding, 
Likewiſe thoſe kings 8 1020s did dance with the ladies an 
damſells ofthe pꝛinceſſe, who were vere faire,in the wilt 
micth and paſtime they paſſed away the greateſt part! 
the nigbt,and fo2 that. the Kmghc of the Sunne was be 
wearie of bis great trauaple the paſt, the Caipereo 
would not that that nigbt they Chonld be made (are tagt 
ther, but commanded it to be referred till the uirt da fe 
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ping: Thus midnmht being pat, all men went buck 
their telt and the knighe ol the Sunne at two of the clocks 
in the mozning toke his leave of the Pzincefſe Lindabrides, 
with great ſozrow 4-grtefe,foz that his eefired glozye was 
zat off and delaied till the nert day.
